Lectures  on  Military  Topics  lor  Business  Men 


A  committee  of  prominent  San  Franciscans  have  ar- 
ranged with  the  military  authorities  for  a  series  of  lec- 
tures on  military  topics.  The  importance  of  this  sub- 
ject at  the  present  time  is  realized  by  all  and  it  is 
hoped  that  the  wishes  of  the  committee,  as  expressed 
in  the  following  notice  to  the  public,  will  receive  con- 
sideration and  that  as  many  as  can  will  attend  : 

"We.  the  undersigned  citizens  of  San  Francisco, 
realizing  that  an  adequate  knowledge  of  military  topics 
IS  lacking  among  business  men  and  that  such  a  knowl- 
edge is  of  vital  importance  in  order  to  consider  intelli- 
gently the  great  national  issue  of  preparedness  which 
now  confronts  the  country,  have  arranged  with  the 
United  States  Army  authorities  for  a  series  of  lec- 
tures on  military  topics  which  all  patriotic  citizens 
should  attend  so  as  to  be  properly  informed. 

"It  is  the  hope  that  through  these  lectures  an  enthu- 
siasm may  be  developed  and  an  interest  aroused  which 
will  make  possible  a  large  and  successful  business 
men's  camp  for  military  instruction  at  the  Presidio  at 
Monterey  in  the  summer  of  1916.  Attendance  on  these 
lectures,  however,  will  not  obligate  anyone  to  enroll 
for  such  camp. 

"The  lectures  are  designed  to  give  general  informa- 
tion to  men  of  all  ages  rather  than  such  detailed  in- 
struction as  IS  given  at  a  business  men's  camp  for 
younger  men..  This  general  information  will  not  onlv 
be  useful  to  all  citizens  in  helping  to  form  their 
judgment  on  preparedness,  but  also  to  such  as  attend 
the  lectures  with  a  view  of  participating  in  a  camn  of 
instruction.  ' 


'We  believe  that  these  lectures  will  be  of  unusual 
interest,  and  we  urge  as  many  as  can  do  so  to  attend 
them,  and  particularly  request  that  employers,  in  so  far 
as  they  are  able,  make  it  possible  for  their  employees, 
particularly  their  younger  employees,  to  attend.  Simi- 
lar lectures  have  been  arranged  for  in  Portland.  Se- 
attle. Spokane  and  other  important  Pacific  Coast  cities. 

"The  Palace  Hotel  has  furnished  a  room  in  which  to 
hold  these  lectures,  which  will  be  given  every  Friday 
until  the  series  is  completed,  beginning  on  Friday 
January  14,  1916.  A  seventy-five-cent  table  d'hote 
luncheon  will  be  served  at  12:15  P.  M.  each  Friday, 
and  the  lecture  will  start  promptly  at  12:45  P.  M.  and 
last  not  to  exceed  one  hour.

sequcntly  at  this  time  not  a  single  steamer  which  is 
capable  of  carrying  a  lumber  cargo,  regardless  of  size 
IS  laying  idle  in  this  port.  Brisk  times  are  beino^ 
looked  forward  to  by  the  San  Francisco  ship  owner.? 
many  of  whom  are  in  the  market  to  sell  their  ^^maller 
steamers,  with  the  intention  of  building  larger  and 
more  modern  vessels,  so  as  to  supply  the  demand  for 
tonnage  which  at  this  time  is  needed  the  world  over 

Statistics  compiled  by  the  Marine  Department  of 
tlie  Chamber  are  to  the  eff"cct  that  the  tonnage  char- 
tered and  on  the  way  to  San  Francisco  from'  foreion 
ports  including  the  Atlantic  Coast  and  Hawaiian 
Islands,  amounts  to  date  to  150.018  net  ton^.  aga-nst 
-44,663   tons   at   the  same   time  last  year.     This   is  a 
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dropping  off  of  94.645  tons,  which  shortage  is  easily 
explained  by  the  European  war,  the  sHde  in  the  canal 
and  the  demand  for  vessels  in  the  Atlantic  trade,  where 
higher  freight  rates  prevail.  This  small  amount  of 
tonnage  en  route  is  only  temporary  for,  with  the  canal 
cleared,  owners  will  commence  to  divert  their  steamers 
to  Pacific  Coast  ports,  where  much  freight  is  to  be 
moved  this  coming  year.  With  the  large  increase  in 
freight  rates  which  are  assured,  many  of  our  large 
coasting  steamers  which  have  been  operating  success- 
fully on  the  Atlantic  for  the  last  year  will  undoubtedly 
return  to  San  Francisco  (their  home  port)  where 
rates  look  encouraging  for  some  time  to  come. 


SUPPORT    THE    CHAMBER    OF    COMMERCE.

In  every  city  of  any  pretentions  there  is  a  central 
commercial  organization  which  has  for  its  object  the 
improvement  of  conditions  of  all  business.  It  takes 
care  of  all  those  inquiries  which  come  to  the  city  re- 
garding labor,  finance,  factory  sites,  trade  relations, 
values  and  all  other  matters  which  business  men,  and 
especially  manufacturers,  desire  to  know. 

In  San  Francisco  there  was  at  one  time  a  number 
of  business  organizations  all  apparently  working  for 
the  same  object,  and  the  heads  of  these  organizations 
in  their  wisdom  combined  them  so  as  to  have  a  maxi- 
mum of  influence  with  a  minimum  of  expense,  and 
the  result  of  that  combination  was  the  San  Francisco 
Chamber  of  Commerce. 

At  the  head  of  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce today  are  some  of  the  most  prominent  busi- 
ness men  in  the  city,  who  are  giving  their  time  and 
their  energy  and  their  money  to  the  furtherance  of  the 
work  of  the  organization  and  the  solution  of  the  prob- 
lems that  are  of  vital  interest  to  the  city.  These 
men  arc  working  not  only  without  pay,  but  are  put- 
ting up  their  money  to  carry  forward  the  effective 
work  of  the  organization  because  they  realize  that 
what  is  good  for  the  city  is  good  for  them  as  indi- 
viduals ;  it  is  the  belief  of  every  member  that  they 
should  do  their  part  in  meeting  the  conditions,  and 
certainly  the  results  that  have  l)een  accomplished  by 
the  San  [-"rancisco  Chamber  of  Commerce  affect  di- 
rectly or  indirectly  all  interests  of  the  city.

Decision  in  Switching  Refund  Cases. 

The  text  of  the  decision  of  the  Interstate  Commerce 
Commission  in  the  case  of  Boardman  Co.  z.'S.  Southern 
Pacific  Co.,  et  al,  which  will  be  reported  in  ^i,"/  I.  C.  C, 
at  page  81,  has  been  received  during-  the  past  week. 
The  report  is  comprehensive  and  denies  reparation 
for  switching  charges  paid  subsequent  to  the  original 
decision  in  the  Pacific  Coast  switching  cases,  except 
in  so  far  as  the  carriers  have  been  permitted  to  make 
refunds  back  to  August  12,  1914.  which  was  the  efifec- 
tive  date  of  the  final  order  of  the  Commission,  made 
after  the  decision  of  the  United  States  Supreme  Court, 
rendered  June  8,  1914. 

The  final  paragraph  of  the  decision   is  as   follows : 

"When  carriers  have  reduced  rates  of  their  own  volition 
or  in  compliance  with  our  orders  it  does  not  necessarily 
follow  that  reparation  should  be  awarded  on  shipments  which 
moved  under  the  pre-existing  rates.  We  have  frequently  de- 
clined to  award  reparation  when,  as  in  the  instant  cases,  the 
rates  reduced  have  been  in  effect  for  lonar  oeriods  and  the 
reduction  applied  throughout  a  large  territory  and  affected 
shippers  at  many  points  who  were  not  parties  to  the  pro- 
ceeding. In  view  of  the  general  readjustment  of  terminal 
charges  resulting  from  our  findings  in  the  Pacific  Coast 
Switching  cases,  in  which  cases  reparation  was  neither  asked 
nor  awarded,  and  upon  a  full  consideration  of  all  the  facts 
of  record,  we  are  of  the  opinion  that  no  reparation  should 
be  awarded  in  these  proceedings.  An  order  dismissing  the 
complaints   will   be   entered." 

The  words  "pre-existing  rates"  used  in  the  above 
paragraph  must  be  intended  by  the  Commission  to 
refer  to  rates  existing  prior  to  the  final  order  of  the 
Commission,  effective  August  12,  1914.  It  seems  clear 
that  this  decision  is  conclusive  upon  all  pending  switch- 
ing refund  cases.  The  test  case  in  which  the  decision 
was  rendered  was  thoroughly  presented  at  all  points, 
and  all  facts  and,  arguments  that  could  be  presented 
to  the  Commission  on  a  petition  for  a  re-hearing  were 
presented  at  the  original  hearing  of  the  case.  The  Com- 
mission was  fully  advised  as  to  all  points  of  fact  and 
law  involved,  and  acting  within  their  discretion  have 
reached  the  conclusion  that  no  reparation  should  be 
awarded. 

The  Commission  also  states : 

"It  should  be  noted  therefore  that  our  finding  in  the 
Pacific  Coast  Switching  cases,  subsequently  confirmed  by  the 
Supreme  Court,  caused  the  elimination  of  the  charge  which 
had  the  sanction  of  long  established  custom  in  that  part  of 
the  country  and  which  had  long  been  recognized  by  the 
shippers  and  carriers  as  an  element  to  be  considered  in  the 
conduct   of   their   business." 

This  consideration  appears  to  the  Commission  of 
sufificient  logical  value  to  justify  its  statement  in  the 
language  of  the  report. 

The  other  cases  pending  before  the  Interstate  Com- 
merce Commission  will  doubtless  be  governed  by  the 
decision  of  this  test  case.  The  effect  of  the  deckion, 
however,_  is  to  very  firmly  fix  the  attitude  of  the 
Commission  that  switching  charges  imposed  in  con- 
nection with  the  line  haul  are  unlawful.  Indeed,  it 
is  said  at  page  84  of  the  decision,  in  effect,  that  even 
conceding  that  the  cost  of  delivery  to  spur  tracks  is 
greater  than  the  cost  of  delivery  to  team  tracks,  never- 
theless the  unlawfulness  of  the  spur  track  charge  is 
still  established.  The  Commission  cites  also  "Car  Spot- 
ting Charges,"  34  I.  C.  C.  609,  in  which  the  Commis- 
sion held  that  carriers  must  perform  the  spur  track 
service  even  upon  tracks  situated  within  the  plants  of 
large  industrial  concerns. 

The  decision  is  written  by  Commissioner  Meyer.  A 


concurring  opinion  is  written  by  Commissioner  Plar- 
lan,  who  has  taken  the  position  in  the  industrial  track 
cases  that  the  charge  should  be  made  for  spotting  cars 
beyond  the  junction  point  of  the  spur  track  and  the 
main  line  of  the  carrier,  but  he  is  apparently  alone  in 
this  position. 

The  opinion  is  not  controlling  upon  the  California 
Commission,  although  it  must  be  expected  that  it  will 
be  strongly  persuasive.  There  is,  however,  before  the 
California  Railroad  Commission  in  the  refund  cases,  a 
question  which  is  not  passed  upon  or  decided  by  the 
Interstate  Commerce  Commission's  decision,  and  that 
is  the  legality  of  the  charge  made  by  the  Northwestern 
Pacific  Railroad  Company  for  deliveries  and  receipts 
of  carload  freight  in  San  Francisco.  This  is  a  case 
of  substantially  new  impression  for  our  Commission 
to  decide,  and  it  is  confidently  believed  that  the  switch- 
ing charges  for  receipts  and  deliveries  in  connection 
with  the  freight  of  this  line  will  be  found  to  be  unlaw- 
ful. The  Northwestern  Pacific  Railroad  is  the  only 
carrier  reaching  San  Francisco  that  has  failed  to  fol- 
low the  fashion  in  San  Francisco  switching  charges. 

The  reluctance  of  commissions,  both  Federal  and 
State,  to  award  reparation  in  other  than  exceptional 
cases  is  becoming  the  subject  of  general  comment. 
The  attitude  of  the  carriers  in  contending  that  it  is 
not  sufficient  proof  of  damage  for  a  shipper  to  prove 
that  he  has  paid  an  unreasonable  rate  and  to  claim  as 
his  measure  of  damage  the  difference  between  the 
reasonable  and  the  unreasonable  rate,  is  still  persis- 
tently maintained  by  their  law  departments.  If  this 
position  proves  ultimately  successful  and  the  courts 
shall  support  it.  it  would  seem  to  necessitate  legisla- 
tion to  correct  the  deficiency  in  the  regulating  laws. 
The  proof  of  damage  can  rarely,  if  ever,  go  beyond  the 
point  of  showing  that  the  shipper  or  consignee  has 
paid  the  unreasonable  freight  rate.  It  is  practically 
impossible  to  trace  the  excess  through  the  ramification 
of  buying  and  selling  in  the  marts  of  commerce.  There- 
fore, unless  a  definite  and  practical  rule  of  damages  is 
fixed,  either  by  the  courts  or  by  the  statute,  the  rep- 
aration provisions  of  the  Public  Utilities  Act  will  be 
meaningless  from  a  practical  point  of  view.  The  ship- 
per may  have  a  form  of  action  and  the  appearance 
of  a  remedy,  but  no  relief  will  be  obtainable  and  the 
provisions  of  the  public  utility  laws  will  be  as  in- 
effective as  the  common  law.  which  also  permits  the 
recovery  of  the  difference  between  a  reasonable  and 
an  unreasonable  rate  charged  by  a  common  carrier.  A 
mere  theoretical  remedy  is  of  no  practical  value  to  a 
commercial  community. 

The  California  switching  refund  cases  will  probably 
be  heard  next  month. 


Senator  Ramsdell  of  Louisiana  on  December  16th 
introduced  a  bill  to  authorize  the  Interstate  Commerce 
Commission  to  fix  minimum  as  well  as  maximum  rates. 
He  would  change  the  language  found  in  the  Fifteenth 
Section  of  the  act  so  that  it  would  read  as  follows : 

"The  Commission  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered 
to  determine  and  prescribe  what  will  be  the  just  and  reason- 
able individual  or  joint  rate  or  rates,  charge  or  charges,  to 
be  thereafter  observed  in  such  cases  as  the  maximum  or  mini- 
mum to  be  charged."  *  *  *  The  Commission  may  make 
an  order  that  the  carrier  "shall  not  thereafter  publish,  demand 
or  collect  any  rate  or  charge  for  such  transportation  or 
transmission  in  excess  of  the  maximum  or  below  the  mimmum 
rate  or  charge   so  prescribed." 

The  California  Railroad  Commission  has  this  power 
under  our  State  Act,  or  in  other  words,  thev  may  pre- 
scribe the  exact  rate  to  be  charged  by  the  carrier 
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MARINE  DEPARTMENT  NEWS 

The  bark  W.  B.  Flint  is  loading  a  cargo  of  pineapples 
at  Punalun.  Hawaiian  Islands,  for  Libby,  McNeill  & 
Libby,  which  will  be  brought  to  this  port.  This  ves- 
sel ran  for  several  years  to  the  island  from  San  Fran- 
cisco, carrying  sugar  in  the  Alexander  &  Baldwin 
Line,  and  was  sold  to  engage  in  the  salmon  trade  to 
Alaska,  making  Seattle  the  home  port.  This  is  the 
first  visit  she  has  made  here  for  many  years. 


Another  coaster  has  been  added  to  the  large  fleet  of 
steamers  operated  by  the  Pacific  Coast  Steamship  Co. 
The  latest  vessel  acquired  by  them  is  the  steamer 
Ravalli,  which  was  purchased  from  the  Hammond 
Lumber  Co.,  and  is  a  vessel  of  about  800  tons  and  is 
a  handy  vessel  for  the  small  ports  along  the  coast. 


The  Danish  Government  has  made  public  a  ruling 
that  no  Danish  tonnage  registered  and  entitled  to  fly 
the  Danish  flag  will  hereafter  be  allowed  to  be  sold, 
transferred  or  set  over  to  any  citizen  or  corporation 
of  a  foreign  power.  Vessels  holding  Danish  registra- 
tion must  continue  to  fly  the  Danish  flag  and  no  trans- 
fers will  be  permitted. 


The  East  Asiatic  Company's  motor  ship  Panama  has 
about  completed  loading  a  full  Oriental  cargo  at  vari- 
ous ports  and  will  leave  Kobe  on  December  31st  for 
San  Francisco  to  discharge  the  entire  cargo.  This 
is  the  maiden  voyage  of  this  fine  craft,  which  is  to 
load  a  full  California  cargo  for  Scandinavian  ports. 


Chas.  R.  McCormick's  steamer  IVapama  will  leave 
San  Francisco  on  January  8th  for  Guaymas  and 
Mazatlan,  via  San  Pedro,  taking  freight  and  pas- 
sengers. 


Christmas  Day  brought,  amongst  the  many  foreign 
freighters,  the  British  steamer  Inveric,  from  Manila, 
Hongkong  and  Japanese  ports.  This  is  the  initial  ar- 
rival of  the  Bank  Line  fleet,  which  will  in  future  op- 
erate to  this  port.  E.  C.  Evans  &  Sons  are  agents  for 
the  company. 


British  steamer  Aralucn  arrived  in  Boston  last  week 
after  a  voyage  of  sixty-one  days  from  Newcastle.  Aus- 
tralia, going  via  the  Straits  of  IMagellan  with  10,000 
bales  of  wool,  4400  bales  of  which  goes  to  New  York. 


Toyo  Kisen  Kaisha  Japanese  steamer  Persia  Mam 
arrived  in  this  port  from  China  and  Japan  on  Decem- 
ber 25th,  bringing  2222  tons  of  Chinese  and  Japanese 
cargo.  Some  of  the  principal  items  consisted  of  747 
cases  of  cigars,  2.S30  bales  of  rul)ber.  860  sacks  of  wal- 
nuts, 972  rolls  of  matting,  1067  packages  of  raw  silk, 
3044  bags  of  rice,  and  .S391  ingots  of  tin  ;  also  427 
packages  of  United  States  mail.  The  same  company's 
freighter  Darien  Maru.  with  4900  tons  cargo,  anchored 
a  few  hours  later. 


Six  thousand  bags  of  cocoa  and  eight  thousand  bags 
of  sugar  were  brought  to  jiort  on  Deceml)cr  2.^th  l)v 
the  steamer  Mck-illc  Dollar,  arriving  here  from  Talara 
IJay  and  Guaya(|uil.  The  cocoa  is  to  be  shipped  to 
Eastern  cities  overland,  and  is  the  forennimr  of  large 
inipf)rtatif)ns  of  this  commodity,  which  in  future  will 
clear  through  this  port.

PROSPEROUS  MINING  CONDITIONS  IN  THE 

WEST. 

The  United  States  Geological  Survey  announces 
that  the  most  notable  item  in  the  year's  record  is  the 
stimulation  of  metal  mining  in  the  Western  states. 
Almost  without  excejition  ihe  increases  in  production 
were  large,  and  in  several  states  19LS  was  the  best 
}ear  on  record.  In  Arizona,  which  leads  in  copper, 
the  out])ut  of  that  metal  exceeded  the  previous  record 
production  of  1913.

ANNUAL  MEETING  OF  NATIONAL  CHAMBER. 
The  fourth  annual  meeting-  of  the  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce of  the  United  States  will  be  held  in  Washington, 
D.  C,  February  8th  to  10th.  The  subjects  to  be  dis- 
cussed are  those  now  imder  consideration  by  the 
Chamber  and  such  matters  which  from  their  import- 
ance the  Chamber  will  have  to  consider  the  coming 
year.  These  include  the  seamen's  law,  price  main- 
tenance, permanent  tariff  commission,  national  budget, 
labor  exchanges,  Federal  Trade  Commission,  commer- 
cial arbitration  and  rural  credits.  The  present  plans 
provide  for  the  giving  up  of  the  afternoon  and  even- 
ing of  February  9th  to  a  discussion  of  the  subject  of 
National  Defense. 


LUNCHEON  TO  HON.  THOMAS  SAMMONS. 

On  January  4th,  at  a  joint  luncheon  of  the  Chamber 
of  Commerce  and  the  Commercial  Club  in  the  rooms 
of  the  latter,  the  Hon.  Thomas  Sammons,  American 
Consul-General  at  Shanghai,  China,  spoke  of  the  trade 
opportunities  in  .the  Orient.  Calling  attention  to  the 
fact  that  the  per  capita  imports  of  China  were  about 
$1.00  annually,  which  sum  does  not  nearly  represent  the 
purchasing  power  of  the  country,  he  emphasized  the 
necessity  of  our  merchants  preparing  to  secure  their 
proportion  of  the  increased  business  which  China 
would  do  with  the  world.  Mr.  Sammons  said  that  the 
American  saw  mill  had  successfully  competed  with 
cheap  Chinese  labor,  as  was  evidenced  by  the  sale  of 
over  two  million  feet  of  lumber  to  that  country  last 
year,  of  which  half  came  from  the  Pacific  Coast.  He 
said  that  the  visit  of  the  Honorary  Commercial  Com- 
missioners from  China  last  summer  had  proved  of 
benefit  to  American  manufacturers — large  orders  hav- 
ing been  placed  and  connections  formed  which  would 
lead  to  further  trade  relations.  He  warned  our  mer- 
chants that  the  proper  basis  for  the  continuance  of 
business  in  China  is  the  proper  filling  of  any  order, 
large  or  small,  in  a  manner  to  suit  the  purchaser.

GOOD  FIRE  RECORD  AT  THE  EXPOSITION 

The  Chamber  is  in  receipt  of  a  letter  from  the  Board 
of  Fire  Commissioners  enclosing  a  copy  of  Chief  En- 
gineer Thos.  R.  Murphy  relative  to  the  work  ])crformed 
l)y  the  Panama-Pacific  Exposition  Fire  Department  in 
comparison  with  that  of  the  Chicago  and  St.  Louis 
Expositions.  The  report  places  San  Francisco  in  a 
very  favoral)le  light  and  shows  that  in  Chicago  with 
75  alarms  there  was  a  financial  loss  of  $478,000  and  in 
St.  Louis  with  350  alarms  the  loss  was  $100,000,  while 
in  San  Francisco  with  117  alarms  the  financial  loss  was 
only  $250.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  Chicago  and 
St.  Louis  Expositions  were  in  operation  for  six  months 
only,  while  our  Exposition  ran  for  about  nine  and  one- 
half  months  the  comparison  is  remarkable  and  more 
than  cre(lital)le  for  our  city  and  Exposition. 
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TRANSPORTATION  DEPARTMENT 

DOCK  SWITCHING. 

The  petition  of  the  carriers'  defendant  for  a  rehearing 
in  the  Dock  Switching-  Case  instituted  by  the  North 
Pacific  Steamship  Company  has  been  set  down  for 
argument  and  such  additional  evidence  as  may  be 
ofi^ered  for  Monday,  February  14th  next.  It  may  de- 
velop on  this  rehearing  that  additional  evidence  will 
be  ofifered  by  one  or  both  sides  to  the  controversy,  and 
possibly  that  the  issues  in  the  case  as  presented  by  the 
pleadings  may  be  broadened  by  amendments  thereto. 
There  is  no  doubt  expressed  as  to  the  propriety  of  this 
ruling  and  the  justice  of  the  efifect  of  the  order.  The 
commission,  however,  has  decided  to  hear  whatever 
arguments  may  be  urged  on  the  petition  for  rehearing. 


MARINE  DEPARTMENT  NEWS 

German  steamer  Walkure,  which  was  sunk  by  shell 
fire  in  the  harbor  of  Papeete  during  1914  and  after- 
wards sold  by  the  French  government,  being  purchased 
by  Sudden  &  Christenson  of  this  city,  was  raised  prior 
to  January  1,  1915,  and  beached  for  examination  and 
temporary  repairs,  before  proceeding  to  this  city.  Her 
name  has  been  changed  by  her  new  owners  to  the  Re- 
public. This  vessel  is  2,403  tons  and  will  be  a  fine 
addition  to  the  company's  fleet,  who  will  probably  put 
her  on  the  off  shore  run  when  repairs  are  finished. 


TERMINAL  RATE  CASE. 

No  injunction  has  been  issued  as  yet  from  the 
United  States  District  Court  in  the  terminal  rate  case, 
wherein  an  order  for  an  injunction  was  made  enjoining 
the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  and  the  defend- 
ant carriers  from  enforcing  the  order  of  the  Commis- 
sion of  April  30,  1915,  which  restricted  the  Schedule  C 
terminal  rates  to  the  actual  ports  of  call  of  the  ocean 
steamers,  that  is  to  San  Diego,  San  Pedro  and  San 
Francisco.  The  minute  order  which  was  entered  pur- 
suant to  the  opinion  has  been  vacated  and  set  aside, 
and  the  matter  has  been  set  down  for  hearing  before 
the  special  court  January  31st  next. 

Governor  Jos.  W.  Folk,  chief  counsel  for  the  Inter- 
state Commerce  Commission,  will  come  to  San  Fran- 
cisco to  be  present  at  and  participate  in  this  argument, 
and  Mr.  Blackburn  Esterline  of  the  Department  of 
Justice  at  Washington,  D.  C,  will  no  doubt  also  be 
present. 


The  annual  report  of  Commissioner  of  Navigation 
E.  T.  Chamberlain  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30th, 
last,  shows  there  are  now  building  in  American  ship- 
yards more  vessels  than  ever  before  at  any  one  time. 
Also  that  tonnage  under  our  flag  is  greater  than  at  any 
time  in  our  history.  Under  construction  the  total  ton- 
nage is  761,511,  including  98  vessels  exceeding  3,000 
tons,  and  13  exceeding  10,000  tons.  The  total  tonnage 
is  now  8,444,258.  Under  the  act  of  1914  171  foreign- 
built  vessels  have  been  transferred  to  the  American 
registry.  Of  the  total  number  of  new  vessels  building 
six  are  for  foreign  owners,  four  of  3,500  tons  and  two 
of  5,000  tons.  This  marks  an  era  in  iron  and  steel  ship- 
building, as  this  is  the  first  time  that  foreigners  have 
placed  orders  in  our  yards.  While  this  condition  is  ex-' 
ceedingly  satisfactory,  it  should  not  be  overlooked  that, 
out  of  the  total  only  1,871,543  gross  tons  are  engaged 
in  the  foreign  trade. 


MORGAN  STEAMSHIP  LINE. 

The  Southern  Pacific  Company  has  made  application 
to  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  under  Section 
5  of  the  Act  to  Regulate  Commerce,  which  section  is 
commonly  referred  to  as  the  Panama  Canal  Act,  for 
permission  to  continue  the  operation  and  ownership  of 
the  Morgan  Steamship  Line,  running  from  Galveston 
and  New  Orleans  to  New  York  and  way-ports.  The 
application  will  probably  be  set  down  for  hearing, 
either  in  New  York  or  Washington,  the  latter  part  of 
this  month. 

The  Commission  has  large  discretionary  powers  with 
respect  to  permitting  the  continued  operation  of 
steamer  lines  owned  or  controlled  by  railroad  com- 
panies. The  law  preventing  railroad  companies  from 
owning  or  controlling  their  water  competitors  does  not 
extend  to  or  embrace  water  lines  which  are  mere  ex- 
tensions of  the  rail  lines,  or,  in  the  language  of  the 
statute,  water  lines  with  which  the  railroad  does  not 
or  may  not  compete.  And  even  in  the  case  where  such 
possible  competition  may  exist,  nevertheless  the  Com- 
mission may  permit  the  continued  operation  of  such 
steamer  lines  where  they  find  that  it  is  in  the  public 
interest  to  continue  their  operation,  and  where  this 
will  not  tend  to  diminish  or  abolish  other  competition 
by  water.  The  Commission  granted  the  request  of  the 
Southern  Pacific  Company  with  respect  to  the  con- 
tinued operation  of  the  river  steamers  between  San 
Francisco  and  Sacramento,  on  the  ground  that  the  pub- 
lic interest  would  thus  be  conserved. 


Three  well-known  sailing  vessels  changed  owner- 
ship within  the  last  week.  The  ship  Edward  Sewall, 
owned  by  Sewall  &  Company;  ship  Poltalloch,  owned 
by  Eshen  &  Minor,  and  the  ship  Manga  Reva,  the 
property  of  I.  E.  Thayer.  The  three  vessels  are  well 
known  in  this  port,  having  carried  grain  cargoes  from 
here  to  Europe  for  many  years.  All  are  big  carriers 
and  will  no  doubt  net  good  profits  to  their  new  owners. 
The  three  vessels  were  sold  to  Eastern  parties,  the 
terms  of  which  were  not  made  public. 


Steamer  Norwhal,  for  many  years  a  well  known 
whaling  vessel  and  the  property  of  H.  J.  Knowles,  was 
sold  to  L.  A.  Pederson  of  this  city.  Her  new  owners 
will  probably  put  her  in  the  Alaska  fishing  trade. 


Schooner  Muriel,  in  port  at  Gray's  Harbor  and  the 
property  of  Hind,  Rolph  &  Company,  has  been  char- 
tered by  Balfour,  Guthrie  &  Company  to  take  a  cargo 
of  lumber  to  Valparaiso  at  $22.00  per  thousand. 


On  January  3d  the  Marine  Department  was  advised 
of  four  San  Francisco  owned  vessels  arriving  at  off 
shore  ports  with  cargo  amounting  to  3,809,591  feet  of 
lumber  taken  from  North  Pacific  ports.  The  barken- 
tine  T.  P.  Emigh  arrived  at  Sydney  with  1,052.228  feet ; 
the  barkentine  Amazon,  also  at  Sydney,  with  1.245,718 
feet ;  schooner  R.  C.  Slade,  at  Fremantlc,  with  770.801 
feet,  and  the  coasting  steamer  Fair  Oaks  at  Callao  with 
740,844  feet.  ^ 

Several  new  oil  tankers  of  large  carrying  capacity 
are  due  to  arrive  at  California  oil  ports  this  month. 
The  first  to  put  in  an  appearance  should  be  the  steamer 
Bradford,  4,000  tons  net,  consigned  to  the  Standard 
Oil  Co.,  due  at  San  Francisco  about  Janua,ry  15th.  The  ^ 
Norwegian  steamer  Maricopa,  nearly  a  month  out  from 
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Montevideo,  is  due  at  San  Pedro  the  latter  part  of  the 
month  to  load  a  cargo  of  oil  for  the  General  Petroleum 
Company.  Following  her  closely  is  the  Norwegian 
steamer  Beldridge,  due  to  arrive  from  Tocopilla  at  the 
southern  port. .  Both  of  the  latter  are  vessels  of  4,400 
net  tonnage. 

The  followiiig  steel  steamers  are  building,  or  are 
under  contract  to  biiild,  by  shipyards  on  San  Francisco 
Bay:  At  the  Union  Iron  Works  the  freight  steamer 
Annette  Rolph,  for  the  Rolph  Coal  &  Nav.  Co.,  9,000 
tons  displacement;  the  Eurana,  of  the  same  size,  is 
being  finished  for  F.  S.  Strachen,  of  Georgia.  Another 
vessel  of  like  capacity  will  be  constructed  for  T.  B. 
Wilcox  of  Portland,  Ore. ;  two  steel  steamers  and  two 
steel  tankers  for  the  Standard  Oil  Co.  of  New  York; 
the  Standard  Oil  Co.  of  California  have  two  tank 
steamers  of  85,000  bbl.  capacity  under  way,  while  the 
Standard  Oil  of  Philadelphia  have  ordered  one  on  the 
same  plans.  .The  New  Jersey  branch  of  the  same 
company  has  contracted  for  two  tank  steamers  for 
bulk  oil  carrying,  as  has  the  Atlantic  Refining  Co.  of 
Philadelphia.  The  Vacuum  Oil  Company  of  New 
York,  one  tanker,  and  the  La  Brea,  just  launched, 
and  Los  Angeles  to  take  to  the  water  the  15th  of  this 
month  complete  the  list  of  freighters.  A  modern  steel 
freight  and  passenger  steamer,  the  largest  ever  built 
on  this  coast,  is. under  way  for  the  Matson  Navigation 
Company  of  San  Francisco,  to  be  used  in  the  Hawaiian 
Island  trade. 

At  the  United  Engineering  Works  there  is  being 
constructed  for  C.  Henry  Smith  a  6,000  ton  steel 
steamer.  The  Moore  &  Scott  Iron  Works  were  awarded 
a  contract  by  the  Rolph  Coal  &  Navigation  Company 
for  a  vessel  to  be  379  feet  long,  and  built  on  the  lines 
of  the  Annette  Rolph,  now  under  construction  at  the 
Union  Iron  Works. 


FOREIGN  TRADE  OPPORTUNITIES

That  if  vessels 
destined  for  such  ports  will  call  at  either  Gibraltar, 
Bizerta,  Oran,  Algiers,  Trapani,  Messina  or  Valetta 
with  object  of  having  cargoes  examined  they  may 
avoid  being  detained  and  searched  during  the  voyage. 


SHIPMENTS   FOR  TUNIS   OR  FRENCH   ZONE 
'  OF  MOROCCO. 

Through  the  courtesy  of  the  Consul-General  of 
France  the  department  is  advised  no  merchandise  can 
be  shipped  from  neutral  countries  to  Tunis  or  French 
z6ne  of  Morocco  without  being  accompanied  by  a 
certificate  of  local  custom  authorities  stating  same  was 
manufactured  in  country  from  which  shipped.  Such 
certificate  must  be  vised  by  the  French  Consuls. 


AMERICAN     EXPORT     CHAMBER     OF     COM- 
MERCE AT  AMSTERDAM. 

The  Foreign  Trade  Department  is  advised  the 
American  Export  Chamber  of  Commerce  at  Amster- 
dam has  established  a  European  Commercial  Intelli- 
gence Branch  whose  object  is  to  bring  the  trade  of 
neutral  countries  in  normal  channels  and,  after  the 
war,  with  other  nations.  For  a  small  fee  merchants 
may  become  members,  thereby  securing  the  services  of 
this  Chamber  in  arranging  for  representation,  etc.

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THE  COMING  FAIR  AT  LYONS,  FRANCE 

There  will  be  held  in  Lyons,  France,  from  March  1st 
to  the  15th  of  this  year,  a  Fair  of  Samples,  which  will 
undoubtedly  tend  to  increase  the  current  of  commercial 
exchanges  between  this  country,  France  and  the  coun- 
tries adjoining  France,  and  it  will  be  to  the  benefit  of 
California,  in  particular,  to  be  adequately  represented. 

It  will  be  remembered  that  France  was  the  first 
European  nation  to  accept  the  invitation  to  participate 
in  the  Panama-Pacific  Exposition,  and  although  she 
was  war-torn  and  her  northern  frontier  in  the  hands  of 
the  enemy  she  made  one  of  the  finest  showings  of  any 
nation  represented.  She  expended  enormous  sums  of 
money  and  erected  an  edifice,  modeled  after  the  Palace 
of  the  Legion  of  Honor  in  Paris,  which  elicited  praise 
from  all.  Fourteen  hundred  merchants  of  France  were 
represented  among  her  exhibitors  and  many  of  the 
exhibits  were  priceless.  It  would  be  a  fitting  recogni- 
tion of  the  spirit  of  France  showed  at  our  Exposition 
in  the  face  of  discouraging  conditions  at  home  if  this 
country  should  be  largely  represented  at  the  coming 
Fair  at  Lyons. 

As  indicated  above,  the  Lyons  Fair  is  intended  to 
bring  together  the  manufacturer  and  buyer.  It  will  be 
an  annual  affair  and  there  is  no  doubt  of  its  value  as  a 
means  of  bringing  to  the  attention  of  foreign  buyers 
the  products  of  California. 


CHAMBER'S  ACTION  ON  PROPOSED 
NAVAL  BASE. 

The  Board  of  Directors  at  their  last  meeting  ap- 
proved the  report  of  the  Executive  Committee  in  re- 
gards to  the  proposed  Naval  base,  as  follows:  "Re- 
solved, that  we  memorialize  the  Congress  of  the 
United  States  to  authorize  and  provide,  by  proper  en- 
actment, for  the  appointment  of  a  commission,  to  be 
composed  of  government  engineers  and  other  consult- 
ing engineers,  to  make  an  examination  for  the  purpose 
of  recommending  a  proper  site  for  a  Naval  base  on  the 
waters  of  San  Francisco  Bay  or  waters  tributary 
thereto." 


WIRE  DRAG  WORK  ON  THE  PACIFIC  COAST. 

The  Chamber  is  in  receipt  of  a  very  interesting  re- 
port from  the  United  States  Coast  and  Geodetic  Sur- 
vey on  the  wire  drag  work  done  on  the  Pacific  Coast 
during  the  past  year. 

The  wire  drag  method  has  revolutionized  hydro- 
graphic  surveying  and  its  systematic  use  along  the 
rock-bound  portions  of  our  coast  has  been  productive 
of  the  most  important  results.  Many  dangers  have 
been  discovered  in  the  localities  which  have  been  sur- 
veyed in  the  usual  manner  with  the  sounding  lead  and 
had  remained  undiscovered  because  no  vessel  hap- 
pened to  pass  over  them.  That  undiscovered  rocks 
exist  within  sounded  and  charted  areas  is  too  well 
established  to  require  additional  proof,  and  the  special 
value  of  the  wire  drag  and  its  preeminent  merit  over 
all  devices  for  similar  work  is  the  completeness  and 
finality  of  the  results  obtained. 


ARSENAL  AND  MUNITIONS  PLANT 
APPROVED. 

The  Chamber  has  approved  House  Bill  No.  762. 
which  provides  for  the  construction  and  equipment  of 
a  storehouse  at  Benicia  Arsenal,  Cal.  Similar  action 
was  also  taken  on  House  Bill  No.  214,  which  provides 
for  the  construction  and  equipment  of  an  ammunition 
manufacturing  plant  at  the  United  States  Arsenal  at 
Benicia. 

COMMERCIAL  SECRETARIES  TO  MEET  AT 
WASHINGTON. 

In  response  to  an  invitation  from  William  C.  Red- 
field,  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  the  commercial  secre- 
taries of  cities  of  more  than  150,000  population  will 
meet  and  confer  with  that  official  in  Washington  on 
February  4th  and  5th.  At  this  meeting  will  be  dis- 
cussed problems  of  importance  to  the  business  com- 
munit}^  and  it  aft'ords  a  splendid  opportunity  for  the 
commercial  secretaries  to  see  and  study  for  themselves 
the  Avork  of  the  Bureaus  of  the  Department  of  the  In- 
terior. Robert  Newton  Lynch,  General  IManager  of 
the  Chamber,  has  been  appointed  by  the  Directors  to 
represent  this  organization  at  the  conference.

REDUCED  RATES  ON  CONDENSED  AND 
CANNED  MILK. 

The  Traffic  Bureau  is  advised  by  the  transcontinental 
rail  lines  that  instructions  have  been  issued  to  the 
Transcontinental  Freight  Bureau  to  publish  a  rate 
from  California  terminal  and  intermediate  points  to  all 
eastern  defined  territory — 62>^c  per  100  lbs.,  minimum 
carload  weight  60,000  lbs. ;  the  rate  to  Eastern  Canada 
to  be  the  same  as  eastern  defined  territory,  plus  10c 
per  100.  This  is  a  reduction  from  85c.  The  exact 
date  when  the  reduced  rate  will  become  efifective  can- 
not be  annf)unced  now,  but  will  be  determined  at  an 
early  date. 


MILITARY  LECTURE  FOR  BUSINESS  MEN 

TO-MORROW.

MARINE  DEPARTMENT  NEWS 

The  Japanese  Steamer  Kageshima  ]\Iaru,  arriving 
here  on  January  12th  from  Australia  with  a  full  cargo 
of  wool,  is  the  first  vessel  in  a  fleet  to  be  operated  be- 
tween the  two  places.  G.  W.  McNear.  Inc..  are  the 
Coast  agents.  The  Unkai  Maru.  Coolgardie  and  Queen 
Maud  are  now  enroute.  the  two  former  being  due  to  ar- 
rive here  about  the  end  of  this  month,  and  the  latter 
about  the  10th  of  February.  The  Kageshima  Maru 
brought  14,000  bales  wool  and  1,000  bales  gluestock. 
Upon  discharge  of  inward  cargo,  freight  will  be  loaded 
at  this  port  for  Sydney  and  Melbourne,  sailing  hence 
early  in  February. 


The  steel  steamer  Paraiso,  owned  by  Swayne  tS: 
Hoyt,  has  been  chartered  by  W.  R.  Grace  &  Co.  to 
be  operated  by  them  from  Pacific  Coast  ports  to  South 
American  and  Mexican  ])orts,  to  take  care  of  the  in- 
creasing amount  of  business  offering  in  the  Southern 
countries. 


ARMY  WANTS  MULES. 
The   Depot   Quartermaster.    lM)rt   Mason,   Cal..   will 
receive  sealed  proposals  until  9  a.  m.,  February  8th,  for 
furnishing  261  mules.     Information  and  blanks  can  be 
secured  from  the  al)nve  mentif)ncd  officer. 


The  total  amount  of  tonnage  (net)  arriving  from 
foreign  ports  on  January  14th  at  San  Francisco  was 
23,556  tons;  and  departing,  13.978;  a  grand  total  for 
the  day  of  37.534  tons.  These  figures  speak  volumes  as 
to  the  commercial  importance  of  this  city  and  harbor. 


Steamer  Seward,  for  many  years  on  the  Seattle- 
Alaska  route,  has  been  chartered,  and  sailed  from 
Seattle  on  January  14th  for  Japan. 
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TRANSPORTATION  DEPARTMENT 

The  value  of  the  Sunset-Gulf  Line,  operating  from 
California  ports  to  the  Atlantic  seaboard,  is  evident  to 
all  shippers.  It  is  the  only  through  rail  and  water  line 
operating  under  one  common  control  and  management 
between  the  Pacific  and  Atlantic  coasts,  and  tlie  recent 
deep  cuts  in  freight  rates  upon  California  products 
have  brought  this  line  and  its  advantages  even  more 
prominently  to  the  attention  of  the  public  than  for- 
merly. 

The  Panama  Canal  Act  prohibits  a  railroad  company 
from  owning  its  own  water  competition,  although  the 
Commission  may  permit  the  continued  operation  under 
such  ownership  of  the  water  line  when  the  interests  of 
the  public  are  of  sufficient  moment  in  the  opinion  of  the 
Commission  to  justify  this.  It  seems  clear  enough  that 
the  Morgan  Steamship  Line  is  simply  an  extension  of 
the  Southern  Pacific's  Sunset-Gulf  rail  lines,  and  there- 
fore that  its  operation  by  the  Southern  Pacific  Com- 
pany is  not  in  contravention  of  the  statute.  Notwith- 
standing this,  however,  the  railroad  company  has 
deemed  it  advisable  to  apply  in  regular  form  to  the 
Interstate  Commerce  Commission  for  a  finding  upon 
this  question,  and  for  an  order  permitting  the  continued 
operation  of  the  steamship  line  under  common  owner- 
ship and  control  with  the  rail  line. 

The  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce  is  in  a 
position  to  testify  powerfully  in  behalf  of  the  public 
interests  involved  in  the  continued  maintenance  and 
operation  of  this  through  line,  and  accordingly  in  the 
interest  of  the  shippers  of  this  city  and  state  has 
adopted  the  following  resolutions : 

WHEREAS,  The  Southern  Pacific  Company  has 
applied  to  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission 
under  Section  5  of  the  Interstate  Commerce  Act  for 
permission  to  continue  to  own  and  operate  the  Mor- 
gan line  of  steamers  engaged  in  the  transportation 
of  freight  and  passengers  between  Galveston  and 
New  Orleans  and  New  York  and  intermediate  ports 
upon  the  Atlantic  Coast ;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  5th  Section  of  said  Act.  com- 
monly called  the  Panama  Canal  Act,  provides  that  if 
the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  shall  be  of  the 
opinion  that  existing  service  by  water,  notwithstand- 
ing its  railroad  ownership  and  control,  is  being 
operated  in  the  interest  of  the  public  and  is  of  ad- 
vantage to  the  convenience  and  commerce  of  the 
people,  and  that  such  extension  would  neither  ex- 
clude, prevent  nor  reduce  competition  on  the  route 
by  water  under  consideration,  the  Commission  may 
authorize  the  extension  of  the  time  during  which 
such  service  by  water  may  continue ;  now,  therefore, 
be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  San  Francisco  Chamber 
of  Commerce  hereby  gives  its  support  to  the  applica- 
tion of  the  Southern  Pacific  Company  hereinabove 
referred  to,  and  advocates  the  granting  of  an  order 
by  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  permitting 
the  continued  operation  of  the  Morgan  Steamship 
Line,  notwithstanding  the  Southern  Pacific  Com- 
pany's ownership  of  stock  in  that  Company  ; 

And  in  this  behalf  that  the  San  Francisco  Cham- 
ber of  Commerce  hereby  states  the  facts  to  be  that 
the  service  by  water  of  the  said  Morgan  Steamship 


Line  is  being  operated  in  the  interest  of  the  public 
and  is  of  advantage  to  the  convenience  and  com- 
merce of  the  people,  and  that  such  extension  of 
service  will  neither  exclude,  prevent  nor  reduce  com- 
petition on  the  said  route  by  water;  that  the  con- 
tinuance of  the  operation  of  said  line  in  connection 
with  the  Sunset-Gulf  Route  of  the  Southern  Pacific 
Company,  reaching  from  the  Pacific  Coast  via  Gal- 
veston and  New  Orleans  to  New  York  City  and 
other  Atlantic  Coast  points,  is  a  great  advantage  to 
the  people  of  San  Francisco  and  California,  and  that 
the  maintenance  and  operation  of  this  line  under 
common  control  and  management  furnishes  an  ex- 
cellent service,  constantly  used  and  in  demand  by  the 
people  of  this  city  and  state ;  that  excepting  the 
Atlantic-Pacific  ocean  lines,  this  line  forms  the  only 
complete  line  operated  under  one  management  be- 
tween the  Atlantic  and  Pacific  coasts,  and  the  break- 
ing up  of  this  continuity  of  service  and  management 
would  be  likely  to  cause  serious  disadvantage  to  the 
people  of  this  city  and  state,  both  in  its  eft'ect  upon 
the  service  itself  and  upon  freight  tariff  rates  ;  that 
the  service  is  and  has  been  usually  prompt  and 
efficient,  notwithstanding  the  transfer  from  water  to 
rail  at  point  of  trans-shipment ;  and  that  the  freight 
rates  have  been  materially  reduced  by  this  line. 

It  is  believed  that  a  division  of  ownership  and 
management  between  the  water  and  rail  portions  of 
this  line  would  be  detrimental  to  the  service,  both 
as  to  its  efficiency  and  its  cost,  and  that  a  through 
rail  and  steamship  line  between  Pacific  and  Atlantic 
coasts  under  common  ownership  and  management 
has  been,  is  now,  and  will  continue  to  be  more  ad- 
vantageous to  the  public  than  separately  owned  and 
operated  steamship  lines. 

The  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce  there- 
fore earnestly  advocates  the  granting  of  the  applica- 
tion of  the  Southern  Pacific  Company. 
These  resolutions  will  be  presented  at  the  hearing 
before   the   Interstate   Commerce   Commission,   which 
will  shortly  be  held  in  New  York  and  Washington; 
and  the  Attorney  and  Manager  of  the  Traffic  Bureau 
will  appear  at  this  hearing  in  support  of  the  resolutions. 


IMPORT  RATE  ON  COFFEE. 

The  Traffic  Bureau  is  advised  that  the  transconti- 
nental terminal  lines  have  issued  instructions  to  their 
Transcontinental  Freight  Bureau  tariff  department  to 
publish  an  import  rate  on  coffee  in  carloads  of  50c  per 
100  lbs.,  minimum  carload  weight  80,000  lbs.,  from  San 
Francisco  to  points  in  Eastern  defined  territory,  Group 
D  and  west  (Chicago  and  west)  ;  also  a  rate  of  65c, 
minimum  carload  weight  50,000  lbs.,  to  Group  C 
points  (Cleveland,  Cincinnati,  etc.).  This  is  a  reduc- 
tion of  80c  per  100  lbs.  and  should  have  'the  effect  of 
increasing  the  amount  of  coffee  imported  through  this 
port. 

The  transcontinental  terminal  lines  have  under  con- 
sideration the  publication  of  65c  to  all  territory  east 
of  Chicago,  including  New  York  and  New  England, 
minimum  carload  weight  80,000  lbs.,  which  when  pub- 
lished will  still  further  increase  the  possibilities  of  im- 
porting coffee  through  the  port  of  San  Francisco. 

The  date  when  the  new  rate  will  become  eft'ective, 
though  not  yet  determined,  will  be  at  the  earliest  pos- 
sible date. 
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MARINE  DEPARTMENT  NEWS 

The  ]\Iarine  Department  of  the  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce has  been  notified  as  follows :  "Ships  bound  to 
Anchorage  (upper  end  of  Cooks  Inlet),  can  procure  a 
pilot  or  man  with  local  knowledge  by  calling  at  Sel- 
dovia,  on  the  lower  part  of  the  Inlet.  Strangers  calling 
a  pilot  at  Seldovia  should  anchor  outside  the  light  and 
blow  five  whistles — one  long,  three  short,  and  one 
long.  The  minimum  rate  is  $75  for  a  vessel  of  12  feet 
draft  or  less  and  $5  per  foot  additional  for  vessels  over 
12  feet  draft  up  to  and  including  17  feet,  and  $7.50  per 
foot  for  each  additional  foot  draft  over  17  feet.  There 
should  be  no  delay  if  we  were  notified  ahead  by  mail, 
or  by  telegram  to  Seward,  thence  here  by  mail.  Steam- 
ers requiring  pilot's  service  over  four  days  will  be 
charged  $5  per  day.  Steamers  can  get  fresh  water  at 
Port  Graham  cannery,  17  miles  from  Seldovia.  (Signed 
J.  D.  Nordyke,  R.  V.  Anderson  and  H.  A.  Markel,  Sel- 
dovia, Alaska)."

Advices  from  London  under  date  of  December  30th 
state  that  the  recent  menace  to  shipping  by  way  of  the 
Suez  Canal,  both  from  the  land  and  by  submarines,  has 
caused  the  underwriters  to  considerably  raise  insur- 
ance rates  on  cargoes  and  steamers  following  the  canal 
route.  Until  recently  cargoes  and  steamers  had  been 
underwritten  at  20  shillings  per  cent,  but  the  risks  are 
now  quoted  at  anything  between  60  and  80  shillings 
per  cent.  Although  certain  lines  have  announced  an 
abandonment  of  the  canal  for  the  present,  there  is  still 
quite  a  good  business  going  on  in  that  direction  which 
even  the  advancement  of  rates  of  insurance  have  not 
checked.

The  Johnson  Line  motorship  Pacific,  from  Gothen- 
burg via  Santos,  Antofagasta  and  Guayaquil,  arrived 
here  Jan.  8th,  consigned  to  W.  R.  Grace  &  Co.  Fully 
loaded,  the  varied  cargo  was  made  up  of  100  tons  of 
Swedish  steel,  100  tons  of  Brazilian  colTee,  etc.,  3000 
tons  Chilian  nitre  and  3100  bags  of  Central  American 
cocoa  and  coffee. 


The  shipments  of  oil  into  this  port  from  Southern 
California  for  year  ending  December  31st  by  water, 
amounted  to  7,177,028  barrels. 


The  Steamer  Ohioan  of  the  American-Hawaiian

Union  Steamship  Company's  Steamer  Waitomo  ar- 
rived in  this  port  on  January  12th  from  Sydney,  bring- 
ing 18,000  bales  of  wool  and  247  bales  kangaroo  skins. 
This  entire  shipment  goes  to  Eastern  markets  by  rail. 

Six  large  freight  steamers  are  on  the  way  from  New

tons  of  Chinese  and  Japanese  merchandise.  Some  of 
the  principal  items  consisted  of  100  bales  gunnies,  850 
bales  cassia.  3,001  pkgs.  silk,  1,851  bales  rubber,  672 
cases  cigars  and  over  8,000  cases  of  various  merchan- 
dise, which  go  to  cities  and  ports  beyond  here.

It  is  announced  that  on  May  25th  the  Pacific  Coast 
Steamship  Company's  steamer  Tampico  will  sail  from 
this  port  for  Nome  and  St.  Michaels,  Alaska.  She  will 
carry  freight  only,  but  on  May  29th  the  steamer  Sena- 
tor, owned  by  the  same  company,  will  leave  here  for 
the  same  Alaskan  ports,  carrying"  both  freight  and  pas- 
sengers. The  company  will  continue  the  service  as 
long  as  the  business  warrants  it. 

It  is  to  be  regretted  that  this  port  has  no  direct 
service  to  Seward.  This  year  will  see  the  completion 
of  the  new  railroad  from  Seward  to  the  Matnuska  coal 
fields  and  it  is  believed  that  the  business  on  the  Seward 
Peninsula  warrants  eft'ort  to  secure  direct  service  from 
San  Francisco. 


DIRECTOR  ESBERG  RESIGNS. 

It  was  with  deep  regret  that  the  directors  accepted 
the  resignation  of  Milton  H.  Esberg  as  a  member  of 
the  Board  of  Directors  and  Chairman  of  the  Executive 
Committee,  at  the  regular  meeting  held  on  January 
18th.  Mr.  Esberg  has  gone  east  for  six  months  and 
owing  to  his  enforced  absence  from  the  city  during 
the  remainder  of  his  term  of  office  deemed  it  best  to 
turn  the  work  over  to  someone  else. 

Director  E.  R.  Dimond  was  appointed  to  succeed 
Mr.  Esberg  as  chairman  of  the  Executive  Committee.

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STEAM  LAUNDRIES  IN  SAN  FRANCISCO. 

A  preliminary  statement  of  the  results  of  the  census 
of  steam  laundries  in  California  has  been  received  by 
the  Chamber.  It  consists  of  a  summary  comparin^^  the 
figures  of  1909  with  those  of  1914. 

Strictly  speaking,  a  laundry  is  not  a  manufacturing 
establishment,  but  the  industry  has  grown  so  rapidly 
and  become  so  important  in  recent  years  that  an  indus- 
trial census  wotila  not  be  complete  without  statistics 
regarding  it.  There  were  87  power  laundries  in  San 
Francisco  in  1909.  In  1914  there  were  110,  an  increase 
of  over  26  per  cent.  The  capital  invested  in  1914  was 
$2^192,830.  an  increase  of  $695,576  over  1909.  In  1914 
$1,875,084  was  paid  in  salaries  and  Avages.  an  increase 
of  $371,990.  The  cost  of  materials  used  in  1914  was 
$530,282  as  against  $413,181  in  1909.  According  to  the 
census  figures  there  were  2,671  employees  engaged  in 
the  industry  in  191,4,  as  against  2,170  persons  so  en- 
gaged in  1909.  This  is  an  increase  of  501  employees, 
and  considering  the  amount  of  labor-saving  machinery 
used  in  this  industry,  is  a  splendid  showing  and  is  in- 
dicati\-e  of  San  Francisco's  growth  in  population. 


ECONOMIC  RESULTS  OF  THE  WAR  AND 
AMERICAN  BUSINESS. 

The  referendum  on  the  report  of  the  special  commit- 
tee on  Economip  Results  of  the  AVar  and  American 
Business  has  been  published  in  pamphlet  form  by  the 
American  Association  for  International  Conciliation, 
by  permission  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  of  the 
United  States. 

It  forms  an  interesting  document  to  the  business 
man  and  the  student  interested  in  international  affairs 
as  well  as  those  of  our  own  country.

PRESIDENT  WILSON  TO  ADDRESS 
NATIONAL  CHAMBER 

President  Wilson  has  accepted  an  invitation  to  ad- 
dress the  Fourth  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Chamber  of 
Commerce  of  the  United  States,  which  is  to  be  held 
in  Washingon  next  month.  This  announcement  was 
made  by  John  H.  Fahey,  of  Boston,  president  of  the 
National  Chamber,  following  a  conference  with  the 
President  at  the  White  House.  Mr.  Fahey  predicted 
the  most  successful  gathering  in  the  history  of  the  or- 
ganization. 

Pointing  out  the  fact  that  the  Chamber  of  Commerce 
of  the  United  States  has  grown  in  less  than  four  years 
until  it  now  has  700  affiliated  organizations  in  every 
state  in  the  Union,  not  to  mention  Alaska,  the  Philip- 
pines, Porto  Rico  and  Flawaii,  Mr.  Fahey  said  the 
forthcoming  meeting  would  be  a  common  forum  for 
business  men  to  discuss  the  very  biggest  ])ending 
questions  affecting  our  commerce.  It  is  expected  that 
delegates  from  foreign  countries  may  be  present,  inas- 
much as  American  Chambers  of  Commerce  in  Paris, 
Milan,  Constantinople  and  Berlin  are  members  of  the 
organization.  The  two  newest  bodies  are  the  Ameri- 
can Chamber  of  Commerce  for  Brazil,  the  first  from 
South  America,  and  the  American  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce of  China  in  Shanghai. 

It  was  said  that  commercial  prej:)aredness  would  be 
a  subject  to  receive  the  same  earnest  attention  from 
business  men  who  are  to  assemble  at  the  forthcoming 
convention  that  military  preparedness  is  now  receiving 
from  the  people  at  large.  The  sessions  will  begin  on 
Tuesday.  February  8th,  and  last  through  Thursday, 
February  10th. 

It  is  expected  that  President  Wilson  will  speak  at 
the  banquet  on  Thursday.  His  exact  subject  has  not 
been  announced.

ANTIMONY  DEVELOPMENT  IN  CALIFORNIA. 

Antimony  prices  in  1915,  according  to  the  Cnited 
States  Geological  Survey,  were  probal)ly  the  highest 
known  since  the  metal  became  a  regular  article  of  com- 
merce and  the  high  prices  led  to  the  largest  produc- 
tion the  Ignited  States  has  made.  The  miners  and 
smelters  did  not  begin  production  until  the}^  were  as- 
sured that  the  prices  were  permanent.  The  largest 
production  was  in  California,  from  deposits  in  the 
Panamint  Range — deposits  which  had  been  known  for 
many  years  but  which  have  been  too  far  from  railroads 
for  profitable  exploitation.  Other  deposits  which  were 
mined  were  in  Kern  County;  eastern  end  of  San  I'enito 
Countv.  and  near  Grass  Vallev. 
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NEW  COMMITTEE  ON  GRAIN. 

The  Grain  Trade  Association  of  the  Chamber  of 
Commerce  at  a  meeting'  held  on  January  18th,  elected 
the  following  committee  for  the  year :  R.  Volmer,  of 
Volmer  &  Perry,  chairman ;  A.  L.  Ames,  of  W.  D.

EXPORTS  AND  IMPORTS  SHOW  INCREASE. 

Foreign  exports  by  sea  for  1915  reached  the  highest 
mark  in  the  history  of  the  city  with  a  grand  total  of 
$80,512,393,  an  increase  over  1914  of  $16,228,301  and 
nearly  eleven  millions  above  1913,  the  former  high 
record. 

Imports  reached  a  total  of  $82,974,817,  practically 
thirteen  millions  above  1914. 


TRANSPORTATION  DEPARTMENT 


INTERSTATE  COMMERCE  COMMISSION 
HEARING  ON  BILLS  OF  LADING. 

The  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  will  hold  a 
hearing  in  San  Francisco,  Monday,  February  14,  1916, 
at  10  a.  m.,  at  the  rooms  of  the  California  Railroad 
Commission. 

The  hearing  is  held  on  account  of  the  fact  that 
various  questions  have  arisen  since  former  proceed- 
ings by  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  in  con- 
.-equence  of  the  Act  of  Congress  known  as  the  Cum- 
mins Amendment  to  the  Act  to  Regulate  Commerce, 
respecting  various  bills  of  lading  provisions  thereby 
affected.  The  testimony  taken  in  the  former  case  was 
mostly  confined  to  the  question  of  the  reasonableness 
and  propriety  under  then  existing  law  of  the  pro- 
visions embodied  in  the  so-called  "Uniform"  Merchan- 
dise Rill  of  Lading  issued  by  the  carriers  operating 
in  Official  and  \\'estern  Classification  territories  and  the 
"Standard"  form  in  use  by  the  carriers  in  Southern 
Classification  territory.  In  addition  to  testimony  to 
I)e  received  respecting  the  effect  of  the  Cummins 
.Amendment  upon  the  provisions  of  the  general  mer- 
chandise forms  of  bills  of  lading,  it  is  also  the  purpose 
of  the  Commission  in  connection  with  this  further  hear- 
ing to  receive  testimony  on  behalf  of  the  interested 
shippers  and  carriers  in  respect  to  tlie  lawfulness  and 
j^ropriety  of  the  provisions  contained  in  various  special 
forms  of  bills  of  lading  to  cover  particular  classes  of 
traffic,  such  as  live  stock,  general  merchandise  export, 
and  cotton  export,  as  well  as  the  demand  from  certain 
shipi)ing  interests  for  a  separate  form  of  bill  of  lading 
containing  reasonable  and  appropriate  provisions  gov- 
erning the  transportation  of  perishable  products. 

The  hearing  at  San  Francisco  will  be  first  upon 
questions  raised  by  Cummins  .\mendment  affecting 
liability  of  carriers. 

To  be  followed,  in  the  order  named,  by  testimon}^  re- 
specting the  provisions  of  general  merchandise  export 
bills  of  lading:  cotton  export  :  li\e  stock;  and  as  to  the 
necessity  for  and  reasonable  provisions  to  be  embodied 
in  a  bill  of  lading  covering  perishable  shipments. 

In  the  notice  sent  out  by  the  Interstate  Commerce 
Commission  from  Washington  regarding  this  hearing, 
it  is  said  : 

"It  is  expected  that  for  the  purpose  of  securing  a 
condensed,  non-cumulative,  and  vet  sufficiently  com- 
l)rehensive  record  ui)on  which  the  Commission  may 
properly  deal  with  the  questions  involved,  that  the  in- 
terested shippers  and  carriers  will  upon  conference 
among  themselves  prior  to  the  hearings  arrange  for 
such  representation  and  presentation  of  their  interests 
as  will  conserve  the  time  of  all  concerned  and  make  for 
orderly  and  expeditious  procedure." 

All  shippers  and  consignees  are  concerned  with  the 
language  of  the  bill  of  lading,  particularly  with  the 
proN'isions  that  are  printed  upon  the  back  of  the  bill. 


and  which  affect  and  restrict  the  contract  of  carriage. 
Some  of  these  provisions  have  been  rendered  nugatory 
by  the  provisions  of  the  so-called  Cummins  Amend- 
ment and  should  therefore  be  changed  so  as  to  be  in 
compliance  with  the  law.  There  are  other  instances 
where  it  is  desirable  that  the  Commission  should  inter- 
pret the  law  and  provide  means  for  its  observance.  It 
is  largely  for  the  purpose  of  understanding  the  condi- 
tions of  shipment  and  carriage  that  the  Commission 
is  making,  this  investigation,  and  accordingly  shippers 
should  attend  this  hearing  and  inform  the  Commission 
of  any  circumstances  of  their  respective  businesses 
which  require  or  justify  special  provisions  in  the  bill 


of  lading 


Transcontinental  Eastbound  Freight  Tariff  No.  3-L 
publishes  a  reduction  in  the  rate  on  dried  fruit  in  car- 
loads from  California  points  to  Tampa  and  Ybor  City, 
Florida.  The  former  rate  on  dried  fruit,  including  rai- 
sins, boxed,  in  carloads,  was  $1.25 — now  reduced  to 
$1.12  per  100  lbs.  In  sacks,  the  former  rate  was  $1.45, 
now  reduced  to  $1.32  per  100  lbs.,  minimum  carload 
weight  60.000  lbs.  The  $1.32  rate  will  also  apply  on 
mixed  carloads  of  dried  fruits  in  sacks  and  boxes — 
effective  February  10,  1916. 

Effective  February  20,  1916,  in  Supplement  3  to  Pa- 
cific Freight  Tariff  Bureau  Joint  Freight  Tariff  No. 
26-D,  the  rate  on  cordage — cotton,  flax,  hemp,  jute; 
binding  twine,  rope  of  all  kinds,  except  wire  or  hair, 
carloads,  minimum  weight.  40,000  lbs.  from  San  Fran- 
cisco and  Los  Angeles  to  Benson  and  Fairbanks,  Ari- 
zona, Deming  and  Lordsburg,  New  Mexico,  and  El 
Paso,  Texas,  will  be  reduced  from  $1.18  per  100  to  90c 
per  100  lbs. 


CATTLE  VALUATIONS  IN  OFFICIAL 
CLASSIFICATION  TERRITORY. 

The  valuations  of  live  stock  carrying  the  regular  live 
stock  rates  have  been  increased  in  the  territory  east  of 
the  Mississippi  and  north  of  the  Ohio  River.'  Official 
Classification  No.  43,  effective  January  1,  1916.  has 
been  received  by  the  Traffic  Bureau  during  the  past 
week.  The  ratings  on  live  stock  as  provided  in  this 
Classification  and  the  rates  contained  in  tariffs  subject 
to  this  Classification  are  based  upon  the  following 
maximum  values  : 

Horses,  Mules  or  Donkeys — not  exceeding  $250  each. 

Steers  or  Bulls — not  exceeding  $150  each. 

Cows — not  exceeding  $100  each. 

Calves  or  Hogs — not  exceeding  $25  each. 

Sheep,  Lambs  or  Goats — not  exceeding  $10  each. 

Mare  and  Foal  together  (Foal  6  mo.  old  or  under)  — 
not  exceeding  $250  for  each  two  animals. 

Cow  and  Calf  together  (Calf  6  mo.  old  or  under) — 
not  exceeding  $100  for  each  two  animals. 

Wild  Animals — not  exceeding  $250  each. 
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MARINE  DEPARTMENT  NEWS 

The  Standard  Oil  Co.  of  Philadelphia  awarded  a  con- 
tract to  the  Union  Iron  Works  this  week,  for  the  con- 
struction of  two  oil  tankers.  This  makes  a  total  of  21 
vessels  under  construction  or  contracted  to  be  built  by 
this  shipbuilding  plant.  Other  vessels  at  present  under 
way  at  various  Pacific  Coast  yards  are :  two  motor 
schooners  for  Chas.  R.  McCormick  &  Co.  at  their  St. 
Helens  yard  on  Columbia  River.  One  motor  schooner 
for  the  E.  K.  Wood  Lumber  Co.  building  at  Grays 
Harbor.  These  motor  schooners  are  for  the  lumber 
trade  especially  and  are  of  large  carrying  capacity.  At 
Coos  Bay  a  steamer  for  R.  Chamberlain,  to  be  named 
Stan  wood.  At  Grays  Harbor  a  steamer  for  the  S.  S. 
Freeman  S.  S.  Co.  to  be  put  in  the  coast  lumber  trade. 
The  Hammond  Lumber  Co.  are  building  a  steam 
schooner  at  the  Bendixsen  yards  on  Humboldt  Bay. 
A  large  steel  steamer  is  under  way  at  Seattle  for  A.  F. 
Thane  &  Co  of  San  Francisco,  while  at  Long  Beach, 
the  Craig  Shipbuilding  plant  have  a  steel  steamer  on 
the  way  for  Swayne,  Hoyt  &  Co.  of  this  city.  At  Se- 
attle three  steel  steamers  of  7,500  tons  capacity  will  be 
built  for  foreign  account.

Hall  of 
Justice,  County  Jail,  street  pavements,  new  parks 
and  public  playgrounds,  Twin  Peaks  Tunnel  and  the 
Stockton  Street  Tunnel,  asphalt  plant  and  the  Hetch 
Hetchy  water  supply,  as  well  as  all  the  private  and 
public  buildings  erected  and  the  work  of  the  water 
front  with  our  fifty-four  modern,  up-to-date  docks  and 
wharves — San  Francisco  has  an  impressive  showing 
that  should  be  in  display  in  photographic  form. 

The  display  in  the  New  York  City  Building  at  the 
Panama-Pacific  Exposition  was  a  striking  example  of 
what  could  be  done  along  these  lines.

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LEGISLATIVE  TRANSPORTATION 

TIME  STAMP  FOR  PARCEL  POST. 

Postmaster  Chas.  W.  Fay  has  obtained  authority 
from  Washington  to  use  a  time  dating"  stamp,  the  im- 
print of  which  is  to  be  placed  upon  parcel  post  packages 
of  an  extremely  perishable  character  and  upon  lymphs, 
toxins,  anti-toxins,  drugs,  and  surgical  appliances  for 
emergency  purposes,  the  rapid  handling  of  which  is 
urgent. 

This  indorsement  will  be  made  at  the  parcel  post 
receiving  window  at  the  new  Ferry  Post  Office  upon 
request.  This  innovation  fills  a  long-felt  want.  It 
fixes  responsibility  for  delays  if  any  occur.  The  Post- 
master states  that  most  of  the  delays  which  he  has 
traced  were  found  to  be  chargeable  to  messenger  boys 
who  loitered  on  the  way,  or  deposited  this  important 
class  of  mail  in  street  letter  boxes,  or  at  some  other 
point  where  dispatch  upon  the  train  for  which  they 
were  intended  was  impossible. 

When  a  messenger  knows  that  the  exact  time  that 
the  parcels  arc  deposited  at  the  Ferry  Station  will  be 
endorsed  thereon,  there  will  be  little  likelihood  of  his 
taking  the  chance  of  depositing  it  at  some  other  place, 
or  wasting  time  after  he  has  been  instructed  to  deposit 
the  parcel  in  the  post  office.

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THE   ITINERANT   MERCHANT. 

"Equally  injurious,  if  not  more  so,  than  the  Eastern 
mail  order  house  to  the  interests  of  the  local  business 
man,  is  the  itinerant  merchant.  He  is  nothing  more 
than  an  up-to-date  peddler.  He  works  a  real  injury  to 
the  established  business  man  and  there  are  not  wanting 
instances  where  the  patron  of  this  fellow  is  badly  vic- 
timized. 

"The  itinerant  merchant  pays  no  taxes ;  pays  no 
licenses;  pays  no  rent;  has  no  local  payroll;  does  not 
enrich,  but  rather  drains  the  community.  It  has  been 
suggested  that  there  should  be  a  co-operation  of  effort 
between  commercial  organizations  and  city  authorities 
that  will  tend  to  lessen  or  entirely  do  away  with  these 
itinerant  merchants. 

"The  local  taxpaying  business  man  should  be  pro- 
tected." 

The  above  is  quoted  from  the  Chamber  of  Commerce 
News  of  Portland,  Oregon.

RATE  ON  EMPTY  TIN  CANS. 

The  San  Francisco  hearing  of  the  application  of  the 
rail  carriers  in  California  before  the  State  Railroad 
Commission,  to  make  a  general  increase  in  the  carload 
rate  on  tin  cans  moving  within  the  State,  was  com- 
pleted and  finally  submitted  to  the  Commission  Thurs- 
day. January  27th.  This  case  has  been  before  the 
Commission  since  early  in  the  year  1915,  hearings  hav- 
ing been  held  on  several  different  dates. 

The  Traffic  Bureau,  acting  on  behalf  of  the  canning 
industry,  opposed  the  general  increase  by  means  of 
classification  changes  and  introduced  evidence  show- 
ing what  the  increase  would  mean  to  the  canning  in- 
dustry and  advocated  a  system  of  commodity  rates  to 
handle  the  business. 

The  hearing  in  Los  Angeles  is  scheduled  for  Feb- 
ruarv  29th. 


STATE   SWITCHING   REPARATION   CASES. 

The  hearing  for  State  switching  reparation  cases 
before  the  California  Railroad  Commission  is  on  the 
calendar  for  March  13th.  The  Los  .A.ngeles  hearing 
on  the  same  matter  is  now  on  the  calendar  for  Feb- 
ruary 8th,  but  it  is  expected  that  the  Los  Angeles  hear- 
ing will  be  postponed  until  after  the  San  Francisco 
hearing  is  held.

to  advance  fair  dealing,  and  to  promote,  conserve 
and  protect  the  commercial,  manufacturing  and 
transportation  interests  of  the  Pacific  Coast. 

"Matters  of  purely  local  concern  or  individual 
interest  shall  not  be  within  the  scope  of  the 
League." 
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MARINE  DEPARTMENT  NEWS 

Shell  Company's  chartered  Dutch  Steamer  Swltan 
van  Langkat  arrived  in  port  last  week,  coming  in  bal- 
last, to  load  about  55,CHX)  barrels  of  oil  for  the  Orient. 
This  is  the  lirst  of  the  Shell  Line  to  arrive  and  depart 
from  this  port  in  some  time.  A  regular  line  from  now 
on  out  of  this  port  will  be  established  between  here 
and  the  Orient  and  other  off-shore  ports,  in  transport- 
ing oil.  

W.  R.  Grace  &  Company,  who  have  recently  taken 
over  the  Steamer  Justin  from  the  United  States  Gov- 
ernment, will  be  overhauled  and  placed  in  the  off-shore 
work.  This  will  help  to  relieve  the  shipping  situation 
as  this  ship  is  an  immense  carrier.  It  is  said  applica- 
tions for  outward  freight  on  this  vessel  are  being  made 
now.  

Grace  Line  Company's  new  10,000-ton  Steamer 
Santa  Barbara  made  her  first  move,  arriving  at  New 
York  on  January  28th  from  Cramp's  Yard,  Phila- 
delphia. This  big  freighter  is  to  make  one  special  trip 
to  South  America  at  the  highest  rate  yet  paid  for  such 
a  voyage.  

Comyn  Mackall  &  Company  of  this  city  purchased 
last  week  the  Chilian  ships  Australia  and  County  of 
Linlithgow,  the  former  with  a  net  tonnage  of  2,089 
tons,  the  latter  of  2,016  tons.  Both  vessels  formerly 
flew  the  British  flag  and  are  large  carriers.  They  will 
probably  be  put  in  the  lumber  trade  between  Puget 
Sound  ports  and  the  West  Coast. 

Steamer  Coquille  River,  owned  by  the  Union  Lum- 
ber Company,  and  which  last  arrived  in  this  port  on 
July  27,  1912,  has  been  overhauled  and  placed  into 
commission  to  ply  between  this  port  and  Fort  Bragg 
as  a  lumber  carrier. 


British  Steamer  Coolgardie  arrived  in  this  port  on 
January  22nd  from  Sidney,  bringing  5,137  bales  of 
Australian  wool.  Like  all  previous  cargoes  arriving 
from  there,  this  shipment  goes  to  Eastern  markets  by 
rail. 


Norwegian  Steamer  La  Habra  arrived  in  this  port 
on  January  22nd  from  Antofagasta,  bringing  987  bags 
of  minerals  of  antimony,  said  to  weigh  79,952  kilos. 
This  cargo  was  shipped  by  R.  Valenzula  y  Cia.,  Anto- 
fagasta, consigned  to  Merchants'  Finance  Company  of 
Los  Angeles,  to  be  delivered  at  this  port. 

Norwegian  Steamer  Hesperos  arrived  here  on  the 
24th,  bringing  another  large  consignment  of  nitrate 
consisting  of  8,100  tons,  consigned  to  the  Du  Pont 
Powder  Company  of  this  city. 


Another  announcement  of  the  chartering  of  one  of 
our  large  coasting  fleet  was  announced  last  week.  The 
Steamer  George  W.  Fenwick  has  been  chartered  to 
load  merchandise  on  Puget  Sound,  for  Vladivostok,  by 
the  Robert  Dollar  Company.

FOREIGN    TRADE    DEPARTMENT    NEWS 

COAST  STATES  UNIT  FOR  FOREIGN  TRADE. 

One  of  the  Chamber's  delegates  to  the  Third  Na- 
tional Foreign  Trade  Convention  of  the  National 
Foreign  Trade  Council,  which  was  held  Jan.  27th  to 
29th  in  New  Orleans,  wired  the  office  that  the  delega- 
tions from  Washington,  Oregon  and  California  had 
consolidated  into  one  Pacific  Coast  delegation  acting 
as  a  unit.  This  marks  for  co-operation  and  shows  con- 
clusively that  the  interests  of  the  Pacific  Coast  are 
identical.  The  Coast  States  are  to  be  congratulated 
upon  their  action. 

Over  600  delegates  were  present  at  the  meeting, 
representing  over  one-half  of  the  financial  interests  of 
the  United  States,  and  much  constructive  work  was 
accomplished.  Captain  Dollar  of  this  Chamber's  dele- 
gation was  given  an  ovation  at  the  convention.  The 
papers  devoted  over  ten  columns  to  his  article. 


MEXICAN  SHIPMENTS. 

Wilbert  L.  Bonney,  American  Consul  to  San  Luis 
Potosi,  Mexico,  will  not  be  able  to  visit  San  Francisco, 
as  announced  in  recent  issue  of  "Com.merce  Reports," 
published  by  the  Bureau  of  Foreign  and  Domestic 
Commerce,  Washington,  D.  C.  He  will,  however,  be 
in  Santa  Ana,  Calif.,  for  a  week  or  more,  and  will  be 
pleased  to  answer  inquiries  addressed  to  him  there — 
1905  North  Bush  St. 

Mr.  Bonney  suggests  that  shippers,  in  quoting  prices 
to  Mexican  inquirers,  should  always  state  the  freight 
rate  to  the  border,  as  it  is  almost  impossible  to  get 
this  information  from  the  other  side.  Tariffs,  he  states, 
are  uncertain,  but  will  average  lower  than  before — he 
invites  attention  to  a  recent  decree,  greatly  reducing 
the  duty  on  ready-made  clothing,  which  sells  well  in  all 
the  cities.  Lack  of  transportation  is  retarding  trade, 
but  many  shipments  are  going  by  express.  Mr.  Bon- 
ney invites  attention  to  the  advantage  of  sending  pack- 
ages up  to  eleven  pounds  by  parcels  post — suits  of 
clothes,  shoes,  silk  and  such  articles  have  been  re- 
ceived by  that  method  with  satisfaction.  He  has  just 
been  advised  that  the  branch  of  the  National  Bank  of 
Alexico  has  resumed  business  in  San  Luis  Potosi  in  a 
limited  way,  after  a  suspension  of  three  years.  It  is 
further  stated  that  trains  with  Pullmans  are,  and  have 
been  for  months,  running  from  Laredo  to  Mexico. 

In  this  connection,  however,  because  of  the  gener- 
ally unsettled  conditions  in  Mexico,  it  is  advisable  to 
take  no  action  toward  sending  representatives  into  that 
country,  the  shipping  of  goods  to  any  extent  or  the 
extending  of  credit  to  buyers  there  without  first  con- 
ferring with  the  local  branch  of  the  Bureau  of  Foreign 
and    Domestic    Commerce   at    307   Customhouse,    San 

Francisco.  

SWISS  SHIPMENTS. 

All  shipments  toward  Switzerland,  via  France,  con- 
signed to  the  "Societe  Suisse  de  Surveillance  Econ- 
omique,"  will  be  free  of  any  interference  from  the  allied 
Go\'ernments.  The  shipments  can  be  consigned 
through  a  mere  declaration  on  the  bill  of  lading.  At 
the  arrival  of  the  goods  in  French  ])orts,  certificates 
from  the  Societe  Suisse  de  Surveillance  F.conomique 
must  be  produced  before  an  authorization  for  transit 
can  be  granted. 

Until  the  first  of  March,  1916,  no  other  formality 
than  a  declaration  will  be  required  from  the  shippers. 
After  the  first  of  March  the  shippers  will  have  to  pro-

As  San  Franciscans,  as  Californians  and  as  Ameri- 
cans, we  feel  that  this  matter  warrants  your  best  and 
most  energetic  attention. 

To  ship  and  to  receive  all  of  our  merchandise  under 
a  foreign  flag  spells,  in  our  opinion,  ultimate  commer- 
cial disaster,  not  only  for  the  Pacific  Coast  but  wher- 
ever ocean  rates,  service  and  an  intimate  knowledge 
of  the  business  of  American  merchants  are  a  part  of 
commercial  endeavor. 

We  entertain  no  false  ideas  as  to  American  ships  or 
American  shipping — we  know  that  they  must  of  neces- 
sity stand  on  their  own  competitive  feet,  but  we  do 
know  from  experience  that  American  merchants, 
American  commerce  and  American  goods  are  on  a 
sounder,  a  fairer  and  a  more  satisfactory  competitive 
basis  when  dealing  with  people  of  our  own  country 
and  nationality  than  under  the  present  conditions. 

The  remedy  we  leave  to  your  broad  knowledge 
of  conditions  commercial,  your  wide  experience  in 
matters  of  this  character  and  your  weight  and  influ- 
ence in  the  world  of  commerce. 

If  the  fault  lies  with  the  ship  owners,  we  ask  your 
earnest  efforts  to  the  correction  of  the  existing  evils.

THIRD  ANNUAL  NATIONAL  FOREIGN  TRADE 

CONVENTION. 

The  third  annual  convention  of  the  National  Foreign 
Trade  Council  was  held  in  New  Orleans,  January  27. 
28  and  29.  It  was  the  most  important  meeting  of 
the  Council,  was  attended  by  nearly  six  hundred  dele- 
gates representing  practically  all  of  the  larger  in- 
terests engaged  in  foreign  trade  and  banking.  It  was 
estimated  the  delegates  attending  represented  over 
forty  per  cent  of  the  Industrial  capital  of  the  United 
States. 

The  principal  subjects  discussed  were : 

"World  trade  after  the  war." 

"American  banking  in  foreign  countries." 

"Co-operation  in  foreign  buying  and  selling. 

"Investments  in  foreign  countries." 

"How  the  smaller  manufacturers  may  share  in  for- 
eign trade." 

"The  tariff  system  of  the  United  States. 

"The  merchant  marine." 

"The  dye  stuff  industry  as  affecting  the  textile 
trade."  and  many  other  topics. 

The  papers  read  were  by  men  at  the  head  of  their 
respective  interests  and  the  discussions  were  full  and 
frank,  bringing  out  many  points  not  heretofore  covered. 

The  Convention  endorsed  a  non-partisan,  practical 
Merchant  Marine  Commission,  a  non-partisan  Tariff 
Commission,  an  intelligent  and  liberal  policy  towards 
the  interior  waterways  of  this  country  in  so  far  as  they 
might  apply  to  the  export  and  import  trade ;  the  in- 
vestment of  American  capital  abroad  and  the  establish- 
ment of  American  banks  in  foreign  countries.  It 
opposed  the  government  ownership  of  steamship  lines 
as  detrimental  to  the  best  interests  of  the  country. 

Members  of  the  Convention,  newspaper  men  and 
even  politicians  were  practically  unanimous  in  the  be- 
lief that  the  results  of  this  convention  would  be  far- 
reaching  and  beneficial  to  those  in  any  way  interested 
in  foreign  commerce. 


1916  WILL  BREAK  RECORDS. 

January  bank  clearings — $241,397,635,  being  the  sec- 
ond highest  figure  for  any  January  in  the  history  of 
the  city,  January,  1913,  being  higher. 

Imports  for  the  month  reached  the  high  water  mark 
of  $13,600,000.  The  next  highest  month  being  July, 
1915,  when  $8,600,000  was  the  mark. 

Real  estate  sales  for  January  amounted  to  $3,276,762, 
being  greater  than  any  months  in  the  two  preceding 
years  with  the  exception  of  June,  1915,  and  ]\Iarch, 
1914. 

Building  operations  for  the  month  amounted  to 
$1,877,347,  as  against  $1,229,251  for  January  last  year. 

Post  Office  receipts  for  January  amounted  to  $283,- 
727.02,  the  highest  of  any  January. 


CHAMBER  ENDORSES  KEATING-OWEN  BILL. 

The  Board  of  Directors  at  the  meeting  held  Febru- 
ary 1st,  endorsed  the  Keating-Owen  Federal  Child 
Labor  Bill,  and  ordered  that  notice  of  the  action  be 
sent  to  Senator  Phelan  and  Congressmen  Kahn  and 
Nolan.  The  bill  prohibits  the  employment  of  children 
in  the  United  States  under  fourteen  years  of  age  in  all 
factories,  mills,  canneries  and  Avorkshops.  California 
already  has  a  similar  law  with  the  minimum  age  placed 
at  sixteen  vears.

The  expenditures  for  improvements  and  the  influx  of 
visitors  who  will  spend  money  here  will  be  helpful  to 
every  business  house  in  this  state. 

Members  are  urged  to  co-operate  in  securing  this 
appropriation.

Salesmanship 
Friday  the  Eighteenth 

Every  salesman  in  San  Francisco,  every  San  Fran- 
ciscan interested  in  selling,  should  be  at  the  meeting 
to  be  held  in  Hale's  Pompeiian  Court  on  Friday  the 
eighteenth  at  eight  thirty,  under  the  auspices  of  the 
Retail  Trade  Committee  of  the  San  Francisco  Cham- 
ber of  Commerce.  D.  M.  Barrett,  editor  and  publisher 
of  "Salesmanship,"  will  speak  on  one  of  the  most  inter- 
esting subjects  of  the  day,  "The  Salesman — the  Man 
of  the  Hour." 

Probably  no  one  factor  has  contributed  so  much  to 
the  success  of  San  Francisco  as  has  "Salesmanship." 
Hugh  Chalmers  says  that  "manufacturing  is  about  15 
per  cent  of  industry ;  that  the  other  85  per  cent  is  sales- 
manship ;  that  in  these  days  of  keen  competition  very 
little  is  bought ;  things  must  be  sold." 

The  speaker  is  peculiarly  fitted  to  speak  on  "Sales- 
manship." As  an  advertising  man,  as  an  editor  and  as 
a  publisher,  he  has  studied  it  in  all  its  forms.  He  is 
familiar  with  the  kinks  and  turns  and  the  problems 
that  confront  salesmen. 

A  salesman  came  into  the  office  of  the  Chamber  the 
other  day.  He  had  just  come  out  of  a  six  months' 
selling  trip  in  Alaska.  He  made  the  remark  that  minis- 
ters and  children  traveled  on  half  fare  and  queried, 
what  about  the  salesman?  Does  he  not  blaze  the  trail 
for  future  business,  does  he  not  cause  freight  to  move 
on  the  trains  and  the  boats,  does  he  not  increase  the 
bank  clearings  and  business  generally?  All  of  this  is 
true,  and  then  this  knight  of  the  road  came  back  with 
the  retort,  well  how  about  half  fares  for  salesmen? 
Food  for  thought. 

Come  and  hear  Mr.  Barrett.  He  will  tell  you  lots  of 
facts  that  you  probably  never  stumbled  on  before. 
Hale's  Pompeiian  Court  will  hold  600  by  crowding. 
Here  is  a  chance  to  be  in  the  "600."

The  Traffic  Bureau  has  on  file  the  ruling  of  the  De- 
partment of  Commerce,  Bureau  of  Foreign  and  Do- 
mestic Commerce,  governing  Shippers'  Export  Declar- 
ation and  Export  Procedure,  together  Avith  all  of  the 
Treasury  Department  rulings  that  have  been  issued 
in  connection  therewith.  Information  in  connection 
with  the  subject  will  be  furnished  by  the  Traffic 
Bureau  on  request. 


REDUCED  RATE  ON  MANUFACTURING  SAND. 

The  transcontinental  carriers  have  authorized  the 
publication  of  a  reduced  rate  on  sand  in  carloads  from 
Illinois  territory  and  points  west  to  San  Francisco. 
The  old  rate  was  $10.00  per  ton,  and  the  new  reduced 
rate  is  $8.00  per  ton.  The  rate  is  intended  to  cover 
the  movement  of  sand  used  in  manufacturing  glass  and 
glass  articles,  principally  bottles.  The  sand  for  this 
purpose  has  heretofore  been  imported  from  Belgium, 
but  owing  to  the  European  war  it  became  necessary 
to  find  a  domestic  supply.  The  Interstate  Commerce 
Commission  has  granted  permission  to  the  carriers  to 
publish  this  rate  on  short  notice,  that  is,  on  less  than 
the  statutory  notice  of  thirty  days,  so  that  the  new  rate 
will  become  effective  about  the  same  time  that  the  new 
Transcontinental  AA^estbound  Tariff  1-0  becomes  ef- 
fective, namel3^  March  6,  1916. 


REDUCED  RATE  ON  HARDWOOD  LUMBER. 

The  California  terminal  lines  of  the  transcontinental 
railroads  have  instructed  Mr.  Countiss,  agent  for  the 
Transcontinental  Freight  Bureau,  to  publish  a  reduced 
rate  on  hardwood  lumber,  effective  as  early  as  possible. 
The  rate  will  apply  from  Group  C,  which  is  Indiana 
and  Ohio  territory,  65c.  per  100;  from  Group  D  and 
west,  which  will  take  in  Mississippi  River  and  points 
west,  60c.  per  100,  to  California  terminals.  This  is  a 
reduction  from  85  and  80  cents  respectively  and  is 
granted  by  the  rail  cariers  to  enable  the  hardwood 
dealers  in  San  Francisco  to  more  successfully  compete 
with  imported  hardwoods. 


ABSORPTION  OF  DOCK  SWITCHING  ON 
MEXICO  AND  CENTRAL  AMERICA  BUSINESS 

The  Traffic  Bureau  is  in  receipt  of  Supplement  10 
to  Western  Pacific  Terminal  Tariff  G.  F.  D.  35-E, 
which  carries  in  Item  120-D,  effective  March  25,  1916, 
provision  for  absorption  of  terminal  charges  on  import, 
export  and  coastwise  traffic  at  San  Francisco. 

Heretofore  absorption  of  the  switching  to  the 
wharves  covered  by  this  item  has  not  been  made  on 
business  originating  at  or  destined  to  INIexico  and  Cen- 
tral America.  The  tariff  as  now  amended  covers  this 
situation.  It  is  expected  that  tariffs  of  the  other 
lines  making  the  sann^  provision  for  absorption  will  be 
received  promptly.

W.  McNear  &  Company  have  awarded  a  con- 
tract to  Moore  &  Scott  Iron  Works  for  a  steel  steamer 
of  7.200  tons  with  a  length  of  379  feet  and  52  feet  beam, 
to  be  ready  for  delivery  within  twelve  months. 

Merchants  ships  flying  the  flags  of  any  of  the  na- 
tions at  war,  must  have  their  wireless  apparatus  sealed 
immediately  on  their  arrival  in  ports  of  the  United 
States,  in  accordance  with  instructions  received  here 
from  Washington,  D.  C. 

The  imports  of  nitre  of  soda  at  this  port  for  month 
of  January  were  very  heavy.  The  total  amount  was 
22,530  tons  and  5,466  sacks. 


The  Dutch  steamer  Arakan,  the  first  of  the  Java-

We  will  be  glad 
to  have  any  San  Francisco  merchants,  interested  in 
bidding  on  supplies  to  be  purchased  by  the  Commis- 
sion, write  this  office,  stating  the  lines  in  which  they 
desire  to  compete.  It  is  suggested  that  such  inquiries 
should  properly  come  direct  from  the  manufacturers 
and  firms,  and  not  from  agents  or  other  representa- 
tives, as  our  arrangements  for  distribution  of  circulars 
does  not  warrant  sending  them  out  except  where  we 
are  assured  that  recipients  will  be  interested  therein. 
.  .  .  The  fact  that  San  Francisco  has  no  direct  ship- 
ping to  Alaska  is,  of  course,  a  handicap  in  obtaining 
the  business ;  there  are  also  times  when  the  require- 
ments are  so  urgent  as  to  prohibit  including  San  Fran- 
cisco in  the  competition,  but  we  hope  during  the  com- 
ing season  to  be  able  to  give  more  time  to  bidders  and 
that  San  Francisco  will  be  included  in  the  distribution 
of  practically  all  our  important  circulars."

These  consist  of  subsistence  stores,  such  as 
canned  goods  of  all  kinds,  flour,  rice  and  other  gro- 
ceries, butter,  cheese,  milk,  etc.  Bids  must  be  in 
duplicate  and  those  interested  can  secure  proposal 
blanks  from  the  Bureau  of  Mines,  room  506  Custom 
House,  this  city.

ONE  STEAMER  LINE  OPERATING  TO 
ATLANTIC. 

The  Chamber  has  had  many  inquiries  as  to  how 
shipments  via  water  could  be  made  to  and  from  the 
Atlantic  since  the  canal  has  been  closed  and  the  Ameri- 
can Flawaiian  Steamship  Company  has  temporarily 
withdrawn  their  service.  The  only  line  now  operating 
between  the  two  coasts  is  the  Luckenbach  Steamship 
Company,  transhipping  at  the  Isthmus. 

High  charter  rates  due  to  the  war,  have  had  their 
effect  upon  San  Francisco's  shipping.  It  is  expected 
that  the  opening  of  the  Panama  Canal  will  relieve  this 
situation  to  a  great  extent,  as  additional  cargo  carriers 
will  undoubtedly  then  ply  between  the  two  coasts. 
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FOREIGN    SHIPS    UNDER   AMERICAN 
REGISTRY. 

In  a  letter  to  the  Chamber,  Collector  of  Customs  J. 
O.  Davis  has  requested  that  the  contents  of  a  com- 
munication from  the  Commissioner  of  Navigation  be 
made  known  to  prospective  American  purchasers  of 
ships  under  foreign  flags  with  a  view  to  American 
registry.  The  following  is  the  communication  from 
the  Bureau  of  Navigation  : — 

"In  the  past  eleven  months  leading  maritime  nations 
possessing  over  three-fourths  of  the  world's  merchant 
shipping  under  foreign  flags  have  passed  laws  or  issued 
xlecrees,  forbidding  their  citizens  or  subjects  to  sell 
and  transfer  to  the  flag  of  another  nation  any  mer- 
chant ship  under  their  respective  flags  except  by  a 
special  permit  from  the  government.  Great  Britain  en- 
acted such  a  law  on  February  12th,  Austria-Hungary 
issued  a  decree  on  August  27th,  Denmark  on  October 
8th,  Germany  enacted  such  a  law  on  October  21st, 
France  on  November  11th,  Norway  issued  a  decree  on 
December  9th,  and  Spain  promulgated  a  law  on  Janu- 
ary 9,  1916.  The  merchant  shipping  of  these  countries 
aggregates  33,900,000  gross  tons  out  of  a  total  of 
43,370,000  gross  tons  of  all  foreign  nations.  Other  na- 
tions may  promulgate  similar  laws  or  decrees  for  the 
duration  of  the  war,  and  notice  of  such  laws  or  decrees 
may  not  be  received  in  this  country  until  after  they 
have  taken  effect. 

"The  Bureau  of  Navigation  suggests  that  prospective 
American  purchasers  of  ships  under  foreign  flags  with 
a  view  to  American  registry  will  consult  their  own  in- 
terest in  a  clear  title  if  in  all  cases  they  acquaint  them- 
selves with  the  transfer  law  of  the  nation  whose  flag 
the  ship,  proposed  to  be  bought,  now  flies." 


AN  AUXILIARY  "LINCOLN  IRONWAY." 

If  the  suggestion  in  the  Scientific  American  of  Janu- 
ary 27th,  by  a  San  Franciscan,  can  be  carried  out  many 
hundreds  if  not  thousands  of  autoists  from  the  east  and 
middle  west  may  motor  to  California  next  summer. 

The  suggestion  is  that  between  Chicago  and  Nevada, 
where  there  are  many  and  very  long  stretches  of  the 
"Lincoln  Highway"  as  yet  only  "soft-surfaced,"  the 
nearest  parallel  railroads  supply  an  auxiliary  "Lincoln 
Ironway,"  where  in  rainy  weather  instead  of  making 
35  miles  a  day  at  great  strain  and  risk  to  the  car  it  can 
travel  20  miles  or  more  per  hour  in  a  special  auto  train 
of  flat  cars.  Such  train  should  be  operable  at  com- 
paratively trifling  cost,  and  give  the  autoist  "a  lift  of 
from  50  to  250  miles  or  more  whenever  the  weather  be- 
comes too  execrable."  At  first  blush  some  tourists  may 
feel  that  such  proposed  "lifts"  lessen  the  charm  and 
adventure  of  the  overland  trip.  But  the  point  to  bear 
in  mind  is  that  under  present  conditions  the  hardship, 
expense  and  time  consumed  at  "3S  miles  per  day"  is 
absolutely  prohibitive,  while  the  use  of  the  auxiliary 
ironway  makes  the  trip  perfectly  feasible.  So  greatly 
would  auto  travel  of  all  kinds  be  stimulated  by  the 
auxiliary  line  that  every  large  town  along  it  might  be 
expected  to  unite  Avith  the  autoists  to  further  the 
project,  and  certainly  we  Californians  must  heartily 
endorse  it. 

"For  auto  tours,"  says  the  Scientific  American  cor- 
respondent. "Europe  is  out  of  the  question  next  sum- 
mer, even  in  an  armored  car,  and  will  be  a  sorry  place 
for  some  years  to  come.  Meantinie  the  West  greatly 
needs  the  antos,  and  the  autos  the  West.  Must  thev 
await  the  hard-surfacing  of  many  hundred  miles  before 
they  can  get  together?" 


SAN  FRANCISCO   GOING  UP. 

San  Francsico  not  only  passed  Pittsburg  during  1915 
for  the  seventh  place  in  bank  clearings,  but  passed  De- 
troit for  eighth  place  in  postal  receipts.  Bufifalo  has  been 
passed  for  tenth  place  in  population  rank  of  the  cities 
of  the  United  States. 

A  growing  city  is  a  good  business  city.  San  Francisco 
is  not  only  growing  but  is  forging  ahead  of  cities  of 
greater  population.  San  Francisco's  predominance  on 
the  Pacific  Coast  took  a  big  leap  forward  last  year,  the 
bank  clearings  of  this  city  being  nearly  a  million  dollars 
greater  tham  the  combined  bank  clearings  of  the  next 
six  largest  Pacific  Coast  cities,  namely,  Los  Angeles, 
Seattle,  Portland,  Oakland,  Tacoma  and  San  Diego. 


MAY  DAY  ON  THE  ESPLANADE. 

Actual  construction  of  the  Ocean  Beach  Esplanade  has 
started  with  the  making  of  the  reinforced  concrete  piling 
to  be  driven  in  the  sand.  The  contractors  have  promised 
to  complete  the  first  section  under  construction  by  May 
1st.  The  rains  will  be  over  by  then,  but  the  children  and 
grown  folks  too  will  be  able  to  sit  on  the  steps  of  the 
Esplanade  or  promenade  from  the  Clifif  House  to  the 
Beach  Chalet  on  the  finest  Esplanade  within  any  city 
limits  in  the  United  States. 


TRANSPORTATION  DEPARTMENT 

BILL  OF  LADING  HEARING. 

The  Bill  of  Lading  hearing  held  Monday,  February 
4th  before  Interstate  Commerce  Commisson  Examiner 
Satterfield  in  the  rooms  of  the  State  Railroad  Commis- 
sion, 833  Market  Street,  was  well  attended  and  the 
general  subject  of  necessary  changes  in  the  uniform 
bill  of  lading  was  thoroughly  gone  into. 


The  Attorney  and  Manager  of  the  Traffic  Bureau  left 
New  York  Sunday  for  Washington,  where  he  will  take 
up  important  matters  of  interest  to  the  members  of  the 
San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce  with  the  Inter- 
state Commerce  Commission  and  of  various  other  Gov- 
ernment departments. 


THE  TERMINAL  RATE  INJUNCTION  CASE. 

No  notice  of  a  decision  by  the  special  court  consisting 
of  Judges  Morrow,  Dooling  and  Bledsoe  has  yet  been 
received  in  the  matter  of  the  Terminal  Rate  Injunction 
Suit  brought  by  the  cities  of  Sacramento,  Stockton,  San 
Jose  and  Santa  Clara  to  enjoin  the  Interstate  Commerce 
Commission  from  allowing  the  terminal  rates  published 
by  the  rail  carriers  effective  last  July  and  August  to  con- 
tinue in  efifect  with  respect  to  advances  that  may  have 
taken  place  to  the  four  cities  above  mentioned. 

This  case  was  heard  before  a  special  court  January 
31st.  The  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  was  repre- 
sented by  Ex-Governor  Joseph  W.  Folk,  Chief  Counsel 
for  the  Commission.  The  United  States  Government 
was  represented  by  Mr.  Blackburn  Esterline  of  the 
United  States  Department  of  Justice.  The  four  cities 
complaining  were  represented  by  Attorney  John  E.  Alex- 
ander of  San  Francisco,  and  the  hearing  was  largely  at- 
tended. The  carriers  were  represented  by  their  various 
attorneys,  Mr.  C.  W.  Durbrow  of  the  Southern  Pacific 
making  a  very  clear  statement  of  the  case  from  the  car- 
riers' standpoint  on  request  of  the  court.  The  proceed- 
ings occupied  the  entire  day  and  the  court  took  the  mat- 
ter under  advisement,  denying,  however,  the  application 
made  by  Attorney  Alexander  for  an  immediate  injunc- 
tion. 
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MARINE  DEPARTMENT  NEWS 

Steamer  Nebraskan  and  Steamer  Nevadan,  both  with 
a  tonnage  of  2824  net  tons,  the  property  of  the  American- 
Hawaiian  Steamship  Company,  were  sold  recently  to 
English  parties.  The  former  has  been  operating  be- 
tw^een  New  York  and  France  of  late,  transporting 
livestock  and  other  supplies. 

American-Hawaiian  Steamship  Company  have  notified 
this  department  that  after  February  nth  all  sailings  from 
New  York  shown  on  their  sailing  card  No.  14  are  hereby 
cancelled  and  suspended  pending  an  announcement  which 
they  hope  to  be  able  to  make  in  the  course  of  a  week. 

Steamer  Aroline,  which  has  been  plying  between  this 
port  and  San  Pedro,  was  sold  last  week  to  the  Pacific 
Alaska  Navigation  Company  for  $300,000.  The  brig 
Geneva  was  taken  over  last  week  by  the  American  Trad- 
ing Company  of  this  city. 

At  a  meethig  of  the  Pilot  Commissioners  last  week 
Captain  W.  P.  Canty,  master  of  the  Steamer  Catania, 
and  Captain  F.  E.  Frazier,  the  present  commander  of 
the  Steamer  China,  were  appointed  San  Francisco  bar 
pilots  to  succeed  Captain  James  Miller,  retired,  and  Cap- 
tain Frederick  Jordan,^  deceased. 

Steamer  Olson  &  Mahony,  the  property  of  Olson  & 
Mahony,  was  purchased  last  week  by  Campagnie  du 
Boleo.  Price  paid  is  said  to  be  $220,000.  The  vessel 
will  probably  be  put  into  the  off-shore  work. 

Dutch  Steamer  Arakan,  of  which  John  D.  Spreckels  & 
Brothers  Company  are  the  agents,  arrived  in  this  port 
on  February  8th  from  Batavia,  Hong  Kong  and  Naga- 
saki, bringing  one  of  the  largest  cargoes  of  general  mer- 
chandise brought  to  this  port  in  some  tmie,  the  entire 
amount  being  over  10,000  tons.  This  is  the  first  of  the 
new  line  to  arrive  here,  and  will  be  followed  by  the  com- 
pany's Steamer  Tjisondari,  now  on  the  way  from  Batavia, 
due  to  arrive  here  early  in  March. 

The  new  Richmond-San  Rafael  Ferry  Steamer  Charles 
Van  Damme  will  be  placed  into  commission  about  May 
1st.  The  vessel  will  be  off  the  ways  at  Benecia  withm 
one  month.     All  machinery  is  ready  for  installation. 

Pacific  Mail  Liner  Pennsylvania,  arriving  here  on  the 
loth  inst.,  brought  an  unusually  large  shipment  of  coffee, 
totaling  25,333  bags.    — 

The  Union  Steamship  Company's  freighter  Waimarino, 
arriving  in  port  on  February  6th,  brought  a  full  cargo 
from  Sydney  and  Fiji  Islands,  consisting  of  12,400  bales 
wool,  no  barrels  skins  and  iioo  tons  of  copra  for  dis- 
charge at  this  port.  In  addition  the  vessel  had  636  tons 
of  sugar  for  Vancouver.

Berger  &  Carter,  agents  for  Plaun  &  Smith,  of  Hak- 
odate and  Vladivostok,  have  notified  the  Chamber 
that  Mr.  Henry  Plaun  of  this  firm  is  due  to  arrive 
about  the  20th  on  the  Chiyo  Maru. 

Mr.  Plaun  is  very  prominently  connected  and  iden- 
tified with  Oriental  conditions  in  the  vicinity  of  Hako- 
date and  Vladivostok,  and  is  quite  a  heavy  buyer  in 
Pacific  Coast  Points  every  year. 

Mr.  Plaun  is  identified  with  A.  G.  Denbigh,  and 
Plaun  &  Smith  are  the  agents  for  A.  G.  Denbigh,  an- 
other prominent  house  of  the  Orient.

REDUCTION  ON  GRAIN  AND  GRAIN 
PRODUCT  RATES. 

Advice  has  been  received  by  the  Traffic  Bureau  to  the 
efiFect  that  the  transcontinental  rail  carriers  have  ati- 
thorized  publication  of  reduced  rates  on  grain  and 
grain  products  from  eastern  defined  territory  to  San 
Francisco  and  Pacific  Coast  points,  the  reduction  being 
to  75c.  from  Chicago  and  Chicago  territory,  70c.  from 
IMississippi  River  territory  and  65c.  from  ^Missouri 
River  territory  on  flour,  with  67c.  623/2C.  and  58c.  re- 
spectively on  wheat.  This  maintains  the  12%  differ- 
ential between  wheat  and  flour  and  is  a  corresponding 
reduction  on  both  commodities.  The  reason  for  the 
reduction  is  because  of  the  low  rates  prevailing  fr'om 
the  above  defined  territory  to  north  coast  points.  The 
reduction  to  California  points  is  made  to  meet  the  com- 
petition which  developed  by  reason  of  the  lower  rate? 
to  north  coast  points.  The  reduced  rates  will  probably 
become  effective  about  April  1,  1916.

REFERENDUIVI  OF  THE  CHAMBER  OF  COMMERCE  OF  THE  UNITED  STATES 

ON  THE  SEAMEN'S  ACT 

As  one  of  the  constituent  members  of  the  Chamber  of  Comnrerce  of  the  United  States,  the  San  Francisco 
Chamber  of  Commerce  has  been  requested  to  cast  its  vote  upon  the  following  recommendations  of  the  National 
Chamber's  Special  Committee  on  the  Seamen's  Act : 

I.  THE  COMMITTEE  RECOMMENDS  THAT  CONGRESS  SHOULD  BE  ASKED  TO  SUSPEND  AT 
ONCE  SECTIONS  4,  13  AND  14  OF  THE  SEAMEN'S  ACT  WHICH  DISCRIMINATES  AGAINST 
AMERICAN  PORTS  AND  AMERICAN  SHIPS,  AND  WHICH  ARE  RESTRICTIVE  OF  AMERI- 
CAN COMMERCE,  UNTIL  SUCH  TIME  AS  BY  INTERNATIONAL  AGREEMENT  THE  RE- 
QUIREMENTS OF  THESE  SECTIONS  CAN  BECOME  EQUALLY  APPLICABLE  TO  THE  SHIP- 
PING OF  ALL  NATIONS. 

NOTE:  THE  PARTS  OF  THE  LAW  TO  WHICH  THIS  RECOMMENDATION  REFERS  ARE  SEC- 
TION 4  (DEMAND  OF  HALF-PAY  AT  AMERICAN  PORTS  BY  SEAMEN  ON  FOREIGN  SHIPS), 
SECTION  13  (THE  LANGUAGE  TEST  AND  THE  COMPLEMENT  OF  ABLE  SEAMEN).  AND  SEC- 
TION 14  (LIFESAVING  APPLIANCES  AND  THE  MANNING  OF  LIFE-BOATS). 

IL  THE  COMMITTEE  RECOMMENDS  THAT  THE  SECTIONS  OF  THE  SEAMEN'S  ACT  DEAL- 
ING WITH  DESERTERS  SHOULD  BE  REPEALED  AS  TO  FOREIGN  VESSELS,  AND  THAT 
THE  STATE  DEPARTMENT  SHOULD  SEEK  TO  HAVE  ARREST  AND  IMPRISONMENT  OF 
SEAMEN  FOR  DESERTION    ABOLISHED    BY  OTHER  NATIONS. 

HI.  THE  COMMITTEE  RECOMMENDS  THAT  CONGRESS  SHOULD  BE  ASKED  TO  REQUEST 
THE  PRESIDENT  TO  WITHDRAW  AT  ONCE  THE  NOTICES  THE  UNITED  STATES  HAS 
GIVEN  REGARDING  ABROGATION  OF  TREATIES. 

IV.  THE  COMMITTEE  RECOMMENDS  THAT  A  FEDERAL  SHIPPING  BOARD  SHOULD  BE 
CREATED. 

The  Board  of  Directors  of  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce  invites  members  who  hold  definite 
opinions  on  the  above  matters  to  send  in  Avriting  to  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  any  expression  of  their  views 
on  any  or  all  of  the  above  recommendations  of  the  National  Chamber's  Committee.

MARINE  DEPARTMENT  NEWS 

The  entire  1916  fleet  of  Alaska  salmon  vessels  will 
commence  to  depart  from  this  port  the  latter  part  of 
next  month  bound  to  the  different  stations  in  Bristol 
Bay.  This  fleet  includes  the  Alaska  Packers  Associa- 
tion, North  Alaska  Salmon  Company,  Red  Salmon 
Canning  Company,  F.  B.  Peterson,  L.  A.  Pedersen. 
This  fleet  comprises  over  50  vessels,  each  fitting  out 
at  this  port,  spending  many  thousands  of  dollars  for 
stores  and  supplies  which  are  taken  north.  They  will 
be  towed  over  to  this  side  of  the  bay,  where  loading 
will  commence.  They  return  to  the  city  next  Septem- 
ber with  salmon  cargoes.

Advices  from  the  East  state  that  the  American 
Hawaiian  Steamship  Company  is  said  to  be  negoiating 
for  the  release  of  several  of  its  steamers  from  sugar 
carrying  engagements,  to  engage  in  carrying  cargoes 
abroad.  Sufificient  tonnage  will  be  reserved,  however, 
to  handle  the  sugar  cargoes  from  Honolulu  to  San 
Francisco,  from  Avhence  it  will  be  sent  East  by  rail. 


Steamer  Nann  Smith  has  been  chartered  by  Geo.  W. 
McNear,  Inc.,  to  commence  loading  at  this  port  on 
April  1st,  sailing  about  April  5th  for  China  and  Japan 
with  general  cargo. 


The  total  carrying  capacity  of  the  thirteen  oil 
tankers  under  construction  and  contracted  for  by  the 
Union  Iron  Works,  amounts  to  994,000  bbls.  Seven 
of  the  carriers  will  have  a  capacity  of  70,000  bbls.,  three 
of  78.000  and  three  of  90,000  bbls. 


Schooner  Mindoro,  now  on  the  way  to  this  ctiy  from 
Apia,  has  been  fixed  by  Atkins-Kroll  &  Company  to 
load  general  cargo  upon  arrival  here  for  Manila. 

The  Norwegian  steamer  Tancred.  which  has  been 
chartered  by  the  Western  Fuel  Co.  to  carry  coal  from 
their  mines  in  British  Columbia,  is  now  loading  a 
cargo  of  130,000  cases  of  oil  at  Port  Arthur.  Texas,  for 
delivery  in  the  Orient,  on  time  charter  at  private  terms. 
The  T.  K.  K.  freighter  Buyo  Maru  has  been  fixed  to 
carry  100,000  cases  oil  from  New  York  to  the  Far  East. 


TRANSPORTATION  DEPARTMENT 

CAR  SHORTAGE  AND  LACK  OF  OCEAN 
TONNAGE. 

The  Trafiic  Bureau  has  just  received  the  figures  in 
the  report  of  the  American  Railway  Association  for 
February  1st,  showing  the  net  surplus  of  all  cars  on 
that  date.    The  figures  show  a  remarkable  condition. 

The  total  net  surplus  February  1,  1916,  was  21,485 
cars  of  all  kinds,  compared  with  February  1,  1915,  on 
which  date  there  was  a  total  net  surplus  of  279,411  cars 
or  257,926  less  this  year  than  on  the  same  date  last 
year.  The  report  covers  the  situation  for  the  United 
States  and  Canada.  Classified,  it  shows  there  was  a 
net  shortage  of  box  cars  of  9,416,  as  compared  with  a 
net  surplus  of  3,39]  on  January  1,  1916.  The  greatest 
need  on  the  Pacific  Coast  in  a  time  of  car  shortage  is 
usually  box  cars.  The  net  surplus  shown  on  Febru- 
ary 1,  1916,  is  the  lowest  reported  by  the  American 
Railway  Association  since  Noveml)cr,  1913.

scarcity  of  ships  available.  This  incidentally  adds  to 
the  tying  up  of  freight  car  equipment. 

The  new  situation  due  to  the  closing  of  the  Panama 
Canal,  which  brings  3,0(X).000  tons  of  raw  sugar 
through  the  port  of  San  Francisco  to  be  dispatched 
overland  to  the  East,  will  require  between  600  and  800 
cars  a  month  during  1916  for  that  one  commodity 
alone.  The  general  revival  in  business  of  all  kinds  puts 
both  the  shipping  public  and  the  railroads  under  great 
pressure.  The  railroads  seem  to  be  doing  their  part  to 
add  to  their  equipment.  Since  January  1,  1916,  orders 
have  been  placed  for  12,300  freight  cars,  compared  with 
2,600  freight  cars  ordered  in  January,  1915. 

It  seems  certain  that  something  must  be  done  to  re- 
lieve so  far  as  possible  the  situation.  As  far  as  the 
prompt  release  of  freight  car  equipment  is  concerned, 
all  members  of  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce and  shippers  generall)''  should  make  every  prac- 
tical effort  to  promptly  load  and  unload  their  freight, 
and  thereby  help  not  only  themselves  but  all  other 
shippers  on  the  Pacific  Coast  and  throughout  the  coun- 
try in  the  matter  of  car  shortage. 

The  great  necessity  for  more  ships  may  bring  about 
same  means  of  providing  them,  and  it  appears  neces- 
sary that  on  the  whole  subject  of  car  shortage,  shipping 
shortage  and  congestion  of  freight  a  meeting  should 
be  called  between  shippers  and  carriers,  both  rail  and 
ocean,  looking  toward  the  adoption  of  some  method  of 
making  the  best  use  of  what  is  available  and  adding 
to  the  supply.  The  Traffic  Bureau  would  like  to  re- 
ceive suggestions  from  anyone  interested  in  this  im- 
portant subject.  Whatever  is  done,  to  accomplish  best 
results,  should  be  done  promptly. 
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NOTICE  TO  MARINERS. 

The  Chamber  has  received  a  letter  from  Collector  of 
the  Port  J-  O.  Davis,  suggesting:  that  the  following, 
received  from  the  Commissioner  of  Navigation,  be 
given  wide  publicity. 

The  Department  of  Commerce  has  received  the  fol- 
lowing cablegram  from  the  American  Consul  General 
at  London,  England,  dated  January  28,  1916: 

"Admiralty  notice  112,  January  twenty-seventh,  announced 
mine  field  in  Baltic  Sea  near  the  sound  across  channel  south- 
west of  Drogden  light  vessel  just  off  Danish  waters.  Ob- 
structions to  navigation  placed  between  Danish  territorial 
waters  and  German  coast  southeast  of  Rixhoft." 

The  following  notice  has  been  issued  by  the  Hydro- 
graphic  Office  of  the  British  Admiraltv,  December  27, 
1915: 

"Neutral  vessels  are  prohibited  from  entering  the  port  of 
Inverness,  the  seaward  limit  of  which  is  defined  by  a  line 
drawn  from  Fort  George,  in  the  County  of  Inverness,  to 
Chanonry  Point,  in  the  Counties  of  Ross  and  Cromarty. 

"Neutral  vessels  are  also  prohibited  from  entering  the  Cale- 
donian Canal  at  Fort  William." 

"Any  person  found  guilty  of  such  an  offense  is  liable  to 
severe  penalties  both  of  imprisonment  and  fine."

The  Pacific  Coast  canned  salmon  ])ack  for  1915  wa-^ 
the  second  largest  in  the  history  of  the  industry, 
amounting  to  7,639^592  cases-  1913  holds  the  record 
with  8.063,447  cases;  1911  and  1914  both  exceeded 
6,000,000  cases. 

As  San  Francisco  is  the  home  of  the  Alaska  salmon 
fleet — and  from  50  to  70  per  cent  of  the  salmon  is 
caught  in  Alaska — this  city  should  be  particularly 
interested  in  the  day.  The  fleets  of  the  Alaska  Pack- 
ers' Association,  North  Alaska  Salmon  Company,  Red 
Salmon  Canning  Company,  F.  B.  Peterson  and  L.  A.

Sunset-Gulf  Embargo. 

The  Southern  Pacific  placed  an  embargo  on  all 
freight,  except  perishable  and  copper,  from  all  points 
on  its  line  to  the  Atlantic  Seaboard  via  the  Sunset- 
Gulf  Route,  effective  February  21,  1916.  This  embargo 
was  ra'sed  effective  February  25,  1916,  to  the  extent 
that  all  freight  will  be  received  for  New  York  proper 
but  the  embargo  still  exists  on  freight  for  ex])ort  via 
New  York  ;  that  is  to  say,  on  freight  tendered  to  move 
on  a  through  export  bill  of  lading.  This  is  due  to  the 
scarcity  of  vessels  out  of  New  York  and  it  is  intended 
as  a  protection  to  prevent  congestion  on  the  .Southern 
Pacific  docks  at  New  York. 


Freight  Car  Shortage. 

.Scarcity  of  freight  car  equipment  is  increasing  and 
the  situation  is  becoming  very  acute.  The  carriers 
and  shippers  are  placed  under  extreme  pressure,  and 
the  Traffic  Bureau  of  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of 
Commerce  again  urges  all  shippers  to  use  every  prac- 
tical effort  to  prevent  the  unnecessary  detention  of 
freight  cars  either  in  loading  or  unloading.  This  is  a 
vital  matter  and  cati  only  be  coined  with  by  the  best 
clforts  of  all  concerned.

MARINE  DEPARTMENT  NEWS 

Advices  received  at  this  department  from  New  York 
under  date  of  February  24th  state  that  Gaston 
Williams  &  Wigmore  Steamship  Company  has  been 
incorporated  to  run  vessels  across  the  Atlantic  and 
Pacific.  This  company  has  purchased  six  steamers, 
have  chartered  six,  and  are  now  building  two.  The 
vessels  running  across  the  Pacific  will  be  of  the  freight 
class  and  ply  between  San  Francisco,  China,  Japan 
and  Vladivostok.  All  vessels  of  this  company  will 
fly  the  z\merican  flag.  Hillard  J.  Rosencrantz.  a  well 
known  San  Franciscan,  will  be  the  company's  director 
in  the  Far  East.  Mr.  Rosencrantz  will  arrive  in  this 
city  about  March  20th  and  departs  on  the  steamer 
1>nyo  Maru,  leaving  here  March  25th. 


Captain  James  Miller,  for  many  years  San  Francisco 
Bar  Pilot,  died  at  his  home  in  Livermore  on  February 
24th.  Captain  Miller  had  retired  to  private  life  a  year 
ago  on  account  of  ill  health. 


W.  R.  Grace  &  Co.  have  purchased  the  Dutch 
steamers  Venezuela,  Colombia  and  Ecuador  for  the 
Mexican,  Central  America  and  South  America  trade 
out  of  this  port.  These  modern  and  palatial  steamers 
were  completed  in  1915  at  Amsterdam  and  are  vessels 
of  5,800  tons,  with  the  latest  passenger  accommoda- 
tions and  were  constructed  for  the  West  Indies  trade. 
They  have  a  speed  of  from  13  to  14  knots  and  will  be 
capable  of  reaching  Balboa,  allowing  for  at  least  eight 
stops  at  intermediate  points,  in  fourteen  days.  Thev 
will  arri\-e  on  the  coast  in  about  sixty  days  and  imme- 
diateh-  enter  the  Southern  trade. 


The  Barge  Wallacut  arrived  at  this  port  last  week 
from  Puget  Sound  with  lumber  cargo,  this  the  first 
of  the  new  service  to  be  established  between  these 
ports.  The  Barges  Washougal  and  Washtucna  follow 
shortly.  Each  barge  is  capable  of  carrying  about 
1,000,000  feet  of  lumber  and  will  be  towed  up  and 
down  the  coast.  Freight  will  be  taken  to  northern 
ports,  if  delivered  in  time  for  sailing. 


Steamer  Republic,  which  was  formerly  the  German 
Steamer  Walkure  and  sunk  last  year  by  shell  fire  while 
in  port  at  Papeete  and  afterwards  raised  to  surface, 
left  the  latter  port  for  San  Francisco  on  February  19th, 
coming  up  under  own  power.  Captain  Curtis  of  the 
Board  of  Underwriters  is  in  command  of  the  vessel. 
Upon  arrival  at  this  port  only  small  repairs  arc  to  be 
made,  and  vessel  will  then  be  ready  for  off  shore 
work.  Steamer  has  aboard  over  2,000  tons  of  phos- 
])hate,  which  was  aboard  at  the  time  the  vessel  was 
sunk. 


Steamer  City  of  Puebla,  which  was  chartered  bv 
Struthers  S:  Dixon,  left  this  i)ort  last  week  for  Kobe 
heavily  loaded  with  general  cargo.  The  Citv  of 
Puebla  is  one  of  the  Pacific  Coast  Steamship  Com- 
pany's steamers  which  formerly  plied  between  Puget 
.'^ound  ports  and  San  Francisco'  This  is  the  first  time 
since  the  .Spani.sh-American  war  that  this  vessel  has 
been  off  shore,  at  that  time  engaged  carrying  troops 
between  this  citv  and  Manila. 


W.  R.  Grace  Sz  Co.  have  notified  this  department 
that  the  Company's  Steamer  Caci(|ue  will  leave  this 
l)ort  on  or  about  AprU  3rd  for  AMadivostok.  China  and 
[a))an.  taking  a  general  cargo.

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FOR  A  FEDERAL  MILITIA. 

The  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Chamber  has  sent  a 
letter  to  Congressman  Julius  Kahn  and  other  Califor- 
nia representatives  in  Congress  urging  that  the  Na- 
tional Guard  troops  be  transformed  into  a  Federal 
Militia.  This  seems  to  be  the  solution  of  the  problem 
of  providing  for  an  army  in  the  United  States.  It  is 
pointed  out  that  Federal  control  would  do  aAvay  with 
State  politics  in  the  militia  and  would  provide  the 
country  with  one  large  army  instead  of  forty-eight 
small  inefficient  armies.  The  obligation  to  perform 
the  work  of  a  policeman  in  strike  situations  also  mili- 
tates against  enlistment  in  .State  forces. 

The  chambers  of  commerce  of  the  Pacific  Coast  and 
the  larger  Eastern  organizations  are  to  be  approached 
with  a  view  toward  securing  their  assistance  in  the 
matter.

RESOLVED,  That  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce urge  all  of  its  members  and  those  affiliated  with  it  to 
co-operate  in  the  matter  of  requiring  their  employees  to 
make  payment,  as  soon  as  practicable,  of  bills  owed  by  them 
to  other  members,  and  it  is  suggested  that  members  feel 
free  to  call  on  other  members  for  this  service,  and  that  in 
case  such  co-operation  is  refused  the  name  of  the  member 
refusing  be  furnished  to  the  Retail  Trade  Committee  of  the 
Chamber;  and 

RESOLVED,  That  all  classes  of  members  of  the  Chamber 
and  of  the  retail  trades  affiliated  with  it,  who  will  co-operate 
in  such  a  movement,  are  requested  to  stnd  in  their  names  to 
the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce  so  that  a  list  of 
those  who  will  reciprocate  may  be  furnished  to  all  firms  thus 
co-operating. 


THE  CALIFORNIACS. 

Every  San  Franciscan,  every  Californiac  should  read 
the  article  by  Inez  Haynes  Gillmore  in  the  February 
"Sunset."  Mark  Twain,  BretHarte,  Julian  Street  have 
all  paid  their  compliments  to  the  western  metropolis 
in  a  style  that  has  stood  out  above  the  rest.  It  is  left 
to  Itiez  Haynes  Gillmore  to  tell  us  about  our  own  city 
and  State.  To  tise  her  own  description  of  the  Market 
Street  crowds,  she  tells  her  story  "with  a  zip  and  a 
zest,  a  pep  and  a  punch,  a  go  and  a  ginger  that  is 
distinctively  Californian." 

The  city  ("with  those  who  live  west  of  the  Rock\ 
Mountains"  we  are  reminded,  "San  Francisco  is  al- 
ways 'The  City'  ")  is  summed  up  in  a  pointed,  terse 
paragraph  that  challenges  improvement.     Studv  it. 

"San  Francisco,  serving  as  one  of  the  two  main  great 
gateways  to  an  enormous  country,  a  front  entrance  to  Amer- 
ica from  the  Orient,  a  back  entrance  from  Europe  and  a  side 
entrance  from  South  America,  standing  half  way  between 
tropics  and  polar  regions,  a  great  port  of  the  greatest  ocean 
in  the  world,  becomes  naturally  one  of  the  world's  main 
caravansaries,  a  meeting  place  of  the  nations." 

The  spirit  that  has  built,  made  and  rebtiilt  .San  Fran- 
cisco is  hammered  home  thusly  : 

"I  think  of  San  Francisco  always — the  spirit  of  Tamalpais 
in  the  air — as  an  Amazon  among  cities.  Its  people  love  'the 
city'  because,  within  the  memory  of  man,  it  was  built  and 
within  the  memory  of  child,  rebuilt.  They  themselves  helped 
to  build  and  rebuild.  They  have  worked  and  fought  for  it 
through  every  inch  and  instance  of  its  history.  It  takes  the 
stranger — that  Amazon  City — into  its  great,  warm,  beating 
mother-heart.  If  you  are  sick,  it  makes  you  well;  if  you  are 
sad,  it  makes  you  glad.  It  infuses  you  with  its  working 
spirit.  It  inspires  you  with  its  fighting  spirit.  It  asks  you  to 
work  and  fight  for  it." 


NEW  FACTORY  FOR  RICHMOND. 

The  San  Francisco  Bay  region  has  just  gained  an- 
other Eastern  manufacturing  plant.  The  General  Roof- 
ing Manufacturing  Company,  with  factories  in  York, 
Pa.,  Marseilles,  Ind.,  and  East  St.  Louis,  has  begun  in 
Richmond  a  plant  that  will  equal  any  of  its  Eastern 
ones  to  take  care  of  the  Pacific  Coast  and  Oriental 
trade.  The  factory  will  cover  eight  acres  between  the 
.Santa  Fe  and  the  Southern  Pacific  railroads,  with  ocean 
shipping  facilities  over  the  Richmond  Belt  Railroad 
wharves,  and  will  cost  from  $500,000  to  $750,000. 
.Among  the  nationally  known  products  will  be  felt  and 
pa])er  roofing,  asphalt  roofing,  asphalt  surface  shingles, 
roofing  paper,  wall  boards,  insulating  paper,  paints  and 
plastic  cement.  The  Richmond  Industrial  Commission, 
which  organization  was  instrumental  in  locating  the 
above  plant,  considers  Richmond  a  part  of  the  Greater 
.San  Francisco.  A  factory  there  is  the  same  as  being 
here.

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MARINE  DEPARTMENT  NEWS 

The  power  schooner  Anvil,  276  tons  net,  which  has 
been  plying  in  the  Oregon  coast  trade,  was  purchased 
this  week  by  W.  Loaiza  &  Co.  of  this  city  for  operat- 
ing in  the  San  Francisco-Mexican  coast  trade.  Loaiza 
&  Co.  are  one  of  the  oldest  firms  of  this  city  which 
have  confined  themselves  principally  to  the  Mexican 
trade,  and  have  been  a  big  factor  in  building  up  the 
trade  between  the  two  countries.  The  steady  increase 
in  business,  called  forth  the  acquirement  of  the  Anvil. 

The  withdrawal  of  the  American-Hawaiian  S.  S.  Co. 
from  the  Atlantic-Pacific  trade,  owing  to  the  closing 
of  the  canal,  has  put  a  few  of  the  steamers  which  were 
on  the  Pacific,  in  the  market  for  chartering.  Several 
ofiFers  have  been  received  by  the  company  for  one  or 
more  of  their  large  carriers  for  trans-Pacific  service  to 
relieve  the  congestion  of  freight  which  has  accumu- 
lated at  Pacific  Coast  ports,  destined  for  the  Orient. 
As  each  of  their  fleet  is  capable  of  transporting  from 
ten  to  fifteen  thousand  tons  apiece,  they  are  anxiously 
.sought  for,  and  an  early  closing  of  charter  of  same  is 
looked  for  on  the  street.

TRANSPORTATION  DEPARTMENT. 

Car  Congestion  and  the  Panama  Canal. 

'I'he  nVaf^c  Bureau  received  a  telegram  March  2nd 
from  TTon.  Geo.  R.  McGinty.  Secretary  of  the  Inter- 
state Commerce  Commission,  Washington,  D.  C,  ad- 
vising that  the  Commission  would  on  March  6th  and 
7th  informally  hear  re])rcsentatives  of  all  interests  de- 
siring to  ex])ress  views  with  respect  to  the  causes  of 
congestion  of  freight  in  Eastern  terminals  and  propo- 
sals for  relieving  the  congestion  by  tarifT  changes  or 
otherwise. 

The  situation  with  respect  to  the  congestion  of 
freight  not  only  in  the  Eastern  terminals  but  also  in 
the  Gulf  terminals  is  very  acute.  Tt  involves  the  ques- 
tion of  car  shortage  and  the  (piestion  of  ocean  going 
vessels  to  carry  the  export  freight  that  is  ofifered! 

An  inspection  of  the  freight  yards  and  docks  at  New 
York  shows  an  unprecedented  congestion  of  freight 
cars,  'i'here  is  not  only  an  insufficient  tonnage  to  take 
the  freight  destined  to  Europe,  but  even  when  vessels 
are  ready  to  receive  the  frei^dit  it  is  often  difficult  and 
even  impractical  to  get  the  loaded  cars  out  of  the  con- 
gested yards.  Cases  have  been  instanced  where  long 
(Iela\s   of   many   weeks   intervened    before    the    loaded

cars  m  the  congested  yards  could  be  switched  to  the 
wharves,  and  this  condition  seems  to  be  getting  worse 
instead  of  better.  It  is  reported  that  cars  that  left 
Chicago  for  the  Atlantic  Coast  more  than  two  months 
ago  have  not  yet  reached  their  destination.  This  is 
due,  of  course,  to  the  pressure  of  war  conditions. 

The  congestion  will  also  be  increased  by  the  with- 
drawal of  the  American-fJawaiian  .Steamship  Company 
and  the  Luckenbach  Steamship  Company  from  the 
Atlantic-Pacific  business.  The  Luckenbach  Cotnpany 
have  announced  their  withdrawal  within  the  last  few 
days.  If  it  had  been  hitherto  possible  to  open  the 
Panama  Canal  these  lines  might  have  remained  in  the 
business. 

It  can  hardly  be  expected  now  that  regular  steam- 
shi])  lines  will  resume  operation  through  the  Canal  or 
that  this  means  of  transi)ortation  will  resume  its 
former  efficiency  until  after  the  close  of  the  war. 

In  the  meanwhile  the  charges  for  transfer  of  cargoes 
across  the  Isthmus  by  rail  are  too  costly  to  justify  the 
long  continuance  of  a  steamer  line  in  this  business. 
And  then  the  unprecedented  charter  rates  brought 
about  by  the  war  draw  irresistibly  upon  these  ships. 
The  resum|)tion  of  Canal  transportation  at  its  former 
efficiency  must  1)e  regarded  as  dependent,  therefore, 
not  only  upon  the  o])ening  of  the  Canal  but  upon  the 
cessation  of  the  European  war. 

In  the  meanwhile  it  is  and  will  be  one  of  the  most 
important  interests  of  the  .Xmerican  peoi)le  to  imi>rove 
in  every  way  the  means  and  methods  of  transjiorta- 
tion.  Shippers  as  well  as  carriers  must  ])ay  the  strict- 
est attention  to  all  the  details  of  carriage  and  the  re- 
ceipt and  delivery  of  freight,  in  order  that  equipment 
may  be  released  at  the  earliest  possible  moment. 

The  investigation  to  be  conducted  by  the  Interstate 
Connnerce  Commission  may  be  of  assistance  toward 
the  solution  of  the  problem. 
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CHamber  Votes  on  Seamen's  Bill 

At  the  request  of  members  of  the  San  Francisco 
Chamber  of  Commerce,  a  referendum  vote  of  the 
membership  was  taken  last  Aveek  by  order  of  the 
Board  of  Directors.  The  vote  was  taken  on  certain 
changes  in  the  "Seamen's  Act,"  enumerated  below 
and  recommended  by  the  Special  Committee  on  the 
Seamen's  Act  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  of  the 
United   States. 

The  vote  was  taken  to  ascertain  what  percentage 
of  the  membership  was  actually  opposed  to  the  bill 
and  the  overwhelming  majority  in  favor  of  the 
recommendation  of  the  U.  S.  Chamber  shows  con- 
clusively that  the  business  men  of  San  Francisco  are 
in  favor  of  the  changes  as  specified.  It  is  taken  for 
granted  that  any  member  opposed  to  the  changes 
Avould  have  so  recorded  their  vote. 

I.  That  Congress  be  asked  to  suspend  at  once  Sections 
4,  13  and  14  of  the  Seamen's  Act  which  discriminate  against 
Am,erican  ports  and  American  ships,  and  which  are  re- 
strictive of  American  commerce,  until  such  time  as  by  in- 
ternational agreement  the  requirements  of  those  sections 
can  become  equally  applicable  to  the  shipping  of  all  nations. 

Section  4  refers  to  demand  of  one-half  pay  at  every  port 
of  call  for  cargo  by  seamen  on  American  ships  and  by  sea- 
men  on   foreign   ships   while   in  Am.erican   ports. 

Section  13  refers  to  the  language  test  and  complement 
of  able   seamen. 

Section  14  refers  to  life  saving  appliances  and  the  man- 
ning of  life  boats. 

530  in  favor,  8  opposed. 

II.  That  the  sections  of  the  Seamen's  Act  dealing  with 
deserters  should  be  repealed  as  to  foreign  vessels,  and  that 
the  State  Department  should  seek  to  have  arrest  and  im- 
prisonment of  seamen  for  desertion  abolished  by  other 
nations. 

529  in  favor,  13  opposed. 

III.  That  Congress  should  be  asked  to  request  the  Pres- 
ident to  withdraw  at  once  the  notices  the  United  States  has 
given   regarding   abrogation   of   treaties. 

(Relating   to   arrest   of   seamen   for   desertion.) 
526  in  favor,   10  opposed. 

IV.  That  a  Federal  Shipping  Board  should  be  created. 
508   in   favor,   32  opposed.

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KEEP  THE  INDIAN  WAREHOUSE 

A  hill  has  passed  the  House  of  Representatives 
limiting  the  number  of  Indian  warehouses  to  one. 
This  Avould  give  Chicago  a  monopoly  upon  suppl.ying 
the  warehouses  and  as  a  great  quantity  of  the 
supplies  bought  are  California  products  and  are  de- 
livered to  the  Indian  Reservations  in  this  section  of 
the  countr.v,  it  stands  to  reason  that  the  warehouse 
maintained  at  San  Francisco  should  be  continued. 
The  bill  has  been  amended  in  the  Senate  to  provide 
for  three  Indian  warehouses.  This  would  permit 
one  on  the  Atlantic  Coast,  one  in  the  middle  west 
and  one  on  the  Pacific  Coast.  It  is  hoped  that  the 
bill  will  be  passed  by  the  House  as  amended  by  the 
Senate. 


SPRING   FESTIVAL   AND    CAUSEWAY 
CELEBRATION 

The  City  of  Sacramento  is  planning  an  event  to 
celebrate  the  completion  of  the  16,000  foot  cement 
causeway  across  the  Yolo  basin,  connecting  the  east 
and  west  disc  of  the  great  Sacramento  Valley.  The 
causeway  opens  a  magnificent  automobile  road  from 
Sacramento  to  San  Francisco,  shortening  the  distance 
between  the  two  cities  by  thirty-five  miles. 

It  is  expected  that  Governor  Johnson  will  lead  the 
automobile  parade  across  the  causeway  on  the  morn- 
ing of  Friday,  I\Iay  12th.,  to  be  followed  by  a  street 
parade  in  Sacramento.  San  Franciscans  are  invited 
to  make  the  trip  from  San  E'rancisco  to  Davis  joining 
with  the  large  delegation  from  the  west  side  of  the 
Sacramento   Valley.

OCEAN  BEACH  ESPLANADE 

The  following  letter  has  been  sent  by  the  Chamber, 
signed  by  President  JNIoore,  to  the  Finance  Committee 
of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  urging  construction  of 
the  second  section  of  the   Ocean  Beach    Esplanade. 

"The  first  section  of  the  Ocean  Beach  Esplanade  which  is 
being  constructed  out  of  the  first  appropriation  made  for 
that  improvement  in  the  tax  levy  last  year  is  now  under 
way  and  it  is  expected  it  will  be  finished  by  next  May. 

It  was  the  adopted  plan  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  as 
expressed  by  it  last  year,  that  this  Esplanade  should  be 
built  in  sections  under  annual  appropriations  to  be  made 
in  the  budget  of  the  tax  levy  each  year  instead  of  building 
it  under  a  bond  issue.  The  Chamber  of  Commerce  con- 
curred in  that  conclusion  of  the  Board,  as  we  appreciated 
that  under  the  circumstances  this  was  the  most  practicable 
way  to  proceed.  We  now  earnestly  petition  your  Honor- 
able Committee  to  include  in  the  budget  for  the  tax  levy 
this  year  a  special  appropriation  for  the  construction  of 
the  second  section  of  the  Esplanade.  We  respectfully  urge 
that  if  it  is  possible  to  do  so  the  appropriation  for  the 
second  section  be  sufficient  to  continue  the  Esplanade  under 
the  next  contract  to  the  Chalet.  If  this  can  be  done  it 
will  protect  from  destruction  by  storms,  that  portion  of 
the  Great  Highway  most  exposed  and  most  liable  to  be 
injured,  and  thereby  thousands  of  dollars'  worth  of  material 
used  in  filling  in  will  be  saved  which  might  be  lost  any 
time  a  severe  storm  arises  as  was  the  case  at  the  upper 
end   of   the   beach   during  the   last  few   months. 

Your  Honorable  Committee  can  rest  assured  that  in  pro- 
viding an  appropriation  for  the  next  section  of  the  Esplan- 
ade you  will  have  the  hearty  support  of  the  people  of  San 
Francisco,  for  you  will  recall  that  hardly  any  improvement 
was  ever  proposed  which  met  with  the  unanimous  endorse- 
ment by  Improvement  Clubs  and  citizens  generally  in  all 
sections  of  the  city  as  did  the  proposition  for  the  improve- 
ment of  San  Francisco's  srrtat  play  ground  used  by  all  the 
people — the    Ocean   Beach."

TRANSPORTATION  DEPARTMENT 

The  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce  was  re- 
fiuested  by  the  Railroad  Commission  to  participate 
in  and  attend  the  investigation  recently  undertaken 
by  the  Commission  into  the  condition  of  srade  cross- 
ings of  steam  and  electric  roads  in  California  with 
a  view  of  determining  if  possible  some  means  to  pre- 
vent- the  large  number  of  accidents  which  hai^pen  at 
these  crossing  points.  The  hearing  at  San  Francisco 
was  held  Friday,  March  10th,  and  the  Chamber  was 
I'cpresented  by  the  Attorney  and  IManager  of  llie 
Traffic   Bureau. 

The  situation  disclosed  at  the  hearing  is  a  seiious 
one.  The  statement  was  made  by  the  Chairman  of 
the  Commission  that  recently  more  accidents  have 
happened  at  grade  crossings  in  California  than  in  any 
other  state  in  the  Union,  in  proportion  to  the  popula- 
tion. The  complete  remedy,  of  course,  is  to  separate 
grades  by  overhead  or  underneath  passages  or  via- 
ducts. The  expense,  however,  of  this  construction  at 
every  crossing  is  prohibitive,  although  a  number  of 
such  crossings  have  been  constructed  and  more  will 
be  recpiired  where  the  volume  of  traffie  demands  the 
use  of  this  method. 

The  Attorney  and  INTanager  of  the  Traffic  Bureau 
advocated  the  passage  of  a  state  law  reducing  speed 
of  automobiles  and  all  vehicles  in  crossing  tracks  at 
the  grade  to  ten  miles  per  hour,  and  also  the  erection 
of  signals  in  the  center  of  the  roadway  fifty  or  a 
hundred  yards  from  the  railroad  crossing,  of  suff'icient 
size  to  require  vehicles  to  turn  out  and  nui  around 
this  signal  point.  Such  a  signal  would  not  only  lluis 
be  forced  upon  the  attention  of  the  driver,  but  would 
also  require  the  slackening  of  speed  in  running  about 
the  obstacle. 

The  Commission  intends  through  its  engineering 
department  to  make  a  thorough  survey  of  all  danger- 
ous grade  crossings  in  the  state,  with  a  view  to 
adopting  measures  and  devices  whicli  will  tend  to 
lessen  these  accidents. 


RAILWAY    MAIL    PAY 

The  Transportation  Committee's  recommendation 
has  l)een  approved  by  the  Board  of  Directors  relative 
to  the  endorsement  of  Phelan  Bill  S  4175.  This  bill 
readjusts  railway  mail  pay  based  on  annual  weighing 


of  mail  and  on  space  occupied  in  mail  ai^artment 
cars.  Certain  portions  of  the  bill  place  the  future 
adjustment  of  this  compensation  under  the  jnrisdic- 
tion   of  tlie  Tnter.state   Commerce   Commission. 

Improved  Mail  Service  from  the  San  Joaquin  Valley 

Tlic  Traffic  Bureau  was  advised  by  the  Post  Office 
Department  that  on  Saturday  morning,  ^Farch  lltli, 
a  new  mail  service  was  established  on  S.  P.  Train 
No.  87.  This  train  lirings  mail  from  Los  Angeles  and 
the  San  .Toa(|uin  Valley,  including  from  Bakerstield 
north  via  Fresno,  arriving  in  San  Francisco  at  7  :50 
A.  i\r.  ALail  arriving  on  this  train  Saturday  morning, 
iMareh  11th,  was  in  the  mail  boxes  at  the  ferry  sta- 
tion at  8 :05  A.  I\r.,  and  mail  arriving  on  the  same 
train  which  was  delivered  by  carriers  went  out  on 
the   second    trip,    being    delivered    before    9  :.30    A.    ]\I. 

Tliis  mail  was  formerly  carried  on  the  "Owl''  S. 
P.  Train  No.  25,  due  to  arrive  in  San  Francisco  at 
8  :H0  A.  ]\r.  Thus  it  will  lie  seen  that  the  new  service 
enables  the  mail  to  reach  San  Francisco  nun-chants 
more  than  an  hour  ahead  of  the  former  service.

The  referendum  vote  taken  by  the  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce of  the  United  States,  on  certain  amendments 
to  the  Seaman's  Act,  rolled  up  a  majority  that  over- 
shadowed the  overwhelming  vote  in  favor  of  the 
amendments,  as  shown  by  the  referendum  vote  taken 
by  the  local  Chamber.

Board. 

809  IN  FAVOR,  57  OPPOSED. 

Three  hundred  and  eleven  commercial  organizations, 
chambers  of  commerce,  boards  of  trade,  located  in  45 
states,  the  District  of  Columbia,  Hawaii,  the  Phili- 
ppines, Porto  Rico  and  Alaska  filed  ballots.

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BELGIAN  RELIEF 

There  A^-ould  be  wholesale  starvation  within  tliree 
or  four  weeks  if  the  importation  of  food  into  Belgium 
"w^ere  stopped. 

In  Northern  Franee  the  percentage  of  indigent 
people  is  even  greater  than  that  in  Belgium,  because 
there  are  virtually  no  native   supplies. 

The  clothing  situation  in  Belgium  and  Northern 
France  demands  very  serious  consideration.  Unless 
the  work  of  providing  clothing  is  kept  up  at  a  regular 
rate  there  will  be  very  serious  suffering  in  the  Fall. 

The  foregoing  conclusions  are  those  of  Frederick 
C.  Wolcott,  who  spent  tliree  Aveeks  in  Belgium  and 
Northern  France  for  the  Rockefeller  Foundation  in- 
vestigating the  work  of  the  Relief  Commission',  of 
which  Herbert  C.  Hoover  is  the  head.  lilr.  Wolcott 
reports  he  is  greatly  impressed  by  the  efficiency  of 
the  relief  work,  and  he  recommends  that  money  in- 
tended for  Belgium  or  France  be  intrusted  to  the 
Commission. 

Belgium  herself  has  given  more  than  the  combined 
charity  of  the  world  outside,  but  she  cannot  care  for 
■  all  her  women  and  children. 

Three-fifths  of  the  Belgians  pay  for  everything  they 
receive,  but  two-fifths  must  be  supported.  This  means 
as  many  persons  as  there  are,  women  and  children 
in  California. 

THROUGH  THE  CUMBERLAND  GAP 

On  the  18th  inst.  San  Francisco  had  the  pleasure 
ot  direct  telephone  connection  with  Cumberland 
Maryland.  The  occasion  was  the  annual  banquet  of 
the  Cumberland  Chamber  of  Commerce  at  which  were 
gathered  together  over  two  hundred  members  with 
their  friends.  Cumberland  is  a  distributing  center 
for  so  much  freight  for  this  state  that  city  welcomed 
the  opportunity  to  tell  us  how  well  they  ^ knew  Cali- 
tornia.  Governor  Johnson  addressed  the  assembled 
members,  from  his  residence  in  Sacramento,  after 
which  n.  P.  Adams  of  the  local  Chamber  congratu- 
lated them  upon  the  success  of  the  occasion  and  ex- 
pressed the  wish  that  the  present  pleasant  relations 
Detween  the  tM'o  cities  might  continue.

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Annual  iStatistical  Report 

The  Fifth  Annual  Statistical  Report  of  the  San 
Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce  is  ready  for  distribu- 
tion. This  report  is  now  conceded  by  banking  and 
bonding  interests,  shipping  and  manufacturing  con- 
cerns, as  Avell  as  municipal,  state  and  federal  officials, 
to  be  the  only  reliable  and  authentic  publication  of  its 
kind  relating  to  the  shipping,  manufacturing  and  busi- 
ness activities  of  the  city. 

The  report  contains  eighty  pages  of  statistical  data 
and  tables  bearing  upon  the  city's  business.  No  esti- 
mates or  computations  are  quoted,  all  figures  being- 
taken  from  reliable  authorities,  and  can  therefore  be 
depended  upon  to  be  accurate. 

Nineteen  Fifteen  was  a  record-breaking  year  in  the 
history  of  San  Francisco's  business.  Top-notch  figures 
were  reached  as  follows :  Value  of  real  estate,  assessed 
value  of  improvements;  assessed  value  of  personal 
property;  amount  of  bonded  indebtedness;  postal  re- 
ceipts ;  population ;  pupils  enrolled  in  the  public 
schools ;  passengers  carried  on  ferry  and  river  boats ; 
amount  of  bank  clearings;  savings  banks  resources 
and  deposits;  resources  and  deposits  of  National 
banks ;  value  of  exports  to  foreign  countries ;  value  of 
imports  from  foreign  countries ;  total  tonnage  of  ves- 
sels arriving  and  departing ;  total  receipts  of  butter. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  during  1915  San  Fran- 
cisco passed  Detroit  for  eighth  place  in  postal  re- 
ceipts; passed  Pittsbvirg  for  seventh  place  in  bank 
clearings,  and  passed  both  New  Orleans  and  Phila- 
delphia for  third  place  in  the  value  of  imports  from 
foreign  countries.  In  the  total  amount  of  exports  and 
imports  to  and  from  all  foreign  countries  and  non- 
contiguous territory  San  Francisco  ranks  second  only 
to  New  York.  The  principal  article  of  export  from 
San  Francisco  during  1915  was  canned  goods,  valued 
at  over  ten  and  a  half  million  dollars,  followed  in 
order  of  importance  by  raw  cotton,  barley,  iron  man- 
ufactures, fuel  oil,  iluminating  oil,  flour,  dried  fruits, 
prunes,  lumber,  leather  and  raisins.  It  will  be  noted 
that  all  of  these  articles,  with  the  exception  of  raw 
cotton,  are  produced  in  San  Francisco's  back  country; 
in  other  words,  fully  80  per  cent  of  San  Francisco's 
exports  are  native  products  and  not  the  exportations 
of  through  goods  in  transit  as  is  the  case  with  the 
greater  percentage  of  most  of  the  exports  of  the 
various  export  centers  of  the  United  States.

LATEST    CABLE    FACILITIES 

Great  Britain  and  Ireland  and  British  Colonies — The 

Riverside  Code,  fifth  edition,  is  now  allowed  in  cable 
messages  to  Great  Britain  and  Ireland  and  British 
Colonies.  The  name  of  the  code  must  be  signalled  in 
the  check  of  the  message.  A¥hile  this  is  transmitted 
for  the  censor's  guidance  it  is  not  charged  for. 

British  Honduras — Cable  communication  with  British 
Honduras  restored.  If  patrons  prefer,  however,  they 
may  continue  to  send  their  messages  via  New  Orleans 
and  wireless  at  normal  rates.  Such  messages  must 
bear  the  routing  indication  "Via  New  Orleans,''  for 
which  no  charge  is  made.  When  sent  via  Ncav  Orleans 
the  message  must  be  in  plain  language  and  have  full 
address  and  signature.  The  messages  via  either  route 
are  at  sender's  risk. 

France — The  Riverside  Code,  fifth  edition,  may  also 
be  used  under  the  same  conditions  to  France  and 
French  possessions. 

Telegraphic  communication  with  Europe  via  the 
Tuckerton,   N.   J.,   wireless  station  has  been  restored. 


TRANSPORTATION  DEPARTMENT 

The  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  has  issued  its 
decision  on  the  application  of  the  transcontinental  rail 
carriers  for  permission  to  violate  the  long  and  short 
haul  clause  on  iron  and  steel  articles  from  Pittsburg, 
Pa.,  and  points  grouped  therewith,  and  from  Cincin- 
nati, Ohio,  and  points  grouped  therewith  to  Pacific 
Coast  terminal  points,  by  publishing  a  rate  of  55c  per 
100  pounds,  while  at  the  same  time  maintaining  a 
higher  rate  to  intermediate  points.  The  Commission  de- 
nied the  application  for  the  55c  rate,  but  authorized 
the  publication  of  a  rate  of  65c  per  100  pounds.  This 
represents  a  reduction  of  practically  $2  per  ton,  or  10c 
per  100  pounds. 

The  Traffic  Bureau  negotiated  with  the  rail  carriers 
upon  the  question  of  the  effective  date,  and  succeeded 
in  arranging  for  the  rate  to  become  effective  April 
10th  from  the  Pittsburg  and  Cincinnati  territory  re- 
ferred to,  to  all  Pacific  Coast  terminals  named  in  the 
commission's  previous  fourth  section  or  long  haul 
order,  which  includes  the  ports  where  steamships  dis- 
charge their  cargo.  There  was  an  indication  at  first 
that  possibly  the  rate  would  be  published  to  apply  to 
Puget  Sound  and  North  Coast  terminals  at  an  earlier 
date  than  to  California  terminals,  but  it  is  now  stated 
by  the  California  carriers  that  the  rate  will  become 
effective  to  all  Pacific  Coast  terminals  on  the  same 
date,  April  10,  1916.

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MARINE  DEPARTMENT  NEWS 

The  total  tonnage  chartered  and  on  the  way  to  tliis 
port  from  foreign  ports  including  the  Hawaiian 
Islands  and  the  Atlantic  Coast  amounts  to  240,700 
tons,  against  201,603  tons  at  the  same  date  last  year. 
This  shows  a  healthy  increase  over  last  year,  due 
largely  to  the  announced  opening  of  the  Panar:a  Canal 
and  the  hig  demand  for  tonnage  on  this  coast  to 
transport  this  coming  season's  crops,  as  there  are 
many  large  carriers  chartered  for  raontlss  in  advance 
at  a"  high  rate  to  load  at  this  port  and  North  Pacific 
Coast  ports  for  all  parts  of  the  world. 


L.  E.  Wliite  Lumber  Company  of  this  city  sold  the 
following  named  steamers  to  Michigan  parties  last 
week:  Steamers  Whitesboro,  144  tons;  Helen  P.  Drew, 
178  tons,  and  the  Alcatraz,  194  tons.  These  steamers 
will  operate  on  the  coast  as  heretofore  under  the 
management  of  the  Union  Lumber  CompaTiy. 

The  steamer  Alaskan  arrived  in  port  on  March  18th 
from  the  Hawaiian  Islands  bringing  the  largest  cargo 
of  sugar  yet  landed  here  from  the  islands,  consisting 
of  13,500  tons.  This  entire  cargo  was  shipped  east 
by  rail.  

Loop  Lumber  Company  sold  the  schooner  Virginia 
last  week  to  the  Pacific  Freighters  Company.  This 
\essei  will  carry  about  750,000  feet  of  lumber. 


Newport  News  Shipbuilding  &  Dry  Dock  Company 
will  launcli  the  freight  steamer  Edward  F.  Lncken- 
back  the  latter  part  of  this  month.  The  new  vessel 
will  be  one  of  the  largest  and  most  up-to-date  units 
that  will  be  added  to  the  American  merchant  marine 
this  year.  

The  plans  of  the  U.  S.  Coast  and  Geodetic  Survey 
for  the  coming  season  include  continuing  work  in 
Prince  William  Sound,  Alaska,  by  the  steamer  Taku. 
There  v/ill  be  no  surveying  vessels  in  Alaskan  waters 
this  season  as  the  Gedney  and  McArthur  have  both 
been  sold.  As  a  partial  offset,  however,  wire  drag 
work  will  begin  about  a  month  earlier,  and  in  this 
respect  real  advance  is  looked  for  this  season  in  the 
comprehensive  survey  of  the  coasts  for  hidden  men- 
aces to  navigation.

SERVICE  AT  YOUR  POSTOFFICE 

Jesse  S.  Roberts  has  been  promoted  to  the  position 
of  Superintendent  of  Railway  Mail  Service,  in  recogni- 
tion of  services  well  earned.  His  field  covers  Cali- 
fornia, Nevada,  Arizona  and  Hawaii. 

Readers  of  the  Activities  have  followed  with  inter- 
est the  close  co-operation  that  has  existed  for  some 
time  between  the  Postofifice  Department  and  the  Cham- 
ber of  Commerce.  Closing  times  for  transpacific  and 
eastern  mails,  holiday  notices  and  many  other  service 
features,  that  it  has  been  our  pleasure  to  mention, 
have  been  furnished  by  Mr.  Roberts  in  the  past. 

The  value  and  assistance  of  such  service  to  the 
business  community  cannot  be  estimated.  One  has  but 
to  go  to  a  city  or  town  where  this  data  is  not  under- 
stood by  the  business  men,  and  in  many  instances  is 
not  available,  to  appreciate  the  many  real  services 
rendered  in  San  Francisco. 

Mr.  Roberts  is  desirous  of  inaugurating  these  same 
services  in  the  states  mentioned  above  and  to  that  end 
must  secure  the  hearty  co-operation  and  assistance  of 
the  various  commercial  organizations.  The  San  Fran- 
cisco Chamber  will  be  pleased  to  assist  in  convincing 
the  organizations  in  Mr.  Roberts'  territory  of  the 
value  and  necessity  of  such  work. 


CALIFORNIA  COLONISTS  RATES 

Colonist  rates  have  been  peculiarly  adaptable  to 
settlement  conditions  in  California.  They  have  been 
in  force  since  1900  but  were  abrogated  during  1915, 
during  the  Exposition  period.  There  was  consider- 
able difference  of  opinion  among  the  railroads  re- 
garding the  continuing  of  this  rate  but  the  California 
Development  Board  and  allied  organizations  made 
strong  representations  to  the  railroads  not  to  dis- 
continue these  rates  during  1916,  in  order  that  every 
advantage  might  be  taken  of  the  post  Exposition 
results. 

The  railroads  have  acceeded  to  the  request  and 
rates  are  now  in  force.  Expected  results  from  the 
granting  of  the  rates  are  being  watched  with  interest 
and  concrete  results  are  looked  for.  It  will  be  most 
helpful  if  any  land  companies  or  other  interested 
parties  who  have  occasion  to  note  results  due  to 
colonists  coming  to  California  under  this  rate  will 
communicate  their  observations  to  the  California  De- 
velopment Board. 

Colonist  rates  are  one  way  rates  to  California  and 
ditler  from  Ilomeseekers'  rates,  which  are  round  trip 
rates.  The  Colonist  rates  do  not  extend  east  of 
Chicago,  but  from  all  points  west  of  ('hicago,  St. 
Louis  and  New  Orleans  a  very  low  fare  has  been 
arrans:ed  for. 


Lumber  Cases. 


On  March  27th  and  28th  the  lumber  cases,  involving 
all  of  the  lumber  rates  between  all  points  on  all  lines 
in  the  State  of  California,  were  called  for  further 
hearing  by  the  Railroad  Commission.  Testimony  was 
taken  for  two  days  and  the  hearing  then  adjourned 
to  a  later  date.  It  is  probable  that  many  days  of 
hearing  will  be  consumed  before  this  very  compre- 
hensive case  is  completely  presented  to  the  Commis- 
sion. 


TRANSPORTATION  DEPARTMENT 

Terminal  Rate  Case 

On  Monday,  .March  27th,  the  Special  Court,  consist- 
ing of  Judges  Morrow,  Dooling  and  Bledsoe,  previ- 
ously convened  under  the  statute  to  hear  and  deter- 
mine the  questions  raised  by  the  bill  in  equity  filed 
by  the  cities  of  San  Jose,  Santa  Clara,  Sacramento 
and  Stockton,  which  attacked  the  decision  of  the 
Interstate  Commerce  Commission  in  the  Schedule  C 
cases  making  San  Diego,'  San  Pedro  and  ^San  Fran- 
cisco the  only  terminal  points  to  which  Schedule  C 
terminal  rates  may  apply,  handed  down  a  decree  set- 
ting aside  the  order  of  the  Commission  authorizing  the 
railroads  to  charge  higher  rates  to  these  interior  towns 
than  to  the  city  of  San  Francisco  and  directing  that 
the  respondents,  including  the  United  States,  the  In- 
terstate Commerce  Commission  and  the  carriers,  be 
enjoined  from  enforcing  or  collecting  rates  higher  to 
the  interior  towns  than  those  concurrently  collected  at 
San  Francisco  on  interstate  westbound  freight. 

An  injunction  was  issued  under  this  decree  and 
served  upon  the  local  carriers  Wednesday,  March  29th. 
The  carriers  were  therefore  placed  in  the  quandary  of 
how  to  obey  the  injunction  and  the  law  at  the  same 
time,  since "  there  is  no  existing  tariff  authority  for 
charging  the  same  rates  at  these  points  as  are  charged 
at  the  present  time  at  San  Francisco.  With  the  Elkins 
Act  on  one  side  and  the  injunction  on  the  other,  the 
carriers  were  more  than  puzzled.  However,  applica- 
tion was  made  to  the  court  for  a  stay  of  proceedings 
until  appeal  could  be  perfected  to  the  United  States 
Supreme  Court.  A  stay  of  the  operation  of  the  injunc- 
tion for  ten  days  from  March  80th  was  granted  by  the 
court.  In  the  meanwhile,  the  appeal  papers  are  on  the 
way  from  AVashington  and  are  expected  to  arrive  in 
San  Francisco  about  the  4th  or  5th  of  April.  It  may 
confidently  be  expected  that  the  present  terminal  rate 
situation  will  not  be  altered  until  the  United  States 
Supreme  Court  can  pass  upon  the  judgment  of  this 
Special  Court. 


Long  and  Short  Haul  Case. 

A  long  and  short  haul  hearing,  covering  certain 
Southern  Pacific  commodity  rates,  Avas  held  before  the 
State  Commission  March  29th. 


Meeting  of  the  National  Industrial  Traffic  League. 

On  Saturday,  April  1st,  Mr.  John  S.  Willis,  assistant 
to  the  manager  of  the  Traffic  Bureau,  left  for  Balti- 
more and  AVashington,  D.  C,  to  represent  the  Traffic 
Bureau  of  the  Chamber  at  meetings  and  conferences 
of  the  National  Industrial  Traft'ic  League.  Among  the 
matters  which  will  come  up  for  consideration  will  be 
the  contents  and  language  of  the  Uniform  Bill  of 
Lading,  and  at  the  meeting  in  Baltimore  and  at  the 
conference  in  AVashington  an  endeavor  will  be  made 
to  arrive  at  an  agreement  among  the  shipping  inter- 
ests of  the  different  sections  of  the  United  States  as 
to  the  nature  and  wording  of  the  provisions  of  the 
I^niform  Bill  of  Lading.  It  is  probable  that  if  such 
agreement  be  reached  it  will  be  later  presented  to 
the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission,  which  has  been 
recently  conducting  investigations  in  various  parts  of 
the  country  touching  this  subject.

MARINE  DEPARTMENT  NEWS 

Steel  raerchart  vessels  buildirg  or  under  contract 
to  be  built  in  private  American  shipyards  on  March 
1st  this  year  according  to  builders  returns  to  the 
Bureau  of  Navigation,  Department  of  Commerce, 
numbered  224  of  945,798  gross  tons.  Of  the  above 
San  Francisco  gets  twenty  with  a  tonnage  of  144,158, 
Oaklard  three  with  a  tonnage  of  10,000,  Seattle  gets 
five  19,800  tons,  the  rest  are  well  distributed  among 
Eastern  shipbuilding"  plants,  and  at  the  present  time 
according  to  statistics  there  is  more  tonnage  being 
built  here  in  San  Francisco  than  any  other  shipyard 
in  the  United  States,  the  next  largest  is  the  New 
York  Shipbuilding  Company  of  C-amden,  N.  J.  with 
a  tonnage  of  115,778  tons. 


]\Tessrs.  J.  D.  Spreckels  &  Bros.  (Company,  agents 
for  the  Java  Pacific  line  announce  that  the  Dutch 
Steamer  Tjiraanoek  has  been  added  to  the  fleet  oper- 
ating between  the  Orient  and  this  port.  This  steamer 
will  leave  out  from  here  on  May  29tli,  carrying 
freight  and  passengers.  The  Tjikembang  of  the  same 
lire  leaves  here  on  May  22d. 

Grace  Liner  Cacique  arrived  in  port  last  week 
frcm  Santos  via  ports  bringing  2760  tons  coffee  and 
900  tons  nitrate  which  was  discharged  in  this  port, 
a  part  of  which  was  shipped  by  rail  to  Middle  States. 


In  addition  to  the  cargo  for  discharge  at  Central 
American  ports,  the  Swed  M/S  San  Francisco,  sailing 
from  here  on  the  29th,  took  out  for  Norway,  Sweden 
and  Denmark,  4347  centals  assorted  dried  fruits,  5132 
centals  prunes,  825  centals  raisins  and  762  centals 
coffee. 


AV.  R.  Grace  &  Co.  have  notified  this  department 
that  the  Companys  Steamer  Pennsylvania  will  next 
leave  this  port  for  Kobe  and  Hong  Kong  on  May  4th. 


Union  Steamship  Companys  Steamer  Waikawa  ar- 
riving in  this  port  on  March  28th  brought  from 
Australian  ports  24,500  bags  wool.  This  entire  ship- 
ment was  sent  to  eastern  markets  by  rail.  Oceanic 
Steamship  Company's  Steamer  Sierra  arriving  here 
on  March  27th  from  the  same  ports  brought  3731 
bales  wool.  This  shipment  also  was  sent  East,  and 
5386  crates  onions  for  local  consignees. 


Advices  from  the  East  are  to  effect  that  OAving  to 
the  exceedingly  high  freight  rates  offering,  the 
Luckenbach  Steamship  Company  of  New  York  is 
said  to  be  planning  to  operate  a  line  of  steamers  to 
South  America  bigger  than  any  now  in  that  trade. 
When  established  this  line  will  connect  New  York 
with  Rio  de  Janeiro,  Montevideo,  Buenos  Aires  and 
other  ports  in  the  Argentine.  This  will  be  a  great 
relief  to  local  shippers  as  tonnage  to  those  ports  has 
been  very  scarce  of  late.

OPPORTUNITIES  IN  THE  DUTCH  EAST  INDIES 
Is    San    Francisco    Overlooking    a    Rich    Field    for 

Commerce? 

Prepared  by  the  Foreign  Trade  Department. 
With  the  inauguration  of  the  Java-Pacific  l^ine,  giving  d  rect 
connection  with  the  East  Indies,  it  would  be  well  if  San  Francisco 
exporters  and  importers  were  to  look  and  see  if  they  could  not 
find  a  profitable  field  in  that  direction.  The  Dutch  East  Indies  cover 
778,154  square  m  les  and  have  a  population  of  37,717,000,  which, 
while  composed  principally  of  natives,  are  much  further  advanced 
than  those  of  many  other  sections  of  the  Orient.  During  the  year 
1914  the  Island  of  Java  alone  imported  goods  to  the  value  of 
$115,992,000.  The  Netherlands  supplied  31  per  cent  of  this.  Great 
Britain  19  per  cent,  and  the  United  States  only  supplied  3  per  cent. 
Germany,  Straits  Settlements,  Japan,  Belgium  and  France  all  con- 
tributed more  or  less  to  the  total  imports,  and  at  the  present  time 
these  countr.es  are  not  in  position  to  supply  the  demands.  Taking 
the  principal  commodities  imported  during  1914,  the  following  table 
shows  the  total  importations,  the  amount  the  United  States  sup- 
plied, and  the  countries  supplying  the  greater  portion  of  the 
articles,  which  are  arranged  in  the  order  of  their  importance.

TENTH  BIRTHDAY. 

Practically  all  the  commercial  and  civic  organiza- 
tions of  the  city  have  given  their  support  to  the 
citizen's  committee  that  has  undertaken  to  enroll 
25,000  members  in  the  San  Francisco  chapter  as  a 
mark  of  appreciation  for  the  work  of  the  Red  Cross 
in  this  city  in  1906.  Committees  on  Red  Cross  mem- 
bership have  been  organized  by  many  bodies,  including 
the  following: 

Chamber  of  Commerce,  Commercial  Club, 

Downtown  Association,  Real  Estate  Board, 

Home  Industry  League,  Ad  Men's  Club, 

Rotary  Club,  Civic  League. 

Retail  Dry  Goods  Association, 

Marshall  Hale,  chairman  of  the  citizen's  committee, 
reports  spontaneous  response  from  the  people  at  large 
to  the  suggestion  that  they  should  join  in  the  gift  that 
is  to  be  presented  to  the  Red  Cross  national  organiza- 
tion at  the  celebration  of  the  tenth  anniversary  of 
the  birth  of  the  new  San  Francisco  at  the  Exposition 
Auditorium  on  April  18th.  Invitations  for  this  cele- 
bration have  been  issued  by  the  Commercial  Club, 
which  is  promoting  the  affair,  and  the  tentative  pro- 
gram has  been  arranged.  This  includes  singing  by  the 
Exposition  Chorus  of  500  voices,  the  Loring  Club 
chorus  and  symphony  orchestra,  and  songs  by  two 
artists  of  international  fame,  probably  Alice  Gentle 
and  Madame  Melba.  The  California  Grays  and  the 
Nationals  will  give  exhibitions  of  their  military  evo- 
lutions and  there  will  be  speeches  by  some  of  the 
leading  men  of  the  city  on  the  developments  of  the 
first  decade  of  its  new  birth.  Marshall  Hale  will  make 
the  announcement  of  the  number  of  Red  Cross  mem- 
bers enrolled  in  the  local  chapter — not,  it  is  hoped, 
less  than  25,000 — by  long  distance  telephone.  The 
Pacific  Telephone  &  Telegraph  Company  has  promised 
to  install  in  the  Auditorium  for  the  occasion  direct 
connection  with  Washington,  D.  C,  Chicago  and  New 
York,  whence  the  news  of  San  Francisco's  tribute  will 
be  flashed  over  the  whole  world.

NO  OTHER  OBLIGATION   THAN   MORAL  SUPPORT  IS   ASSUMED   IN   APPLYING  FOR   MEMBERSHIP 
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NATIONAL  PREPAREDNESS   FOR   DEFENSE 

The  Chamber  of  Commerce  of  the  State  of  New 
York  recently  unanimously  adopted  a  report  pre- 
sented by  its  Executive  Committee  relative  to  Na- 
tional Preparedness  for  Defense.  The  report  in  part 
follows : — 

"Since  August,  1914,  the  world  has  stood  aghast, 
unwilling  to  believe  and  yet  gradually  becoming 
forced  to  realize,  that  the  civilization  of  our  century, 
at  least  in  its  moral  aspects,  was  not  of  the  standard 
generally  believed  to  exist. 

The  civilization  which  by  the  common  consent  of 
all  in  every  enlightened  nation,  guaranteed  and  en- 
forced, as  between  individuals,  the  protection  of  life, 
liberty  and  property,  failed  to  restrain  Governments 
which  considered  their  national  aspirations  and  in- 
terests to  be  paramount,  from  disregarding  many  of 
those  fundamental  principles  which  had  been  con- 
sidered the  highest  achievements  of  civilization,  upon 
which  the  development  of  national  life  had  been 
founded  and  the  establishment  and  maintenance  of 
international  relations  had  been  based,  and  by  which 
alone  their  secvirity  and  good  faith  could  exist. 

Adequate  preparations  and  securitj^  is  a  business 
question  just  as  much  as  an  adequate  banking  sys- 
tem or  an  adequate  insurance  system. 

A  conflagration  of  war  a  few  years  ago  was  con- 
sidered as  unthinkable  as  the  earthquake  and  con- 
flagration in  the  City  of  San  Francisco  was  unex- 
pected. Both  have  happened.  San  Francisco  draw- 
ing wisdom  from  the  experience,  has  been  recon- 
structed by  the  application  of  the  highest  scientific 
methods  to  prevent  destruction  should  such  a  con- 
vulsion of  nature  ever  recur. 

Must  we  not,  while  there  is  time,  take  whatever 
steps  may  be  necessary  to  protect  our  country  from 
the   hazards   and  destruction  of  war? 

The  President  of  the  United  States  has  presented 
a  programme  of  preparedness  to  the  Congress.  The 
Committees  of  Congress  in  public  hearings  and  ex- 
ecutive sessions,  have  received  the  reports  of  Army 
and  Naval  Officials  giving  their  technical  and  ex- 
perienced views  of  what,  in  their  opinion,  is  neces- 
sary in  these  great  departments ;  and  plans  for  the 
study  of  the  economic  resources  of  the  country  and 
methods  of  their  mobilization  in  case  of  need  are 
under  way. 

Congress  seems  unwilling  to  adopt  in  full  measure 
even  the  minimum  plans  of  the  experts  of  the  "War 
and  Navy  Departments. 

It  believes  the  Chamber  should  be  fully  informed, 
and  it  presents  for  your  consideration  a  resolution 
dealing  with  one  fundamental  principle,  and  this 
Committee  will,  from  time  to  time,  make  further 
reports  to  the  Chamber  on  this  subject. 

Resolved,  That  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  of  the 
State  of  New  York  believes  that  the  organization  of 
military  and  naval  forces  and  equipment,  and  the 
methods  of  their  maintenance  and  use  under  modern 
conditions,  are  questions  involving  the  highest  me- 
chanical and  scientific  knowledge  and  teclinical  skill 
and  experience" ;  and  it  expresses  tlie  opinion  that  in 
formulating  legishition  and  adopting  plans  for  tiie 
adecjuate  protection  of  this  country  the  views  and 
opinions  of  the  trained  staff  of  the  Army  and  Navy 
should  prevail  as  to  the  personnel  and  equipment 
needed  to  assure  the  purpose  in  view." 


AUSTRALIAN   TRADE 

Mr.  Paul  T.  Carroll,  a  former  director  of  the  Cham- 
ber is  now  traveling  in  the  Orient.  A  letter  just 
received  from  him  written  to  Manager  Lynch  from 
Sydney,  Australia  will  prove  of  interest  to  the  busi- 
ness  community. 

"I  have  enjoyed  upwards  of  three  weeks  stay  in 
this  beautiful  city  so  like  in  many  respects  to  our 
own  home  town.  They  possess  natural  advantages 
here  second  to  none.  The  harbour  being  the  one  big 
thing.  Have  made  numerous  observations  on  com- 
mercial lines.  Have  met  many  of  the  leading  com- 
mercial people  and  have  been  received  most  courte- 
ously. At  present  they  despair  of  resuming  big 
trade  operations  with  America.  An  embargo  is  on 
against  shipments  of  meats  and  provisions  as  Eng- 
land needs  all  of  the  surplus.  A  general  drought 
has  prevailed  all  over  N.  S.  W.  and  in  fact  all  other 
states  of  Australia,  causing  a  depreciation  of  the 
herds  of  about  30  per  cent.  They  say,  however,  that 
one  good  season  will  make  up  the  losses.  There  was 
some  feeling  against  America  in  the  earlier  stages  of 
the  war,  but  they  have  been  dissipated,  and  the  best 
of  cordial  good  feeling  now  maintains.  There  seems 
to  be  very  good  opportunities  here  for  future  trade 
conditions,  all  depending  upon  price  and  conditions 
of  delivery.  Japan  is  coming  in  very  strong,  especially 
so  in  manufactured  articles.  The  Japanese  recently 
landed  a  shipload  of  harness  and  on  the  docks  I  see 
numerous  packages  labelled  "Made  in  Japan."  The 
little  brown  men  are  taking  advantage  of  their  op- 
portunity. 

I  was  a  guest  of  i\Ir.  Parkes,  President  of  the 
Chamber  of  Commerce,  at  a  well  attended  luncheon 
yesterday  at  the  Town  Hall.  The  speakers  were 
unanimous  in  declaring  for  an  extra  tariff  on  all 
imported  articles  into  the  Commonweath  with  the 
notable  exception  of  a  favored  clause  for  the  Mother 
Country  and  the  Allies.  Our  representative  and  com- 
mercial people  would  do  well  to  give  this  their  proper 
attention.  Shipping  facilities  with  America  should 
be  improved  and  exchange  is  also  a  serious  ques- 
tion." 


CALIFORNIA  STATE  CONFERENCE  OF 
SOCIAL  AGENCIES 

The  eighth  annual  conference  of  the  California 
State  Conference  of  Social  Agencies  will  be  held  in 
Los  Angeles  from  May  1  to  May  5,  inclusive.  Special 
reduced  transportation  and  hotel  rates  are  to  be  ar- 
ranged.   Speakers  of  national  prominence  will  attend. 

Such  urgent  problems  as  the  penal  system,  juve- 
nile delinquency,  housing,  care  of  paupers,  tubercu- 
losis, recreation,  etc.,  will  be  discussed  or  debated  in 
some  of  their  aspects. 

The  goal  of  these  social  workers  is  the  speedy  en- 
rollment of  2,000  members,  comprising  every  form  of 
social  welfare  and  competent  to  shape  a  state  wide 
social  policy  and  promote  desired  legislation. 

The  secretary  and  a  member  of  the  Chamber's 
Cliarities  Endorsement  Committee  liope  to  attend. 
Next  year  Northern  California,  and  very  likely  San 
Francisco,  will  be  the  meeting  place.

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BOARD  OF  DIRECTORS  BUSY 

At  the  last  regular  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Direc- 
tors action  was  taken  on  several  matters  of  vital  im- 
portance to  the  future  welfare  of  the  city.  The  follow- 
ing items  are  of  interest. 

San  Francisco-Oakland  Bridge 

The  Board  received  and  approved  the  following  pre- 
liminary reports  of  the  San  Francisco-Oakland  Bridge 
Committee  and  authorized  the  committee  to  continue 
its  work  in  cooperating  with  the  committees  from 
the  other  communities : 

"We  report  that  the  joint  committee  met  and  the 
project  as  presented  seemed  perfectly  feasible.  "We 
recommend  that  the  Committee  be  continued  and  em- 
powered to  go  further  into  the  subject  with  the  rep- 
resentatives from  the  other  interested  communities." 
Hunter's  Point  Road 

The  Board  approved  that  the  Chamber  strongly 
endorse  the  construction  of  a  road  proposed  by  City 
Engineer  out  Hunter's  Point  Peninsula  to  the  dry 
dock  and  authorized  the  committee  to  assist  in  secur- 
ing the  necessary  rights  of  Avay. 


INDIAN  WAREHOUSE  SUPPLIES. 

Proposals  for  Indian  supplies  will  be  received  until 
2  p.  m.,  Friday,  April  28th,  by  the  Commissioner  of 
Indian  Affairs,  608  Howard  street,  San  Francisco,  for 
supplying  the  Indian  Service  with  groceries,  glass- 
ware, furniture,  harness,  leather,  agricultural  imple- 
ments, glass,  paints,  oils  and  hardware  as  per  sched- 
ule during  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1917. 
Copies  of  the  schedule  are  on  file  in  the  office  of  the 
Chamber. 

This  is  important  business  that  San  Francisco  can 
secure  and  the  wholesale  and  manufacturing  houses 
are  urged  to  bid  on  the  specifications  asked  for. 

TERMINAL  RATE  CASES 

In  the  Special  Court  before  which  these  cases  are 
pending,  on  Thursday,  April  6th,  an  appeal  was  per- 
fected to  the  United  States  Supreme  Court  from  the 
decision  recently  rendered  in  these  cases,  ordering 
the  same  rates  to  be  granted  San  Jose,  Santa  Clara, 
Sacramento  and  Stockton  as  are  granted  to  San 
Francisco  on  westbound  freight.  The  appellants  in- 
clude all  of  the  respondents,  that  is,  the  United 
States,  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  and  all 
of  the  carriers  defendant.  An  application  will  be 
made  at  once  to  the  Supreme  Court  for  a  stay  of 
proceedings  pending  the  appeal,  with  the  view  of 
maintaining  the  same  rate  condition  that  now  exists 
until  the  Supreme  Court  has  decided  this  case. 


The  San  Diego  brewing  companies  some  time  ago 
applied  to  the  Commission  for  lower  rates  on  beer 
into  the  San  Joaquin  Valley.  This  complaint  has  now 
been  dismissed  at  the  request  of  the  complainants. 


RATE  CHANGES 

The  folloAving  changes  in  rates  will  become  effec- 
tive April  25,  1916: 

The  carload  and  less-carload  rates,  $1.50  and  $2.00 
respectively,  on  Drugs  and  Medicines  from  California 
terminal  points  to  eastern  defined  transcontinental 
territory  have  been  broadened  to  include  chemicals, 
nitrate  of  ammonia,  medicinal  oils  and  dye  stuffs. 

The  carload  rate  on  condensed  milk  from  Cali- 
fornia to  Atlantic  Coast  ports,  for  export,  62y2C  at 
ship  side,  minimum  carload  weight  60,000  lbs.'  has 
been  extended  to  Canadian  ports. 


TRANSPORTATION  DEPARTMENT 

A  supplement  to  the  Eastbound  Transcontinental 
Tariff  has  been  published,  effective  April  25th,  which 
inserts  in  the  items  which  cover  the  rates  via  the 
Gulf  lines  on  asphaltum,  beans,  barley,  canned  goods, 
dried  fruits  and  wine,  a  provision  to  the  effect  that 
these  rates  are  not  subject  to  Rules  6  and  7  of  the 
tariffs.  Rules  6  and  7  cover  the  cases  where  carriers 
are  unable  to  furnish  car  of  capacity  ordered,  or 
where  the  shipper  offers  freight  in  excess  of  the 
quantity  that  can  be  loaded  into  one  car,  and  give 
to  the  shipper  in  such  cases  the  same  carload  rate, 
although  the  shipment  may  load  one  car  and  part  of 
another.  For  example,  the  carload  minimum  on  40c 
rates  is  80,000  lbs.,  and  the  shipper  under  this 
amended  tariff  would  not  get  the  benefit  of  the  40c 
rate  unless  the  carrier  could  furnish  him  with  an 
80,000  lb.  car,  or  if  he  offered  freight  enough  to  fill 
an  80,000  lb.  car  and  part  of  another  car,  he  would 
not  receive  the  benefit  of  the  40c  rate  on  the  over- 
plus. 

This  amendment,  discontinuing  the  application  of 
Rules  6  and  7  to  these  items  has  been  protested,  and 
the  attention  of  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission 
has  been  called  to  the  fact  that  they  have  re-opened 
the  Fourth  Section  cases  which  cover  these  40c  rates 
and  that  no  change  should  be  made  in  their  applica- 
tion until  the  subject  is  finally  determined  by  the 
Commission. 

Intermountain  Cases. 

The  Interstate  Commerce  Commission,  by  order 
dated  April  1,  1916,  has  re-opened  the  Fourth  Sec- 
tion cases  affecting  intermountain  rates  so  far  as  the 
Commission  has  heretofore  made  orders  upon  Sched- 
ule C  commodities,  and  also  the  Fourth  Section  ap- 
plications which  resulted  in  orders  of  the  Commis- 
sion establishing  rates  via  the  Morgan  and  Mallory 
lines  on  asphaltum,  beans,  barley,  canned  goods,  dried 
fruits  and  wine,  eastbound.  The  Schedule  C  orders 
are  re-opened  upon  the  application  of  the  Nevada 
Railroad  Commission  and  the  Merchants  Association 
of  Spokane,  Washington.  The  Gulf  rates  are  re- 
opened by  the  Commission  upon  their  own  motion. 
The  reason  given  for  the  re-opening  of  these  long 
and  short  haul  decisions  is  that  the  Panama  Canal  is 
closed  and  water  transportation  between  the  Atlantic 
and  the  Pacific  Coast  has  ceased  and  may  not  be 
resumed  for  from  one  to  two  years.  The  Commission 
states  that  testimony  will  be  heard  respecting  these 
changed  conditions  which  are  urged  in  justification 
for  a  modification  of  the  Commission's  Fourth  Sec- 
tion orders. 

The  Attorney  and  Manager  of  the  Traffic  Bureau 
will  leave  for  Washington  on  Saturday,  April  15th, 
to  consult  with  the  traffic  managers  of  the  Atlantic 
Coast  cities  and  appear  before  the  Commission  in 
opposition  to  any  attempt  to  shrink  the  spread  or 
differential  betAveen  the  coast  and  intermountain 
points  on  westbound  rates  and  to  oppose  the  with- 
drawal or  alteration  in  the  Gulf  rates. 

This  hearing  presents  another  phase  in  the  con- 
tinuous commercial  competition  between  the  IMiddle 
West  territory  on  the  one  hand  and  the  Atlantic  and 
Pacific  Coast  territory  on  the  other.  The  IMiddle 
West  territory  generally,  and  the  Intermountain  ter- 
ritory are  continuously  advocating  an  absolute 
Fourth  Section  clause  in  the  Interstate  Commerce 
Act. 
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MARINE  DEPARTMENT  NEWS 

Matson  Navigation  Company's  Steamer  Manoa 
which  arrived  in  this  port  on  April  5th  from  Hono- 
lulu brought  8542  tons  of  cargo,  one  of  the  "largest 
brought  in  some  time  from  the  Islands.  Among  the 
principle  items  were  111,573  bags  of  Sugar,  21,992 
cases  canned  pineapples,  1,461  bundles  green  hides 
and  a  lot  of  miscellaneous  plunder. 

Harrison  Liner  Crown  of  Toledo,  arrived  in  this 
port  from  Liverpool  on  April  3rd  bringing  a  large 
cargo  of  general  mercandise ;  a  stop  was  made  at 
Santos,  Brazil,  where  12,750  bags  of  coffee  were 
taken  on  board;  this  entire  cargo  with  the  exception 
of  2,250  bags  will  be  discharged  here.  The  latter 
amount  goes  to  Portland,  Ore.  Another  stop  was 
made  at  Santa  Rosalia  where  3,000  tons  of  copper 
ore  was  taken  aboard  for  San  Francisco. 

Union  Steamship  Company's  steamer  "Waitomo  and 
Kauri  are  on  the  way  from  Sydney  to  this  port  with 
wool  cargoes,  practically  the  last  of  the  season's 
crops.  The  former  has  aboard  17,500  bales  and  the 
latter  10,000  bales,  both  shipments  which  are  due 
to  arrive  the  latter  part  of  this  month  will  be  sent 
to  Eastern  markets.      

San  Francisco  &  Portland  Steamship  Company's 
Steamer  Rose  City  knoAvn  as  one  of  the  Big  Three, 
which  has  been  up  the  Columbia  River  since  Jan. 
2nd,  being  overhauled,  will  be  placed  into  commission 
on  or  about  IMay  1st,  and  will  run  in  conjunction 
with  the  Company's  Steamers  Bear  and  Beaver,  on 
the  Portland,  San  Francisco,  San  Pedro  route  as 
heretofore.

CENTRALIZING  CREDIT  INTERCHANGE 

Upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Wholesale  Trade 

Extension    Committee    the    Board    of    Directors    has 

adopted  the  following  resolutions : 

WHEREAS,  the  matter  of  prompt  and  efificient  credit  re- 
porting is  one  of  very  great  importance  to  the  wholesale 
trade  and, 

WHEREAS,  a  general  and  uniform  system  of  credit  inter- 
change is  one  of  the  most  efificient  means  for  securing 
reliable    credit    reports    and, 

WHEREAS,  there  are  in  San  Francisco  several  wholesale 
credit  reporting  bureaus,  some  of  which  confine  their 
activities   to   one   or   a   limited    number   of   lines   and, 

WHEREAS,  it  is  believed  that  if  these  bureaus  could 
merge  their  activities  into  a  single  credit  reporting 
bureau  it  would  thereby  be  strengthened  by  having  avail- 
able interchange  credit  reports  from  dealers  in  all  lines, 
and  its  members  would  be  benefited  accordingly,  there- 
fore,  be   it 

RESOLVED,  that  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce expresses  the  hope  that  a  consolidation  of  the 
various  wholesale  credit  bureaus  will  be  effected  and 
that  there  will  be  a  general  interchange  of  credit  reports 
under   a   unified   system    and, 

RESOLVED,  that  wholesale  houses  generally  be  urged  to 
lend  their  support  toward  the  establishment  of  such  a 
unified    system    of    credit    interchange. 
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WHOLEiSALE  TRADE  EXCURSION  TO  COOS  BAY 


The  AVholesale  Trade  Extension  Committee  of  the 
Chamber  of  Commerce  is  planning  to  run  one  of  the 
Chamber's  wholesale  trade  excursions  to  Coos  Bay  and 
Southern  Oregon  towns  next  September.  The  trip  will 
probably  be  made  some  time  between  the  15th  and  30th 
of  that  month. 

Unusual  interest  is  being  manifested  by  members  of 
the  Chamber  in  this  proposed  trip,  for  many  of  them 
have  long  desired  to  visit  Coos  Bay  district,  which  has 
been  one  of  San  Francisco's  prominent  jobbing  terri- 
tories, in  order  that  they  might  meet  and  become  per- 
sonally acquainted  with  their  customers  there  and 
study  the  resources  of  that  section. 

The  completion  by  the  Southern  Pacifie  Company  of 
its  new  railroa-d  extension  from  Eugene,  Oregon,  to 
Marshfield,  on  Coos  Bay,  will  now  render  this  trip  pos- 
sible by  rail,  and  the  Chamber  is  therefore  planning  a 
special  train  excursion  as  noted  above.  Tentative  res- 
ervations are  now  being  received  from  those  firms  that 
will  participate  in  this  trip,  which  will  be  an  unusually 
interesting  one,  as  it  will  pass  through  territory  that 
many  have  never  seen  and  will  embrace  some  of  the 
many  scenic  features  of  Oregon. 

This  will  be  a  six-day  trip  and  the  following  towns 
in  the  Coos  Bay  district  will  be  visited :  Marshfield, 
North  Bend,  Coquille,  IMyrtle  Point  and  Bandon.  The 
party  will  also  stop  en  route  and  visit  the  merchants 
in  the  following  Southern  Oregon  towns :  Ashland, 
Medford,  Grants  Pass,  Roseburg  and  Eugene. 

The  Chamber  has  sent  an  advance  notice  of  this  trip 
to  wholesale  manufacturing,  banking  and  insurance 
members  so  as  to  ascertain  how  many  will  be  repre- 
sented on  this  excursion  unless  something  unforeseen 
arises  in  the  meantime   to   prevent   their   attendance.

COMMERCIAL  ORGANIZATIONS  AND  THE 
MAIL     SERVICE 

Referring  to  a  recent  article  that  appeared  in  Ac- 
tivities on  the  appointment  of  Jesse  S.  Roberts  to  the 
position  of  division  superintendent  of  the  railway  mail 
service  and  his  desire  to  co-operate  with  commercial 
organizations  throughout  the  state,  we  take  pleasure  in 
quoting  the  letter  Mr.  Roberts  is  sending  to  over  600 
of  the  commercial  organizations  of  California : 

"Having  recently  been  appointed  division  superin- 
tendent of  the  railway  mail  service  and  being  desirous 
of  familiarizing  myself  with  conditions  in  the  various 
cities,  I  take  this  opportunity  of  addressing  this  in- 
quiry to  you  concerning  the  postal  needs  of  your  city. 

"The  mails  are  the  pulse  of  trade  and  the  business 
of  any  community  is  aided  and  assisted  by  its  trans- 
portation and  mail  facilities.  It  is  therefore  evident 
that  full  use  must  be  made  of  them  to  enable  business 
men  to  compete  for  trade  and  to  foster  local  indus- 
tries. It  is  a  well-known  fact  that  commercial  organiza- 
tions are  nearest  in  touch  with  these  matters  in  the 
locality  in  which  they  are  interested  and  it  is  to  them 
that  I  would  appeal  for  aid  and  suggestions  for  postal 
improvements  and  efficiency. 

"I  have  therefore  to  request  that  you  communicate 
to  me  from  time  to  time  such  information  as  may  come 
to  your  knowledge  to  enable  me  to  keep  in  touch  with 
your  requirements  and  to  take  such  action  as  Avill  best 
serve  your  needs.  I  cannot  guarantee  to  always  secure 
improvements  where  increased  expenditure  is  involved, 
for  such  expenditures  are  limited  by  Congressional  ap- 
propriations, and  it  is  necessary  to  operate  the  service 
within  the  appropriations,  but  I  will  undertake  to  se- 
cure maximum  efficiency  in  the  employment  of  avail- 
able facilities  in  the  branch  of  the  service  under  my 
supervision.  This  is  your  business;  you  are  vitally  in- 
terested in  it,  and  I  feel  certain  that  I  may  count  upon 
your  co-operation  and  assistance."

LOWEST  PERCENTAGE  OF  VACANCIES 

Quoting  the  San  Francisco  Real  Estate  circular 
issued  by  Thomas  Magee  &  Sons  for  March,  San 
Francisco  has  a  lower  percentage  of  vacancies  in  flats 
and  dwellings   at  the  present  time  than  ever  before. 

The  Spring  Valley  Water  Company  has  published 
statistics  during  recent  years  showing  the  number 
of  vacancies  in  flats  and  dwellings  in  San  Francisco 
on  Avhieh  flat  water  rates  are  paid.  The  figures  show 
that  vacancies  and  dwellings  are  very  low  and  are 
not  increasing  in  spite  of  the  large  number  of  new 
flats  and  apartment  buildings  that  are  being  erected 
in  San  Francisco.  This  indicates  that  the  population 
of  San  Francisco  is  constantly  increasing  and  that 
sufficient  new  people  arrive  in  San  Francisco  to  fill 
the  ever  increasing  number  of  new  buildings  that  are 
being  erected. 

The  lowest  figure  was  reached  in  January,  1910.  Avith 
6,333  vacancies,  followed  by  March,  1915,  with  6,367 
vacancies.  January,  1916  showed  6,400.  All  during 
the  exposition  year  1915  the  number  kept  below 
7,000,  while  all  during  1914  the  figure  was  above 
7,000.  For  1913  the  number  of  vacancies  ranged 
from  6,904  to  7,677.  For  1912  the  number  ranged 
from  7,477  to  8,387.  August,  1909  showed  10,800 
vacancies.  The  summer  months  show  an  increase  in 
the  number  of  vacancies  over  the  winter  months. 


FABRICATION   IN   TRANSIT    PRIVILEGE 

Effective  April  25,  1916,  the  Southern  Pacific,  and 
May  22nd  the  AVestern  Pacific  have  granted  the  priv- 
ilege of  fabricating  iron  and  steel,  structural,  car- 
loads, in  transit,  to  California  fabricators  on  their 
lines.  Details  of  the  above  arrangements  are  set 
forth  in  S.  P.  Terminal  Tariff  230-G,  Item  38-7,  and 
Western  Pacific  G.  F.  D.  Circular  274.  This  privilege 
was  effective  in  A.  T.  &  S.  F.  Circular  2030-M,  Jan. 
2,  1916.  All  the  above  tariffs  are  on  file  in  the 
Traffic  Bureau. 


INCREASED    RICE    RATES    SUSPENDED 

The  Traffic  Bureau  joined  in  a  protest  of  The  Rice 
Association  of  California  to  the  Interstate  Commerce 
Commission  at  Washington  against  the  increased  rate 
on  rice  from  California  points  to  Kansas  City,  Denver 
and  contiguous  territory,  from  50c  to  60c  per  cwt. 
published  by  Agent  R.  H.  Countiss  for  the  railways, 
to  become  effective  March  31,  1916,  with  the  result 
that  the  increase  has  been  suspended  until  July  29, 
1916,  in  order  that  protestants  may  present  reasons 
for  retaining  present  50c  rate. 


TRANSPORTATION    DEPARTMENT 

Seth  Mann,  Attorney  and  Alanager  of  the  Traf- 
fic Bureau,  left  for  Washington,  D.  C.  Saturday, 
April  15th,  to  attend  the  hearing  before  the  Inter- 
state Commerce  Commission  on  the  re-opened  Fourth 
Section  orders  affecting  the  inter-mountain  rates  west- 
bound and  the  rates  via  the  Gulf  lines  eastbound.

TRANSPORTATION   DEPARTMENT 

The  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  in  Case  5239, 
38  ICC  257,  "In  the  matter  of  minimum  charges  on 
articles  too  long  or  too  bulky  to  be  loaded  through 
the  side  door  of  cars,"  has  supplemented  its  original 
report  by  prescribing  that  the  railroads  shall  on  or 
before  May  1,  1916,  on  interstate  shipments,  publish  an 
exception  to  the  foregoing  rule  as  follows : 

"Unless  a  lower  rate  is  otherwise  provided,  a  ship- 
ment which  contains  an  article  exceeding  22  feet  in 
length  and  not  exceeding  12  inches  in  diameter  or 
other  dimension  shall  be  charged  at  actual  weight 
and  authorized  rating,  subject  to  a  minimum  charge 
of  1,000  pounds  at  the  first-class  rate  for  the  entire 
shipment."

Coast  lumber  freight  rates  have  increased  25  cents, 
the  rate  now  being  from  Grays  Harbor,  Columbia  River, 
and  Puget  Sound  to  San  Francisco  $5.50  and  San  Pedro 
$6.50. 


The  steel  steamer  Edgar  L.  Lnckenbach,  built  for  the 
Luckenbach  S.  S.  Co.  of  New  York,  by  the  Newport 
News  Shipbuilding  Co.,  for  operation  between  San 
Francisco  and  New  York,  was  launched  on  March  29th. 
She  has  a  length  of  442  feet,  breadth  57  feet  and  depth 
42  feet,  and  will  carry  about  11,000  tons  cargo. 

Newport  News  Shipbuilding  and  Dry  Dock  Company 
was  awarded  a  contract  recently  by  the  Standard  Oil 
Company  for  two  11,000  ton  tankers,  these  tankers  are 
to  be  the  largest  of  their  class  afloat.  Both  will  be  oil 
burners,  and  will  be  474yo  feet  long,  60  feet  breadth  and 
36  feet  depth  of  hold. 


The  Grace  Line  Steamer  Santa  Cm.-:  which  sailed 
from  here  last  week  took  on  deck  one  large  cruiser  type 
gasoline  launch  which  was  built  here  expressly  for  tow- 
ing lighters  around  at  San  Jose  de  Guatemala.  This  is

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CHamber  Ei^ndorses  tlie  Marina 

The  Exposition  Preservation  League  is  working  to 
preserve  the  Marina.  William  H.  Crocker  M^ho  has 
been  appointed  chairman  of  the  finance  committee 
of  the  preservation  committee  for  the  Marina,  re- 
ports that  $880,000  worth  of  Exposition  stock  has 
been  assigned  to  his  committee.  Counting  upon  a 
10%  dividend  to  be  paid  by  the  Exposition,  this 
would  give  $88,000  for  preserving  the  Marina.  There 
is  $6,000,000  worth  of  stock  outstanding,  and  Mr. 
Crocker  expects  to  have  $3,000,000  and  possibly 
$5,000,000  worth  of  the  stock  assigned  to  the  finance 
committee. 

The  land  included  in  the  Marina  has  been  ap- 
praised at  $330,000  and  can  be  secured  for  this  price 
upon  condemnation  proceedings.  The  owners  of  the 
land  fronting  upon  the  Marina  have  decided  to  make 
a  residence  tract  of  the  district,  and  as  the  Marina 
would  be  a  big  asset  to  such  a  tract,  it  is  expected 
that  the  land  for  the  Marina  will  be  offered  at  even 
less  than  the  appraised  value. 

Any  money  left  over  from  the  dividend  declared 
on  Exposition  stock  assigned  to  the  finance  committee, 
after  paying  for  the  Marina,  is  to  be  used  for  the 
preservation  of  the   Fine   Arts  building. 

The  San  Francisco  Art  Association  is  endeavoring 
to  raise  $30,000  for  the  maintenance  of  the  Fine  Arts 
building;  some  $12,500  has  already  been  raised; 
$2,000  will  be  expended  this  year  and  from  $15,000 
to  $20,000  must  be  expended  on  the  building  within 
the  next  five  years;  $300,000  must  eventually  be  spent 
on  the  building,  spread  over  a  period  of  years,  for  a 
final  preservation. 

An  extension  of  two  years  for  the  use  of  the 
ground'  on  which  the  Fine  Arts  palace  is  situated 
has  been  secured  from  the  U.  S.  Government,  and 
either  additional  extensions  or  an  exchange  of  lands 
is  looked  for  in  solving  this  problem. 

The  Fine  Arts  building  wall  be  donated  by  the 
Exposition  company. 

The  Exposition  Preservation  League  has  a  very 
complete,  comprehensive  and  artistic  plan  for  the 
preservation  of  certain  parts  of  the  Exposition.  The 
purchase  of  the  Marina  will  assure  a  boulevard  from 
Fort  Mason  to  and  into  the  Presidio  connecting  with 
the  present  paved  boulevard  in  the  Presidio.  An 
arrangement  has  been  made  with  the  Pacific  Gas  & 
Electric  Co.  by  an  exchange  of  lands  to  extend  the 
Marina  in  front  of  their  plant  at  the  foot  of  Laguna

Gentlemen:     • 

I  am  in  receipt  of  a  marked  copy  of  the  "San  Francisco 
Chamber  of  Commerce  Activities"  under  date  of  April  13, 
1916,  containing  Resolutions  passed  by  your  honorable  body, 
urging  "wholesale  houses  to  lend  their  support"  to  a  certain 
form    of   a   "unified   system   of   credit   interchange." 

Representing  as  I  do  many  of  your  members  who  for 
twenty  odd  years  have  enjoyed  the  efficient  services  of  one 
of  those  numerous  reporting  bureaus  which  your  resolution 
condemn  by  inference,  I  fear  that  you  have  been  lending 
an  ear  to  bi:t  one  section  of  a   divided  community. 

The  Trade  Circle  System  of  Credit  Interchange  in  which 
each  bureau  handles  the  information  in  a  way  especially 
adapted  to  meet  the  peculiar  requirements  of  the  trades  it 
represents,  could  not  endorse  a  universal  interchange  system, 
as  such  would  be  entirely  inadequate. 

These  trade  circles  however,  do  advocate  a  uniform  sys- 
tem for  community  information,  by  the  establishment  of  a 
Clearing  House  for  the  compilation  of  their  respective 
Credit  Reports,  and,  without  possible  question,  would  wel- 
come a  Bureau  under  the  auspices  of  the  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce with  that  end  in  view. 

Alay  I  request  in  justice  to  those  who  have  not  been  heard 
and  whose  views  differ  from  those  expressed  in  your  Reso- 
lution, that  you  publish  this  letter  in  your  next  "Activities?"

The  above  letter  is  published  for  information  of 
members,  but  attention  is  caUod  to  the  fact  that  the 
Chamber  has  no  intention  of  forming  a  central  credit 
bureau  or  agency  under  its  auspices.  The  resolution 
referred  to  simply  called  attention  to  the  benefits  of 
unifying  credit  interchange  and  expressed  the  hope 
that  the  different  wholesale  credit  bureaus  would 
themselves  get  together  and  consolidate  their  activi- 
ties. 


BY-LAWS   AMENDED 

Section  3  of  article  12  of  the  by-laws  of  the  Cham- 
ber have  been  amended  by  striking  therefrom  the 
present  3rd,  4th  and  5th  sentences.  This  amendment 
eliminates  the  old  section  of  the  by-laws  providing 
for  compulsory  arbitration  so  that  no  arbitration  will 
now  be  heard  unless  the  parties  first  agree  to  arbi- 
trate, except  between  members  of  the  Grain  Trade 
Association  of  the  Chamber  who,  under  their  rules, 
may  still  compel  arbitration. 

The  amended  section  reads  as  follows : 

Sec.  3.  Members  of  the  Chamber  who  may  desire  the 
services  of  said  Committee  shall  file  with  the  Secretary  an 
agreement,  in  writing,  to  submit  their  case  to  the  Committee, 
and  be  bound  by  their  decision,  subject  to  the  right  of  appeal, 
which  agreement  shall  be  signed  by  the  parties  thereto,  and 
attested  by  a  subscribing  witness...  On  such  an  agreement 
being  signed,  the  Secretary  shall  call  a  meeting  of  the 
Committee,  to  be  held  as  soon  thereafter  as  may  be  con- 
venient to  the  parties  concerned,  to  hear  and  decide  such 
controversy.  If,  in  any  case  submitted  to  the  Committee, 
for  want  of  evidence  or  other  causes,  it  may  conclude  it  is 
out  of  its  power  to  render  substantial  justice,  it  has  authority 
to  dismiss  such  case.  In  all  cases  the  Committee  shall  exer- 
cise its  discretion  in  the  matter  of  holding  and  postponing 
its  sessions,  dismissing  or  continuing  cases,  rendering  or  de- 
ferring judgments,  and  may  so  exercise  its  powers  generally 
as  to   promote   substsmtial  justice.

Reduced  Rates  on  Canned  Goods 

The  A.  T.  &  S.  F.  Railway  announces  a  reduced 
rate,  effective  May  10,  1916,  from  San  Francisco  and 
other  California  points  on  their  line  to  Searchlight, 
Nev.,  also  to  Chloride  and  Flagstaff,  Ariz.,  and 
points  between,  and  to  Gallup,  Albuquerque  and  Be- 
len,  N.  M.,  on  canned  goods,  including  condensed 
milk,  40,000  lbs.  minimum,  75c  cwt.,  and  on  condensed 
milk,  straight  cars,  60,000  lbs.  minimum,  62y2C  cwt. 
to  Kingman,  Ariz.,  Belen,  N.  M.  and  points  between. 


Mr.  John  S.  Willis,  who  represented  the  Traffic 
Bureau  of  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce 
at  the  Spring  meeting  of  the  National  Industrial 
Traffic  League  held  in  Baltimore,  April  6th  and  7th, 
returned  to  San  Francisco  Friday,  April  21st. 

The  Traffic  Bureau  was  also  represented  by  Mr. 
Willis  at  the  joint  conference  between  carriers  and 
shippers  on  the  subject  of  uniform  bills  of  lading,  held 
in  Washington,  April  10th  to  1.3th,  inclusive.  At  this 
joint  conference,  which  was  presided  over  by  a  rep- 
resentative of  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission, 
the  carriers  and  the  shippers  made  commendable 
progress  in  getting  together  and  harmonizing  their 
views  as  to  the  provisions  and  conditions  which 
should  govern  on  all  forms  of  bills  of  lading,  namely, 
ordinary  merchandise  bill  of  lading,  both  straight 
and  order,  through  export  bill  of  lading,  and  live 
stock  contracts.  The  whole  matter  is  to  be  submitted 
to  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  for  its  de- 
cision in  prescribing  uniform  bills  of  lading  covering 
interstate  shipments  over  which  that  commission  has 
jurisdiction. 

On  April  12th  a  committee  of  representatives  of 
shipping  interests,  including  the  San  Francisco  Cham- 
ber of  Commerce,  called  on  President  Wilson  by  ap- 
pointment and  were  given  very  courteous  attention 
in  connection  with  the  committee's  views  upon  the 
Pomerene  Bill,  so-called,  which  is  before  Congress  and 
is  designed  to  codify  existing  laws  and  practices  and 
to  provide  legislation  which  shall  govern  absolutely 
the  issuance  of  bills  of  lading  by  interstate  carriers, 
particularly  with  respect  to  preventing  fraudulent 
issues  and  to  fix  responsibility  in  the  matter  of  ne- 
gotiable bills  of  lading. 
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MARINE  DEPARTMENT  NEWS 

Balfour,  Guthrie  &  Company  have  notified  the  de- 
partment that  the  company's  Steamer  Counsellor  will 
leave  London  on  May  26th  for  San  Francisco,  stops  to 
be  made  at  Glasgow,  Liverpool  and  Santos,  later  ports 
to  take  on  coffee. 


Fifty-one  vessels  have  been  engaged  for  the  salmon 
jfleet  for  1916,  all  departing  from  this  port  for  Bristol 
"Bay  canneries,  this  fleet  will  return  to  this  city  about 
September  10th  this  year  with  salmon  cargoes. 


Four  more  vessels  changed  hands  last  week,  the 
Steamer  A.  M.  Simpson  was  taken  over  by  Buehner 
Lumber  Company,  Barkentine  Benicia  and  Schooner 
Carrier  Dove  by  J.  J.  Moore  &  Company  and  the  big 
coasting  Steamer  Tallac  which  has  been  absent  from 
this  coast  for  some  months  was  sold  to  Eastern 
parties.  The  Tallac  was  formerly  the  Steamer  Simon 
J.  Murphy,  thence  changed  to  Melville  Dollar. 


Oceanic  Steamship  Company's  Steamer  Ventura  ar- 
riving here  from  Sydney  on  April  17th  had  4,612 
bales  wool  on  board,  the  entire  shipment  going  to 
Eastern  markets  by  rail. 


Steel  merchant  vessels  contracted  for  building  in 
private  American  shipyards  on  April  1,  1916,  numbered 
360  of  1,067,856  gross  tons.  Of  these,  176  will  be 
constructed  at  seaboard  plants  and  184  on  the  Great 
Lakes  and  Western  Rivers.  The  Union  Iron  Works 
of  San  Francisco  has  by  far  the  greatest  amount  of 
tonnage  under  way  and  contracted  for,  of  any  ship- 
building plant  in  the  country,  and  totals  25  vessels 
aggregating  167,458  gross  tons.  Its  nearest  com- 
petitor, the  New  York  Shipbuilding  Co.,  of  Camden, 
N.  J.,  has  24  vessels  of  126,305  gross  tons.  The  two 
oil  tankers  each  of  7,200  gross  tons,  speed  11  knots, 
for  which  the  local  iron  works  signed  contracts  dur- 
ing March,  are  to  be  delivered  to  the  owners  by 
July,  1917. 


Receipts  of  oil  from  Southern  California  by  water 
into  San  Francisco  since  April  1st  amounted  to  511,- 
200  barrels. 


CHAMBER    FORMS    PUBLICITY    BUREAU 

The  Chamber  formed  a  Publicity  Bureau  on  the 
1st  of  the  month  and  inaugurated  a  new  departure 
by  giving  a  luncheon  to  the  representatives  of  the 
daily  newspapers  who  cover  this  section  of  the  city. 

The  results  have  been  greatly  in  excess  of  the 
fondest  expectation.  The  total  amount  of  publicity 
received  in  the  Call,  Chronicle,  Commercial  News, 
Examiner,  Journal  of  Commerce  and  News  Bureau 
totals  over  five  pages  in  the  first  nineteen  days  of 
this  month.  This  is  a  greater  amount  of  publicity  than 
the  Chamber  has  ever  received  in  a  similar  period, 
which  proves  that  tlie  activities  of  the  Chamber  have 
a  distinct  news  value. 

The  Chamber  was  gratified  upon  receiving  five  un- 
solicited editorials  as  well  as  cartoons  in  the  morning 
papers  which  wore  inspired  by  a  story  of  San  Fran- 
cisco's increasorl    business   ar-tivitios.

A  referendum  vote  of  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  is 
to  be  taken  on  the  subject  later  on. 

Referendum  No.  14  of  the  U.  S.  Chamber  regarding 
Federal  aid  to  vocational  education  has  been  referred 
to  the  following  committee,  Messrs.  Schlesinger,  chair- 
man, Roncovieri,  Dye,  Abbott,  Koster,  Robbins  and 
Mason.  This  committee  was  the  Chamber's  former 
vocational  educational  committee. 

Action  on  Referendum  No.  15  on  National  Defense 
has  been  deferred  until  a  later  date. 


WESTERN  UNION  CABLEGRAMS 

In  addition  to  the  codes  already  announced,  the 
General  Telegraph  Code  may  be  used  in  cable  messages 
to  and  from  the  Re]uiblie  of  Honduras. 
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The  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce  has  very 
definitely  and  permanently  gone  into  the  business  of 
industrial  development.  This  does  not  mean  a  super- 
ficial trifling  with  the  subject  or  a  mere  stirring  of 
sentiment  in  favor  of  manufacturing  enterprises.  It 
means  a  mobilization  of  the  entire  resources  of  this 
commercial  community  as  far  as  they  are  commanded 
by  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce,  to  GET 
AT    our   real    industrial   problems. 

The  subject  is  not  an  easy  one  to  tackle  in  a  con- 
scientious and  thorough-going  manner.  There  is  no 
question  before  the  community  more  subject  to  unin- 
telligent criticism  and  lack  of  fundamental  data.  Pain- 
ful differences  of  opinion  exist  on  vital  points.  To 
resolve  and  deal  with  our  industrial  problems  requires 
time  and  patience  and  consecution.  Acute  problems, 
thoroughly  demonstrated,  require  courage  and  charac- 
ter  for   solution. 


The  Industrial  Program  Committee  is  engaged  in 
making  a  survey  of  conditions.  Already  more  topo- 
graphical and  physical  data  is  collected  than  is  in 
the  possession  of  any  Chamber  of  Commerce  simi- 
liarly  situated.  The  spirit  of  the  Committee  is  fair 
and  impartial.  The  Committee  is  backed  by  the  pledge 
of  the  Chamber  to  deal  vigorously  with  resultant 
problems.  Every  right  thinking  business  man  in  the 
community  will  approve  the  effort. 

A  degree  of  optimism  as  to  our  manufacturing 
possibilities  seems  warranted  by  the  result  of  present 
investigations  and  is  at  least  an  attitude  of  mind  help- 
ful to  constructive  results.  Carping  and  unintelligent 
criticism  has  been  discredited  in  this  community  as 
a  method  of  development.

By  gathering  scientific  and  original  data  relative 
to  the  industries  in  and  about  San  Francisco,  the 
Industrial  Program  Committee  of  the  San  Francisco 
Chamber  of  Commerce,  is  endeavoring  to  make  a 
detailed,  unbiased  and  non-political  industrial  survey 
of  the  San  Francisco  Bay  region.  For  over  a  year 
all  data  relative  to  the  cost  of  factory  sites,  rates  for 
light,  heat,  power,  taxes,  labor,  city  ordinances,  state 
laws,  freight  rates,  shipping  facilities  and  every  other 
factor  that  enters  into  manufacturing,  has  been  col- 
lected bj^  the  Chamber  of  Commerce. 

Weekly  meetings  of  the  Industrial  Program  Com- 
mittee have  been  held  for  the  past  six  months.  A 
deep  and  conservative  study  of  the  industrial  situa- 
tion in  San  Francisco  has  been  made  by  this  Com- 
mittee. The  personnel  of  the  Committee  will  convince 
anyone  that  men  who  typify  the  best  financial,  com- 
mercial and  industrial  interests  of  the  city  are  work- 
ing whole  heartedly  on  this   gigantic  undertaking.

F.  J.  'Koster,  president  of  the  California  Barrel 
Company  is  Chairman  of  the  Committee  and  as- 
sociated with  them  are  the  following  well  known 
San  Francisco  business  men;  R.  I.  Bentley,  Manager

M.  Rolph,  Manager  California  Hawaiian  Sugar  Refin-

This  Committee  and  its  sub-committees  were  dili- 
gently at  work  upon  the  idea  of  a  comprehensive 
survey  of  the  bay  region  for  some  time  before  the 
matter  of  finances  was  approached  to  the  business 
community.  At  a  meeting  of  fifty  of  the  prominent 
business  men  of  the  city,  fifteen  thousand  dollars  was 
pledged.  With  a  little  systematic  effort,  this  amount 
has  been  raised  to  $40,000,  which  is  all  that  is  neces- 
sary to  carry  on  the  work  at  present.  Additional 
funds  are  promised  if  the  work  of  the  survey  de- 
mands it. 

The  large  sums  subscribed  by  the  leading  manu- 
facturing and  mercantile  establishments  of  the  city, 
proves  the  interest  in  the  success  of  the  undertaking. 

Last  February  a  committee  from  the  Chamber 
visited  all  of  the  large  Eastern  centers  with  a  double 
purpose;  first — To  ascertain  what  if  anything,  had 
been  done  along  similar  lines  by  other  cities  or  com- 
mercial organizations.  A  scientific  library  of  over 
500  volumes  has  been  collected  by  the  Information 
and  Statistical  Department  of  the  Chamber  within 
the  past  few  months.  This  library  shows  conclusively 
that  the  work  undertaken  by  the  Chamber  is  pioneer 
and  original  work  in  every  sense  of  the  word.  The 
second  purpose  of  the  Committee  in  going  East  was 
to  find  a  man  who  had  had  some  experience  along 
these   lines;   who   could   come   to   San  Francisco   and 
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collaborate  the  data  now  in  possession  of  the  Chamber 
and  make  such  suggestions  and  original  investigations 
as  are  deemed  necessary.  It  was  deemed  best  to 
select  an  outside  expert  for  this  work  in  order  to 
impersonally,  fairly  and  impartially,  weigh  whatever 
evidence  might  be  gathered,  for  and  against  the  Bay 
region,  as  an  industrial  center.  A  local  man  who  has 
lived  in  San  Francisco  more  or  less  all  of  his  life, 
naturally  forms  opinions  and  prejudices  which  are 
hard  to  overcome  in  judging  the  situation. 
An  Expert  Secured 
After  much  deliberation  and  after  interviewing 
several  Eastern  men  of  ability,  the  services  of  Dr. 
B.  M.  Rastall  were  secured.  Dr.  Rastall  will  be  in 
San  Francisco  about  June  1st.  to  complete  the  survey 
of  San  Francisco  and  the  Bay  region.  He  will  be 
engaged  in  the  work  for  a  period  of  three  months 
or  more.  During  a  preliminary  visit  to  this  city  in 
March,  Dr.  Eastall  said,  "I  believe  that  the  San 
Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce,  judging  from  what 
I  have  seen  from  my  observations  throughout  the 
United  States,  is  better  equipped  at  the  present  time 
with  authentic,  trustworthy  and  scientific  industrial 
data  than  any  other  commercial  organization  in  the 
United  States.  You  have  builded  a  strong  founda- 
tion.   From  now  on  it  will  be  pioneer  work." 

Dr.  Rastall  gained  fame  when  his  treatise  on  the 
Cripple  Creek  strike  was  published.  He  has  had 
wide  experience  in  installing  cost-finding  and  effi- 
ciency systems  for  some  of  the  largest  railroads,  in- 
surance and  steel  companies  in  the  United  States. 
His  work  is  well  known  in  New  York,  St.  Louis, 
Cleveland  and  Albany.  He  has  but  recently  com- 
pleted a  survey  for  the  Central  Mercantile  Associa- 
tion of  New  York  City  where  a  district  that  was 
rapidly  declining  in  property  values  was  rejuvenated 
and  rehabilitated  to  within  75%  of  high  water  mark 
values.  Dr.  Rastall's  work  in  the  Central  Mercantile 
Association  of  New  York,  comes  nearer  to  the  work ' 
that  is  contemplated  here  than  anything  that  has  yet 
been  accomplished  in  the  United  States.  It  was  for 
this  reason  and  for  Dr.  Rastall's  ability  to  keenly 
judge  the  situation  without  color  or  bias  that  led 
the  Committee  to  secure  his  services. 
Will  Include   Bay   Region 

In  all  of  this  work  the  San  Francisco  Bay  region 
or  what  will  some  day  be  known  as  Greater  San 
Francisco  is  taken  into  consideration.  An  even  greater 
area  is  included  than  is  covered  by  the  United  States 
Government  in  the  San  Francisco  metropolitan  dis- 
trict. The  counties  of  San  Francisco,  San  Mateo, 
Alameda,  Contra  Costa  and  Marin  with  parts  of  Napa 
and  Sonoma  counties  are  to  be  included  in  the  sur- 
vey. The  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  is 
naturally  of  most  interest  to  the  commercial  interests 
of  this  city  in  the  establishment  of  new  industries; 
yet  on  the  other  hand,  there  are  manufacturing  plants 
that  require  acreage  and  facilities  that  are  not  to  be 
had  within  43  square  miles  of  San  Francisco's  land 
area.  The  oil  refineries  of  Richmond  and  the  iron 
and  steel  plants  in  South  San  Francisco  are  good 
examples.  In  practically  every  instance,  the  main 
office  of  plants  located  in  the  Bay  section  are  main- 
tained in  San  Francisco.  The  banking,  insurance, 
advertising  and  shipping  is  all  necessarily  done  in  and 
lr(;iH   San    Francnsco. 

Conferences    To   Be   Held 

Nearly    every    otliiu-    man    upon    the    street    has    a 


solution  of  San  Francisco's  industrial  problem — each 
is  equipped  with  his  own  opinion  or  theory  as  to 
what  should  or  could  be  done.  In  order  to  separate 
the  chaff  from  the  wheat,  so  to  speak,  the  Industrial 
Program  Committee,  contemplates  holding  a  series 
of  luncheon  meetings  before  which  will  appear,  men 
from  all  walks  of  life,  who  will  be  given  an  oppor- 
tunity to  unbosom  themselves  as  to  what  from  their 
experience  is  handicapping  the  industrial  growth  of 
San  Francisco.  All  statements  will  be  taken  down  in 
shorthand.  As  many  experts  as  possible  along  var- 
ious manufacturing  lines  will  be  questioned  by  the 
Committee,  as  to  what  can  be  done  for  the  better- 
ment of  conditions  in  their  respective  lines  of  in- 
dustry. 

What  Has  Been  Prepared 

In  preparation  for  the  Industrial  Survey,  the  Cham- 
ber is  preparing  a  map  of  San  Francisco  on  the 
scale  of  100  ft.  to  the  inch;  there  are  27  sections, 
six  feet  square  covering  the  industrial  district  of 
San  Francisco.  This  map  will  later  be  extended  to 
cover  all  of  San  Francisco  and  the  Bay  region.  On  the 
map  is  shown  every  building,  its  character  of  con- 
struction and  number  of  stories.  By  a  simple  legend, 
a  layman  can  tell  at  a  glance  whether  the  building 
is  occupied  as  a  factory,  warehouse,  office,  store, 
dwelling,  garage,  hotel  or  apartment,  etc.  All  fac- 
tories now  in  operation  are  shown  in  blue.  All  public 
warehouses  are  shown  in  purple  and  all  available 
factory-sites  and  buildings  are  shown  in  yellow.  A 
prospective  manufacturer  can  be  furnished  with  com- 
plete information  as  to  the  cost,  size,  rent,  insurance, 
interest,  owner's  name,  terms  and  other  data  relative 
to  available  factory  sites  and  buildings.  All  this  in- 
formation is  kept  on  a  card  index  file  in  the  office 
of  the  Chamber.  When  finished,  this  map  will  be 
the  largest  map  of  San  Francisco  in  existence.  All 
the  freight  yards,  railroads  and  spur  tracks  are 
graphically  shown;  street  grades,  character  of  pave- 
ments and  other  information  of  interest  to  the  manu- 
facturer can  be  readily  furnished. 

Another  map  of  the  city  has  been  prepared  showing 
the  time  consumed  in  transit  from  a  two  block  zone 
with  Third,  Kearny,  Market  and  Geary  Streets  as  a 
center.  Time  zones  are  shown  of  five  minute  inter- 
vals of  from  5  to  40  minutes  from  the  center  of  the 
city  to  outlying  residence  tracts.  Complete  data  has 
been  secured  of  all  residence  tract  in  the  city  and 
many  in  the  Bay  region  showing  the  size,  terms, 
prices,  and  improvements  of  all  unsold  lots. 

For  the  past  year  the  Information  and  Statistical 
Department  of  the  Chamber  has  been  gathering  data 
as  to  the  comparative  cost  of  factory  sites,  trans- 
portation, taxes,  insurance,  labor,  rent,  leases,  raw 
materials,  light,  heat  and  power  in  the  Pacific  Coast 
manufacturing  centers.  During  tlie  Exposition,  photo- 
graplis  were  made  of  all  charts  and  maps  which  the 
United  States  government  had  on  display  bearing  on 
manufacturing  and  housing  conditions,  labor  and 
legislation. 

What  the  Various  Departments  are  Doing 

The  departments  of  the  Chamber  are  being  func- 
tioned so  that  the  best  possible  information  can  be 
obtained  relative  to  the  Industrial  Survey.  The  In- 
formation and  Statistical  Department  has  been  gath- 
ering (lata  as  already  outlined.  The  Jjcgislative  De-

Census  and  show  a  remarkable  growth  for  this  city 
during  the  past  five  years. 

The  estimate  as  made  by  the  San  Francisco  Cham- 
ber of  Commerce ;  the  figures  being  taken  from  the 
list  of  factories  prepared  by  the  Chamber  and  fur- 
nished the  Census  Bureau,  came  within  a  fraction  of 
1%  of  the  figures  as  published  by  the  Census  Bureau. 

According  to  the  Census  figures,  there  were  during 
1915,  2,334  factories  in  San  Francisco,  the  largest 
number  for  any  census  yet  taken  and  an  increase 
of  30%  over  the  1,796  factories  in  this  city  in  1909. 
The  value  of  the  products  increased  22%  from  $133,- 
041,000  in  1909  to  $162,300,000  in  1914.  The  primary 
horse-power  increased  23.8%  from  49,934  to  61,838. 
These  very  healthy  increases  stand  out  in  comparison 
with  the  relatively  small  increases  with  the  number 
of  wage  earners  and  the  capital  invested.  Number 
of  wage-earners  increased  12.4%  from  28,244  in  1909 
to  31,758  in  1914.  This  argues  for  efficiency  of  skilled 
workmen  employed  and  for  the  installatiou  of  mod- 
ern, up-to-date  labor  saving  machinery.     This  fact  is 


none  of  these  cities  show  their  decrease  in  the  number 
of  wage  earners  employed.  This  is  generally  the 
case  in  large  manufacturing  centers  where  bir  manu- 
facturing plants  are  located.  Cities  containing  a 
large  number  of  small  plants  employing  but  a  few 
men  each,  show  a  difi^erent  proportionate  percentage 
of  increase. 

The  figures  recently  made  public  for  Los  Angeles 
are  a  striking  example  of  this  fact  while  the  number 
of  establishments  in  1914  showed  an  increase  of 
44.2%  over  the  previous  census,  the  number  of  per- 
sons engaged  in  manufacturin^r  increased  44.1%  and 
the  number  of  Avage  earners  increased  37%.  On  the 
other  hand,  capital  invested  increased  70.8%  or  from 
$59,518,000  to  $101,681,000  while  the  value  of  pro- 
ducts only  increased  50.8%  or  from  $68,586,000  to 
$103,458,000.  The  figures  for  Los  Angeles  are  quoted 
in  comparison  with  San  Francisco  as  Los  Angeles 
is  the  next  largest  manufacturing  center  on  the 
Pacific    Coast. 

The    figures    for    San    Francisco    include    only    the 


proven  by  a  study  of  the  figures  for  Pittsburg,  one  of     figures  of  the  factories  located  within  the   City  and 


the  lar-est  manufacturing  districts  in  the  United 
States.  According  to  the  figures  of  the  last  Industrial 
Census,  the  actual  number  of  wage  earners  in  Pitts- 
burg decreased  5.8%  while  the  value  of  products  in- 
creased 15.2%.  The  same  relative  proportions  hold 
true  for  the  other  leading  manufacturing  centers  of 
the  United  States,  namely:  New  York,  Chicago, 
Philadelphia,   St.   Louis,   Cleveland,   Detroit   and  Bos- 


County  of  San  Francisco.  Later  on,  the  figures  will 
be  made  public  for  the  metropolitan  area  of  San 
Francisco.  It  is  expected  that  these  figures  will 
show  just  as  striking  an  increase  as  do  the  fissures 
of  San  Francisco.  For  the  census  of  1909,  60.7% 
of  the  factories  in  the  San  Francisco  metropolitan 
district  were  located  in  San  Francisco  and  21.9% 
were  located  in  Oakland.

all  states  in  the  Union  bearing  on  industrial  matters. 
A  close  watch  is  also  kept  upon  all  City  Ordinances 
and  State  Laws  which  in  any  way  benefit  or  handicap 
industries.  The  Transportation  Department  is  woi'k- 
ing  for  a  greater  distributive  area  for  San  Francisco 
and  is  well  equipped  to  quote  freight  rates  on  all 
articles  to  and  from  San  Francisco  to  all  rail  points 
in  the  United  States.  The  Foreign  Trade  Depart- 
ment has  on  hand  data  relative  to  foreign  markets, 
trade  opportunities,  shipping  regulations  and  laws 
and  customs  of  foreign  countries.  The  Marine  De- 
partment reports  all  incoming  and  outgoing  vessels, 
secures   copies   of   all   ship's   manifests   and   prepares 


valuable  tables  on  the  exports  and  imports  of  the 
port.  The  work  of  every  department  is  made  known 
to  the  public  through  the  medium  of  the  Publicity 
Department.  The  Chamber,  however,  is  not  out  after 
publicity  and  has  been  conducting  this  work  for  over 
a  year  and  raised  the  full  sum  of  $40,000  before  any 
mention  was  made  of  the  work. 

The  list  of  factories  in  San  Francisco  was  furnished 
to  the  United  States  Census  Bureau  when  the  in- 
dustrial census  was  taken  here  last  year.  The  ac- 
curacy Avith  which  the  Chamber  compiled  this  list  as 
explained  elsewhere  in  this  issue,  augers  well  for 
the  scientific   handling  of  the   Industrial  Survey.

MAILING   TICKETS  UNSOLICITED 

At  a  recent  meeting  of  the  Charities  Endorsement 
Committee  notice  was  taken  of  the  growing  practice 
of  soliciting  funds  for  various  charitable  and  other 
causes  by  mailing  tickets  unsolicited,  with  request  that 
check  for  same  be  returned. 

This  practice  is  sometimes  exceedingly  offensive  and 
is  not  regarded  as  a  legitimate  method  of  raising 
money  for  charitable  purposes. 

While  it  is  entirely  proper  for  tickets  to  be  sold 
for  charitable  functions,  it  is  considered  wrong  in 
principle  to  send  tickets  to  prospective  subscribers  in 
such  a  way  as  to  make  it  embarassing  to  return  the 
tickets. 

Therefore,  the  Charities  Endorsement  Committee 
recommends  to  the  members  of  the  San  Francisco 
Chamber  of  Commerce  that  they  discourage  solicita- 
tion from  endorsed  charities  through  this  particular 
method. 

This  rule  might  also  safely  be  applied  to  discourage 
others  who  follow  the  doubtful  practice  of  sending 
tickets  by  mail.

BOARD   OF   DIRECTORS   BUSY 

The  Board  accepted  and  approved  the  following 
recommendations  of  the  National  &  Foreign  Affairs 
Committee  at  its  last  meeting: 

Development  Board  for  Alaska — recommending  that 
the  Chamber  as  a  member  of  the  Associated  Chambers 
of  Commerce  of  the  Pacific  Coast  endorse  that  por- 
tion of  a  resolution  adopted  by  the  Trustees  of  the 
Seattle  Chamber  of  Commerce  on  March  28,  1916, 
favoring  the  administration  of  all  the  natural  resources 
of  Alaska  other  than  those  on  scientific  research  being 
placed  in  a  board  resident  in  Alaska  to  be  known 
as  The  Development  Board  for  Alaska. 

Alaskan  Wagon  Roads — recommending  that  the 
Chamber  endorse  the  resolution  adopted  by  the 
Seattle  Chamber  of  Commerce  on  March  14,  1916, 
requesting  that  Congress  should  give  all  possible  aid 
toward  a  comprehensive  and  extensive  system  of 
wagon  roads  that  will  render  possible  the  opening 
up  and  settlement  of  the  great  interior  of  Alaska 
and  the  economical  development  of  her  rich  resources. 

National  Park  Service  —  recommending  that  the 
Chamber  favor  the  passage  by  Congress  of  H.  R. 
8668,  a  bill  to  establish  a  "National  Park  Service." 

Federal  Hig-hway  Connecting  National  Parks — 
recommending  tliat  the  Chamber  favor  tlie  general 
idea  of  a  highway  linking  up  tlie  various  national 
parks  in  the  western  portion  of  the  United  States  so 
that  it  would  be  possible  to  make  a  complete  tour  of 
said  parks  by  auto,  but  recommend  that  the  Chamber 
go  no  farther  at  present  than  giving  its  general  ap- 
proval of  the  idea. 

TRANSCONTINENTAL   RAILROAD    RATES 

The  Board  of  Directors  has  approved  the  resolution 
adopted  by  the  San  Diego  Chamber  of  Commerce  rela- 
tive to  the  extra  charge  imposed  by  transcontinental 
railroads  for  round  trip  tickets  to  the  Pacific  Coast ' 
including  San  Diego,  when  the  purchaser  returns 
by  a  different  line. 


MAINTENANCE  OF  RESALE  PRICES 

The  ballots,  explanation  and  report  on  the  refer- 
endum on  the  ]\Iaintenance  of  Resale  Prices  were  sent 
to  all  members  of  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  last 
week.  The  vote  must  be  recorded  at  the  headquarters 
of  the  National  Chamber  in  AA^ashington  by  the  10th 
of  this  month,  therefore  all  members  are  urged  to 
send  in  their  vote  at  once. 

The  Maintenance  of  Resale '  Prices  referendum  as 
contained  in  Referendum  No.  13  of  the  Chamber  of 
Commerce  of  the  United  States  was  deemed  of  such 
importance  by  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  San 
Francisco  Chamber  that  a  referendum  vote  of  our 
membership  was  ordered,  before  sending  the  vote  for 
the   organization  to  the  Washington   office.

SEATTLE   OPPOSES  WITHDRAWAL   FROM

The  Seattle  Chamber  of  Commerce  by  a  referendum 
vote  of  its  entire  membership  adopted  a  Memorial 
in  favor  of  the  United  States  retaining  the  Philip- 
pines. 

The  report  was  presented  to  the  Board  of  Trustees 
of  the  Seattle  Chamber  of  Commerce*  by  the  Com- 
mittee on  National  Affairs. 

As  seventy-one  per  cent  of  the  membership  was  in 
favor  of  its  adoption,  it  is  hoped  that  the  metropolis 
of  the  northAvest  taking  the  same  action  as  did  the 
San  Francisco  Cliamber  of  Commerce  membership, 
will  have  some  eft'ect  upon  Congress  in  persuading 
that  body  to  retain  control  over  the  Philippine 
Islands. 

The  Memorial  as  adopted  goes  into  a  lengthy  and 
detailed  statement  as  to  why  the  action  was  taken 
and  clearly  outlines  the  views  of  the  Seattle  business 
men  in  a  most  convincing  manner.

TRANSPORTATION  DEPARTMENT 

FURNISHING  CARS  AT  CARRIERS' 
CONVENIENCE 

As  announced  in  the  "Activities"  of  April  13th, 
East  Bound  Transcontinental  Freight  Tariff  3-L  was 
amended  in  Supplement  3,  to  become  effective  April 
25,  1916,  by  inserting  a  provision  that  the  40c  rate, 
80,000  lb.  car  minimum,  would  not  be  subject  to 
Rules  6  and  7  of  the  Tariff.  The  rules  referred  to 
cover  cases  where  carriers  are  unable  to  furnish  cars 
of  the  capacity  ordered,  or  where  shippers  offer 
freight  in  excess  of  the  ciuantit.y  that  can  be  loaded 
into  the  car  furnished  and  permit  the  excess  freight 
to  be  forwarded  at  the  carload  rate. 

The  Traffic  Bureau  protested  to  the  Interstate  Com- 
merce Commission  against  removing  this  privilege 
and  provision,  and  the  Commission  has  suspended 
the  operation  of  the  schedules  specified  and  placed 
the  same  under  Investigation  and  Suspension  Docket 
No.  831,  deferring  the  effective  date  until  the  23rd 
of  August,  1916,  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the 
Commission.  The  Commission  has  also  ordered  that 
the  question  be  placed  for  hearing,  time  and  place  to 
be  set  later.  This  action  on  the  part  of  the  Commis- 
sion results  in  continuing  the  present  tariff  arrange- 
ments and  provisions  as  to  follow  lots  of  freight 
until  August  23,  1916.  

MERCHANT  MARINE  SHIP  PURCHASE  BILL 

The  Attorney  and  Manager  of  the  Traffic  Bureau 
completed  his  work  at  the  hearing  in  the  reopened 
Intermountain  Case  at  Washington  and  left  for  New 
York  last  Friday.  While  in  Washington  Mr.  Mann 
made  an  address  before  the  House  Marine  Committee 
on  the  Alexander  Bill,  which  is  the  Administration's 
ship  purchase  bill.  In  New  York  he  will  call  on  rail- 
road managers  and  make  personal  investigation  of  the 
freight  congestion  conditions  on  the  Atlantic  sea- 
board, the  latter  being  a  very  important  subject,  in 
which   Pacific    Coast    shippers    are    vitally   interested. 

REDUCTION   IN   MINIMUM   CHARGE    TO 
NORTH  TERRITORY 

The  present  minimum  charge  of  .$3.00  on  L.  C.  L. 
shipments  from  California  to  Minnesota,  North  and 
South  Dakota,  Manitoba  and  Ontario  points,  named 
in  East  Boimd  Tariff  7-F,  will  be  reduced,  effective 
June  1,  1916,  to  that  equal  to  100  pounds  at  the  rate 
applicable. 

REDUCED  RATES— CANNED  GOODS  FOR 
CONSOLIDATION 

The  railroads  will  announce  an  approximate  re- 
duction of  25%  of  the  local  rate  on  canned  goods 
shipped  from  one  cannery  to  another  for  assorting 
and  consolidating  into  cars  for  eastern  markets.  The 
reduction  will  be  accomplished  by  means  of  a  refund 
which  will  be  available  on  surrender  of  documents 
covering  proof  of  local  movement. 

GOVERNMENT   AND    BUSINESS 

The  Chamber  has  received  a  letter  signed  by  E  A 
Brand,  Assistant  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Foreign  and 
Domestic  Commerce,  calling  attention  to  an  article 
entitled  "When  Government  and  Business  Meet  "  by 
the  Honorable  William  C.  Redfield,  Secretary  of 'Com- 
merce, the  same  being  quoted  from  "The  Annalist  "

WHEREAS:  The  development  of  San  Francisco  as 
the  Metropolitan  City  of  the  Pacific  Coast  requires 
that  the  manufacturing  and  mercantile  interests  of 
San  Francisco  and  adjacent  territory  be  stimulated  in 
every  proper  wray,  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  deems 
it  important  that  it  proceed  to  obtain  information 
which  will   enable  the   Directors   to   examine   into   and 

ascertain  with  precision  the  factors  that  affect,  favor- 
ably or  unfavorably,  the  grovirth  of  the  industries  and 
business  of  this  community,  so  as  to  set  forth  clearly 
the    conditions    which    are    promotive    of    its    growth, 


and  equally  to  take  steps  to  remedy  or  relieve   condi- 
tions  which  may  be   found   to   handicap   its   growth.

WANTED :  AN  INDUSTRIAL  APARTMENT  HOUSE 

Who  will  be  the  first  real  estate  owner  to  build 
an  Industrial  Apartment  in  San  Francisco? 

An  Industrial  Apartment  House  is  a  building  con- 
structed and  equipped  for  small  industries.  It  is  not 
a  factory  building,  but  a  building  for  factories. 

San  Francisco  has  many  apartment  houses  for  liv- 
ing purposes — why  should  it  not  have  some  building 
equipped  expressly  for  industrial  purposes? 

An  Industrial  Apartment  House  or  as  it  is  some- 
times called  in  eastern  cities  a  "Bee  Hive"  building 
is  a  structure  of  several  stories  in  height  which  is  divi- 
ded or  constructed  so  that  it  can  be  divided  at  will  into 
different  sized  shops  each  of  which  is  furnished  with  all 
the  permanent  equipment  required  by  a  small  industry 
in  its  work,  such  as  electric  light  and  power,  steam  for 
heating  and  power  purposes,  overhead  shafting  if  de- 
sired and  possibly  independent  motors  on  a  rental  basis, 
compressed  air,  etc. 

There  are  a  large  number  of  small  industries  in 
San  Francisco  located  in  inconvenient  and  poorly 
equipped  shops,  which  materially  increases  the  cost 
of  goods  manufactured  by  them,  the  owners  of  which 
have  the  necessary  funds  with  which  to  provide  their 
raw  material,  their  labor  and  tools  but  do  not  have 
the  means  to  provide  the  necessary  permanent  equip- 
ment to  turn  out  their  goods  to  the  best  advantage 
at  the  lowest  cost.  They  could,  however,  afford  to 
pay  a  higher  rental  for  the  shop  that  was  equipped 
with  the  necessary  conveniences  the  same  as  a  family 
will  pay  a  higher  rental  for  apartments  in  which  to 
live  than  they  would  pay  for  a  plain  flat. 

_We  have  buildings  specially  constructed  for  physi- 
cians, dentists,  etc.,  and  provided  Avith  the  necessary 
equipment  required  by  them.  Why  should  we  not 
have  buildings  likeAvise  specially  equipped  for  small 
industries  that  cannot  afford  to  purchase  ground  and 
construct  and  equip  their  own  buildings.

May  16  th— Olive  Day 

Tuesday,  May  16th,  has  been  set  aside  by  Governor 
Johnson  as  CALIFORNIA  RIPE  OLIVE  DAY.  The 
celebration  was  postponed  in  order  to  avoid  the 
Orange  Day  and  Raisin  Day  festivities. 

The  California  Ripe  Olive  is  distinctively  a  California 
product.  Last  year's  pack  amounted  to  over  4,000 
tons.  California  exported  during  1914-3  5,  3,622,275 
gallons  of  green  olives  as  well  as  6,710,967  gallons  of 
olive  oil.  From  these  figures  and  owing  to  the  fact 
that  there  are  so  few  places  in  the  United  States 
where  olives  can  be  grown,  it  would  seem  that  it 
would  be  an  impossibility  to  supply  even  the  demand 
in  the  United  States. 

The  office  of  the  Chamber  distributed  55,000  Cali- 
fornia Ripe  Olive  Day  stickers  issued  by  the  Cali- 
fornia Ripe  Olive  Association,  to  over  three  hundred 
of  the  leading  wholesale  houses  in  the  city,  with  the 
request  that  they  be  placed  on  all  outgoing  mail. 
Additional  quantities  may  be  secured  at  the  office  of 
the  Chamber  or  at  the  office  of  the  California  Ripe 
Olive  Association  in  the   Sheldon  Building. 

A  very  attractive  postal  has  also  been  published 
by  the  Association  and  may  be  had  in  quantities  upon 
application. 

The  California  Development  Board  will  hold  a  re- 
ception in  the  Ferry  Building  on  California  Ripe 
Olive  Day  and  distribute  olives.  Special  moving  pic- 
tures of  the  industry  will  be  exhibited. 

Hotels  and  Clubs  will  cooperate  by  calling  attention 
to  the  product  on   California  Ripe  Olive  Day.

SHOE   AND    LEATHER   MARKET-FAIR 

The  Eighth  Annual  National  Shoe  and  Leatheij 
Market-P'air  will  be  held  in  Mechanics  Building, 
Boston  for  one  week,  from  July  12th  to  19th.  Foreign 
attendance  of  shoe  and  leather  buyers  will  be  in 
charge  of  Mr.  Arthur  B.  Butman,  former  commercial 
agent  of  the  United  States  Department  of  Commerce. 

Shoe  retailers,  shoe  and  leather  buyers,  shoe  factory 
and  tannery  superintendents  and  foremen,  from  all 
over  the  United  States,  Canada,  and  foreign  countries 
will  be  in  attendance  in  large  numbers. 


EXTEND  THE  BEACH   ESPLANADE 

Irrespective  of  the  exact  amount  which  the  Super- 
visors may  appropriate  in  the  budget  of  the  coming 
tax  levy  for  the  second  section  of  the  Ocean  Beach 
Esplanade,  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  is  desirous  of 
seeing  the  next  section  extended  this  year  to  a  point 
opposite  the  terminus  of  the  Geary  Street  Municipal 
Line  at  the  Ocean  Beach. 

There  is  a  logical  reason  for  this.  By  so  doing 
there  will  be  a  complete  section  of  the  esplanade  ap- 
proximately 1500  feet  long  from  the  Municipal  Rail- 
road to  the  Cliff  House,  and  the  band  stand  for  the 
Municipal  band  can  be  erected  where  it  now  is  at 
the  end  of  the  esplanade  opposite  the  Geary  Street 
Line.  This  should  result  in  very  materially  increasing 
the  revenues  of  the  city's  municipal  lines  on  Sundays 
and  holidays. 

In  addition  arrangements  could  undoubtedly  be 
made  for  constructing  the  much  needed  public  con- 
venience station  at  the  beach  inside  of  or  beneath  the 
band  stand. 

In  the  opinion  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  there 
is  no  particular  need  for  the  esplanade  being  built 
beyond  that  point  this  year,  but  if  it  is  not  built  to 
that  point  it  will  fall  short  of  its  full  usefulness. 

Every  person  to  whom  the  idea  has  been  presented 
and  all  members  of  the  Chamber  have  immediately 
grasped  it  and  said  that  that  was  the  right  length  for 
the  second  section.  If  the  Supervisors  decide  to  ex- 
tend the  esplanade  this  year  to  the  terminus  of  the 
Municipal  Road,  their  action  will  undoubtedly  be  ap- 
proved and  commended  by  the  general  public  as  the 
logical  thing  to  do.

San  Francisco  is  an  ideal  location  for  such  industry 
buildings  along  the  small  streets  south  of  Market 
Street,  such  as  Jessie,  Minna,  Natoma,  Tehama,  etc. 
Buildings  for  small  industries  should  be  located  as 
conveniently  as  possible  to  the  retail  and  wholesale 
districts  so  that  they  will  be  easily  accessible  to  the 
customers  of  their  tenants. 

If  some  property  owner  will  put  up  a  good  sized 
building  of  this  character,  properly  equipped,  he  will 
probably  find  that  tenants  will  flock  to  it  and  if  one 
such  building  is  constructed  it  is  possible  that  it  may 
start  an  "Industrial  Apartment  House"  idea,  the 
same  as  happened  in  the  case  of  regular  apartment 
houses  for  living  purposes. 

Several  such  buildings  have  been  built  in  eastern 
cities  and  they  have  been  so  crowded  with  small  shops 
with  the  hum  of  industrj'-  emanating  from  them  that 
they  are  called  "Bee  Hive"  buildings. 

The  small  industry  is  valuable  to  San  Francisco  for 
if  successful  it  grows  in  size  and  importance  and  if 
San  Francisco  through  the  construction  of  such  build- 
ings will  offer  conveniently  fitted  up  shops  it  will 
probably  result  in  attracting  here  many  small  in- 
dustries now  located  elsewhere  and  others  looking 
for  a  suitable  location.  Therefore,  the  property  owner 
who  will  build  the  first  of  these  buildings  will  be  the 
instrument  of  developing  San  Francisco  industrially. 
A  city  in  which  there  are  a  large  number  of  small 
factories  each  capable  of  making  certain  parts  of 
machines,  is  more  fit  to  be  selected  as  the  site  for 
large  assembling  plants  for  automobiles  and  other 
concerns  which  do  not  manufacture  all  their  own 
parts.

TRANSPORTATION  DEPARTMENT 

PARCEL    POST    AND    EXPRESS    COMPARATIVE 

RATE    GUIDE 

The  Traffic  Bureau  has  just  received  a  copy  of  a 
Parcel  Post  and  Express  Rate  Guide  which  appears 
to  supply  a  long  felt  need.  This  pamphlet  is  called 
"West^'s  Parcel  Post  and  Express  Comparative  Rate 
Guide."  It  shows  comparison  in  charges  on  ship- 
ments of  parcel  post  and  express  from  San  Francisco, 
Oakland,  all  express  offices  in  this  immediate  district 
to  points  in  California,  Nevada,  Oregon  and  Wash- 
ington. 

The  Traffic  Bureau  has  been  contemplating  for 
some  time  the  compilation  and  publication  of  such  a 
guide,  but  found  that  to  do  so  would  require  con- 
siderable expenditure  of  money,  as  well  as  consume 
a  great  deal  of  valuable  time  in  its  preparation.  There- 
fore, the  appearance  of  this  guide  is  very  welcome, 
as  it  may  be  obtained  by  shippers  at  a  nominal  sum! 
As  far  as  a  preliminary  check  of  the  information  has 
been  made,  the  comparison  of  rates  are  accurately 
stated  and  in  shape  to  be  easily  verified. 


UNIFORM  BILL  OF  LADING 

The  Traffic  Bureau  is  advised  that  the  Interstate 
Commerce  Commission  will  shortly  issue  a  memoran- 
dum indicating  the  results  of  the  conference  held 
m  Washington,  April  10th  to  15th  between  carriers 
and  shippers  in  the  matter  of  the  uniform  bill  of 
lading.  Both  sides  requested  that  dates  for  briefs 
and  oral  argument  be  deferred,  which  request  will 
probably  be  granted  and  new  dates  indicated  in  the 
forthcoming  memorandum.  Further  hearing  to  pre- 
sent additional  testimony  on  some  of  the  points  as  to 
which  agreement  could  not  be  reached  has  also  been 
requested,  and  it  appears  probable  that  this  further 
hearing  will  be  held  at  New  York  City  commencing 
about  May  22nd. 

The  Traffic  Bureau  through  its  representation  at 
the  previous  conference  presented  views  on  the  mat- 
ters in  which  we  felt  the  most  vital  interest,  and  they 
are  m  the  record;  so  it  is  not  considered  necessary 
to  be  represented  at  any  further  hearing  on  the  sub- 
ject, but  the  memorandum  from  the  Commission  and 
the  final  outcome  will  be  awaited  with  great  interest. 

One  of  the  conditions  advocated  by  the  Traffic 
Bureau  has  already  been  partially  adopted  by  the 
rail  carriers  in  Official  Classification  territory,  as 
shown  in  Supplement  6  to  Official  Classification' No. 
43,  effective  June  1st.  The  present  bill  of  lading  re- 
quires that  claims  for  loss  or  damage  be  filed  within 
four  months  after  delivery  of  the  property  in  claims 
for  damage,  and  within  four  months  after  a  reason- 
able time  has  elapsed  for  delivery  in  case  of  loss. 
The  new  form  as  above  referred  to  in  Official  Classi- 
fication now  reads: 

"In  case  of  failure  to  make  delivery,  within  six 
months  after  a  reasonable  time  for  delivery  has 
elapsed." 

It  is  expected  that  the  Western  Classification  and 
Southern  Classification  will  also  follow  this  lead. 
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MARINE  DEPARTMENT  NEWS 

Gaston  Williams  &  Wignore  of  New  York  have 
purchased  the  Steamer  Vigilancia,  a  vessel  of  2,934 
tons,  to  engage  in  the  American  Tobacco  export  trade 
price  paid  $500,000.  This  concern  will  shortly  start 
a  line  of  steamers  from  the  Atlantic  Range  to  the 
Orient  via  the  Canal  and  San  Francisco. 

American  shipyards  during  the  first  quarter  of  this 
year,  took  the  lead  over  British  plants,  for  the  first 
time  in  several  years.  173  merchant  vessels  of  94,464 
gross  tons  were  launched  in  this  country  during  that 
period,  against  69  vessels  of  80,561  gross  tons  turned 
out  for  British  ownership.  Merchant  vessels  at  present 
under  construction,  or  contracted  for,  between  8,000 
to  12,000  gross  tons,  in  American  yards  31,  and  in 
British  yards  26.  Vessels  from  5,000  to  8,000  gross, 
American  77,  British  68.  Between  3,000  and  5,000 
gross  tons,  American  39,  British  74.  Between  1,000 
and  3,000  gross  44  in  American  and  62  in  British. 
Total  vessels  for  American  yards  191  vessels  over 
1,000  gross  tons  and  for  British  246. 


British  Steamer  City  of  Sparta  bound  from  the 
Atlantic  Range  to  the  Orient  is  the  first  of  a  fleet  of 
steamers  to  put  into  this  port  for  bunker  coal.  This 
vessel  arrived  on  May  1st  and  steamed  again  from 
here  the  next  morning.  Arrangements  are  now  under 
way  to  make  this  port  a  port  of  call  for  bunkering 
steamers,  bound  to  the  Orient  via  the  Panama  Canal. 


For  the  first  time  in  many  years,  a  full  shipload  of 
California  flour  has  been  loaded  at  Port  Costa  and 
South  Vallejo  for  discharge  at  an  English  port.  Bal- 
four Guthrie  &  Co.  this  week  clearing  the  British 
ship  British  Yoeman  with  2,966  long  tons.

On  Thursday,  May  4th,  F.  H.  Ilazzarad,  President 
of  the  Utica  Chamber  of  Commerce  talked  across  the 
continent  on  the  occasion  of  the  annual  banquet  of 
the  TItica  Rotary  Club.  H.  P.  Adams  talked  for  the 
Chamber  from  this  end.

To  encourage  Sunday  outings  in  California  the 
Soutliern  Pacific  Company  announced  yesterday  that 
commencing  April  30th,  round  trip  tickets  to  most 
points  in  this  state  where  the  one  way  fare  is  50  cents 
or  over,  but  does  not  exceed  $5.  will  be  sold  on  a 
basis  of  one  fare  for  the  round  trip.  They  Avill  be 
good  on  all  trains  on  Sundays  but  will  be  good  for 
return  only  on  trains  leaving  before  Sunday  mid- 
night.

JAPANESE    FREIGHT    RATES    ADVANCE 

Through  the  courtesy  of  Consul  General  Scidmore 
of  Yokohama  the  foreign  trade  department  is  advised 
the  Japanese  Steamship  lines  will  raise  their  freight 
rates  on  both  European  and  American  lines.  Rates 
for  North  American  ports  have  been  raised  about 
twenty  per  cent;  principal  commodities  involved  are 
rice,  tea,  matting,  raw  silk,  silk  textiles,  cotton  manu- 
factures, soy,  bamboo  and  bamboo  ware,  porcelain 
and  pottery,  straw  braids,  foodstuffs,  grain,  peanuts 
and  camphor.  Rates  to  Japan  have  been  raised  about 
twenty-five  per  cent  affecting  raw  cotton,  machinery, 
iron  and  steel  plates,  iron  wire,  salt  fish,  pulp,  wheat, 
flour,  tinplate,  malt,  nails,  rosin,  condensed  milk  and 
glass. 


AMERICAN   HANDBOOK   FOR  RUSSIA 

The  recently  organized  American-Russian  Chamber 
of  Commerce  in  New  York  has  decided  to  issue  a 
handbook  of  America  in  the  Russian  language  for 
distribution  in  that  country.  It  will  present  a  con- 
cise survey  of  the  principal  features  of  American  in- 
dustrial and  commercial  conditions,  will  contain  a 
selected  classified  directory  of  American  firms  in- 
terested in  Russian  market  and  in  a  position  to  meet 
requirements  of  Russian  buyers.

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CHatnber  Acts  on  Referenda 

Referendum  No.  13  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce 
of  the  United  States  relative  to  the  maintenance  of 
Resale  Prices,  has  been  approved  by  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Chamber  of  Commerce  after  taking  a  referendum 
vote  of  the  membership. 

The  vote  was  as  follows :  Question  No.  1. 

1.  That  there  should  be  Federal  legislation  per- 
mitting the  maintenance  of  resale  prices,  under  proper 
restrictions,  on  identical  merchandise  for  voluntary 
purchase,  made  and  sold  under  competitive  conditions. 

IN  FAVOR  159  OPPOSED  85 

2.  That  Federal  legislation  should  take  the  form 
of  an  amendment  to  the  Trade  Commission  Act  defin- 
ing the  conditions  under  which  price  cutting  is  an 
unfair  method  of  competition  and  authorizing  the 
Federal  Commission  to  prevent  such  price  cutting  in 
interstate  and  foreign  commerce. 

IN  FAVOR  128  OPPOSED  93 

Referendum  No.  14,  Federal  Aid  For  Vocational 
Education  has  been  approved  by  the  Board  of  Direc- 
tors of  the  Chamber  after  accepting  the  report  of  the 
special  committee  appointed  to  consider  the  same. 
The  votes  of  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  were  ordered 
cast  in  favor  of  the  four  recommendations  of  the  Na- 
tional Chamber's  Committee  on  Education. 

Referendum  No.  15,  National  Defense.     The  Board 

after  considering  the  report  of  a  special  committee  on 
National  Defense  has  unanimously  voted  to  cast  the 
vote  of  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  in  favor  of  the 
ten  questions  submitted. 

Referendum  No.  16,  Railroad  Situation.    The  Board 

unanimously  voted  to  cast  the  vote  of  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Chamber  in  favor  of  the  recommendations  of  the 
special  committee  of  the  National  Chamber  on  the 
railroad  situation. 

Bernal  Cut.  The  Chamber  has  gone  on  record  in 
favor  of  widening  and  the  improvement  of  Bernal  Cut 
at  the  earliest  possible  date. 

Plague  Inspection  Work.  The  Board  of  Directors  have 
recommended  that  the  Chamber  endeavor  to  have  the 
U.  S.  Government  continue  the  special  sanitation  work 
in  San  Francisco  to  a  certain  extent  at  least.  Owing 
to  the  large  number  of  Orientals  entering  this  port 
continuance  of  this  inspection  work  is  deemed  nec- 
essary. 


Direct  Sailings  to  Alaska 

The  Pacific  Coast  Steamship  Company  will  dispatch 
the  freighter  Tampico  from  San  Francisco  on  May 
25th  with  freight  and  combustibles  for  St.  Michael, 
Nome,  Bonanza  and  Golovin.  Her  capacity  is  ap- 
proximately 3,200  tons  measurement  and  a  full  load 
is  already  assured  her.-  The  passenger  steamer  Sena- 
tor is  scheduled  to  leave  here  May  29th  for  Nome  and 
St.  Michael.  Her  capacity  is  approximately  1,800  tons 
and  she  is  already  assured  a  full  load  of  perishables 
and  general  merchandise  and  a  very  satisfactory  pas- 
senger list. 

The  Umatilla  is  scheduled  to  leave  Seattle  for  Nome 
direct  on  June  1st.  From  present  indications  it  will 
be  necessary  in  order  to  take  care  of  all  of  the  Nome 
freight  offering,  to  forward  to  Seattle  for  transship- 
ment to  the  Umatilla  200  to  300  tons  of  merchandise.

The  Peoples'  Fair  Association  has  leased  the  Civic 
Auditorium  for  the  week  of  June  3d  to  10th  and  will 
revive  the  old  Mechanic's  Fairs  by  staging  the  first 
annual  Peoples'  Fair.  More  than  50,000  feet  of  space 
has  been  alloted  for  displays  and  to  date  thirty  local 
business  concerns  have  reserved  liberal  space  for  the 
display  of  their  wares. 

Special  features  for  the  entertainment  of  the  crowds 
have  been  booked,  including  day  and  night  fireworks 
and  several  bands.  The  California  Grays  will  give 
exhibition  drills  three  times  during  the  week  and 
several  other  lodges  are  now  arranging  to  hold  drills 
in  one  of  the  extra  halls  on  the  ground  floor  which 
has  been  reserved  for  that  purpose.

Fortunately  that  demonstration  has  been  made  by  the 
San  Francisco  Convention  League.  And  still  more 
fortunately  that  demonstration  has  set  the  pace  for 
convention  getting  in  the  United  States.  Competition 
encourages  enterprise.  The  success  of  San  Francisco 
aroused  a  convention  interest  in  every  large  city  in 
the  country  and  turned  the  public  mind  to  convention 
auditoriums.  These  two  facts  emphasize  not  alone 
the  importance  of  the  Civic  Center  Auditorium  but 
also  the  necessity  of  making  that  auditorium  abso- 
lutely flawless. 

Other  cities  are  promoting  their  entertainment  and 
publicity  interests  with  an  activity  that  spells  fierce 
competition. 

To  the  San  Franciscan  who  thinks  other  cities  are 
sleeping  these  facts  are  courteously  presented. 

Cleveland  is  voting  on  a  bond  issue  of  $2,500,000 
to  provide  a  Convention  Auditorium. 

Philadelphia  has  authorized  the  erection  of  a  build- 
ing to  seat  12,000  to  15,000  persons. 

Chicago  is  planning  a  Municipal  Auditorium  for  th" 
lake  front. 

St.  Louis  is  advocating  an  ambitious  building  for 
conventions. 

Buffalo  has  municipally  owned  hall  for  which  no 
charge  is  made. 

Denver  is  equipped  with  public  meeting  place. 

Rochester  has  properly  provided  for  gatherings. 

Milwaukee  has  a  model  convention  hall  under  com- 
bined public  and  private  control. 

The  Atlanta  equipment  for  assemblages  is  controlled 
by  an  official  bureau. 

Atlantic  City  covers  its  needs  with  its  huge  steel 
pier. 

Minneapolis  has  a  privately  owned  Auditorium, 
which  is  always  at  the  service  of  the  public. 

Pittsburg  offers  the  second  largest  floor  space  in 
the  United  States. 

St.  Paul  is  another  city  with  convention  space 
available. 

Omaha,  Portland,  Detroit,  Dallas,  Louisville,  New 
Orleans,  Indianapolis,  Kansas  City  and  New  York, 
one  of  the  latest  cities  listed,  are  planning  additional 
conventional  facilities. 

The  San  Francisco  Convention  League  is  housed  in 
the  Civic  Auditorium  and  now,  with  a  central  location 
and  ample  space,  the  organization  is  widening  its 
sphere  of  influence  and  pushing  its  publicity  cam- 
paign.— From  "Civic   Center  Forum,"

Commission  to  be  composed  of  six  members  appointed 
by  the  President  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent 
of  the  Senate  not  more  than  three  of  whom  shall  be 
members  of  the  same  political  party.  The  first  mem- 
bers appointed  shall  continue  in  office  for  terms  of 
two,  four,  six,  eight,  ten  and  twelve  years  respectively, 
their  successors  being  appointed  for  terms  of  twelve 
years.     Senators  and  Representatives  are  not  eligible.

TRANSPORTATION  DEPARTMENT 

INTERSTATE  COMMERCE  COMMISSION 
HEARINGS 

Interstate  Commerce  Commission  Examiner  La  Roe 
is  conducting  a  series  of  hearings  in  California,  begin- 
ning at  Sacramento  on  May  15th.  At  Sacramento, 
among  other  complaints.  Docket  No.  8675  was  heard, 
relating  to  reparation  of  certain  charges  made  on 
shipments  of  hops  during  1912.  Hearings  were  held 
in  San  Francisco  May  17th  and  18th.  On  the  18th, 
a  very  important  Investigation  and  Suspension  Docket, 
No.  803,  pertaining  to  rates  on  lumber  to  New  Mexico 
was  heard.  At  Los  Angeles,  I.  &  S.  Docket  No.  804, 
relating  to  wool  rates  and  compression  requirements 
will  be  heard.  The  Examiner  then  goes  to  Salt  Lake 
City,  Utah,  May  29th,  when  the  case  of  the  Utah- 
Idaho  Millers  and  Grain  Dealers  Association,  Docket 
No.  8441,  will  be  heard.  The  complaint  at  Salt  Lake 
City  will  deal  with  the  differential  between  wheat  in 
carloads  and  flour  and  other  wheat  products  on  ship- 
ments to  California  and  Nevada. 

The  Attorney  and  Manager  of  the  Traffic  Bureau 
attended  the  hearings  at  Sacramento  and  will  prob- 
ably attend  the  hearings  at  Los  Angeles  and  Salt 
Lake.  • 

EXTENSION  OF  TIME  ON  TRANSCONTINENTAL 
EASTBOUND  RULE  NO.  40 

The  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  in  its  order  of 
October  11,  1915,  authorized  the  Transcontinental 
Freight  Bureau  to  carry  East  Bound  Tariff'  No.  3  L. 
Rule  No.  40,  as  follows: 

"If  the  aggregate  of  the  'Intermediate'  rates,  or  the 
aggregate  of  the  rates  applying  from  points  of  origin 
to  'California  Terminals',  and  the  rates  shown  herein 
as  applying  from  said  'California  Terminals'  to  points 
of  destination,  makes  less  than  the  through  rates 
named  in  this  tariff  or  as  supplemented,  the  combina- 
tion rates  so  made  will  apply." 

This  Rule  is  a  departure  from  the  Commission's 
rules  in  the  publication  of  alternative  rate  bases,  and 
was  permitted  until  May  14,  1916. 

The  Traffic  Bureau  is  advised  that  the  Commission 
has  authorized  an  extension  of  the  time  to  and  includ- 
ing December  31,  1916.  This  permission  is  advanta- 
geous to  California  shippers  to  eastern  defined  terri- 
tory, and  permits  of  utilizing  the  lowest  combinations 
available  for  making  through  rates. 


REDUCED   RATES    ON   EDIBLE    NUTS 

The  Traffic  Bureau  is  advised  that  the  California 
terminal  lines  have  instructed  the  Transcontinental 
Freight  Bureau  Rate  Committee  to  investigate  and 
reduce  rates  on  edible  nuts,  in  carloads,  eastbound, 
from  $1.40  per  100  lbs.  minimum  carload  weight 
24,000  lbs.,  to  $1.25  per  100  lbs.  minimum  carload 
weight  30,000  lbs.  Suggestions  were  also  made  to  the 
Rate  Committee  to  consider  providing  for  mixture  of 
shelled  and  unshelled  nuts  in  the  same  carload,  under 
a  provision  for  each  commodity  to  take  the  carload 
rate  provided  for  it.  The  carload  rate  on  edible  nuts 
is  $1.75  per  100  lbs.  minimum  carload  weight  30,000  lbs ; 
and  also  to  provide  in  the  tariff  that  in  the  event  the 
load  is  below  the  minimum  weight  shall  be  added  to 
the  lowest  rated  article  in  the  car  in  order  to  reach 
the  minimum  carload  basis. 

If  the  Rate  Committee  approves  of  the  cliange  in 
the  rate  on  nuts,  as  above  noted,  the  new  rate  will 
become  effective  in  time  to  move  the  California  crop.

These  countries  Avill  require  large  quantities  of  manu- 
factured goods  such  as  all  new  countries  require  and 
the  Russian  Government  is  preparing  an  elaborate 
development  propaganda  as  soon  as  peace  is  restored.

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A  Year's  Activities 

tSummarized    R.eport   of  tHe    Work   of  Departments  and 

Cominittees  for  1915 


To   the    Members   of   the    San    Francisco    Chamber    of    Com- 
merce: 

It  is  my  pleasing  duty  to  submit  in  behalf  of  the  Board 
of  Directors  the  following  annual  report  of  the  activities  of 
the  Chamber  during  our  term  of  office.  Because  of  a  change 
made  in  the  by-laws  of  the  organization  during  the  term 
of  the  preceding  Board,  by  which  the  date  of  election  was 
changed  from  the  third  Tuesday  in  January  to  the  third  Tues- 
day in  May,  the  present  Board  has  served  a  period  of  one 
year  and  four  months,  and  it  is  this  period  which  is  covered 
by  this  report. 

The  affairs  of  the  Chamber  have  received  a  constant, 
patient  and  intelligent  consideration  on  the  part  of  the  Direc- 
tors and  of  the  many  active  standing  and  special  committees. 
Substantial  progress  has  been  made  along  all  lines.  It  has 
been  the  policy  of  the  Board  to  do  quiet  and  effective  work 
along  constructive  lines  and  to  avoid  the  spectacular.  It  is 
my  belief  that  the  influence  of  the  Chamber  has  materially 
increased  as  a  result  of  this  policy.  We  have  received  sub- 
stantial evidence  of  the  fact  that  the  Chamber's  views  and 
recommendations  are  sought  and  respectfully  considered  by 
the  legislative  bodies  and  executive  officials  of  the  Nation, 
the  State,  and  the  City. 

During  1915  the  Board  of  Directors  decided  to  undertake  a 
careful,  impartial  and  thorough  survey  of  the  industrial  situa- 
tion of  this  city,  to  ascertain  and  tabulate  facts  so  obtained, 
and  to  pursue  such  a  course  after  the  facts  have  been  obtained 
as  will  bring  to  the  city  the  greatest  possible  good  from  such 
advantages  as  it  may  have  been  found  to  possess,  and  to — 
without  fear  or  favor — aggressively  undertake  to  remove  or 
cure  such  obstacles  as  may  have  been  found  to  obstruct  the 
industrial  progress  of  our  community.  This  policy  of  the 
Chamber  has  been  heartily  endorsed  by  a  large  part  of  the 
most  influential  men  of  the  community,  who  have  contributed 
liberally  to  a  special  fund,  which  is  to  be  used  only  for  this 
purpose  and  in  connection  with  the  legislative  and  trans- 
portation activities  of  the  Chamber.  A  special  committee  to 
have  charge  of  this  work  was  appointed  and  has  been  active 
in  the  performance  of  this  duty.     An  expert  of  national  repu- 


tation has  been  secured  to  assist  in  this  work,  whose  labors 
are  soon  to  begin.  It  is  the  hope  and  belief  of  your  retiring 
Board  of  Directors  that  they  have  initiated  a  movement 
which  will  result  in  great  good  to  this  city  and  its  environs 
through  this  activity.  We  have  no  doubt  that  the  work  will 
be    actively   and    intelligently   prosecuted    by    our    successors. 

The  financial  affairs  of  the  Chamber  have  continued  to 
have  the  careful  consideration  of  the  Board  of  Directors. 
Further  economies  have  been  effected,  and  it  is  pleasing  to 
me  to  be  able  to  report  that  the  organization  is  now  living 
quite  within  its  income.  We  have  during  this  administration 
moved  into  and  are  now  occupying  very  convenient,  sightly, 
and  well  equipped  quarters  well  adapted  to  our  needs,  and  we 
have  perfected  an  office  staff  of  superior  ability,  which  is 
working  harmoniously  and  enthusiastically  in  the  interest  of 
the   Chamber. 

The  members  are  urged  to  avail  themselves  more  freely  of 
the  facilities  of  the  Chamber,  which  are  many  and  valuable. 
I  commend  to  your  careful  reading  and  earnest  considera- 
tion the  detailed  report  which  hereafter  follows.  You  have 
elected  a  new  Board  of  Directors,  consisting  of  men  of  high 
standing,  great  ability,  and  unselfish  purpose,  to  serve  dur- 
ing the  coming  year.

From  Kristiania  a  trip  by  rail  will  be  made  to  Trond- 
hjera,  returning  via  another  route,  by  steamer,  auto- 
mobile and  railroad,  about  July  24th.  The  time  from 
July  25th  to  August  9th  will  be  given  the  participants 
for  an  opportunity  to  visit  Sweden  and  Denmark. 

The  expenses  of  the  trip,  including  steamship  and 
railroad  fares,  hotels,  baggage  handling,  etc.,  will  be 
$700  for  one  person  in  a  stateroom,  $580  for  two  in 
a  room  and  $540  for  three  in  a  room.

A  new  committee,  the  Industrial  Program  Committee,  was 
formed  in  1915  to  make  an  industrial  survey  of  San  Fran- 
cisco. Weekly  meetings  of  the  Committee  have  been  held 
for  the  past  six  months  and  a  deep  and  conservative  study 
of  the  industrial  situation  in  San  Francisco  has  been  made 
by  it.  The  personnel  of  the  Committee  will  convince  anyone 
that  men  who  typify  the  best  financial,  commercial  and  in- 
dustrial interests  of  the  city  are  working  whole  heartedly 
on  this  gigantic   undertaking. 

This  Committee  and  its  sub-committees  were  diligently  at 
work  upon  the  idea  of  a  comprehensive  survey  of  the  bay 
region  for  some  time  before  the  matter  of  finances  was  ap- 
proached to  the  business  community.  At  a  meeting  of  fifty 
of  the  prominent  business  men  of  the  city,  fifteen  thousand 
dollars  was  pledged.  With  a  little  systematic  effort,  this 
amount  has  been  raised  to  $40,000,  which  is  all  that  is  neces- 
sary to  carry  on  the  work  at  present.  Additional  funds  are 
promised  if  the  work  of  the  survey  demands  it. 

The  large  sums  subscribed  by  the  leading  manufacturing 
and  mercantile  establishments  of  the  city,  proves  the  in- 
terest in  the  success  of  the  undertaking. 

Last  February  a  Committee  from  the  Chamber  visited  all 
of  the  large  Eastern  centers  to  ascertain  what,  if  anything, 
had  been  done  along  similar  lines  by  other  cities  or  com- 
mercial organizations,  and  to  find  a  man  who  had  had  some 
experience  along  these  lines,  who  could  come  to  San  Fran- 
cisco and  collaborate  the  data  now  in  possession  of  the  Cham- 
ber and  make  such  suggestions  and  original  investigations  as 
are  deemed  necessary.  It  was  deemed  best  to  select  an  out- 
side expert  for  this  work  in  order  to  impersonally,  fairly  and 
impartially  weigh  whatever  evidence  might  be  gathered  for 
and  against  the  Bay  region  as  an  industrial  center.  A  local 
man  who  has  lived  in  San  Francisco  more  or  less  all  of  his 
life  naturally  forms  opinions  and  prejudices  which  are  hard 
to  overcome  in  judging  the  situation. 

After  much  deliberation  and  after  interviewing  several 
Eastern  men  of  ability,  the  services  of  Dr.  B.  M.  Rastall 
were  secured.  Dr.  Rastall  will  be  in  San  Francisco  June  1st 
to  complete  the  survey  of  San  Francisco  and  the  Bay  region. 
He  will  be  engaged  in  the  work  for  a  period  of  three  months 
or  more. 


THE  PRELIMINARY  WORK 

By  gathering  scientific  and  original  information  relative  to 
the  industries  in  and  about  San  Francisco,  the  Industrial  De- 
partment is  compiling  data  for  a  detailed,  unbiased  and  non- 
political  industrial  survey  of  the  San  Francisco  bay  region. 
For  over  a  year  all  data  relative  to  the  cost  of  factory  sites, 
rates  for' light,  heat,  power,  taxes,  labor,  city  ordinances, 
state  laws,  freight  rates,  shipping  facilities  and  every  other 
factor  that  enters  into  manufacturing  has  been  collected  by 
this  department. 

WHAT  HAS  BEEN  PREPARED 

In  preparation  for  the  industrial  survey,  the  department  is 
preparing  a  map  of  San  Francisco  on  the  scale  of  100  feet  to 
the  inch;  there  are  27  sections  six  feet  square  covering  the 
industrial  district  of  San  Francisco.  This  map  will  later  be 
extended  to  cover  all  of  San  Francisco  and  the  Bay  region. 
On  the  map  is  shown  every  building,  its  character  of  con- 
struction and  number  of  stories.  By  a  simple  legend,  a  lay- 
man can  tell  at  a  glance  whether  the  building  occupied  has 
a  factory,  warehouse,  office,  store,  dwelling,  garage,  hotel  or 
apartment,  etc.  All  factories  now  in  operation  are  shown  in 
blue.  All  public  warehouses  are  shown  in  purple  and  all 
available  factory  sites  and  buildings  are  shown  in  yellow. 
A  prospective  manufacturer  can  be  furnished  with  complete 
information  as  to  the  cost,  size,  rent,  taxes,  insurance,  in- 
terest, owner's  name,  terms  and  other  data  relative  to  avail- 
able factory  sites  and  buildings.  All  this  information  is  kept 
on  a  card  index  file  in  the  office  of  the  department.  When 
finished,  this  map  will  be  the  largest  map  of  San  Francisco 
in  existence.  All  the  freight  yards,  railroads  and  spur  tracks 
are  graphically  shown,  street  grades,  character  of  pavements 
and  other  information  of  interest  to  the  manufacturer  can  be 
readily  furnished.  Another  map  of  the  city  has  been  pre- 
pared showing  the  time  consumed  in  transit  from  a  two-block 
zone  with  Third,  Kearny,  Market  and  Geary  Streets  as  a 
center.  Time  zones  are  shown  at  five  minute  intervals  of 
from  5  to  40  minutes  from  the  center  of  the  city  to  outlying 
residence  tracts.  Complete  data  has  been  secured  of  any 
residence  tract  in  the  city  and  many  in  the  Bay  region  show- 
ing the  size,  terms,  prices  and  improvements  of  all  unsold 
lots. 

COMPARATIVE  COSTS 

For  the  past  year  the  industrial  department  has  been  gath- 
ering data  as  to  the  comparative  cost  of  factory  sites,  trans- 
portation, taxes,  insurance,  labor,  rent,  leases,  raw  materials, 
light,  heat  and  power  in  the  Pacific  Coast  manufacturing 
centers.  During  the  Exposition,  photographs  were  made  of 
all  charts  and  maps  which  the  United  States  Government  had 
on  display  bearing  on  manufacturing,  housing  conditions, 
labor  and  legislation. 

WORK   AT   THE   EXPOSITION 

Before  the  opening  of  the  Exposition  a  selected  list  of 
Eastern  manufacturers  exhibiting  was  compiled.  The  heads 
of  these  concerns  were  communicated  with,  with  the  result 
that  when  they  came  to  San  Francisco  they  were  interviewed 
and  entertained.  In  addition,  very  exhibitor  at  the  Exposi- 
tion, who  was  a  manufacturer,  was  interviewed.  During  1915, 
65  factories  located  in  San  Francisco,  and  in  addition  17 
located  in  the  Bay  region  with  headquarters  in  San  Fran- 
cisco.    Twenty-three    exhibitors   at   the    Exposition   have   lo- 
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cated  Pacific  Coast  headquarters  in  San  Francisco,  and  in  ad- 
dition 123  new  concerns  located  Pacific  Coast  headquarters 
in  San  Francisco  last  year. 

CARD   INDEX   OF  FACTORIES 

A  card  index  of  factories  in  San  Francisco  and  the  Bay 
region  cross-indexed  according  to  industries  was  compiled 
last  year.  A  copy  was  furnished  to  the  Census  Bureau  which 
was  used  as  a  basis  in  taking  the  industrial  census  of  San 
Francisco,  the  result  of  which  has  just  been  made  public.  It 
is  felt  that  much  of  the  thoroughness  with  which  this  census 
was  taken  is  due  to  the  cooperation  of  the  Chamber  in  this 
work.  There  are  now  2,334  factories  in  San  F'rancisco,  the 
highest  record  thus  far — with  a  greater  value  of  output  than 
in  any  previous  census.  All  of  the  data  on  file  in  the  in- 
dustrial department  is  to  be  used  as  a  basis  in  collaborating 
the  work  of  an  industrial  survey.  A  map  of  the  city  showing 
the  character  of  all  street  pavements  has  just  been  completed. 

LIBRARY 

A  library  of  over  500  volumes  relating  strictly  to  industrial 
work  has  been  collected.  All  federal,  state  and  municipal 
reports,  as  well  as  many  private  reports  on  conditions  re- 
lating to  manufacturing,  housing,  labor,  and  leglislation  have 
been  placed  in  this  library.

While  the  number  of  actual  concerns  that  have  located  in 
this  city  since  the  Exposition  is  not  large  in  comparison  with 
the  number  of  exhibitors,  it  must  be  remembered  that  many 
of  these  exhibitors  saw  the  country  west  of  the  Rocky  Moun- 
tains for  the  first  time  during  1915.  There  are  many  other 
Eastern  concerns  who  contemplate  locating  in  San  Francisco 
this  j'ear  or  next.  Every  exhibitor  had  his  eyes  opened  to 
the  possibilities  of  this  city  and  section  and  the  fact  that  San 
Francisco  is  the  undisputed  financial,  commercial  and  in- 
dustrial metropolis  of  the  Pacific  Coast  and  the  natural  dis- 
tributing center  not  only  for  its  back  country,  but  by  steamer 
to  Alaska,  Hawaii,  Japan,  China,  the  Philippines,  Orient, 
Australia,  New  Zealand  and  the  west  coast  of  Mexico,  Cen- 
tral and  South  America. 

As  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce  looks  upon 
the  San  Francisco  Bay  region  as  one  big  city — a  greater  San 
Francisco — and  is  in  fact  one  large  industrial  area,  it  will  be 
noted  that  in  the  foregoing  tables  factories  are  listed  that 
have  located  in  this  region,  provided  their  main  office  is  in 
San  Francisco.  Some  of  the  Pacific  Coast  headquarters  that 
have  been  located  here  will  in  time  possibly  become  assembl- 
ing plants  or  branch  factories  of  their  parent  Eastern  fac- 
tories. Considering  that  1915  was  a  very  busy  year  for  San 
Francisco  along  with  the  Exposition,  the  number  of  new  con- 
cerns that  have  located  in  this  city  is  nothing  short  of  start- 
ling. It  is  expected  that  many  of  the  Eastern  houses  who 
did  not  locate  last  year  will  be  out  this  way  during  1916  or 
1917.  The  number  of  inquiries  being  made  daily  in  regard 
to  San  Francisco  as  a  distributing  center  show  beyond  a 
doubt  that  the  eyes  of  the  Eastern  business  world  have  been 
fastened  upon  San  Francisco,  due  to  the  wide  publicity  given 
through  the  medium  of  the  Panama-Pacific  International  Ex- 
position. 

The  Manufacturers  and  Local  Industries  Committee  held 
a  joint  meeting  with  the  Industrial  Program  Committee  and 
as  their  guests  the  members  of  the  Commercial  Development 
Committee  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors.  The  matter  of  grant- 
ing spur  tracks  in  the  industrial  area  of  San  Francisco  was 
thoroughly  gone  into.

WHAT  THE   DEPARTMENT  HAS  ACCOMPLISHED 

Removal  of  Deck  Load  Tolls  Trough  Panama  Canal. — Suc- 
ceeded in  having  the  Government  withdraw  the  charge  for 
deck  loads  on  vessels  passing  through  the  Panama  Canal 
which,  according  to  General  Goethals  means  a  refund  of  over 
$300,000,  to  shippers   or  vessel  owners. 
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Java-Pacific  Steamship  Line. — Principally  through  the  ef- 
forts of  the  department  the  Java- Pacific  Line  has  established  a 
monthly  service  between  San  Francisco  and  the  Orient  and 
give  the  only  direct  connection  with  the  East  Indies.  Advices 
have  been  received  indicating  this  service  will  soon  become 
semi-monthly. 

Certificates  of  Origin. — Over  3,000  certificates  of  origin  have 
been  certified  thus  saving  members  a  sum  of  over  $1,500. 

Certificates  of  Citizenship. — Several  certificates  of  citizenship 
have  been  issued  to  firms  bearing  German  names  thereby  en- 
abling them  to  do  business  with  British  and  other  Allied 
merchants  in  the  Orient. 

Foreign  Trade  Opportunities. — 'Over  800  foreign  trade  op- 
portunities have  been  published  in  the  weekly  "Activities"  and 
hundreds  of  enquiries  have  been  received  regarding  same. 
Several  firms  have  informed  the  department  profitable  busi- 
ness  transactions  have   resulted. 

Panama  .Railroad  Rates  Across  Isthmus. — At  the  time  the 
Panama  Canal  was  closed  the  Panama  Railroad  increased  the 
rates  across  the  Isthmus  and  partly  through  the  efforts  of 
the  department  the  Government  was  prevailed  upon  to  retain 
the  fiat  rate  of  $3.00  for  this  service  until  the  withdrawal  of 
the  Luckenbach  Line  from  this  trade.  This  enables  many 
merchants  to  take  advantage  of  the  low  canal  rates  even  after 
the  canal  was  out  of  commission. 

Increased  Steamship  Service  with  Australia. — The  depart- 
ment assisted  in  having  the  Government  make  more  liberal 
mail  allowances  to  the  Oceanic  Steamship  Company  thereby 
enabling  it  to  add  an  additional  vessel  to  the  service. 

Increased  Steamship  Service  to  West  Coast. — Endeavored  to 
have  the  Toyo  Kisen  Kaisha  route  its  Japan-South  American 
Line  via  San  Francisco  and  this  has  recently  been  done  by 
that  company. 

Uniform  Certificates  of  Origin. — Has  prevailed  upon  the 
Consuls  of  the  various  belligerant  countries  to  use  a  uniform 
form  for  Certificates  of  Origin. 

Embargo  on  Pepper. — Has  succeeded  in  having  the  British 
Government  (through  the  Department  of  State)  release  a 
number  of  shipments  of  pepper  consigned  to  a  local  firm 
which  had  been  held  at  Hongkong. 

Modified  Fumigation  Regulations. — Has  succeeded  in  hav- 
ing the  Government  considerably  modify  the  previous  oner- 
ous conditions  for  fumigations  of  vessels  arriving  from  the 
Orient. 

American  Banks  in  the  Orient. — 'Succeeded  in  interesting 
the  National  City  Bank  of  New  York  in  establishing  Amer- 
can  Banks  in  the  Orient  and  experts  are  now  investigating 
the  matter  both  in  China  and  the  Philippines. 

Enquires  for  Information  by  Local  Merchants. — Over  four 
hundred  enquiries  for  various  information  have  been  re- 
ceived from  local  merchants  practically  all  of  which  have 
been  furnished  with  the  information  requested. 

Panama-Pacific  International  Exposition. — The  Exposition 
has  been  of  inestimable  value  to  the  exporters  and  importers 
of  this  city  and  during  the  time  it  was  in  progress  the  de- 
partment was  constantly  in  touch  with  the  various  Foreign 
Commissioners  as  well  as  a  great  number  of  visiting  mer- 
ohants  many  of  whom  were  brought  into  contact  with  local 
firms. 

Entertainments. — The  department  had  the  pleasure  of  en- 
tertaining a  number  of  distinguished  visitors  among  the  prin- 
cipal of  whom,  were:  The  Honorary  Commercial  Commis- 
sioners from  China,  Hon.  John  Barrett,  Director  General  of 
the  Pan  American  Union,  Dr.  E.  E.  Pratt,  Chief  Bureau 
Foreign  and  Domestic  Commerce,  Hon.  Wm.  C.  Downs, 
Commercial  Attache,  Melbourne,  Aus.,  Hon.  Thomas  Sam- 
mons.  Consul  General  at  Shanghai,   Hon.   Geo.   E.  Anderson, 


Consul  General  at  Hongkong,  Hon.  E.  S.  Cunningham,  Con- 
sul at  Hankow,  Mr.  Soichiro  Asano,  President,  Toyo  Kisen 
Kaisha,  Mr.  E.  A.  Brand,  Asst.  Chief,  Bureau  Foreign  and 
Domestic  Commerce,  Messrs.  J.  J.  Keegan,  H.  J.  Rosencrantz 
and  J.  B.  J.  Gibbs,  representing  Messrs.  Gaston,  WiUiams  & 
Wigmore  of  New  York  and  several  other  prominent  com- 
mercial men  from  various  parts  of  the  world. 

Pan  American  Financial  Conference. — The  department  was 
represented  at  the  Pan  American  Financial  Conference  held 
in  Washington  at  which  time  the  Latin  American  delegates 
were  urged  to  adopt  a  uniform  Consular  Invoice  and  uniform 
Customs  regulations.  These  recommendations  were  approved 
and  the  various  countries  now  have  them  under  consideration 
with  the  prospect  of  favorable  decision. 

Delays  to  Wireless  Messages  to  Mexico. — The  question  of 
delays  to  wireless  messages  to  Mexico  via  Government  naval 
vessels  was  taken  up  and  the  trouble  was  rectified. 
QUESTIONS  PENDING 
Censorship  of  Cables  by  British. — Efforts  have  been  made 
to  stop  the  censorship  of  purely  commercial  cables  to  neutral 
countries  and  the  State  Department  now  has  this  subject 
under  negotiation. 

Embargo  on  Copra  from  Fiji. —  Efforts  are  being  made 
through  Department  of  State  to  have  the  British  embargo  on 
copra  from  the  Fiji  Islands  withdrawn. 

Direct  Cable  to  the  Netherlands. — On  the  recommendation 
of  the  committee  this  Government  has  been  urged  to  try  and 
arrange  for  a  direct  cable  with  the  Netherlands  and  the 
question  is  now  in  the  course  of  investigation  by  the  Govern- 
ment.    This  would  do  away  with   British   censorship. 

Appropriation  for  Bureau,  Foreign  and  Domestic  Com- 
merce.— 'Strong  representation  has  been  made  to  Congress 
and  the  Senate  to  pass  the  appropriations  asked  for  by  the 
Department  of  Commerce  for  enlarging  the  activities  of  the 
Bureau  of  Foreign  and  Domestic  Commerce. 

Russian  Volunteer  Fleet. — Strong  efforts  have  been  made 
to  induce  the  Russian  Volunteer  Fleet  to  establish  service 
between  San  Francisco  and  Vladivostok  and  assurances  have 
been  received  from  the  Russian  Ambassador  that  this  will 
probably  be  done  as  soon  as  war  conditions  permit. 

Purchase  of  American  Consulate  at  Shanghai. — Efforts  are 
being  made  to  have  the  Government  purchase  the  present 
Consulate  occupied  by  the  American  Diplomatic  officials  at 
Shanghai.  If  not  done,  it  is  stated  the  Japanese  will  make 
the  purchase  and  the  American  Consul  will  have  to  move  to 
some  obscure   location. 

Commercial  Treaty  With  Russia. — Efforts  are  being  made 
to  have  a  new  commercial  treaty  with  Russia  consummated 
and  to  that  end  the  department  is  gathering  data  as  to  what 
the  various  sections  of  the  country  desire  to  have  incorpor- 
ated with  a  view  to  submitting  same  to  the  Russian  officials 
at  their  request. 

National  Foreign  Trade  Convention. — The  department  was 
represented  at  the  Third  Annual  Foreign  Trade  Convention 
in  New  Orleans  by  seven  members  several  of  whom  took  an 
active  part  in  the  various  debates.  Much  good  is  expected 
from  this  and  future  conventions. 

Foreign    Import    Duties. — Efforts   are    still    being   made    to . 
'have  the  foreign  import  duties  on  California  products  reduced 
in  a  number  of  countries  and  the  Department  of  State  is  mak- 
ing every  effort  to  bring  this  result  about. 

Seamen's  Bill.— Every  effort  is  being  made  to  have  the  ob- 
jectionable clauses  of  the  Seaman's  Bill  amended;  pamphlets 
iiave  been  prepared  and  several  thousand  mailed  to  Congress- 
men, Senators,  Commercial  Organizations  and  the  press  and 
they  have  been  largely  quoted  in  the  newspapers  throughout 
the  country. 
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Navigation  Laws. — The  Navigation  Laws  of  the  United 
States  have  been  carefully  studied  and  recommendations 
made  to  Congress  to  have  those  which  discriminate  against 
American  ships  withdrawn  or  modified.  A  pamphlet  giving 
the  recommendations  of  the  committee  with  suggested 
changes  has  been  issued  and  mailed  to  all  members  of  both 
Houses  of  Congress  and  the  leading  commercial  organiza- 
tions throughout  the  United  States. 

Philippine  Bill  (Clarke  Amendment). — Efforts  are  being 
made  to  have  the  Clarke  Amendment  giving  independence 
to  the  Philippine  Islands  within  two  years  defeated.  A  pamph- 
let giving  the  reasons  for  thinking  this  should  be  done  and 
pointing  out  the  loss  the  United  States  would  sustain  if 
passed  has  been  issued  and  over  fifteen  hundred  copies  sent 
out  to  all  Congressmen,  Senators  and  Commercial  Organiza- 
tions. 

Ship  Purchase  Bill. — This  bill  has  been  carefully  analyzed 
and  recommendations  made  as  to  wiiy  it  should  be  defeated. 
The  matter  was  submited  to  the  members  by  referendum 
who  overwhelmingly  endorsed  the  recommendations  as 
made. 

Coastwise  Shipping  Law. — ^^Strong  recommendations  have 
been  made  to  the  Board  of  Directors  urging  the  Chamber 
to  endeavor  to  have  foreign  built  vessels  under  American 
registry  admitted  to  the  Coastwise  trade  and  further  urging 
the  matter  be  submitted  to  the  members  by  referendum. 

Canal  Tolls  on  Deck  Loads. — ^Efforts  are  being  made  in 
Congress  to  have  deck  loads  assessed  tolls  when  passing 
through  the  Panama  Canal.  Strong  efforts  are  being  made 
to  prevent  this  and  to  have  Congress  adopt  the  same  rules 
for  measuring  ships  and  assessing  charges  as  are  adopted  by 
the  Suez  Canal.     Over  a  thousand  pamphlets  giving  reasons 


in  detail  have  been  sent  to  Congressmen,  Senators  and  Com- 
mercial Organizations  urging  them  to  assist'. 

Pacific  Coast  Competition  in  Foreign  Trade. — Urgent  rec- 
ommendations have  been  submitted  showing  the  increasing 
danger  of  other  Coast  cities  securing  foreign  commerce  in 
competition  with  San  Francisco  and  urging  that  immediate 
steps  be  taken  to  safeguard  the  foreign  commerce  of  this 
port  and  organize  a  crusade  to  secure  steamship  lines  and 
maintain  the  commerce  this  port  is  entitled  to  by  reason  of 
its  position  and  advantages. 

Embargoes. — Complete  files  are  kept  of  the  various  em- 
bargoes and  'restrictions  of  foreign  governments  for  the 
benefit  of  members. 

Foreign  Tariffs. — A  file  is  kept  of  the  various  foreign  tar- 
iffs of  all  countries  and  this  is  maintained  as  nearly  up  to 
date  as  practicable. 

War  Conditions. — Files  are  kept  of  the  various  restrictions, 
shipping  directions,  etc.,  of  both  belligerant  and  neutral 
countries  for  the  use  of  members. 

Extension  of  Commerce. — Active  efforts  are  being  made  to 
promote  the  foreign  commerce  of  San  Francisco  with  the 
various  countries  of  the  world  and  particular  attention  is 
being  given  to  Australia,  China  and  the  East  Indies.  Lists 
of  importers  and  exporters  are  being  sought  and  publicity 
given  through  the  local  press  and  commercial  publications 
throughout  the   Orient. 

National  Foreign  Trade  Council  Representation. — The  ef- 
forts of  the  department  have  been  successful  in  inducing  the 
National  Foreign  Trade  Council  to  establish  a  representative 
on  the  Pacific  Coast  to  look  after  its  interests  and  the  secre- 
tary of  the  Foreign  Trade  Department  of  this  Chamber  has 
been  selected  as  such  representative.

The  Traffic  Bureau,  under  the  direction  of  the  Transporta- 
tion Committee,  Mr.  R.  I.  Bentley,  Chairman,  has  been  en- 
gaged in  its  duties  of  protecting  the  commerce  of  San  Fran- 
cisco against  discrimination  and  securing  the  best  shipping 
and  transportation  conditions  possible  in  carrying  on  the 
business  of  shipping,  receiving  and  distributing  merchandise, 
export,  import  and  domestic.  The  report  herewith  covers 
the  period  from  January  1,  1915  to  April  30,  1916,  inclusive. 

Transportation  conditions  have  undergone  some  marked 
changes  during  that  period  owing  to  the  war  in  Europe  and 
the  closing  of  the  Panama  Canal.  The  Canal  was  opened 
in  August,  1914.  During  the  remainder  of  that  year  and  the 
greater  part  of  1915  a  vast  amount  of  traffic,  coastwise  and 
foreign,  passed  through  this  new  highway.  It  was  suddenly 
closed  by  slides  in  September,  1915,  and  this  great  traffic  was 
discontinued  and  all  the  attendant  arrangements  completely 
disrupted.  The  European  war  has  created  a  demand  for 
cargo  carrying  ships  so  great  that  freight  and  charter  rates 


Space  does  not  permit  more  than  a  brief  mention  of  the 
undertakings  and  accomplishments  of  the  Traffic  Bureau. 
During  this  period  the  Transportation  Committee  has  held 
in  addition  to  its  regular  meetings,  six  special  meetings.  The 
Traffic  Bureau  has  attended  and  participated  in  12  hearings 
before  the  Interstate  Commerce 'Commission,  35  before  the 
California  Railroad  Commission,  3  before  the  United  States 
Court,  has  held  2  conferences  with  carriers  at  which  repre- 
sentatives of  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  either 
presided  or  supervised  the  proceedings.  The  Traffic  Bureau 
has  also  been  in  attendance  at  two  conventions  of  the  Inland 
Waterways  Congress. 

Some  of  the  important  things  taken  up  at  the  Commission 
hearings  and  at  the  conferences  and  conventions,  and  either 
disposed  of  or  still  pending,  are  shown  below. 

LUMBER  RATES 
'The  proceedings  begun  before  the  California  Railroad  Com-

in  the  history  of  transportation.  Dredging  operations  have 
so  far  progressed  that  the  Canal  was  opened  for  shipping  on 
April  15,  1916,  but  the  ships  formerly  operating  in  the  coast- 
wise trade  are  now  quite,  generally  under  charter  in  European 
commerce.  These  occurrences  are  mentioned  because  they 
have  created  conditions  and  emergencies  which  have  had  a 
marked  effect  upon  the  activities  of  the  Traffic  Bureau. 


tion  throughout  the  state,  are  still  pending,  together  with  the 
proceedings  instituted  by  the  Commission  itself  on  the  same 
subject.  Numerous  hearings  have  been  held  since  January 
1,  1915,  and  several  conferences  between  carriers  and  ship- 
pers, presided  over  by  the  California  Railroad  Commission, 
have  been  held,  and  it  is  expected  that  a  final  hearing  and 
submission  of  the  case  will  occur  in  the  near  future. 
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SACRAMENTO   VALLEY   AND    NORTHERN 
CALIFORNIA  RATE  CASES 

The  hearings  in  this  matter  were  finally  concluded,  the 
cases  argued  and  submitted,  in  the  latter  part  of  1915.  The 
decision  involves  the  establishment  of  thousands  of  rates  and 
will  undoubtedly  require  considerable  time  in  its  prepara- 
tion. This  case  was  complicated  by  the  intervention  filed  by 
the  City  of  Oakland,  requesting  the  Commission  to  order 
lower  freight  rates  between  Oakland  and  interior  California 
points  than  between  San  Francisco  and  the  same  interior 
points. 

CALIFORNIA  SWITCHING  CASES 

The  complaints  filed  with  the  California  Railroad  Commis- 
sion for  refund  of  industry  spur  track  switching  will  soon 
be  heard.  In  the  meantime,  the  complaints  filed  with  the 
Interstate  Commerce  Commission  for  refund  of  interstate 
switching  charges  have  been  finally  submitted,  and  the  Com- 
mission has  rendered  a  decision  denying  reparation,  or  in 
other  words,  has  refused  to  order  the  railroad  companies  to 
refund  the  switching  charges  collected  since  the  Commission 
in  its  opinion,  which  was  finally  upheld  by  the  Supreme 
Court  of  the  United  States,  declared  the  switching  charge  to 
be  illegal.  No  switching  charges  have  been  collected  for 
this  class  of  business  since  August  12,  1914,  and,  as  predicted 
in  our  last  annual  report,  arrangements  were  finally  made 
with  the  carriers  to  absorb  industry  spur  track  switching  on 
the  Belt  Line  on  both  competitive  and  non-competitive  busi- 
ness, state  and  interstate.  The  tariffs  authorizing  this  be- 
came efifective  April  1,  1915,  and  switching  charges  collected 
since  August  12,  1914,  have  been  refunded,  pursuant  to  per- 
mission   granted   by   the    State    and    Federal    Commissions. 

The  cases  now  pending  before  the  California  Railroad 
Commission  present  some  different  features  from  those  de- 
cided  by   the    Interstate    Commerce    Commission. 

LONG  AND  SHORT  HAUL  CLAUSE  OR  FOURTH 

SECTION  OF  THE  ACT  TO   REGULATE 

COMMERCE 

Since  January  1,  1915,  many  hearings  have  been  held  by  the 
Interstate  Commerce  Commission  on  the  applications  filed 
by  the  various  railroads  throughout  the  United  States  for 
permission  to  further  violate  the  long  and  short  haul  clause. 
By  far  the  most  important  have  been  the  hearings  on  ap- 
plications relating  to  transcontinental  freight  rates,  both 
eastbound  and  westbound. 

On  April  30,  1915,  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission 
finally  issued  an  order  prescribing  the  points  in  California 
which  should  be  designated  as  terminal  points,  namely,  San 
Francisco,  Oakland,  San  Pedro,  San  Diego,  Wilmington  and 
East  Wilmington,  in  connection  with  their  order  made  pur- 
suant to  the  application  of  the  transcontinental  rail  carriers 
on  so-called  Schedule  C  commodities  for  further  relief  from 
the  4th  Section  or  long  and  short  haul  clause  by  making 
rates  from  eastern  defined  territory  to  California  terminals 
lower  than  were  applied  to  the  intermediate  points,  with  a 
still  wider  spread  between  coast  and  intermountain  points 
than  that  prescribed  in  Fourth  Section  Order  Number  124. 
The  Commission  further  prescribed  the  basis  upon  which 
rates  should  be  made  to  intermediate  points  on  the  so-called 
Schedule  C  commodities,  namely,  75%  of  the  local  back  haul 
rate,  observing  maximum  rates  prescribed  in  the  order. 
INJUNCTION  AGAINST  THE  INTERSTATE 
COMMERCE  COMMISSION'S  FOURTH 
SECTION  ORDER 

The  foregoing  order  eliminated  some  180  odd  points  in  Cali- 
fornia as  terminals,  including  Sacramento,  Stockton,  San 
Jose  and  Santa  Clara.  These  four  cities  joined  in  a  suit  in 
the  United  States  Court  for  an  injunction  enjoining  the  Com- 
mission  and   the   railroads   from   enforcing   this   order,   which 


would  permit  the  railroad  companies  to  maintain  higher  rates 
to  those  cities  from  Eastern  territory  than  at  the  same  time 
were  maintained  at  San  Francisco.  The  Commission's  order 
was  defended  by  representatives  of  the  United  States  Depart- 
ment of  Justice  and  by  the  General  Counsel  for  the  Inter- 
state Commerce  Commission.  The  United  States  Court 
granted  the  injunction  late  in  March,  1916,  and  appeal  is  now 
pending  before  the  United  States  Supreme  Court,  the  rate 
adjustment  ordered  by  the  Commission  remaining  in  statu 
quo. 

EASTBOUND  TRANSCONTINENTAL  RATES 

Early  in  1915  the  Southern  Pacific  Company  petitioned  the 
Interstate  Commerce  Commission  for  permission  to  publish 
low  rates  on  California  products,  asphaltum,  barley,  beans, 
canned  goods  and  canned  salmon,  via  the  Sunset-Gulf  route, 
by  rail  to  New  Orleans  or  Galveston,  thence  to  New  York 
and  other  Atlantic  seaports  by  the  Morgan  Steamship  Line. 
Permission  was  granted,  and  these  rates  have  been  of  great 
benefit  to  the  producers  of  California,  and  have  resulted  in 
the  adoption  by  the  Santa  Fe  of  the  same  rates  by  its  Gulf 
line,  and  also  in  a  general  reduction  of  all-rail  rates  on  these 
and  other  California  commodities.  The  Traffic  Bureau  sup- 
ported the  application  of  the  carriers  in  these  matters. 
INTERMOUNTAIN  FOURTH  SECTION  CASE 
RE-OPENED 

Soon  after  the  closing  of  the  Panama  Canal  and  the  dis- 
continuance of  regular  steamship  service  between  Atlantic 
and  Pacific  Coast  ports,  certain  cities  and  communities  in 
the  intermountain  territory  petitioned  the  Interstate  Com- 
merce Commission  to  re-open  the  long  and  short  haul  or 
intermountain  cases,  on  the  ground  that  the  cessation  of 
water  competition  between  the  coasts  had  removed  the  reason- 
for  permitting  the  violation  of  the  long  and  short  haul  clause. 

The  cases  were  re-opened  and  testimony  and  arguments 
were  heard  in  Washington  late  in  April,  1916.  The  contention 
of  the  intermountain  cities  was  opposed  by  the  Traffic  Bu- 
reau, and  the  contention  of  the  rail  carriers  that  the  rates 
should  remain  the  same  because  of  the  existence  of  potential 
water  competition  and  the  merely  temporary  nature  of  its 
suspension  was  supported  by  this  Bureau.  Decision  by  the 
Commission  is   expected  shortly. 

MILLING  IN  TRANSIT  CASE 

This  was  a  case  brought  by  the  Globe  Grain  and  Milling 
Company  before  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  pe- 
titioning for  an  order  to  compel  the  carriers  to  grant  milling 
in  transit  privileges  in  California  on  grain  shipped  from  the 
grain  fields  of  the  Middle  West.  The  Bureau  supported  the 
contention  of  the  complainants.  The  case  was  heard  in  Los 
Angeles  in  January,  1915,  was  briefed,  argued  and  finally 
submitted  in  Washington  in  April,  1915.  The  Commission 
denied  the  petition  in  the  complaint  and  refused  to  order 
milling  in  transit  privileges  on  the  traffic  in  question. 
UNIFORM    BILL   OF   LADING 

The  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  appointed  a  series 
of  hearings  to  consider  changes  in  the  uniform  bill  of  lading, 
made  necessary  by  the  Cummins  amendment  to  the  Inter- 
state Commerce  Act.  One  of  these  hearings  was  held  in 
San  Francisco,  and  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  interests  were 
represented  by  the  Traffic  Bureau.  At  the  close  of  the  hear- 
mgs  a  joint  conference,  presided  over  by  a  representative 
of  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission,  between  the  ship- 
pers of  the  country  and  the  rail  carriers,  was  held  in  Wash- 
mgton,  D.  C,  at  which  the  Traffic  Bureau  was  represented 
as  a  member  of  the  special  bill  of  lading  committee  appointed 
by  the  National  Industrial  Traffic  League. 

Some  of  the  important  cases  which  have  been  heard  before 
the  California  Railroad  Commission  and  their  present  status 
are  as   follows: 
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DISINFECTING    CARS    USED    FOR    LIVE    STOCK 

SHIPMENTS 

Petition  by  the  carriers  for  permission  to  publish  a  charge 
of  $4.00  per  car,  double  deck,  and  $2.50  per  car,  single  deck, 
for  disinfecting  cars  used  for  live  stock  shipments,  whenever 
federal,  state,  county  or  municipal  authorities  require  such 
disinfecting  to  be  done.  The  Traffic  Bureau  opposed  the  ap- 
plication, chiefly  for  the  reason  that  the  charge  proposed  was 
excessive.  The  Commission  ruled  that  the  carriers  might 
publish  a  charge  of  $3.00  per  car,  double  deck,  and  $2.00  per 
car,  single  deck. 

FREIGHT    RATES   TO    NAPA   VALLEY 

Petition  by  rail  carriers  and  water  and  rail  carriers  to 
make  a  general  horizontal  increase  in  all  freight  rates  apply- 
ing between  San  Francisco  and  points  in  the  Napa  Valley. 
This  application  was  opposed  by  the  Trafific  Bureau  on  the 
grounds  that  the  method  of  increasing  the  rates  horizontally 
was  not  the  proper  one  to  relieve  the  situation,  even  admit- 
ting that  the  former  rates  were  too  low.  The  Commission 
issued  an  order  granting  some  increases  and  denying  others. 

SAN  DIEGO  BREWERY  CASES 

This  was  a  complaint  filed  by  the  San  Diego  brewing  in- 
terests asking  for  readjustment  of  rates  on  a  basis  of  lower 
rates  from  San  Diego  and  in  some  instances  higher  rates 
from  San  Francisco  to  California  consuming  territory,  on 
beer,  etc.  The  Traffic  Bureau  intervened  on  behalf  of  the 
San  Francisco  breweries,  opposing  the  adjustment.  The  com- 
plaint has  since  been  withdrawn  by  the  San  Diego  brewing 
interests. 

GENERAL  INCREASE  IN  MINIMUM  CARLOAD 

WEIGHTS 

The  rail  carriers  filed  application  with  the  Commission  for 
permission  to  make  a  general  blanket  increase  in  minimum 
carload  weights.  The  application  was  opposed  by  the  Trafific 
Bureau  on  the  grounds  that  while  we  favor  the  highest  prac- 
ticable carload  minimum  weights,  as  being  to  the  advantage 
of  both  the  carrier  and  the  shipper,  the  manner  in  which  the 
advance  was  sought  by  the  carriers  was  not  a  proper  one. 
The  case  is  under  submission. 

LIVE  STOCK  RATES  AND  CONTRACT  VALUATIONS 

The  rail  carriers  filed  application  with  the  Commission 
for  permission  to  make  certain  rules  in  connection  with  valu- 
ation of  live  stock  shipped  within  the  State  of  California. 
The  application  as  at  first  filed  %vould  have  caused  a  con- 
siderable increase  in  the  transportation  charges  on  live  stock, 
but  as  subsequently  amended  simply  provided  new  rules  and 
a  higher  list  of  values  which,  generally  speaking,  would  not 
result  in  increased  transportation  charges.  The  Bureau  op- 
posed any  increase  in  transportation  charges,  and  the  Com- 
mission issued  an  order  upholding  the  higher  values  and 
providing  for  a  calculation  of  the  value  of  an  entire  carload 
on  an  average  basis,  so  that  no  increase  in  the  transporta- 
tion  charges   is  probable. 

INCREASED  RATE  ON  EMPTY  TIN  CANS 

Application  was  filed  by  the  carriers  for  a  general  increase 
in  the  rates  on  empty  tin  cans,  in  carloads,  moving  within 
the  State  of  California.  Tin  cans  are  very  largely  used  in 
this  state  for  the  packing  of  fruit  and  vegetables.  The  Bu- 
reau opposed  any  general  increase,  although  admitting  that 
some  few  of  the  current  rates  might  be  considered  low.  The 
case  is  under  submission. 

INCREASE  IN  EXPRESS  RATES 

The  express  companies  filed  an  application  with  the  Stale 
Commission  for  permission  to  increase  certain  rates.  Inas- 
much as  the  increases  proposed  were  generally  of  a  nature 
to  produce  uniformity  with  the  interstate  rates,  the  Traffic 
Bureau  appeared  before  the   Commission  and  stated   that  no 


opposition  would  be  oflfered  to  the  proposed  increases  at 
this  time.  The  application  of  the  express  companies,  how- 
ever, was  denied  by  the  Commission.  Another  application 
has  been  heard,  but  has  not  yet  been  decided. 

ABSORPTION  OF  BELT  LINE  SWITCHING  TO  AND 
FROM  STEAMSHIP  WHARVES 

Complaint  was  filed  by  the  North  Pacific  Steamship  Com- 
pany petitioning  the  Commission  to  order  the  rail  carriers 
to  absorb  Belt  Line  switching  to  and  from  its  wharf.  The 
Trafific  Bureau  intervened  in  the  case  and  broadened  the 
issue  so  as  to  include  all  steamship  wharves  served  by  the 
Belt  Line.  The  Commission  rendered  a  decision  and  an 
order  directing  the  rail  carriers  to  make  the  same  charges 
to  wharves  as  to  team  tracks  and  industries,  which  would 
result  in  the  discontinuance  of  these  dock  switching  charges. 
The  Commission  subsequently  suspended  the  effective  date 
of  the  order,  pending  argument  on  rehearing,  which  has  been 
applied  for  by  the  railroads. 

INDUSTRIAL  AND  MANUFACTURING  ZONE 

An  industrial  spur  track  manufacturing  or  industry  zone  in 
the  city  has  been  established  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
upon  petition  of  the  Chamber,  and  San  Francisco  now  has  a 
zone  defined  by  metes  and  bounds  in  which  franchises  or 
permits  for  the  construction  of  industry  spur  tracks  will  be 
readily  and  speedily  granted.  The  petition  to  the  Board  was 
successfully  advocated   by  the   Bureau. 

The  following  is  a  brief  resume  of  some  of  the  other  im- 
portant matters  which  have  received  the  attention  of  the 
Trafific  Bureau: 

1.  Lower  distributive  rates  from  San  Francisco  into  Ore- 
gon and  Washington  on  bottles  in  carloads. 

2.  Correct  adjustment  of  rates  westbound  on  bottled  beer 
in  carloads. 

3.  A  new  adjustment  of  rates  on  canned  milk  from  Cali- 
fornia producing  points. 

4.  Suspension  by  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission 
of  increased  rate  published  on  lumber  from  California  points 
to  points  in  Nevada. 

5.  Ruling  by  the  United  States  Government  abolishing 
the  charge  formerly  made  for  deck  loads  of  lumber  passing 
through   the   Panama   Canal. 

6.  Readjusting  rates  from  San  Francisco  on  air-tight  heat- 
ing  stoves,   removing   discrimination   against    San    Francisco. 

7.  Co-operating  with  the  postal  authorities  for  improved 
mail  service  to  and  from   San   Francisco. 

8.  Recommending  to  members  of  Congress  that  the  ques- 
tion of  railway  mail  pay  be  referred  to  the  Interstate  Com- 
merce  Commission   for  examination  and   report. 

9.  Rates  low  enough  on  manufacturing  sand  from  Illinois 
territory  to  San  Francisco  to  permit  supply  to  be  obtained. 

10.  Mississippi  River  transportation  between  Mississippi 
Valley  points  and  San  Francisco  via  Gulf  and  Canal. 

11.  Distributive  salt  rates  from  San  Francisco  Bay  dis- 
trict. 

12.  Appearance  before  the  California  Railroad  Commission 
and  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  in  numerous 
Fourth   Section   hearings. 

13.  Correct  adjustment  of  the  rates  on  canned  goods  be- 
tween Utah  points  and  California  points.  Formerly  the 
rates  discriminated  in  favor  of  Los  Angeles. 

14.  Opposed  at  the  Inland  Waterways  convention  any  in- 
terference with  the  present  plans  for  protection  and  improve- 
ment of  the  Sacramento  and  San  Joaquin   Rivers. 

15.  Appearance  before  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commis- 
sion in  behalf  of  the  continued  ownership  and  operation  as 
at  present  constituted  of  oil  steamers  of  the  Associated  Oil 
Company  and   the   Morgan   Steamship   Line. 
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16.  The  Traffic  Bureau  has  effectively  handled  many  im- 
portant rate  and  other  matters  concerning  brass  and  metal 
beds;  bags  and  bagging;  publishers;  cable;  iron  and  steel 
articles;  carpets;  chemicals;  coffee;  cloak  and  suit  manu- 
facturers; nitrates;  cooperage;  cotton  manufactures;  crockery 


and  glassware;  fruits — dried  and  canned;  drugs;  crackcris; 
dry  goods;  beans,  feed,  hay  and  grain;  glass;  groceries; 
foundries;  ice;  imports;  lumber;  sulphur;  live  stock;  rice; 
roofing;  salt;   seeds;  stoves;  wool,  etc.,  etc. 
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During  the  last  regular  session  of  the  Legislature  the  sec- 
retary and  clerical  force  of  the  Bureau  were  transferred  to 
Sacramento  where  headquarters  were  maintained  through 
the  legislative  session. 

Among  the  3000  odd  bills  and  resolutions  introduced  dur- 
ing the  sessi'on  were  many  affecting  practically  every  indus- 
try in  the  state  and  regulating  several  of  the  professions. 
Some  of  the  proposed  measures  regulating  the  manufacture, 
production,  packing,  sale  and  distribution  of  the  state's  pro- 
ducts were  so  drastic  in  their  provisions  that  it  was  de- 
termined their  enactment  would  be  not  only  a  serious  handi- 
cap to  many  industries  but  increase  the  cost  of  production. 

In  all  the  Bureau  opposed  134  bills;  of  these  112  were 
killed  either  in  committee  or  on  the  floor,  thirteen  were 
amended  in  a  satisfactory  manner  and  nine  passed  without 
amendment. 

This  record  was  made  possible  by  the  help  and  hearty 
cooperation  of  many  of  the  211  Chambers  of  Commerce, 
B'oards  of  Trade  and  other  '  commercial  organizations 
throughout  the  state,  the  Bureau  of  the  San  Francisco  Cham- 
ber  acting  as   the   central   source   for   information. 

THE   HEARING   FROM    HOME    PLAN 

From  its  experience  with  other  legislatures  the  Bureau  de- 
veloped the  "Hearing  From  Home"  idea.  There  are  120 
members  of  the  legislature,  40  in  the  Senate  and  80  in  the 
Assembly.  Each  member  comes  with  from  one  to  half  a 
dozen  or  more  bills  in  which  his  district  is  particularly  in- 
terested. In  addition  to  these  there  are  hundreds  of  other 
bills  introduced  "by  request."  In  all  there  were  approximately 
3,000  measures  introduced  at  the  1915  session  as  against 
about  4,000  at  the  session  of  1913.  As  a  rule  members  have 
no  idea  of  bills  that  are  to  be  introduced,  other  than  their 
own  and  there  are  so  many  angles,  s'o  many  interests,  in- 
dustries, trades  and  professions  affected  that  it  is  difficult 
for  a  legislator  to  decide  off-hand  what  is  best  for  the  state 
at  large. 

The  majority  wants  to  do  what  is  right  but  where  men 
have  to  think  so  quickly  on  so  many  measures  it  is  not  with- 
in the  limits  of  human  reason  for  all  t'o  decide  right  every 
time,  especially  where  they  have  been  in  session  from  9 
o'clock  in  the  morning  until  midnight,  either  on  the  floor 
or  in  committee.  Aware  of  this  fact  the  Legislative  Bureau 
decided  that  the  folks  at  hoine  could  be  of  great  assistance. 

OUTLINE  OF  THE  BUREAU'S  PROGRAMME 
During  the  month  preceding  the  session  the  Bureau  cor- 
responded with  all  commercial  organizations  in  the  state, 
giving  an  outline  of  the  Bureau's  programme  and  requesting 
co-operation.  This  programme,  in  general,  consisted  of  the 
preparation  by  it  of  digests  of  every  bill  affecting  any  in- 
dustry in  the  state  and  the  distribution  of  these  digests  to  the 
organized  bodies;  keeping  a  record  of  the  progress  of  legis- 


lation; arranging  for  hearings  before  committees  and  wiring 
or  writing  the  organizations,  interests  and  industries  af- 
fected, of  the  date  and  hour  of  such  hearing  and,  when  nec- 
essary, requesting  that  representatives  be  sent  on  to  aid  the 
Bureau  in  presenting  arguments  for  or  against  to  the  com- 
mittee. 

The  Bureau  arranged  also  for  publicity  by  having  a  list  of 
300  state  newspapers,  from  one  to  five  or  six  in  each  county, 
to  each  of  which  was  sent  weekly  from  one  to  two  columns 
giving  the  facts  as  to  the  progress  of  legislation.  In  addi- 
tion the  Bureau  had  a  list  of  47  daily  papers  to  which  news- 
letters were  despatched  several  times  a  week.  The  press  of 
the  state  was  very  generous  in  awarding  space  and  earned 
a  vote  of  thanks  from  the  Bureau  by  giving  liberal  and  wide 
publicity  thus  arousing  interest  in  pending  legislation  and 
keeping  the  state  fully  advised. 

HOW  THE  BUREAU   CARRIES   ON   ITS  WORK 

The  members  of  the  Bureau  were  divided  by  the  Chair 
into  sub-committees  of  three,  each  with  its  chairman  and  to 
these  sub-committees  were  referred  groups  of  bills  and  di- 
gests as  rapidly  as  received  from  the  Secretary.  These  sub- 
committees study  and  investigate  the  measures  and  report 
for  'or  against  to  the  Committee  of  the  Whole.  The  latter 
body  then  acts  on  the  reports  of  its  sub-committees  and 
this  action  is  referred  to  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Cham- 
ber to  be  revised.  The  action  of  the  Directors  in  approving 
or  rejecting  is,  together  with  an  abstract  of  the  proceedings 
of  the  sub-committees  and  the  Committee  of  the  Whole, 
transmitted  immediately  to  the  secretary  for  his  guidance. 

The  co-operating  bodies  are  at  once  notified  of  the  action 
of  the  local  Bureau,  a  digest  of  the  bill  or  sets  of  bills  acted 
upon  is  sent  out,  together  with  the  reasons  for  the  central 
Bureau's  action.  In  nearly  every  instance  a  great  majority 
of  the  co-operating  organizations  after  study  and  investiga- 
tion, agreed  with  the  central  Bureau  and  advised  their  repre- 
sentatives in  the  Legislature  as  to  the  decision  of  their  con- 
stituents. It  was  the  working  out  of  the  simple  proposition 
that  the  "folks  at  home"  not  having  to  consider  each  of  the 
several  thousand  bills  were  in  a  position  to  concentrate  their 
study  and  investigation  on  those  directly  affecting  their  in- 
terests. The  record  proves  the  effectiveness  of  the  method. 
WHERE  CAUTION  IS  NECESSARY 

The  February  recess  proved  an  aid  to  the  work  of  the 
Bureau  as  a  majority  of  the  bills  were  digested  and  acted 
upon  by  that  time  and  the  digests  and  action  taken,  in  the 
hands  of  other  organizations  by  the  time  the  March  session 
opened.  At  the  reconvening  of  the  session  however,  it  was 
found  necessary  to  again  scan  the  bills  as  in  several  cases 
amendments  were  inserted  that  not  only  materially  changed 
the  measures  but  converted  routine  bills  into  those  having 
objectionable   features. 
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This  fact  was  discovered  not  long  after  the  reconvening  of 
the  session.  One  of  the  bi-ennial  measures,  purely  admin- 
istrative in  character,  governing  and  defining  the  duties  of 
a  commission,  was  checked  up  in  the  January  session  and 
found  unobjectionable.  It  was  afterward  amended,  then 
passed  in  the  Senate.  The  amendment  made  it  possible  to 
eliminate  a  certain  method  'oi  transportation  competition 
with  a  probable  attendant  increased  charge  to  producer  and 
shipper.  The  amendment,  comprising  a  few  words  in  a  bill 
of  nearly  80  pages,  was  not  discovered  until  the  bill  had 
passed  the  Senate  and  was  up  for  passage  in  the  Assembly. 
On  the  day  of  its  proposed  passage  the  Bureau,  with  the  help 
of  co-operating  bodies  reached  by  wire,  succeeded  in  holding 
the  bill  for  a  week  and  after  a  joint  hearing  and  debate  the 
objectionable  amendment  was  withdrawn.  This  is  cited  as 
only  one  instance  of  the  caution  necessary,  for  the  average 
legislator  or  civilian  after  once  reading  a  long  bill  will  not 
read  it  over  a  second  time  when  the  session  reopens. 

The  work  of  the  Bureau  during  the  1915  session  was  largely 
of  a  defensive  character;  a  few  constructive  bills  were,  at  the 
request  of  members,  drafted  and  introduced  by  the  Bureau 
and  passed.  Among  these  may  be  mentioned  the  Net  Con- 
tainer Act,  the  bill  legalizing  the  Metric  system  of  weights 
and  measures  to  facilitate  the  state's  campaign  for  the  trade 
of  Central  and  South  America,  the  Pure  Food  and  the  Pure 
Drugs  bills.  The  various  lines  of  business  and  associations 
connected  with  the  Chamber  have  been  advised  of  the  scope 
of  the  Bureau's  work  and  requested  to  send  in  their  sugges- 
tions for  legislation  of  a  constructive,  remedial  or  corrective 
nature. 

The  necessity  for  this  work  cannot  be  too  strongly  urged. 
The  various  lines  of  business  are  the  best  judges  of  laws 
that  handicap  or  restrict  them  in  their  activities  and  of 
what  is  necessary  in  the  line  of  corrective  or  remedial  legis- 
lation. The  same  may  be  said  of  legislation  along  construc- 
tive lines.  The  business  associations  are  requested  to  com- 
municate to  the  Secretary  of  the  Bureau,  their  ideas  as  to 
such  legislation  and  why  it  is  necessary.  These  ideas  will 
be  embodied  into  bills  drawn  by  the  Counsel  for  the  Chamber 
of  Commerce,  then  submitted  tio  the  associations  for  approval 
or  further  suggestions  before  final  preparation  for  introduc- 


tion at  the  Legislative  session.  It  is  absolutely  necessary 
that  these  bills  be  drafted  some  time  before  the  opening  of 
the  session  and  that  the  associations  fortify  the  Bureau  with 
the  argument  necessary  for  their  enactment.  The  Bureau 
has  already  drafted  several  bills  along  those  lines  for  intro- 
duction in  the  1917  session. 

WORK   OF   BUREAU   BETWEEN   SESSIONS 

During  the  interim  the  Bureau  has  been  making  a  com- 
parison of  California's  Industrial  laws  with  those  of  all 
other  states  in  the  Union  and  carrying  on  correspondence 
with  co-operating  organizations  which  desire,  principally, 
remedial  legislation.  It  is  the  intention  during  the  summer 
and  fall  to  more  thoroughly  acquaint  the  commercial  organi- 
zations of  the  state  with  the  work  of  the  Bureau  and  its 
methods. 

This  work  is  largely  of  an  informative  character,  keeping 
the  different  sections  of  the  state  advised  in  order  that  they 
may  have  representatives  present  to  advocate  or  protest. 
Several  times  during  the  session  organizations  south  of  the 
Tehachapi  sent  committees  to  the  state  capitol  in  response  to 
wires,  to  aid  in  combatting  a  number  of  bills.  In  each  in- 
stance their  assistance  was  welcome  and  was  successfully 
applied. 

The  assistance  of  the  Bureau  was  requested  by  a  number 
of  commercial  organizations  all  the  way  from  Shasta  County 
to  south  of  the  Techachapi  and  at  the  close  of  the  session 
many  letters  were  received  by  the  Bureau  from  business 
men  and  organizations  from  all  parts  of  the  state  in  which 
the  writers   expressed  appreciation  of  its  work. 

All  commercial  organizations  understand  that  they  are  at 
liberty  and,  in  fact,  requested  to  write  the  central  or  local 
Bureau  of  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce  for  any 
information  concerning  legislation  and  in  turn  the  Bureau 
requests  that  each  of  those  organizations  apprise  the  Bureau 
of  any  legislation  it  purposes  to  introduce. 

This  spirit  of  co-operation  has  been  brought  about  by  a 
fuller  realization  of  the  inter-dependence  of  the  city  and  the 
state  at  large;  each  needs  the  other,  their  interests  are  in 
dommon  and  in  a  general  way  what  affects  one  affects  the 
other.

26  meetings  of  the  Executive  Committee  and  3  meetings 
of  the  General  Committee,  the  latter  consisting  of  90  dele- 
gates, have  been  held  during  the  past  fiscal  year. 

Many  matters  of  importance  to  the  retail  trade  interests 
were  considered,  among  which  are  the  following: 

Obtaining  credit   under  fictitious   names. 

Registration  of  removals. 

Discriminatory  license  taxes  levied  by  San  Mateo  County. 

Small  debtor's  court. 

Itinerant  merchants. 

Fraudulent    advertising. 

Trading  stamps  and  coupon   schemes. 

Credit  reporting  for  retailers. 


Weights  and  Measures  legislation. 

Traffic   regulations. 

Return  of  merchandise  rules. 

Reciprocity  in  enforcing  payment  of  bills  by  employees. 

Active  interest  was  taken  in  legislative  matters  affecting 
retailers  and  all  such  bills  presented  at  the  last  session  of 
the  Legislature  were  considered  and  acted  upon.

A  lecture  on  Salesmanship,  delivered  by  Mr.  D.  M.  Barrett 
of  Detroit,  Editor  of  "Salesmanship,"  was  given  under  the 
auspices  of  the  Committee  and  was  attended  by  over  700 
members    and    their    employees.

CHANGES    IN    THE   COMMITTEE 

During  the  past  year  Mr.  M.  J.  Fontana  has  been  obliged  to 
resign  owing  to  absence  abroad,  and  the  Committee  has  also 
been  deprived  by  death  of  the  invaluable  services  of  Mr. 
Fairfax  Wheelan,  so  long  identified  with  sound  constructive 
work  in  many  lines  of  philanthropy. 

The  Committee  has  been  very  fortunate,  however,  in  the 
accession  of  Mr.  A.  P.  Giannini,  Vice-President  of  the  Bank 
of  Italy  and  of  Mr.  Horace  Davis,  who  was  connected  for  a 
time  with  the  first  Charities  Endorsement  Committee  of 
1902,  and  who  retains  his  warm  interest  in  this  work. 

THE   INFORMATION   BUREAU 

This  department  aims  to  keep  the  public  posted  about 
every  form  of  social  welfare  activity.  It  is  the  only  complete 
clearing  house  for  such  information  in  the  community.  Much 
pains  has  been  taken  to  keep  it  up  to  date,  and  to  answer 
inquiries  as  fully  and  accurately,  and  also  as  promptly,  as 
possible.  During  the  year  a  duplicate  set  of  index  cards  has 
been  completed,  as  an  insurance  against  loss  or  accident.  In 
case  of  the  destruction  of  one  set  the  great  bulk  of  the 
carefully  gathered  data  of  this  department  would  be  pre- 
served in  the  other. 

INVESTIGATING  THE  ENDORSED   SOCIETIES 

During  the  year  over  fifty  visits  have  been  paid  by  the 
secretary  or  members  of  the  Cpmmittee  to  endorsed  so- 
cieties that  have  housed  institutions,  plants,  apparatus  or 
other  similar  exhibits.  In  fact  the  only  two  not  visited  were 
in  Sonoma  County,  one  open  only  in  summer  and  the  other 
visited  shortly  prior  to  this  year.  These  visits  were  pur- 
posely paid  in  an  unannounced  and  casual  way.  They  aver- 
aged from  one  to  two  hours,  time  sufificient  to  gather  some 
detailed  information.  The  chief  purpose  of  the  calls,  how- 
ever, was  to  get  in  touch  with  the  personnel,  note  the  bearing 
of  the  inmates,  and  sense  the  general  spirit  of  the  work. 

This  general  spirit  seemed  in  nearly  all  cases  good,  and 
in  many  excellent.  There  is  too  much  disparagement  of  our 
organized  charity,  and  too  little  appreciation,  because  too 
little  knowledge,  of  its  great  saving  and  uplifting  power. 
It  would  be  better  for  the  charities  and  the  public  if  they 
could  be  brought  in  inucli  closer  touch  one  with  another. 
.Subscribers  to  our  endorsed  ones  may  feel  reasonably  sure 
they  arc  aiding  the  worthy  as  well  as  needy,  saving  the 
derelicts,    building   good   citizenship.

REGULATING  THE  CHARITIES 

Improved  administration  in  general  and  in  particular  better 
and  more  uniform  auditing  and  accounting,  was  one  of  the 
objectives  of  this  Committee,  as  announced  in  its  last  an- 
nual report.  The  first  steps  in  this  direction  were  taken 
at  a  conference  held  nearly  a  year  ago.  The  rules  and  re- 
strictions then  discussed  and  adopted  were  subsequently 
reported  in  the  Chamber's  organ  "Activities." 

They  include  the  restriction  of  commissions  to  ten  per  cent 
in  city  and  fifteen  in  country  collections,  and  twenty-five 
per  cent  to  professional  promoters  of  benefits  and  enter- 
tainments. Objectionable  soliciting  by  mail,  such  as  send- 
ing tickets  with  request  to  return  those  not  purchased,  has 
been  discontinued,  as  has  also  soliciting  ads  in  printed  matter 
unless  such  insertions  have  been  entirely  and  purely  volun- 
tary. As  to  the  frequency  of  appeals  to  the  public,  the  so- 
cieties were  urged  to  combine  them  and  make  them  biennial 
when  possible   instead  of  annual. 

In  a  number  of  cases  this  has  been  done,  though  consider- 
able further  improvement  in  this  direction  is  desired.  As 
for  these  and  other  rules,  we  have  had  no  reported  infrac- 
tions of  them  from  our  members  or  others  and  the  oflficials 
of  the  societies  have  shown  a  readiness  to  meet  these  and 
other  requirements. 

UNIFORM  ACCOUNTING 

The  very  important  matter  of  group  accounting  and  audit- 
ing would  have  been  taken  up  before  now  but  for  the  request 
of  the  State  Board  of  Charities  and  the  Board  of  Control  to 
compare  our  proposed  forms  with  theirs,  so  that  institutions 
under  their  jurisdiction  and  ours  might  not  have  to  duplicate 
work,  or  use  conflicting  forms.  Since  those  of  the  state  in- 
stitutions have  only  recently  been  printed  this  Committee 
has  been  postponing  action,  but  hopes  to  undertake  it  next 
month. 

CAMPAIGNING    FOR    RED    CROSS    SUBSCRIPTIONS 

This  Committee  felt  impelled  to  enlist  vigorously  in  this 
campaign.  Its  files  show  receipts  of  many  hundred  thousand 
dollars  by  the  charities  from  the  Red  Cross  and  relief  Funds 
in  April,  1906,  and  for  several  years  later.  Without  this  aid 
nearly  all  our  charitable  agencies  would  have  been  hope- 
lessly crippled  or  completely  paralyzed — hence  the  sugges- 
tion of  the  Committee  to  the  Chamber  and  the  public  that 
every  man,  woman  and  child  who  could  sliould  respond  to 
this  membership  appeal. 
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THE  MAY  CONFERENCE  OF  SOCIAL  AGENCIES 

May  1st  to  Stli,  the  very  important  conference  of  Social 
Agencies  took  place  at  Los  Angeles.  There  was  a  large  at- 
tendance and  a  very  comprehensive  program  was  arranged, 
covering  many  phases  of  sociology  and  various  urgent  prob- 
lems.    Several  speakers  of  national  prominence  were  present. 


This  confer- 
ence is  fast  coming  to  include  societies,  agencies  or  in- 
dividuals engaged  in  any  and  every  form  of  social  welfare 
throughout  the  state.

MARINE   DEPARTMENT 


The  year  1915  has  been  a  very  busy  one  for  the  Marine 
Department.  During  the  year  this  department  has  reported 
the  arrival  of  5,717  vessels  as  well  as  the  departure  of  5,912 
vessels  to  its  members  as  well  as  to  the  public  at  large 
through  the  press.  This  means  that  a  record  of  11,629 
vessels  has  been  kept  of  vessels  while  bound  to  and  from 
the  Port  of  San  Francisco  alone. 

Record  is  also  kept  of  cargoes  on  all  vessels  arriving  as 
well  as  outward  cargoes  for  Eastern,  Foreign,  Hawaiian 
Islands  and   Panama   Canal. 

Besides  keeping  record  of  all  vessels  bound  to  and  from  the 


Port  of  San  Francisco,  record  has  also  been  kept  of  all 
vessels  bound  to  or  from  all  Pacific  Coast,  British  Columbia, 
Hawaiian  Islands,  Eastern  and  Foreign  ports  bound  botli 
ways  until  vessels  finally  arrive  at  destination. 

During  the  past  year  this  department  has  recorded  195 
marine  mishaps  and  disasters  out  of  which  number  have  had 
assistance  sent  to  at  least  15.  The  most  important  being  the 
Schooner  City  of  Papeete  which  was  in  distress  off  Santa 
Cruz  without  any  rudder  and  in  danger  of  going  ashore,  on 
this  occasion  the  Coast  Guard  Cutter  McCulloch  was  sent 
to   vessel's  aid  and   towed   Schooner   to   San   Francisco. 
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This  department  was  looking  forward  to  the  year  1915 
to  be  the  banner  year  in  the  history  of  the  Port  of  San  Fran- 
cisco but  the  closing  of  the  Panama  Canal  kept  away  a  great 
number  of  vessels  not  only  from  the  Port  of  San  Francisco 
but  from  other  Pacific  Coast  Ports.  Even  with  that  the 
port  has  had  the  largest  amount  of  vessel  tonnage  ever  en- 
tering  the    port    in    one    year,    same    amounting   to    7,486,638 


net  tons  against  7,449,714  for  the  year  1914,  an  increase  of 
36,923  net  vessel  tonnage. 

From  the  present  outlook  with  the  reopening  of  Panama 
Canal,  San  Francisco  shipping  in  the  year  1916  will  be  far 
ahead  of  any  previous  year. 

Members  have  been  kept  posted  daily  by  this  department 
by  reports  on  war  and  anything  else  of  importance  that 
occurs  at  any  place  in  the  world.

OCEAN    BEACH    ESPLANADE 
One  of  the  most  important  things  done  for  San  Francisco 
during    1915    was    that    of    securing    the    construction    of    the 
first  section  of  the  Ocean  Beach  Esplanade.     This  great  im- 
provement was   started   through  the  joint  efforts   of   the  im- 
provement  clubs   of   San    Francisco   working   in    cooperation 
with    the    Chamber's    special    committee    on    Esplanade    con- 
sisting of   Messrs.   Geo.   Q.   Chase,   Chairman,   Charles    Peter 
Weeks,   Dr.    E.   D.    Lederman,   Alexander   Russell,    Chas.  •  M. 
Stolz,  Rev.  D.  O.  Crowley,  N.  J.  Prendergast,  Chas.  Sullivan 
and  Arthur   C.   Campbell. 

This  committee  in  conjunction  with  the  various  improve- 
ment clubs  worked  to  secure  an  appropriation  in  this  year's 
budget  for  the  second  section  and  urged  that  that  section 
extend  to  the  terminus  of  the  Geary  Street  Municipal  Street 
Railroad.  This  would  furnish  a  complete  esplanade  approxi- 
mately 1,500  feet  in  length  from  the  terminus  of  the  Muni- 
cipal Railroad  to  the  Cliff  House  grade.  It  is  hoped  that 
next  year  the  Supervisors  will  appropriate  enough  to  carry 
the  third  section  to  the   Chalet.

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Chamber's  President  Honored 

San  Francisco  Commercial  Club  Gives  LuncHeon  to  FredericR  J.  Koster 


More  than  three  hundred  members  of  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Commercial  Club  gathered  at  luncheon  last 
"Wednesday,  in  their  club  rooms  in  the  Merchants 
Exchange  Building,  to  honor  their  fellow  member, 
Frederick  J.  Koster,  newly  elected  President  of  the 
San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce.  President 
Phillip  S.  Teller  of  the  Commercial  Club  presided  at 
the  speakers'  table  and  delivered  a  brief  address,  re- 
viewing tlie  work  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  and 
Commercial  Club  during  the  past  year  and  laying 
emphasis  upon  the  great  commercial  responsibilities 
which  would  confront  Mr.  Koster  as  President  of  the 
Chamber  and  assuring  him  of  the  hearty  support  and 
cooperation  of  the  Commercial  Club.

William  Sproule  sent  a  telegram  from  Columbus, 
Nebraska,  regretting  his  inability  to  be  present  and 
expressing  the  belief  that  San  Francisco  is  to  be 
felicitated  on  having  a  trained  and  tried  man  at  the 
head  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  at  this  time  when 
we  are  facing  problems  some  of  which  are  beyond 
the  scope  of  any  past  experience. 

Most  of  the  members  of  the  Commercial  Club  present, 
are  members  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  and  Presi- 
dent Koster 's  address  was  in  the  nature  of  a  message 
to  the  Chamber,  outlining  his  views  and  forecasting 
some  of  the  activities  of  the  Chamber  for  the  ensuing 
year.     His  address  follows  : — 


President  Koster's  Address 


"I  feel  that  formality  on  my  part,  and  on  an  oc- 
casion such  as  this,  here  among  the  members  of  the 
Commercial  Club  and  their  guests,  would  be  unseemly. 
I  feel  here  so  strongly  the  sense  of  being  at  home 
with  my  oAvn.  While  I  appreciate  deeply  the  personal 
compliment.  I  see  in  this  gathering  a  fine  expression  of 
readiness  to  take  part  in  the  work  of  upbuilding  this 
community.  I  have  been  deeply  interested  in  the 
growth  and  progress  of  this  Club  and  warmly  ap- 
preciative of  its  unfluence,  as  runs  its  motto,  'For 
the  Good  of  our  City'. 

Warm  and  abiding  friendship,  the  things  that  mean 
most  of  one's  life,  came  to  me  or  were  cemented  in 
this  Club,  and  in  that  from  which  this  Club  sprang; 
and  so  there  is  sounded  here  for  me  a  near  personal 
cord. 

To  be  elected  President  of  the  San  Francisco  Cham- 
ber of  Commerce,  the  head  of  the  organization  which 
represents  the  public  spirit  of  the  virile  business  com- 
munity of  our  City,  is  a  most  envial^le  distinction ;  to 
do  justice  to  the  position,  to  adequately  execute  its 


obligations,  is  a  task  not  altogether  enviable,  and  in- 
volves a  grave  responsibility;  and  this  particularly 
in  the  light  of  the  splendid  character  and  admirable 
achievement  of  those  who  have  been  my  predecessors. 

I  take  up  the  duties  of  the  office  in  a  spirit  of 
humility,  and,  I  believe,  a  full  realization  of  my  own 
limitations. 

I  shall  give  the  best  service  of  which  I  am  capable. 
Criticism  I  shall  look  for,  and  I  am  unafraid  of  it. 
Support  I  shall  expect  for  the  work  in  hand,  and  in 
some  cases  I  shall  even  demand  such  service  as  the 
community  has  a  right  to  expect  from  its  citizens. 

Work  there  is  to  be  done  in  the  direction  of  mak- 
ing this  the  City  it  can  be  and  should  be;  and  there 
is  no  lack  of  numbers  of  those  sufficiently  affluent 
to  contribute  towards  having  it  done  properly;  only 
it  takes  a  little  more  training  to  get  enough  of  them 
into  the  right  attitude ;  and  that  training  is  part  of 
our  task. 

This  is  not  the  occasion  upon  which  to  go  into  de- 
tails as  to   the   work   of  the   Chamber   of   Commerce, 
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neither  in  explanation  of  its  activities  nor  in  justifica- 
tion. The  Avork  of  the  Chamber  is  so  broad,  so  big 
and  comprehensive,  and  yet  so  complex,  that  in  spite 
of  the  years  of  my  connection  with  it,  I  cannot  fnlly 
grasp  it.  Bnt  I  do  grasp  the  essence  of  it — that  fine, 
generous  oflfering  that  experienced,  able  men  make  of 
their  very  inmost  selves,  without  hope  of  personal 
reward,  to  help  place  the  community  a  little  nearer 
that  high  plane  to  attain  to  which,  in  his  own  per- 
sonality, every  man,  at  some  period  of  this  life,  is 
striving.  There  is  nothing  of  self-laudation  in  this 
statement,  because  what  little  service  I  have  been 
able  to  give  has  been  prompted  by  my  appreciation 
of  the  work  done  by  those  leaders  in  the  community 
who  have  served  it  so  well,  and  seemed  to  me  the 
most  practical  way  of  expressing  that  appreciation. 

The  Chamber  of  Commerce  long  ago  ceased  being 
a  mere  resoluting  body,  and  criticism  of  it  now  comes 
mostly  from  those  who  base  it  upon  a  dearth  of  in- 
formation due  to  their  own  lack  of  a  definite  interest 
in  the  larger  affairs  outside  of  their  own  immediate 
concerns. 

Briefly  stated,  it  is  the  business  community's  me- 
dium for  the  expression  of  its  attitude  upon  public 
questions.  It  is  the  instrument  through  which  the 
practical  men  of  affairs  contribute,  directly  and  in- 
directly, their  quota  of  disinterested  service  in  the 
common  interest.  It  is  not  of  a  class,  nor  for  a  class. 
Its  main  support,  it  so  happens,  is  from  those  so  cir- 
cumstanced that  from  their  surplus  they  are  able  to 
contribute ;  and  while  that  is  true,  the  Chamber  does 
not,  in  its  attitude  upon  questions  of  public  concern, 
partake  of  the  character  of  a  class  organization,  but 
devotes  itself  to  the  best  interests  of  the  community 
as  a  whole. 

Those  who  are  selected  as  its  Directors  and  for  its 
Committees  are  men  of  demonstrated  ability  who  have 
evidenced  a  "broader  attitude  than  mere  devotion  to 
their  own  immediate  private  affairs. 

Bear  in  mind  this  important  fact ;  The  Chamber  of 
Commerce  must  confine  itself  to  attacking  the  larger 
community  problems — the  vital  things  affecting  the  com- 
munity as  a  whole.  If  its  influence  be  dissipated  upon  triv- 
ialities, if  individuals  demand  that  it  go  out  and  get 
business  for  them,  it  immediately  loses  its  power  as 
an  instrument  for  general  community  advancement. 
The  man  who  goes  into  it  for  what  he  can  directly 
get  out  of  it  hurts  it  and  reduces  its  power.  The 
Chamber  of  Commerce,  for  instance,  cannot  go  out 
and  directly  get  business  for  John  Jones,  but  it  can 
be  decidedly  helpful  in  improving  general  conditions, 
thus  providing  for  John  Jones  a  wider  market  for  his 
product. 

I  have  asked  myself  seriously — What  is  the  im- 
portant note  to  sound?  What  message  have  I  to  de- 
liver? What  is  it  the  City  of  San  Francisco  needs 
more  than  any  one  thing? — and  the  answer  comes 
.back  to  me  invariably  that  it  is  tlie  arousing  of  the  in- 
dividual man  and  woman  to  a  fuller  appreciation  of 
the  duties  of  citizenship;  of  their  dependence  upon, 
and  their  close  relationship  with,  their  fellows  in  all 
the  affairs  of  life ;  that  the  public  business  is  as  im- 
portant as  tlieir  private,  business,  for  the  character 
of  its  conduct  influences  every  one  of  our  private 
affairs;  and  particuhirly,  to  awaken  the  business  men 
—the  men  who  must  deal  very  practically  with  the 
conditions  surrounding  tlieir  activities — to  a  realiza- 
tion of  their  duty — not  as  an  abstract  moral  question, 


not  from  altruistic  motives  at  all,  but  in  the  same 
light  as  they  consider  the  many  things  that  affect 
business ;  as  they  consider  weather  conditions,  condi- 
tions of  finance,  transportation,  etc.  I  mean  their 
duty,  in  their  own  self-interest,  to  take  a  definite  and 
active  part  in  public  affairs. 

I  am  fully  appreciative  that  there  are  times  when 
the  business  man  cannot  leave  his  work.  I  know  some- 
thing of  the  exactions  incidental  to  the  successful 
conduct  of  business ;  and  I  know,  too,  the  importance 
to  the  community  .at  large,  of  having  these  business 
enterprises  successfully  carried  on.  I  am  sympathetic, 
too,  with  the  view  that  the  man  who  conducts  well 
his  own  affairs  is  making  a  contribution  in  the  public 
interest;  but  he  is,  after  all,  part  and  parcel  of  the 
entire  scheme  of  things. 

San  Francisco  needs  a  wider  education  in  the  art 
of  giving.  Its  people  need  education  towards  an  ap- 
preciation of  the  fact  that  they  are  exceptionally 
favored  and  therefore  they  should  be  willing  to  make 
exceptional  sacrifices.  Unfortunately,  human  nature 
has  a  tendency  to  work  the  other  way  around.  I 
have  no  sympathy  with  that  disposition  to  refrain 
from  taking  part  and  contributing  because  the  burden 
of  doing  and  giving  is  not  equally  distributed.  Who 
is  to  distribute  it?  Who  is  responsible  for  seeing 
that  these  things  are  evenly  distributed?  Why  is  it 
that  when  there  is  general  recognition  of  the  fact 
that  a  thing  ought  to  be  done  in  the  community,  men 
will  sit  back  and  must  be  cajoled  before  they  will  re- 
spond, and  if  not  waited  upon  Avith  a  proper  degree  of 
ceremony,  will  take  offence  ?  By  what  right  do  they  in- 
sist that  others  shall  constitute  themselves  the  com- 
munity's burden  bearers?  Loudly  insistent  that  the 
things  should  be  done,  they  fail  to  give  thought  to  the 
fact  that  if  every  man  bore  the  same  attitude  nothing 
would  ever  be  accomplished,  and  there  would  be  no 
progress.  Those  most  insistent  give  the  Membership 
Committee  and  the  officers  of  that  organization  the 
hardest  work  in  inducing  them  to  make  even  a  modest 
contribution  to  the  cause.  Those  who  do  most  com- 
plaining in  this  very  Commercial  Club  are  the  ones 
who  contribute  the  least  towards  it  and  take  the  most 
out  of  it.  These  facts  cannot  be  stated  too  bluntly." 
We  waste  altogether  too  much  time  upon  flattery  in 
our  public  addresses  and  do  not  often  enough  utter 
blunt  truths. 

There  is  no  reason  why  this  City  of  San  Francisco, 
in  the  many  things  that  evidence  enlightenment  and 
progress,  should  not  be  fully  apace  with  the  leading 
cities  of  the  world,  in  spite  of  the  limited  number  of 
her  population. 

There  is  no  excuse  that  institutions  bearing  a  defin- 
ite burden  which  they  cannot  escape,  as,  for  instance, 
the  Associated  Charities,  should  suffer  for  a  lack  of 
funds  to  carry  on  their  work.  This  is  a  reflection 
upon  our  City  and  its  peoi)le.  It  is  not  right  either 
that  upon  a  certain  few  should  always  fall  the  burden 
of  undertakings  which  are  generally  recognized  as 
necessary;  and  it  is  for  you  men,  ])rincipally,  who 
are  gathered  liere  in  this  room,  to  give  that  response 
whicli  shall  change  that  order  of  things. 

Many  si)lendid  things  have  been  accomplished  in 
San  Francisco,  and  on  the  wlu)le  there  is  more  cause 
for  congratuhition  than  for  adverse  criticism,  but 
there  is  work  in  plenty  before  us.  And  most  of  all 
is  demanded  a  conscientious  and  intelligent  perform- 
ing of  the  daily  civic  task.     It  is  not  the  spectacular 
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new  thing,  with  its  special  appeal,  but  the  steady 
devotion  to  the  improvement  of  the  day  to  day  things 
— the  coordination  of  the  commnnity's  private  and 
public  activities,  the  moulding  of  the  ideal  of  the 
people  into  a  harmonious  trend,  despite  differences 
upon  incidentals, — that  should  be  our  real  concern. 

The  Chamber  of  Commerce  in  a  most  earnest  spirit 
has  undertaken  an  ambitious  Industrial  Program.  A 
very  considerable  fund  has  been  raised  for.  the  pur- 
pose. Slowl.y,  and  with  extreme  care,  a  survey  of  the 
City  as  to  its  industrial  conditions  is  progressing  to- 
ward finding  out,  as  nearly  as  i^ossible,  just  what 
foundation  there  is  for  the  many  criticisms  offered 
that  San  Francisco  is  not  taking  her  proper  place 
among  the  communities,  and  is  not  making  the  pro- 
gress she  should;  then,  we  purpose  devoting  ourselves 
toward  stimulating,  upon  a  basis  of  exact  information, 
desirable  activities  and  eradicating  these  influences 
which  hinder  our  rational  economic  development-.  Not 
in  a  cold  mechanical  way — but  with  due  consideration 
from  a  broad,  human  standpoint — not  solely  that  busi- 
ness may  thrive,  but  that  through  a  healthy  economic 
condition  thrift  and  happiness  may  be  well  diffused, 
and  a  wholesome  community  developed. 

To  make  this  w^ork  count  demands  the  cooperation 
of  every  man  here.  There  is  nothing  that  is  essential 
to  the  welfare  of  San  Francisco  that  can  not  be  car- 
ried out  by  those  who  are  gathered  in  this  room  at 
this  time,  if  they  earnestly  set  themselves  about  the 
performing  of  the  allotted  task,  and  if  they  did  not 
wait,  and  hold  back  to  see,  first,  what  the  other  fellow 
is  going  to  do,  and  who  will  ask  them  to  do  their 
share. 

I  have  no  sympathy  with  the  disposition  to  sit  by 
and  complain  of  wrongs  that  exist.  If  we  are  con- 
vinced that  they  do  exist  they  must  be  fought;  and  if 
they  must  be  fought,  they  must  be  fought  by  our- 
selves and  not  by  some  mythical  "other  fellow,"  and 
not  by  some  organization  which  is  an  organization 
in  name  only,  whose  officials  are  expected  to  do  it  all, 
or  by  that  organization  while  we  sit  back  ready  to  drop 
into  a  safe  and  neutral  place,  dependent  upon  how  the 
fight  goes.  Don't  expect  your  organization  left  in  a 
position  of  a  general  staff  without  any  army  behind  it, 
to  combat  and  hold  in  cheek  opposing  forces. 

The  holding  of  office  in  such  a  body  as  the  Chamber 
of  Commerce  does  not  -invest  one  with  any  greater 
ability  or  any^thing  of  the  character  of  the  superman. 
It  only  adds' to  the  burden  of  responsibility  in  at- 
tempting to  carry  on  a  work  which  in  the  end  can  go 
no  farther  than  the  impetus  derived  from  the  in- 
dividuals behind  the  organization. 

"We  criticize  our  public  officials.  It  is  a  perfectly 
practical  proposition  that  if  they  are  not  right  we 
should  either  elect  others  or  we  should  take  it  upon 
ourselves  to  go  out  and  counsel  with  them,  or  to  so 
act  that  our  protests  may  be  something  more  than 
mere  'within  the  Club'  or  ,' Street-corner'  weak-kneed 
criticism.  We  do  not  need  to  take  public  office — we 
need  not  hope  for  the  millenium  through  the  election 
of  business  men  to  office — while  we  continue  to  sit 
back,  but  we  can  certainly  unite,  get  behind  our 
organizations,  and  positively  address  our  combined 
influence  toward  the  vital  things  in.  such  a  way  that 
it  cannot  be  disregarded  by  those  who  are  our  public 
representatives.  We  must  realize  that  public  office  is 
not  an  unmixed  joy;  that  there  is  likely  to  be  a 
reasonable  difference  of  opinion  as  to  what  is  best  for 


the  community;  and  that  we  have  no  right  to  expect 
a  greater  degree  of  resistance,  more  backbone  on  the 
part  of  our  pul)]ic  officials  in  what  we  consider  best, 
than  we  ourselves  are  prepared  to  exhibit.  AVe  must 
get  over  the  bad  habit  of  resigning  and  staying  out 
and  sulking  every  time  things  are  not  done  just  to 
suit  us.  Get  into  the  game — and  stay  in  it,  win  or 
lose — and  in  the  end  if  you  are  right  you  will  win. 
And  that  applies  to  us  in  the  aggregate. 

I  have  said  that  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  is  not 
of  a  class  or  for  a  class ;  and  yet  we  are  in  a  sense, 
a  class — a  .class  upon  whom  it  'is  fair  to  lay  great 
burden  of  responsibility,  responsibility  for  the  de- 
velopment of  a  spirit  of  fairness,  because  where  that 
does  not  exist  the  community  cannot  thrive ;  re- 
sponsibility toward  causing  the  community  to  properly 
protect  investments  made  within  its  bounds.  Not  only 
should  the  spirit  of  the  community  be  such  that  it 
demand  for  the  individual  scrupulous  fairness  and 
justice,  but  that  to  the  great  corporations  be  accorded 
like  treatment.  That  community  which  takes  the  op- 
posite attitude  is  slated  for  a  downward  path;  and 
that  city  which  becomes  known  as  the  one  in  which 
every  investor,  whether  in  the  character  of  an  indi- 
vidual, a  business  of  limited  magnitude,  or  a  great 
corporation,  receives  a  square  deal,  will  attract  to 
itself  those  things  which  go  to  the  making  of  a  great 
and  splendid  commonwealth. 

And  there  is  also  that  other  element  of  fairness 
which  must  not  be  lost  sight  of,  namely,  towards  the 
citizens  of  other  countries  who  are  within  our  midst. 
That,  from  my  standpoint,  is  a  most  sacred  duty;  and 
particularly  in  these  United  States  of  America, 
founded  upon  a  broad  spirit  of  humanity,  an  especi- 
ally sacred  obligation. 

San  Francisco  is  to  me  a  concrete  fact,  and  I  am 
naturally  most  intensely  intereste'd  in  that  forty  odd 
square  miles  known  as  the  City  of  San  Francisco, 
though  I  am  not  unmindful  of  the  contribution  toward 
the  growth  of  that  spirit  of  affection  made  by  the 
things  surrounding  it.  Still  I  cannot  regard  it  as 
my  duty  to  consider  the  development  of  this  city 
alone  for  its  own  advantage.  This  is  a  great  metrop- 
olis— and  as  such  it  is  representative  and  expressive 
of  a  Avide  tributory  area — and  that  involves  an  obli- 
gation to  that  tributary  section  which  we  must  not 
fail  to  observe. 

My  father  ^ame  here  in  1859  Avith  a  clear  conscience, 
a  sound  body,  and  a  willingness  to  meet  whatever 
diff'ieulties  might  confront  him.  Means  he  did  not 
have.  I  was  born  here  in  1868,  one  of  9  children  born 
and  raised  here  in  San  Francisco,  and  I  conceive 
it  to  be  my  duty  to  give  back  some  little,  of  service  to 
the  land  that  has  been  so  good  to  me  a^d  mine,  and 
I  cannot  conceive  of  any  sons  of  this  good  land  sacri- 
ficing to  his  own  selfish  ends  the  interests  of  this  com- 
munity. 

In  this  work  of  the  Chamber  of  Commercd'  and  of 
our  Commercial  Club,  I  will  urge  you  to  take  it  in- 
dividually, concretely  unto  yourselves.  We  don't  be- 
long to  organizations — organizations  belong  to  us  for 
what  we  can  accomplish  with  them.  The  oft'icers  of 
these  organizations  have  to  attend  to  their  own  affairs 
just  as  do  the  rest  of  you,  and  in  addition  to  that 
give  the  service  and  meet  the  problems  that  are  daily 
presented  to  those  organizations.  There  is  no  return 
of  any  kind  excepting  the  opportunity  for  work —  dif- 
ficult work — and  plenty  of  it.    There  is  no  reward  ex- 
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cepting  in  the  approbation  of  your  fellows.  I  could 
personally  wish  there  were  less  stress  laid  upon  this 
matter  of  conferring  honors  upon  individuals.  There 
is  only  one  thing  worth  while,  and  that  is  to  do  well 
the  job  that  is  before  us;  and  the  individual  who  is 
concerned  with  Avhat  the  performance  will  bring  to 
him  of  glory  is  bound  to  leave  that  job  not  quite  done. 
Mr.  Teller  has  said  that  this  is  the  proper  time  to 
develop  a  great  "get  together"  spirit  in  this  community 
and  I  agree  with  him  thoroughly,  but  let  us  not  make 
the  great  mistake  that  we  are  lacking  in  that  spirit 
if  we  differ  on  minor  matters.  Let  us  not  grant  that 
we  are  lacking  in  that  spirit  if  w^e  oppose  strongly 
those  things  which  are  fundamentally  unsound.  Let 
us  not  feel  that  it  is  necessary  to  fill  our  mouths  with 
cheap,  meaningless  "booster"  trivialities,  but  let  us 
"get  together"  on  the  vital  fundamental  things,  and 
when  we  undertake  anything  of  a  special  nature  in  this 
community,  let  it  be  only  after  very  careful  considera- 
tion as  to  its  value.  Let  us  not  go  to  the  people  with 
a  multitude  of  appeals  for  subscriptions  for  things 
that  take  us  nowhere,  but,  on  the  other  hand,  let  us 
develop  a  spirit  of  liberality  in  the  contribution  of 
both  time  and  money  toward  those  things  which  are 


sound  and  which  lead  to  the  permanent  progress  and 
welfare  of  the  community. 

I  shall  give  a  large  share  of  my  time  and  my  best 
thought  to  the  work  of  the  Chamber,  and  I  am  singu- 
larly fortunate  in  being  surrounded  by  those  of  un- 
questioned public  spirit  and  demonstrated  ability.  I 
shall  endeavor  to  lend  a  kindly  ear  to  suggestion  from 
any  source  whatever.  I  shall  not  expect  nor  even  try 
to  please  everybody  all  the  time  nor  shall  I  be  governed 
by  any  fear  of  personal  criticism.  I  shall  make  an 
appeal  for  a  largely  increased  membership  of  the 
Chamber,  a  wider  and  a  more  liberal  support.  I  shall 
not  strive  to  protect  you  from  demands  upon  you  for 
money  or  service,  but  I  shall  contribute  what  I  -can  in 
the  direction  of  confining  those  demands  to  things  of 
genuine  importance. 

On  the  other  hand  I  shall  hope  for  and  expect 
prompt  response  and  adequate  support. 

In  conclusion  let  me  urge  that  we  cease  prating  of 
the  evils  which  beset  us,  and  proceed  to  build  upon 
the  foundation  of  our  natural  heritage  in  a  broad 
spirit  in  which  all,  from  whatever  walk  in  life,  may 
join,  and  hold  true  to  the  motto  of  this  Club. 
"FOR  THE  GOOD  OF  OUR  CITY."

VIA  AUTO  TO  YOSEMITE 

The  Chamber  has  been  notified  by  the  office  of  the 
superintendent  of  Yosemite  National  Park  relative  to 
the  condition  of  the  roads  leading  thereto  as  follows : 

Reports  reaching  this  office  from  various  sources 
indicate  that  there  is  a  rumor  in  circulation  through- 
out the  state  that  conditions  in  the  Yosemite  National 
Park  are  not  yet  conducive  to  tourist  travel.  If  such 
is  the  case,  the  rumor  is  contrary  to  fact,  for  now  is 
almost  the  ideal  time  to  visit  the  valley. 

It  is  true  that  the  high  Sierra  Country  will  not  be 
open  to  travel  for  some  time,  but  the  Yosemite  Valley 
is  wonderful  at  this  season,  and  the  trails  leading 
therefrom  as  far  as  the  rim  of  the  valley,  are  in  good 
condition. 

The  Glacier  Point  Trail  is  open  to  Glacier  Point; 
the  Tenaya  Trail  is  open  to  Snow  Creek;  the  Yosemite 
Falls  Trail  is  open  to  the  top  of  the  falls;  and  the 
Nevada  Falls  Trail  is  open  to  Vernal  and  Nevada 
Falls. 

The  Wawona  Road  has  been  open  for  a  month  and 
is  in  good  condition  for  automobile  travel. 

The  Coulterville  Road  was  opened  May  15th  and  the 
Big  Oak  Flat  Road  was  opened  May  20th.

PARCEL  POST  EXHIBIT  AT  PEOPLE'S  FAIR 

The  Chamber  has  been  informed  by  Postmaster 
Charles  W.  Fay,  that  the  post  office  department  will 
install  a  comprehensive  Parcel  Post  Exhibit  at  the 
First  Annual  People's  Fair,  to  be  held  in  the  Exposi- 
tion Memorial  Auditorium,  June  3rd  to  10th  inclusive. 
The  exhibit  will  consist  of  a  station  of  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Post  Office,  to  be  known  as  the  "People's  Fair 
Station,"  for  the  receipt  and  dispatch  of  mail,  and  a 
large  and  instructive  display  of  Parcel  Post  matter, 
including  sample  packages  wrapped  for  mailing  show- 
ing proper  methods  of  packing  and  wrapping  meas- 
urement, labeling  etc.,  and  other  features  that  may  be 
of  interest  generally  in  relation  to  the  Parcel  Post 
system.  The  exhibit  will  be  manned  with  capable 
employees  of  the  Department  to  explain  the  advan- 
tages of  the  service  to  interested  visitors. 

Postmaster  Fay  has  stated  that  he  will  be  glad  to 
incorporate  in  this  exhibit  any  suitable  matter  mem- 
bers of  the  Chamber  may  desire  to  exhibit,  the  idea 
being  to  show  what  can  be  shipped  by  Parcel  Post 
and  how  it  should  be  packed.  Due  credit  will  be  given 
by  means  of  placards  to  those  making  an  exhibit. 

This  offer  furnishes  a  splendid  opportunity  to  mem- 
bers of  the  Chamber. 


?  TRANSPORTATION  DEPARTMENT 

Wheat  and  Flour  Rate  Differential 

Complaint  has  been  filed  with  the  Interstate  Com- 
merce Commission  hy  the  Utah-Idaho  Millers  and 
Grain  Dealers  Association,  Docket  No.  8441,  petition- 
ing the  Commission  to  abolish  the  present  differential 
between  wheat  and  flour  from  points  in  Idaho  and 
Utah  to  points  in   California  and  Nevada. 

The  question  brought  up  is  a  very  important  one, 
and  affects  California  and  Nevada  millers.  The  case 
came  up  for  hearing  before  Interstate  Commerce  Com- 
mission Ex'aminer  La  Roe,  in  Salt  Lake  City,  Utah, 
May  29th.  The  Attorney  and  Manager  of  the  Traffic 
Bureau  appeared  and  intervened  on  behalf  of  the  Cali- 
fornia millers. 

Industry  Spur  Track  and  Dock  Switching 

On  Monday,  May  22nd,  the  dock  switching  case  of 
the  North  Pacific  Steamship  Company  vs.  Southern 
Pacific  Company  et  al.  came  before  the  California  Rail- 
road Commission  on  its  regular  docket.  The  Attorney 
and  IManager  of  the  Traff'ic  Bureau  represented  the 
intervenors  in  this  case. 

The  ease  is  up  for  hearing  on  application  of  the  rail 
carriers  for  a  rehearing.  The  Commission  has  already 
rendered  a  decision  and  issued  an  order  requiring  the 
rail  cariers  to  absorb  the  Belt  Line  switching  charge 
to  and  from  steamship  wharves  and  docks.  The  effec- 
tive date  of  the  order  was  suspended  pending  de- 
cision on  the  application  for  rehearing.  The  case  will 
be  further  heard  June  30th. 

The  industry  spur  track  switching  cases,  involving 
the  question  of  absorption  of  switching  charges  and 
reparation  on  industry  spur  track  switching  on  inter- 
state shipments  prior  to  August  12,  1914,  was  heard 
by  the  California  Railroad  Commission  May  23rd.  The 
hearing  was  only  partially  finished  and  is  set  to  come 
up  for  further  hearing  June  6th.

Francisco  Knights  Templar  Day"  for  the  purpose  of 
extending  hospitality  to  the  delegates  to  the  conclave 
in  Los  Angeles  and  an  invitation  is  being  sent  by  the 
San  Francisco  Convention  League  to  the  Command- 
eries  and  Officers  throughout  the  United  States  to 
visit  San  Francisco  on  that  date,  upon  their  return 
from  the  conclave. 

This  invitation  is  joined  in  by  the  San  Francisco  Chamber 
of  Commerce,  San  Francisco  Commercial  Ckib,  Down  Town 
Association,  Rotary  Club,  Civic  League  of  Improvement 
Clubs  and  the  Builders'  Exchange.  It  is  planned  to  furnish 
automobiles  for  all  visitors  and  they  have  been  asked  to  meet 
at  the  Masonic  Temple  and  an  opportunity  to  see  San  Fran- 
cisco under  the  most  favorable  auspices  will  be  affored  them.

The  Traffic  Bureau  has  received  A.  T.  &  S.  F.  Rail- 
way Company  Tariff  No.  9788-D,  cancelling  9788-C, 
effective  June  20,  1916,  applying  on  building  blocks, 
brick,  clay,  conduits,  fire  proofing,  sewer  pipe,  terra 
cotta,  tile,  etc.,  carloads,  between  points  in  California. 

While  apparently  the  new  issue  does  not  make  any 
important  changes  in  rates,  attention  is  here  called  to 
it,  so  that  those  interested  may  provide  themselves 
with  a  copy  and  be  informed  as  to  any  changes  that 
may  affect  rates  on  the  products  referred  to.

The  story  which  these  figures  tell  is  interesting  and  they  will  be 
thoroughly  analysed  by  the  experts  of  the  Chamber  in  the  course  of  the  industrial  survey  which  is  being 
undertaken.

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MARINE  DEPARTMENT  NEWS 

The  Steamboat  Inspection  Service  announces  that  it 
has  issued  up  to  May  ]st  this  year,  9,218  certificates 
to  able  seamen  at  Atlantic  ports,  5,236  at  Pacific  ports, 
4,113  at  Lake  ports,  and  1,392  at  Gulf  ports.  Total 
19,959.  The  highest  number  issued  at  any  port  was 
NcAv  York,  4,530  and  the  lowest  at  Juneau,  Alaska  9, 
San  Francisco  comes  second  to  New  York  with  3,126. 


Work  will  commence  shortly  on  three  new  lumber 
steamers  for  San  Francisco  concerns,  arrangements 
having  just  been  completed  here  by  Wm.  G.  Fulton 
of  Wilmington,  California,  at  whose  plant  they  will 
be  constructed.  Each  will  have  a  carrying  capacity 
of  about  one  and  a  half  million  feet  of  lumber.  J.  R. 
Ilanify  &  Co.,  Sudden  &  Christenson,  and  the  Cali- 
fornia &  Oregon  Lumber  Co.,  all  of  this  city  and 
have  ordered  the  new  craft. 


The  American  Hawaiian  Steamer  Floridan  has  been 
taken  on  time  charter,  (July  loading)  for  Australia, 
by  the  Union  Steamship  Co.  of  New  Zealand,  Hind, 
Rolph  &  Co.  local  agents.  It  is  probable  that  after 
diseliarging  at  Australian  ports  the  vessel  will  load 
a  cargo  of  ore  at  New  Caledonia  for  the  Atlantic 
Coast. 


E.  C.  Evans  &  Sons  Company,  agents  for  the  Maple 
Leaf  Line  have  notified  this  department  that  they 
will  despatch  the  Steamer  Arna  for  Avonmouth  via 
the  Canal  on  or  about  July  10th.

LIMITING  TIME  IN  WHICH  MERCHANDISE  CAN 

BE  RETURNED 

The  Retail  Dry  Goods  Association  of  San  Francisco 
has  adopted  the  following  rule : 

The  R.  M.  Rule. 

All  merchandise  not  returned  WITHIN  FOUR  DAYS 
after  purchase  shall  be  regarded  as  SOLD  and  not  sub- 
ject to  credit  or  exchange. 

All  merchandise  to  be  accepted  for  return  must  be 
in  the  sa,me  condition  as  when  it  left  the  store  and 
must  be  accompanied  by  sales  check. 

This  rule  was  adopted  to  remedy  the  abuse  of  the 
return  privilege  by  customers  who  would  keep  goods 
an  unreasonable  time  or  occasionally  order  goods  and 
use  them  temporarily  and  then  return  them  for  credit 
or  exchange. 

Some  firms  report  that  since  the  adoption  of  this  rule 
their  returns  have  been  reduced  as  much  as  50  per 
cent.  The  Retail  Trade  Committee  of  the  Chamber  of 
Commerce  recently  made  inquiry  through  its  delegates 
from  the  various  retail  guilds,  whether  there  was  a 
general  desire  to  adopt  such  a  rule  in  other  lines. 

At  a  meeting  held  April  10th  delegates  reported  and 
it  was  found  that  while  in  many  lines  no  return  of 
goods  was  allowed,  and  in  some  particular  lines  such  a 
rule  was  not  practicable  in  all  cases,  there  was  a  gen- 
eral feeling  that  the  rule  was  a  good  one.  The  Retail 
Trades  Committee  therefore  recommends  to  the  retail 
members  of  the  Chamber  generally  that  they  adopt,  so 
far  as  may  be  practicable  in  their  particular  lines,  the 
following  rule : 

NO  PERISHABLE  MERCHANDISE  CAN  BE  RE- 
TURlfbD  AFTER  24  HOURS  FROM  DATE  OF  SALE. 
NO  OTHER  MERCHANDISE  CAN  BE  RETURNED 
LATER  THAN  FOUR  DAYS  AFTER  PURCHASE 
FQR  CREDIT  OR  EXCHANGE. 

ALL  MERCHANDISE  TO  BE  ACCEPTED  FOR 
RETURN  MUST  BE  IN  THE  SAME  CONDITION  AS 
WHEN  IT  LEFT  THE  STORE,  EXCEPT  THAT 
GOODS  THAT  HAVE  BEEN  ALTERED  ARE  NOT 
SUBJECT  TO  RETURN  OR  EXCHANGE. 


Ship  William  H.  Smith,  built  in  1883,  and  for  many 
years  plying  between  this  port  and  the  Atlantic  Coast, 
and  of  late  years  having  been  used  as  a  floating  can- 
nery on  Puget  Sound,  is  being  converted  to  that  of 
a  schooner.  The  vessel  is  to  be  equipped  Avith  auxil- 
iary power  before  she  is  placed  in  commission. 


The  Bark  McLaurin,  which  left  here  last  April  for 
Bristol  Bay  to  load  salmon,  upon  her  return  to  this 
port  in  September,  will  proceed  to  one  of  the  North 
Pacific  Coast  Ports  to  load  lumber  for  Sydney,  having 
been  fixed  by  the  American  Trading  Company  at  the 
rate  of  130  shillings.

Increased  Tonnage  Bound  to  San  Francisco 

The  net  tonnage  of  vessels  on  the  way  to  this  port 
from  all  foreign  ports  including  the  Hawaiian  Islands 
and  the  Philippines  is  on  the  increase,  now  that  the 
Panama  Canal  difficulties  have  been  overcome.  Many 
vessels  are  headed  towards  the  Golden  Gate,  and  at 
the  present  time  there  is  a  tonnage  of  253,230  on 
the  way  against  236,920  at  the  same  time  last  year. 
Hardly  a  day  goes  by  that  vessels  of  large  tonnage 
are  not  added  to  the  list  of  vessels  on  the  way  to 
San  Francisco.  From  the  present  outlook  with  the 
moving  of  the  bumper  California  crops  it  is  safe  to 
estimate  that  the  tonnage  will  shortly  reach  300,000. 
Three  or  four  large  steamers  now  on  the  way  from 
the  Atlantic  Range  to  the  Orient  will  shortly  call 
here  for  fuel  before  proceeding  on  to  the  Orient  and 
more  are  to  follow  in  the  near  future.  Heretofore, 
these  same  steamers  have  called  at  Honolulu  for 
bunkers.  No  time  is  lost  here  in  bunkering  steamers 
and  in  less  than  ten  hours  after  arrival  they  can  be  on 
their  way.

COMMERCE  FELLOWS  THE  FLAG 

To  prove  that  when  steamship  service  is  once  regu- 
larly established  the  recent  inauguration  of  the  Java- 
Pacific  Line  is  a  proof.  When  this  line  first  decided 
to  come  here  many  merchants  said  there  would  be 
no  business  for  it,  that  our  trade  with  the  East  Indies 
was  nominal.  This  appeared  reasonable  when  for  the 
months  of  January,  February  and  IMarch,  1915,  the 
exports  from  here  amounted  to  but  $36,817.  This 
line  started  last  February  and  has  had  four  ships 
every  one  of  which  has  been  completely  loaded  each 
way.  For  January,  February  and  March  this  year 
San  Francisco  exported  to  the  Dutch  East  Indies 
$625,247,  fifty  per  cent  of  which  consisted  of  California 
products.  This  amount  was  over  66  per  cent  of  the 
entire  exports  from  the  United  States  and  it  should  be 
remembered  this  line  had  no  vessels  in  January.  Can- 
ned Fruit  amounted  to  $160,838,  Salmon  $60,941,  Can- 
ned Vegetables  $33,785,  Dried  Fruit  $17,202,  Honey 
4,407,  Wine  4,356,  Beer  $3,670,  Gas  Engines  $7,746, 
Bottles  $3,038.  Not  such  a  bad  showing  for  two 
months.

BRITISH  INTERFERENCE  WITH 
NON-CONTRABAND 

A  strong  protest  has  been  sent  the  President  by  wire 
against  British  interference  with  non-contraband  goods 
to  and  from  Germany,  Austria  and  Neutral  European 
countries.  The  Seattle  Chamber  has  sent  a  like  pro- 
test and  a  numl)er  of  members  of  the  Chamber  have 
sent  individual  teh'granis. 
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R.eferei\dtitn  Votes  —  CHamber's  Policy 


Criticism  has  l)een  made  by  leading  government 
officials  of  the  country,  relative  to  the  methods  and 
tlie  meaning  of  t^ie  referendum  votes  taken  by  the 
Chamber  of  Commerce  of  the  United  States.  The 
opinion  of  some  has  been  that  Boards  of  Directors  of 
local  Chambers  of  Commerce  have  arbitrarily  cast  the 
vote  of  their  membership  without  first  ascertaining 
their  sentiment. 

President  R.  G.  Rliett  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce 
of  the  United  States  has  written  the  manager  of  the 
Chamber  requesting  information  along  these  lines, 
with  the  result  that  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the 
San  Francisco  Chamber  has  taken  the  following  ac- 
tion:— 

Upon  the  recommendation  of  the  previous  Board 
of  Directors,  the  following  general  policy  was  adopted 
by  the  present  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Chamber  of 
Commerce  as  to  ciuestions  which  may,  from  time  to 
time,  be  submitted  by  referendum  to  the  membership 
of  the  Chamber.  The  matters  which  shoidd  have  the 
direct  attention  of  the  membership  are : 

1st— -Matters  changing  the  fundamental  policy  of  the  in- 
stitution, i.  e.  any  radical  change  of  policy  altering  the  charac- 
ter of  the  activities  of  the  Chamber  should  be  referred  to 
the  membership  for  decision. 

2nd — Where  it  is  expedient  to  submit  other  questions  to 
the  membership,  the  Board  shall  first  secure  the  report  of 
a  proper  committee,  or  act  directly  on  the  same  by  vote  of 
the  Board,  and  present  the  matter  to  the  membership  either 
by  request  for  ratification  or  in  the  form  of  a  recommenda- 
tion as  to  the  final  action  of  the  Chamber. 

Tliis  policy  in  principle  recognizes  the  responsibility 
and  obligation  of  the  Board  to  investigate  carefully 
the  merits  of  debated  questions  and  act  upon  the  same 
in  its  representative  capacity  and  that,  in  exceptional 
cases  where  it  is  considered  expedient  to  get  the 
direct  views  or  support  of  tlie  membership,  they  shall 
receive  the  benefit  of  the  Board's  investigations  and 
recommendations.  It  is  understood  that  upon  ques- 
tions referred  to  the  membership  final  action  commit- 
ting the  Chamber  be  not  considered  taken  until  after 
the  vote  is  held. 

At  the  request  of  President  R.  G.  Rhett,  of  the 
Chamber  of  Commerce  of  the  United  States,  the  man- 
ager of  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  has  written  fully 
explaining  the  policy  and  the  attitude  of  the  local  or- 
ganization in  relation  to  referendum  votes. 

"Your  favor  of  April  22nd  is  at  hand  and  it  is 
with  much  interest  that  I  note  the  discussion  of  the 


problem  as  to  the  representative  character  of  the 
referenda  issued  by  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  of  the 
United  States. 

Regarding  the  practice  of  the  San  Francisco  Cham- 
ber of  Commerce  in  connection  with  these  referenda, 
I  beg  to  advise  that  the  vote  of  our  organization  has 
invariably  and  undeniably  represented  the  sentiments 
of  our  membership  and  of  this  commercial  community. 
AVe  have  a  Board  of  Directors  of  twenty-one  members, 
carefully  chosen,  which  are  from  the  broad  business 
divisions  represented  in  our  membership,  viz :  retail 
trade,  wholesale,  manufacturing,  banking,  shipping, 
real  estate,  etc. 

The  immediate  committees  under  this  Board  are 
technically  informed  on  the  subjects  they  have  occa- 
sion to  consider  and  are  also  representative  men. 
Each  referenda  sent  by  the  National  Chamber  to  us 
is  carefully  eon.sidered  by  an  appropriate  committee. 
Their  report  and  recommendations  are  thereupon  con- 
sidered by  our  Board  of  Directors.  During  this  con- 
sideration our  entire  membership  is  advised  that  the 
subject  is  under  discussion  and  the  point  at  issue. 
Individual  members  of  the  United  States  CJhambcr  are 
advised  by  you  and  us  to  express  their  opinions. 
Thereupon  the  Board  of  Directors,  Avith  the  conscious 
responsibility  of  expressing  the  views  of  our  organiza- 
tion, take  the  off'icial  vote  which  decides  oui'  attitude. 

AVhile  the  above  method  is  thoroughly  satisfactory 
to  our  organization  and  fairly  represents  our  senti- 
ments, there  have  been  certain  matters  brought  up 
where  it  was  felt  that  a  reference  of  the  question  to 
our  entire  membership  would  add  influence  to  our 
vote  and  we  have  so  referred  the  matter  and  have  al- 
ways received  from  our  membershi]i  absolute  ratifica- 
tion. Questions  which  have  been  thus  referred  are  the 
Alexander  Ship  Purchase  Bill,  Seamen's  Bill,  Alainten- 
ance  of  Resale  Prices.

TRACK 

Tl'c  Railroad  Commission  of  California  has  set  June 

1016  at  San 
Francisco  for  hearings  "in  the  matter  of  the  applica- 
tion of  F.  W.  Oomph.  Agent  Pacific  Freight  Tariff 
Bureau,  for  authority  to  make  charge  for  sAvitching 
after  initial  placing  of  car  for  unloading." 

The  application  is  for  permission  to  ])ublish  the  fol- 
loAving  rule.: 

Charge   for  Switching-   After   Initial   Placing   of   Car 

for  Unloading 

Rates  in  this  Company's  tariffs  include  delivery  on 
this  Company's  team  tracks  at  destination,  and  when 
notice  of  disposition  is  furnished  prior  to  arrival,  in- 
clude delivery  on  industry  tracks,  Avharves  serA-ed 
by  this  Company's  rails,  or  interchange  track  Avith 
connecting  line,  AAdthin  sAAntching  limits.  The  above 
constitutes  initial  placement. 

The  proposed  change  aaqII  result  in  an  increase  over 
the  present  rates,  for  the  reason  that  the  practice  is 
ncAV  to  hold  cars  Avhich  arrive  Avithout  specific  disposi- 
tion previously  given  on  a  Hold  Track.  The  carrier 
then  notifies  the  consignee  of  the  arrival  of  the 
car  and  receives  instructions  for  final  disposition.  The 
claim  of  the  carriers  is  that  the  present  line  rates 
should  include  only  the  terminal  serA'ice  described  in 
the  proposed  rule  above  quoted  and  that  Avhen  con- 
signee fails  to  give  disposition  of  a  carload  shipment 
before  arrival,  the  placing  of  that  car  on  a  Hold 
Track,  aAvaiting  final  disposition  from  the  consignee, 
fulfills  the  SAvitching  service  for  Avhieh  the  carrier  has 
been  paid  in  the  line  rate,  and  that  any  instructions 
for  placing  the  car  either  on  an  industry  track  or 
transfer  track  of  a  connecting  line  or  even  on  a  team 
track,  necessitates  additional  sAA'itching  which  should 
be  paid  for  by  the  consignee. 

The  proposition  to  make  the  charge  under  this 
application  is  of  a  departure  from  the  practice 
generally  in  use  throughout  the  country,  for  the 
reason  that  many  carload  shipments  consist  of  articles 
Avhich  require  to  be  sampled  or  examined  by  the  con- 
signee before  it  can  be  determined  Avhere  the  car 
is  to  be  placed,  and  it  is  customary  in  the  handling 
of  such  commodities  throughout  the  country  to  place 
them  on  a  Hold  Track  where  such  sampling  or  ex- 
amining can  be  done  and  then,  Avithin  a  prescribed 
time,  SAAdtch  the  car,  without  assessing  an  additional 
SAvitching  charge,  to  the  track  ordered  by  the  con- 
signee. 

This  application  1)rings  up  a  A^ery  important  ques- 
tion and  one  that  should  have  the  careful  attention 
of  all  carload  shippers.

LARGER   POSTAL  SAVINGS   DEPOSITS 

Postmaster  Chas.  W.  Fay  has  notified  the  Chamber 
of  the  following  changes  in  the  postal  laws: 

Larger  postal  savings  deposits  will  now  be  accepted 
at  the  post  office.  This  is  made  possible  by  an  im- 
portant amendment  to  the  Postal  Savings  Act  .just 
approved  by  President  Wilson.  A  postal  savings 
depositor  may  now  have  an  account  amounting  to 
$1,000  upon  which  interest  will  be  paid.  Formerly 
$500  was  the  mamimum  amount  he  could  have  to  his 
credit.  This  enlargement  of  postal  savings  facilities 
will  be  very  gratifying  to  thousands  of  depositors 
who  have  already  reached  the  old  $500  limit  and  are 
anxious  to  entrust  more  of  their  savings  to  Uncle 
Sam.  Another  feature  of  the  amendment  that  will 
avoid  further  embarrassment  to  the  public  and  to 
postal  officials  is  the  doing  away  with  the  limit  on 
the  amount  that  could  be  accepted  from  a  depositor 
monthly.  Under  the  old  law  only  $100  could  be  de- 
posited in  a  calendar  month.  The  aniendment  abol- 
ishes this  restriction.  While  the  Postal  Savings  Sys- 
tem has  already  proved  a  signal  success  as  is  shown 
by  the  fact  that  more  than  half-a-million  depositors 
have  over  eighty  million  dollars  standing  to  their 
credit,  still  it  has  fallen  short  of  meeting  the  full  de- 
mands of  the  public  because  of  the  restrictions  which 
have  now  been  eliminated.  Postmaster  General  Burbs 
son  and  Third  Assistant  Postmaster  General  Dockery 
have  been  tireless  in  their  efforts  to  secure  a  modifica- 
tion of  the  limitations  and  the  new  lil)eralizing  legisla- 
tion is  particularly  gratifying  to  them. 


Tlie  (Chamber  of  Commerce  wired  the  Chairman  of 
the  California  Delegations  to  the  Republican  and 
Progressive  National  Convention  now  being  held  in 
Chicago,  urging  them  to  do  all  in  their  power  to  see 
that  legitimate  business  in  the  United  States  should 
not  be  trampled  on  during  the  next  four  years. 

The  copy  of  the  wire  which  went  to  Mr.  Walter 
Bordwell,  Chairman  of  the  California  Delegation  to 
the  Republican  Convention  is  as  follows : 

"It  is  sincerely  hoped  platform  Republican  Con- 
vention will  contain  strong  plank  showing  expressions 
fair  and  friendly  attitude  toward  legislation  affecting 
business  of  country  and  manufacturing  in  particular. 
We  believe  legitimate  business  should  be  encouraged 
and  not  unduly  attacked.  Hope  your  convention  will 
go  strongly  on  record  in  this  connection.

YREKA,  JUNE  23-24 

The  second  quarterly  meeting  of  the  California 
Development  Board  will  be  held  in  Yreka  Friday  and 
Saturday,  June  23rd  and  24th.  The  tentative  arrange- 
ment of  the  program  is  as  follows : 

Friday  afternoon:  "Problems  of  Northern  California 
Development." 

Friday  evening:  "The  Needs  and  Resources  of  the 
North." 

Saturday  morning:  "Cooperation  with  the  Univer- 
sity through  Farm  Bureaus  and  Farm  Advisers." 

The  program  has  been  arranged  Avith  particular 
reference  to  the  problems  of  Northern  California.  The 
subjects  will  be  presented  by  some  of  the  ablest 
speakers  in  the  state  and  abundant  opportunities  will 
be  given  for  discussion.  The  Yreka  people  are  ar- 
ranging to  make  this  meeting  not  only  profitable,  but 
pleasant.  Many  features  of  entertainment  are  being 
planned. 

It  is  hoped  that  large  delegations  will  be  present 
from  all  parts  of  the  state  and  from  San  Francisco 
in  particular. 


LUMBER  CASES 

The  lumber  cases  pending  before  the  California 
Railroad  Commission,  and  involving  the  rates  on 
lumber  from  San  Francisco  to  market  points  Avithin 
the  state  and  also  all  of  the  rates  over  all  lines  and 
between  all  points  within  the  State  of  California,  came 
on  for  further  hearing  on  Tuesday,  the  6th  instant. 
Two  days  were  consumed  at  this  hearing,  and  the 
matter  was  then  adjourned  until  August  10th  next. 

The  case  is  necessarily  lengthy  by  reason  of  the 
large  number  of  rates  embraced  in  the  hearing.  It  is 
estimated  that  400,000  rates  on  lumber  are  involved  in 
this  litigation. 

The  carriers  have  not  yet  completed  their  defense, 

Dand  it  is  the  understanding  that  when  the  carriers 
have  finished  their  case  an  adjournment  for  a  week 
shall  be  taken  in  order  that  complainants  may  pre- 
pare their  rebuttal  evidence. 

Owing  to  the  comprehensive  nature  of  these  cases, 
no  doubt  some  months  will  elapse  after  the  closing  of 
the  testimony  before  the  Commission  will  be  able  to 
prepare  its  decision.  The  Commission's  investigation. 
No.  475,  is  the  case  which  is  all-embracing,  and  the 
Commission  is  very  properly  holding  a  very  full  and 
complete  hearing. 


TRANSPORTATION  DEPARTMENT 

SWITCHING  REPARATION  CASES 

On  Friday,  tlie  f)th  instant,  a  further  hearing  was 
held  on  the  switching  reparation  cases  pending  befoi'e 
the  State  Commission  and  involving  switching  charges 
collected  by  the  carriers  on  freight  moving  between 
])oints  within  the  state.  Typical  and  representative 
cases  have  been  selected  which  present  the  facts  re- 
garding the  sAvitching  situation  in  San  Francisco  and 
elsewhere,  .and  the  Commission  AA'ill  determine  upon 
the  testimony  of  these  representative  cases  the  ques- 
fion  Avhether  reparation  shall  be  alloAved.  If  the  Com- 
mission so  decides,  further  hearings  will  be  held 
Avherein  the  indiAddual  claims  for  switching  refunds 
Avill  be  separately  proved,  the  testimony  then  being 
confined  merely  to  the  claims  themselves,  Avithout 
further  necessity  of  proAang  up  the  general  situation 
in  each  case. 

It  has  also  been  agreed  that  the  cases  of  the  com- 
plainants arising  at  San  Francisco,  Sacramento  and 
Los  Angeles  shall  be  completed  and  then  that  the 
carriers  shall  put  in  their  defenses  at  San  Francisco. 
The  Sacramento  cases  Avill  be  heard  at  Sacramento 
on  the  16th  of  June,  and  the  Los  Angeles  cases  on  the 
20th  of  June  at  Los  Angeles. 

After  the  hearing  of  June  9th  last  the  San  Fran- 
cisco hearing  Avas  continued  until  AVednesday,  the 
14th,  and  it  is  expected  that  the  San  Francisco  hear- 
ing of  complainants'  cases  Avill  be  finished  at  this 
hearing,  Avhich  may  continue  for  tAvo  days.  The  hear- 
ing at  Sacramento  Avill  then  folloAV. 

The  Attorney  and  Manager  of  the  Traffic  Bureau 
Avill  attend  the  hearings  at  Sacramento  and  Los  Ange- 
les. 


HOLD  TRACK  SWITCHING 

The  application  of  the  carriers  to  charge  for  sAvitch- 
ing  carloads  from  hold  tracks  to  industry  tracks, 
Avhich  Avas  hitherto  set  for  the  latter  part  of  this 
month,  has  been  continued  and  set  for  August  3rd  at 
Los  Angeles  and  August  8th  at  San  Francisco.  Much 
interest  has  developed  among  the  members  of  the 
Chamber  in  this  application.  It  seems  to  be  a  matter 
of  general  opinion  that  the  imposition  of  this  charge 
Avould  result  in  great  inconvenience  and  additional 
expense  to  sliipi)ers  of  carload  freight. 


INTERSTATE  COMMERCE  COMMISSION 
HEARINGS 

The  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  announces 
hearings  at  San  Francisco  before  Examiner  Bissell 
Tuesday,  July  11th,  on  I.  &  S.  Docket  No.  831,  Avhich 
involves  the  suspension  by  the  Commission  of  supple- 
ments to  the  tariffs  covering  the  Sunset-Gulf  move- 
ment eastbound  of  asphaltum,  beans,  barley,  canned 
goods,  dried  fruits  and  Avine.  These  supplements  can- 
celled from  these  rates  Rules  6  and  7  of  the  tariff's 
Avhich  cover  Avhat  is  knoAvn  as  "folloAV  lot"  shipments. 
The  result  Avould  therefore  be  that  these  rates  Avould 
become  applicable  only  Avhen  cars  carrying  the  min- 
imums  provided  could  be  and  Avere  furnished  Ity  the 
carriers.

MARINE  DEPARTMENT  NEWS 

British  Steamer  Barotse,  the  third  vessel  to  bring  a 
cargo  of  gunnies  to  this  port  this  year,  is  now  on  the 
way,  having  left  Calcutta  on  May  9th. 

Because  of  the  presence  of  German  submarines  in 
the  English  Channel  the  British  Admiralty,  it  is  re- 
ported, has  issued  instructions  for  vessels  to  keep 
away  until  the  channel  can  be  cleared  of  those  dangers. 
Masters  of  steamers  now  leaving  American  ports  for 
Liverpool  or  London  are  instructed  to  make  Kirkwall 
the  first  port  of  call.  At  Kirkwall  the  captains  are 
told  in  which  directions  they  can  proceed  with  the 
least  danger.  _ 

G.  W.  McNear  &  Company  have  chartered  the 
British  Bark  Louisa  Craig  to  load  a  general  cargo  at 
this  port  for  New  Zealand. 

Johnson  Line  Motor  Ship  Suecia  of  which  W.  R. 
Grace  &  Company  are  agents  left  Guayaquil  on  May 
14th  for  this  port  having  loaded  close  to  6,000  bags 
cocoa.  The  Suecia  is  on  her  way  from  Christiania, 
Norway,  to  this  port  heavily  loaded  with  general  mer- 
chandise cargo. 

Total  tonnage  chartered  and  on  the  way  to  this  port 
from  foreign  ports  including  the  Atlantic  Range, 
Hawaiian  Islands  and  the  Philippines  up  to  May  17th 
was  22,496  tons  more  than  the  previous  year  at  the 
same  time,  the  tonnage  at  this  time  being  240,414 
tons.  As  predicted  in  shipping  circles,  this  tonnage 
will  shortly  reach  to  300,000  tons. 

Master  Mariners  will  take  notice,  while  in  danger 
zones,  that  the  submarine  distinguishing  and  warning 
flag  is  hoisted  on  the  tender  or  parent  ship  of  sub- 
inarines  to  indicate  that  submarines  are  operating  in 
the  vicinity.  Launches  accompanying  submarines  also 
fly  this  flag.  The  submarine  warning  flag  consists  of 
a  rectangular  red  flag  with  white  center  on  which  is 
the  profile  of  a  torpedo  in  black.  Vessels  seeing  this 
singal  should  give  the  escorting  vessel  a  wide  berth 
and  keep  a  good  lookout  for  submarines.

The  Chamber  is  in  receipt  of  a  copy  of  the  De- 
linquent Tax  List  of  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco  for  the  fiscal  year  1915,  as  compiled  by 
Edward  F.   Bryant,   Tax  Collector. 

The  alphabetically  arranged  index  to  the  tax  list 
is  an  innovation  that  has  never  before  been  attempted 
in  the  history  of  the  Tax  Collector's  Office.  The 
average  person  consulting  the  deliquent  list  is  not  as 
familiar  with  the  list  as  are  the  deputies  in  the  office 
and  for  that  reason,  Tax  Collector  Bryant  has  accom- 
plished a  service  of  real  value  that  will  facilitate 
matters  for  those  who  have  occasion  to  consult  the 
list. 

Mr.  Bryant  has  also  been  of  great  service  to  the 
Retail  Trade  Committee  of  the  Chamber  in  his  activi- 
ties in  overcoming  the  itinerant  peddler  traffic  by 
the  strict  enforcement  of  the  license  imposed  upon 
him.

TRANSPORTATION  DEPARTMENT 

MARKING   OF   L.   C.   L.   FREIGHT 

The  Traffic  Bureau  has  been  requested  by  the  rail 
carriers  to  advise  whether  a  change  from  the  present 
rule  in  effect  here,  governing  the  practice  of  marking 
L.  C.  L.  freight,  will  be  acceptable  to  San  Francisco 
shippers. 

Pacific  Freight  Tariff  Bureau  Exception  Sheet  No. 
1-E  provides  that  L.  C.  L.  freight  may  be  marked 
"showing  when  practicable  the  initials  or  full  name 
of  the  consignee." 

The  Western  Classification  provides  that  L.  C.  L. 
freight  should  be  marked  "showing  the  name  of  the 
consignee."  The  rail  carriers  desire  to  amend  the 
Exception  Sheet  provision  so  as  to  conform  with  the 
Western  Classification  provision  and  eliminate  mark- 
ing L.  C.  L.  freight  with  "initials." 

The  Traffic  Bureau  is  of  the  opinion  that  it  is  in 
the  interest  of  both  the  shipper  and  the  carrier  that 
L.  C.  L.  shipments  be  marked  with  the  name  of  the 
consignee  instead  of  the  initials,  because  loss  of  pack- 
ages, damages  by  delay  in  making  correct  delivery, 
expense  and  confusion  in  handling  would  be  lessened 
if  full  marks  were  shown. 

The  Traffic  Bureau  requests  that  all  who  would  be 
affected  advise  by  letter,  addressing  same  to  Seth 
Mann,  Attorney  and  Manager  of  the  Traffic  Bureau, 
stating  whether  the  change  would  be  objectionable 
and  work  a  hardship  on  shippers  of  L.  C.  L.  freight. 
IMembers  are  urged  to  give  this  attention  and  advise 
promptly. 


FOR  A  GREATER  NEVADA 

The  Nevada  State  Business  Men's  Convention  was  held  at 
Reno,  Nevada,  last  Friday  and  Saturday,  June  16th  and  17th, 
in   the   Reno   Commercial   Club   Rooms. 

The  meeting  was  state  wide  in  scope,  purpose  and  repre- 
sentation. Practically  every  large  commercial  organization, 
railroad  and  business  enterprise  in  the  State  was  represented 
by  a  gathering  of  some   100  odd  delegates. 

The  Honorable  Emmet  D.  Boyle,  Governor  of  Nevada, 
welcomed  the  delegates  at  the  opening  morning  session. 
The  response  was  made  by  Charles  B.  Henderson  of  ElkOv 
Nevada.  Representatives  of  the  Southern  Pacific  Company, 
Tonopah  &  Goldfield  Railway  Co.,  Salt  Lake  Route,  Uni- 
versity of  Nevada  and  the  Nevada  State  Railroad  Commis- 
sion, all  delivered  interesting  papers  on  the  subjects  of 
"Transportation,"  "Colonization,"  "Cooperation,"  "Improved 
Methods  of  Marketing,"  "Greater  Nevada,"  "The  Pig  and 
the  Calf"  and  other  timely  subjects  of  interest  to  the  meet- 
ing. 

Robert  Newton  Lynch,  Manager  of  the  Chamber  addressed 
the  luncheon  meeting  held  in  the  Riverside  Hotel  on  the 
subject  of  "Organization."  Warren  Manley,  District  Secre- 
tary of  the  U.  S.  Chamber  of  Commerce  spoke  on  "The 
Chamber  of  Commerce  of  the   United  States."

SUPPLEMENT 
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Chamber  of  Commerce   Defines   its   Position 

on  Waterfront   Situation 

After  careful  deliberation  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of 
Commerce  has  issued  a  declaration  of  policy  prompted  by  the  present  intolerable  situation  on 
the  waterfront.     This  declaration  of  policy  includes  the  following  items: 

(1)  A  demand  for  the  integrity  of  contractual  relations; 

(2)  Maintenance  of  law  and  order; 

(3)  Principle  of  the  open  shop. 

In  adopting  the  above  principles,  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  is  not  taking  any  parti- 
san attitude  as  between  employers  and  employees,  but  representing  the  broad  commercial 
interests  of  San  Francisco  as  opposed  to  any  activity  which  tends  to  throttle  the  commerce 
of  San  Francisco.  The  Directors  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  are  convinced  that  the  un- 
warranted demands  to  force  closed  shop  conditions  in  the  port  of  San  Francisco  by  methods 
that  are  undertaken  in  the  present  controversy  are  not  only  unlawful  but  disastrous  to  the 
commerce  of  the  port.  The  Longshoremen's  Association  has  discriminated  against  certain 
commodities  because  at  some  time  either  in  their  origin  or  in  their  handling  en  route  some 
supposed  unfair  quality  has  attached  thereto.  For  example,  sugar  landed  on  docks  in  San 
Francisco,  handled  by  non  union  men  en  route,  was  refused  loading  by  longshoremen  in  San 
Francisco.  Another  case  concerned  a  large  shipment  of  shingles  which  was  refused  because 
assumed  to  have  been  made  in  an  open  shop  mill.  An  intolerable  situation  has  thus  been 
created  and,  inasmuch  as  the  policy  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  is  to  oppose  abuses  or  un- 
just practices  which  interfere  with  commerce,  it  has  been  moved  to  make  a  strong  statement 
of  its  position. 

The  Chamber  intends  to  use  its  utmost  resources  in  dealing  with  any  such  situation. 

The  full  text  of  the  resolution  passed  by  the  Board  of  Directors  is  as  follows: 

WHEREAS,  the  purposes  for  which  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce  is  formed  are :  To 
advance,  foster  and  encourage  domestic  and  foreign  trade,  commerce  and  industry  and  promote  the 
public  and  commercial  welfare  and  interests  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  the  State  of 
California,  and  the  Pacific  Coast;  therefore  be  it 

RESOLVED  by  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce  that  the 
following  statement  of  its  policy  be  adopted  and  made  public: 

Evidence  has  been  presented  to  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  indicating  an  unwarranted  coastwise 
combination  and  effort  to  interfere  with  the  commerce  of  the  Port  of  San  Francisco,  and  there  has 
resulted  an  obstruction  to  and  a  threatened  paralysis  of  water  borne  commerce. 

From  the  investigations  made  by  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  it  appears  that  outrageous  condi- 
tions are  sought  to  be  imposed  and  iniquitous  demands  are  made  upon  the  operators  of  vessels,  and

these  investig-ations  indicate  that  the  purpose  is  to  interfere  with  the  shipping  of  commodities  that 
are  arbitrarily  listed  as  unfair.  Under  the  law  operators  of  the  vessels  concerned  in  this  controversy 
are  common  carriers.  Therefore,  they  must  carry  carg-o  from  whatever  source,  even  though  it  should  be 
classified  as  unfair  by  any  organization.  The  operators  of  these  vessels  may  not  therefore  lawfully 
enter  into  any  agreement  with  representatives  of  labor  which  would  cause  them  to  discriminate  against 
any  cargo  offered.  For  the  same  reason  it  is  unlawful  and  unjust  for  the  representatives  of  labor  to 
demand  any  such  discrimination  upon  the  part  of  the  water  carriers.  Specific  instances  have  been 
brought  to  the  Chamber's  notice  of  cargo  delivered  on  the  dock  for  an  outgoing  steamer  where  the 
union  men  have  been  instructed  by  their  leaders  to  refuse  to  handle  cargo,  on  the  assumption  that  the 
goods  emanated  from  some  source  termed  unfair  by  organized  labor. 

The  representatives  of  the  labor  employed  on  the  waterfront  are  seeking  to  accomplish  in  an 
indirect  and  unlawful  way  the  enforcement  of  closed  shop  conditions,  and  the  methods  selected  vitally 
affect  not  only  the  commerce  of  the  Port  of  San  Francisco,  but  that  of  the  entire  Pacific  Coast.  The 
operators  of  the  vessels  under  the  law  are  helpless  and  the  demands  made  upon  them  are  made  in  a 
spirit  of  ruthlessness  and  as  the  facts  become  known  will  undoubtedly  receive  well  deserved  and  uni- 
versal public  condemnation. 

While  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce  has  never  yet  opposed  and  will  not  attempt  to 
oppose  organized  labor  as  such  it  cannot  without  making  a  vigorous  protest  against  the  practices,  allow 
the  present  attacks  upon  the  commerce  of  the  Coast  to  go  unchallenged. 

This  Chamber  demands  that  the  integrity  of  all  contractual  relations  between  employees  and 
employees  must  be  scrupulously  observed.  This  Chamber  must  protest  against  the  violation  of  agree- 
ments or  the  arbitrary  attempt  to  cancel  same.  The  Chamber  endorses  the  position  taken  by  the 
Secretary  of  Labor  Wilson  in  his  telegram  to  the  Longshoremen's  Association  in  connection  with  the 
present  controversy,  where  he  said: —  . 

"The  statement  that  you  are  not  proposing  to  change  the  agreement  but  to  cancel  it 
deceives  no  one.  You  cannot  cancel  such  an  agreement  without  changing  it  for  something  else. 
The  American  Labor  movement  has  built  up  an  enviable  reputation  for  living  up  to  its  con- 
tracts even  where  it  has  had  to  forego  temporary  advantage  in  order  to  do  so.  No  union  can 
long  exert  an  influence  for  good  which  deliberately  violates  its  contracts  for  temporary  gain 
where  the  honor  and  integrity  of  any  union  can  be  justly  assailed  on  the  grounds  of  bad  faith. 
A  serious  injury  is  done  to  the  future  welfare  of  the  wage  workers  everywhere  either  union 
or  non  union.  The  average  workingman  has  little  to  lose  other  than  his  honor  and  integrity. 
When  that  is  gone  he  is  in  a  sorry  plight  indeed.  May  I  not,  therefore,  earnestly  urge  you 
and  though  you  the  members  of  your  union, .to  return  to  work  under  the  terms  of  the  con- 
tract of  December  twenty-third  nineteen  fifteen." 

The  Chamber  of  Commerce  stands  at  all  times  for  the  maintenance  of  law  and  order  in  labor 
disputes  on  the  part  of  both  parties  to  the  controversy. 

The  Chamber  of  Commerce  favors  the  open  shop  and  insists  upon  the  right  to  employ  union  or 
non  union  in  whole  or  in  part  as  the  parties  involved  may  elect.  Under  no  circumstances  should  the 
employment  of  union  men  exclusively  be  enforced  by  duress  po  coercion  but  should  be  wholly  the 
result  of  free  agreement.  The  Chamber  of  Commerce  maintains  the  principle  that  no  body  of  men 
has  the  right  to  deprive  other  men  of  the  opportunity  to  labor. 

Therefore,  The  Chamber  of  Commerce  pledges  its  entire  organization  and  the  resources  it  repre- 
sents to  the  maintenance  of  these  principles  and  will  oppose  any  attempt  on  the  part  of  any  interest, 
business  or  organization  which  tries  to  throttle  the  commercial  freedom  of  San  Francisco.

Java  Pacific  Line  Steamer  Tjisondari  of  which  John 
D.  Spreckels  Brothers  Company  are  agents,  will  sail 
from  this  port  on  July  21st  for  Hong  Kong,  Manila 
etc.,  taking  passengers  and  freight.  This  will  be  fol- 
lowed one  month  later  by  the  Company's  Steamer 
Karimoen.  

Harrison  Line  Steamer  Barrister  of  which  Balfour, 
Guthrie  &  Company  are  agents  arrived  here  last  week 
from  Liverpool,  Glasgow  and  London  heavily  loaded 
with  general  cargo.  The  Barrister  had  600  tons  of 
cargo  which  was  to  be  discharged  at  San  Pedro,  the  ^ 
same  was  brought  to  this  port  and  will  be  trans-  * 
shipped.  

The  Japanese  Steamer  Taisho  Maru  which  will  be 
placed  on  berth  to  load  July  27th  for  Vladivostok  will 
be  the  first  of  line  of  steamers  to  be  run  from  San 
Francisco  to  Vladivostok  by  Struthers  &  Dixon.  If 
inducements  are  offered  this  firm  will  give  a  monthly 
service  from  San  Francisco  to  Vladivostok  direct. 

The  Gulf  Mail  S.  S.  Co.  will  despatch  the  Steamer 
Bowdoin  from  S.  F.  for  Balboa  via  Salina  Cruz  and 
Central  American  ports  with  freight  and  combustibles 
on  June  26th.  This  is  an  extra  vessel  to  be  operated 
by  them.  

W.  E.  Grace  &  Co.  announce  that  the  Steamer 
Pennsylvania  will  sail  from  this  city  about  July  16th 
for  Cuba  and  the  West  Indies  via  Balboa  and  the 
Canal,  inaugurating  a  new  service  between  the  ports. 
This  company's  Steamer  Cacique  will  probably  follow 
the  Pennsylvania,  leaving  San  Francisco  the  later  part 
of  August.  Asiatic  rice,  loaded  on  board  these  steam- 
ers in  the  Orient  will  be  the  bulk  of  cargoes  carried 
to  the  Indies,  completed  at  this  port  with  California 

products.

"From  time  to  time  for  the  past  two  years,  per- 
sistent and  malicious  falsehoods  have  been  circulated, 
seemingly  originating  at  Seattle,  Wash.;  that  the 
Pacific  Coast  Steamship  Company  or  its  principal 
vessels,— the  "Congress,"  "President,"  and  "Gover- 
nor," were  about  to  be  sold  or  acquired  by  the 
Pacific-Alaska  Navigation  Company. 

These  stories,  which,  in  spite  of  continued  denials, 
are  periodically  renewed,  found  their  latest  publica- 
tion on  June  1st  and  were  widely  copied  by  various 
newspapers.     No  doul)t  you  have  seen  the  articles. 

M.  Barnum,  President, 
the  Pacific  Coast  Company,  New  York,  and  also  by 
the  President  of  the  Pacific  Coast  Steamsliii)  Com- 
pany, Mr,  J.  C.  F'ord,  and  its  Vice-President,  Mr.  E. 
C.  AVard,  that  there  are  no  negotiations  now  pending 
with  the  Pacific  Alaska  Navigation  Company,  nor 
have  there  been  eitlier  Avith  that  or  with  any  other 
Company,  looking  toward  the  sale  of  the  "President," 
the  "Governor,"  or  the  "Congress,"  or  contemplat-. 
ing  any  change  whatever  in  the  ownership,  operation 
or  control  of  the  Pacific  Coast  Steamship  Company."

OCEAN   SHIPPING 

The  foreign  trade  department  has  procured  a  num- 
ber of  copies  of  pamphlet  entitled  "Ocean  Shipping" 
issued  by  the  National  Foreign  Trade  Council  con- 
sisting of  179  pages  of  matter  pertaining  to  all  phases 
of  ocean  shipping.

of  ocean  shipping  of  all  classes,  effect  of  shipping 
policy  on  trade,  the  clipper  ship  era,  tariff  dis- 
criminations, how  U.  S.  exports  are  carried,  how 
other  governments  aid  their  shipping,  relations  of 
shipping  to  national  defense,  crisis  in  shipping  on 
the  Pacific  and  many  other  items  of  interest  by  vari- 
ous men  of  authority.

OPPORTUNITIES  FOR  BUSINESS  IN  AUSTRALIA 

Mr.  A.  Hayes  of  326  Thirty-first  Avenue  lias  ad- 
vised the  foreign  trade  department  he  is  thoroughly 
conversant  with  business  methods  in  Australia,  has 
traveled  extensively  throughout  the  Commonwealth 
and  is  personally  acquainted  with  many  of  the  larger 
manufacturers  and  merchants.  He  is  about  to  estab- 
lisli  an  office  in  this  city  and  desires  to  get  in  touch 
with  manufacturers  and  ('xport(M's  interested  in  doing 
business  in  Australia  and  whose  business  is  not  suft'i- 
cient  to  justify  the  appointment  of  a  direct  representa- 
tive. 
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In  connection  with  the  Industrial  Survey  to  be 
conducted  of  San  Francisco  and  the  Bay  region  by 
the  Chamber  of  Commerce,  the  Industrial  Department 
of  the  Chamber  has  been  gathering  data  relative  to 
the  number  of  people  who  work  in  San  Francisco,  but 
who  live  in  the  suburbs.  No  figures  have  ever  been 
published  before  other  than  approximation. 

The  average  number  of  commuters  per  month  com- 
ing into  San  Francisco  last  year,  amounted  to  44,781. 
In  other  words,  there  are  practically  45,000  people 
who  have  everything  in  San  Francisco  but  their  beds. 
These  figures  are  an  average  for  all  seasons  of  the 
year.  The  number  runs  considerably  above  45,000 
or  in  fact  much  nearer  to  55,000  during  the  summer 
months  of  June,  July,  August  and  September  with  a 
falling  off  naturally  during  the  winter  months. 

These  figures  are  exclusive  of  the  direct  ferry  ser- 
vice maintained  by  the  Key  Route  System  to  the  Ex- 
position last  year  and  cannot  be  considered  a  max- 
imum figure  due  in  any  respect  to  the  Exposition. 

The  figures  include  the  commuting  travel  to  all 
points  in  Marin,  Alameda,  Contra  Costa  and  San 
Mateo  counties.  Over  the  lines  of  the  Southern 
Pacific  Company  to  Oakland,  Alameda  and  Berkeley 
and  to  other  points  in  Alameda  county  as  well  as 
down  the  Peninsula  to  Burlingame,  South  San  Fran- 
cisco, San  Bruno,  Easton,  San  Mateo,  Palo  Alto  and 
Redwood  City;  over  the  lines  of  the  United  Railroads 
as  far  south  as  San  Mateo,  and  over  the  Ocean  Shore 
Line,  the  figures  of  the  San  Francisco-Oakland  Term- 
inal railways  to  Oakland,  Berkeley  and  Piedmont ; 
over  the  line  of  the  Oakland-Antioch  &  Eastern  Rail- 
way from  points  in  Contra  Costa  County  and  over  the 
Northwestern  Pacific  R.  R.  from  Marin  County. 

It  is  of  interest  to  note  that  there  was  an  average 
last  year  of  10,550  commutation  books  sold  to  resi- 
dents of  San  Mateo  County  which  is  far  in  excess  to 
the  number  sold  to  the  Marin  County  residents.  The 
figures  for  San  Mateo  County  do  not  include  any 
travel  over  the  line  of  the  new  automobile  bus  system 
and  while  the  United  Railroads  do  not  sell  commuta- 
tion tickets  over  its  San  Mateo  Electric  Surburban 
Line,  a  fair  average  number  for  daily  travelers  is 
used. 

Alameda  County  contains  the  greatest  number  of 
San  Francisco  suburbs  as  well  as  a  greater  commuting 
population  than  any  other  point  around  the  bay.  The 
average  figure  for  Alameda  County  last  year  was 
30,318  with  Oakland,  Berkeley,  Alameda  and  Piedmont 
contributing  to  the  total  in  the  order  named: 


The    number    of    all   year    'round    commuters    coming    into 
San  Francisco  during  1915  was  34,343. 

The  average  number  of  people  coming  into  San 
Francisco  from  bay  district  points  daily  is  in  excess 
of  the  average  daily  number  of  commuters.  For  1914, 
the  last  year  for  which  figures  are  available  there  is 
an  average  of  over  55,000  people  coming  into  San 
Francisco  daily,  exclusive  of  San  Mateo  County  travel. 
For  the  year  1913,  41,471,855  people  passed  in  and  out 
of  the  Ferry  Depot  going  to  and  from  San  Francisco. 
The  Ferry  Building  is  the  busiest  terminal  of  any  in 
the  United  States.  The  next  nearest  competitor  being 
Old  South  Station,  Boston.  The  only  railway  terminal 
in  the  world  from  which  more  people  arrive  and  de- 
part annually  than  from  the  Ferry  Building  is  the 
LTnion  Railroad  Station  in  Paris,  France. 

While  the  Grand  Central  Station  and  the  Pennsyl- 
vania Depot  of  New  York  City  are  two  of  the  largest 
and  handsomest  depots  in  the  United  States,  they 
do  not  enjoy  as  great  an  amount  of  travel  as  does 
the  Ferry  Building  of  this  city.  All  of  the  Trans- 
Continental  and  suburban  travel  of  San  Francisco  is 
concentrated  at  the  Ferry  Depot  with  the  exception 
of  the  San  Mateo  suburban  travel  and  the  Sunset 
Route  landing  at  the  3rd  and  Townsend  Depot. 

The  above  figures  have  not  been  compiled  by  the 
Industrial  Department  of  the  Chamber  with  any  view 
toward  discouraging  this  great  amount  of  commuting 
traffic.  The  industrial  survey  of  the  Chamber  is  to  be 
conducted  on  broad  constructive  lines  looking  toward 
the  development  of  the  San  Francisco  Bay  region, 
with  San  Francisco  as  a  metropolis.  The  time  is  com- 
ing when  all  of  this  district  will  be  known  as  "Great- 
er  San  Francisco."   While   a   Greater   San  Francisco

BUTTE    COUNTY'S    SPRING    EXPOSITION 

The  delegation  that  attended  the  Butte  County 
Spring  Exposition  held  in  Chico,  May  21st  to  28th 
returned  full  of  enthusiasm.  It  has  been  declared  by 
experts  who  have  had  wide  experience  in  such  ex- 
positions that  Chico  and  Butte  County  have  set  the 
standard  for  future  county  fairs. 

The  average  city  man  brought  up  in  the  business 
trenches  and  more  familiar  with  the  smell  of  gasoline 
than  that  of  new  mown  hay,  rarely  appreciates  a 
stock  or  agricultural  show.  Chico  interested  the  busy 
city  business  man,  as  has  not  been  done  before.  Seven 
huge  tents  were  filled  with  attractive  and  interesting 
exhibits  that  drew  the  attention  of  several  thousand 
people  daily.  On  the  closing  day  over  six  thousand 
paid  admissions  were  recorded.  The  stock  on  ex- 
hibition was  only  of  pedigreed  stock,  many  of  the 
prize  winners  from  the  Panama  Pacific  Exposition 
being  shown. 

Those  who  attended  from  San  Francisco  made  a 
deep  study  of  conditions  and  exhibits  with  the  result 
that  announcements  will  soon  be  made  that  will  prove 
of  interest  to  the  business  and  timberland  communities. 
San  Francisco  is  absolutely  dependent  upon  her  back 
country  for  prosperity  and  in  turn  the  back  country 
is  dependent  upon  the  metropolis  for  the  disposition 
of  her  products.  It  is  only  recently  that  the  Kansas 
wheat  grower  was  made  to  realize  his  direct  relation 
to  an  American  owned  merchant  marine.

TRANSPORTATION  DEPARTMENT 

The  Traffic  Bureau  has  received  copies  of  Trans- 
continental Freight  Bureau  Joint  and  Proportional  Ex- 
port Tariffs  20-F  and  22-G,  effective  July  1,  1916, 
naming  rates  applicable  on  freight  moving  through 
Pacific  Coast  ports  and  destined  to  the  Orient,  Aus- 
tralia, Central  and  South  America.  These  new  tariffs 
make  advances  in  all  class  rates  and  in  some  com- 
modity rates. 

Kates  are  not  advanced  on  the  following  commo- 
dities : 

Boots  and  shoes,  drugs,  egg  case  fillers,  gas  engines, 
wooden  handles,  photo  cards,  prepared  roofing,  soda  ash. 
pumice  stone  and  silica,  agricultural  implements,  sulphate 
of  ammonia,  grain,  cotton,  iron  and  steel,  expanded  metal, 
horse  shoes,  portable  trucks. 

There  are  advances  in  iron  and  steel  rates,  amount- 
ing to  10c  a  ]00,  effective  October  1,  1916. 

The  tariffs  are  on  file  in  the  Traffic  Bureau  and  may 
be  examined  by  interested  members  at  any  time. 

INDUSTRY  SPUR  TRACK  SWITCHING  ON 

NORTHWESTERN  PACIFIC  CARLOAD 

SHIPMENTS 

As  all  shippers  and  receivers  of  carload  freight  in 
San  Francisco  are  aware,  the  Atchison,  Topeka  &  Santa 
Fe,  the  Southern  Pacific  Company  and  the  Western 
Pacific  Railway,  effective  with  April  1,  1915,  ceased  to 
collect  switching  charges  on  carload  freight  delivered 
to  or  received  from  industry  spur  tracks  in  connection 
with  a  line  haul,  and  also  made  provision  for  absorb- 
tion  of  State  Belt  switching  charges  when  in  connec- 
tion with  a  line  haul  on  carload  freight  delivered  to 
or  received  from  industry  spur  tracks  on  the  State 
Belt  Railroad. 

The  three  lines  named  above  also  obtained  permis- 
sion from  the  State  and  Federal  Commisions  to  refund 
all  such  charges  that  had  been  collected  on  and  after 
August  12,  1914.  The  Northwestern  Pacific  Railroad, 
however,  has  never  made  provisions  to  absorb  State 
Belt  industry  spur  track  switching,  and  has  not  re- 
funded charges  collected  since  August  12,  1914. 

Shippers  and  receivers  of  carload  freight  over  the 
Northwestern  Pacific,  intending  to  file  claims  should 
file  them  on  or  before  July  15,  1916,  in  order  to  save 
the  running  of  the  statute  of  limitations,  on  carload 
shipments  moving  on  and  after  August  12,  1914.  Com- 
plaints are  noAv  pending  before  the  California  Railroad 
Commission  on  North^vestern  Pacific  and  all  of  the 
other  San  Francisco  lines  on  switching  that  accrued 
prior  to  August  12,  1914.

exists  today  in  reality,  it  does  not  exist  politically. 
Practically  all  of  the  larger  concerns  in  the  Bay 
region  deal  with  the  San  Francisco  wholesalers.  With 
an  interwoven  wholesale  and  manufacturing  business 
— many  of  the  factories  in  the  Bay  region  having 
their  head  off'ices  in  San  Francisco — with  the  San 
Francisco  banks  controlling  the  financial  interests, 
with  even  the  larger  real  estate  concerns  of  the  Bay 
region  operating  in  San  Francisco  and  the  large  com- 
muting population  as  referred  to,  we  have  a  homogen- 
eous city  which  is  only  outranked  in  an  actual  center 
of  population  by  New  York,  Chicago,  Philadelphia,  Bos- 
ton and  Pittsburg.  There  are  more  people  in  the  San 
Francisco  Bay  region  than  in  like  areas  around  such 
cities  as  St.  Louis,  Cleveland,  Detroit  and  Buffalo  all 
of  which  are  larger  than  San  Francisco.

MARINE  DEPARTMENT  NEWS 

East  Asiatic  Company  have  notified  this  department 
that  the  Company's  Danish  Motor  Ship  Chile  will  leave 
Copenhagen  early  in  July  for  San  Francisco.  The 
Chile  is  one  of  the  company's  new  motor  ships  and  has 
a  carrying  capacity  of  8,500  tons. 


Two  nitrate  cargoes  arrived  last  week  consigned  to 
the  Dn  Pont  Powder  Company  totaling  5,546  tons. 


Next  two  steamers  of  the  Grace  Line  to  depart  from 
this  port  for  Balboa,  Peru,  and  Chile,  will  be  the  Santa 
Cruz  to  steam  from  this  port  on  June  29th ;  this  will  be 
followed  by  the  Columbia,  on  July  12th. 


Matson  Line  Steamer  Wilhelmina  arriving  here  on 
June  20th  from  Honolulu  had  7,212  tons  of  cargo  to  be 
discharged  here,  some  of  the  principle  items  consisted 
of  76,912  bags  raw  sugar  for  the  Crockett  Refinery, 
28,5.33  cases  canned  pineapples,  515  tons  molasses  and 
considerable  other  cargo.  San  Francisco  &  Portland 
Steamship  Company's  Steamer  Beaver,  arriving  here 
from  Portland  on  June  20th  had  on  board  for  delivery 
here  38,485  centals  of  wheat.  This  is  one  of  the  largest 
shipments  of  wheat  by  this  company  in  some  time. 


Japanese  Steamer  Azuraasan  Maru  of  which  Mitsui 
&  Company  are  agents  arriving  here  on  June  19th  from 
Kobe,  had  on  board  to  be  discharged  here  21,250  bags 
rice,  6,034  cases  bean  oil,  450  barrels  whale  oil,  1,840 
bags  mustard  seed,  and  considerable  other  miscellane- 
ous cargo.  - 


United  States  dredge  San  Pablo  recently  completed 
by  the  Baltimore  Drydocks  &  Shipbuilding  Co.,  is 
fitting  out  at  Baltimore  for  her  departure  for  San  Fran- 
cisco in  the  near  future  via  the  Panama  Canal.  The 
general  dimensions  of  this  craft  are  155,  by  35  by  17 
feet  and  her  pumping  capacity  is  800  tons  of  sand  per 
hour,  running  two  centrifugal  pumps,  driven  independ- 
ently. The  San  Pablo  will  be  used  here  for  dredging 
purposes. 


Steamer  Beluga  for  many  years  in  the  whaling  busi- 
ness out  of  this  port,  has  been  chartered  to  load  case 
oil  from  here  to  Australia  by  the  American  Trading 
Company  at  the  rate  of  $1.25  per  case.  This  vessel  has 
been  laid  up  in  this  port  since  November  6,  1908.

OF  INTEREST  TO  COTTON  GROWERS  AND

Through  the  courtesy  of  the  Viee-Consul  of  the 
Netherlands  the  foreign  trade  department  is  advised 
that  a  cotton  market  and  exchange  has  been  established 
at  Rotterdam  for  spots  as  well  as  futures.  Statutes 
are  being  drafted  and  internal  regulations,  exchange 
terms,  and  bureau  of  arbitration  with  fiber  experts  are 
being  inaugurated.  This  institution  will  be  opened 
during  the  latter  part  of  the  year. 

It  is  claimed  the  factories  of  Holland,  Belgium,  etc., 
can  be  better  served  from  Rotterdam  than  from  Brem- 
en heretofore  the  principal  market  for  those  districts. 
Tt  is  anticipated  a  large  proportion  of  the  cotton  trade 
after  tlie  war  will  tlius  be  drawn  to  Rotterdam.

Intermotintaiii  Decision  of  iHe  Interstatte  Commerce  Commission

The  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  has  rendered 
its  decision  in  the  intermountain  rate  cases  which  were 
re-opened  upon  petition  of  the  Spokane  Commercial 
Association  and  the  Nevada  State  Commission.  The 
hearing  of  testimony  and  argument  before  the  Com- 
mission were  held  last  April. 

The  Commission  holds  that  the  relief  granted  to  the 
railroads  in  the  Schedule  C  hearings  and  also  in  con- 
nection with  the  rates  via  the  Gulf  routes  eastbound 
to  the  Atlantic  Coast  is  not  justified  under  the  present 
conditions  of  water  competition,  and  that  inasmuch 
as  sailings  through  the  canal  in  coastwise  commerce 
have  practically  ceased,  due  to  war  conditions  and  the 
diversion  of  the  ships  into  off-shore  service  the  spread 
between  the  intermountain  rates  and  the  terminal  rates 
works  an  undue  discrimination  against  intermountain 
points,  and  that  the  rates  via  the  Gulf  lines  are  lower 
than  transportation  conditions  at  the  present  time 
justify. 

The  Traffic  Bureau  on  June  28th  received  the  fol- 
lowing telegram  from  the  Secretary  of  the  Interstate 
Commerce  Commission : 

"Your  wire  even  date.  Commission's  decision  in 
Fourth  Section  Application  205  et  seq  rescinds  effec- 
tive September  first,  nineteen  sixteen,  Fourth  Section 
Order  124,  in  so  far  as  it  affords  to  the  carriers  any 
greater  degree  of  relief  from  the  Fourth  Section  on 
Schedule  C  articles  than  is  afforded  on  Schedule  B  com- 
modities. Fourth  Section  orders  4767  and  5012  and 
5088  and  5099  respecting  rates  on  barley,  beans,  canned 
goods,  asphaltum,  dried  fruits  and  wine  from  Cali- 
fornia ports  via  rail  and  water  to  the  Atltmtic 
seaboard  also  rescinded  effective  September  first. 
Order  respecting  rates  on  iron  and  steel  articles  from 
Pittsburg  and  related  points  also  rescinded." 

It  is  clear  that  as  far  as  the  westbound  rates  are  con- 
cerned the  carriers,  in  order  to  comply  with  the  original 
order  inthe  intermountain  cases,  which  is  known  as  Order 
No.  124,  and  which  established  percentage  relation- 
ships between  the  rates  to  the  intermountain  points 
and  the  rates  to  the  coast  points,  may  conclude  to  do 
one  of  two  tilings:  they  may  lower  the  rates  applying 
to  the  intermountain  points  to  the  percentage  basis 
and  still  retain  the  low  Schedule  C  rates  to  the  coast, 
or  they  may  raise  the  coast  rates  to  the  percentage 
relationship  with  the  rates  contemporaneously  main- 
tained to  the  intermountain  points.  It  is  highly  prob- 
able that  they  will  adopt  the  latter  course.  In  that 
case,   the   question   of   the   legal   right   of   carriers   to 
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raise  rates  once  lowered  to  meet  water  competition 
may  arise.  It  is  contended  in  some  quarters  that  the 
provision  of  the  Fourth  Section  of  the  Interstate  Com- 
merce Act  is  unconstitutional.  The  courts  have  never 
decided  this,  and  in  fact  have  never  interpreted  the 
meaning  of  the  clause. 

The  statute  in  this  respect  reads : 

"Whenever  a  carrier  by  railroad  shall  in  competition 
with  a  water  route  or  routes  reduce  the  rates  on  the 
cariage  of  any  species  of  freight  to  or  from  competi- 
tive points,  it  shall  not  be  permitted  to  increase  such 
rates  unless  after  hearing  by  the  Interstate  Commerce 
Commission  it  shall  be  found  that  such  proposed  in- 
crease rests  upon  changed  conditions  other  than  the 
elimination  of  water  competition." 

In  this  case  the  Commission  has  not  directly  ordered 
the  carriers  to  raise  the  rates,  but  the  plain  implication 
of  the  decision  is  that  the  carriers  shall  restore  the 
rate  relationships  existing  prior  to  July  15,  1915,  when 
the  Schedule  C  orders  became  effective  in  the  carriers' 
tariffs. 

The  decision  also  rescinds  the  orders  respecting 
rates  on  iron  and  steel  articles  from  Pittsburg  and 
Chicago,  and  the  rates  eastbound  via  Galveston  on 
asphaltum,  beans,  barley,  canned  goods,  dried  fruits 
and  wine.  It  is  of  course  impossible  to  predict  Avith 
certainty  what  the  carriers  may  conclude  to  do  after 
conference.  It  may  be,  however,  that  the  Gulf  lines 
may  ask  and  obtain  from  the  Commission  authority  to 
establish  differential  rates,  that  is  to  say,  rates  some- 
M^hat  less  than  the  all-rail  rates  between  the  coasts, 
similarly  as  the  rates  applying  on  the  route  lake  and 
rail  between  New  York  and  Chicago  are  somewhat 
less  than  the  all-rail  rates  between  the  same  points. 
In  other  words,  the  lake  and  rail  line  becomes  a  differ- 
ential line,  and  the  rail  and  ocean  line  might  properly 
be  regarded  as  occupying  a  similar  position. 

On  eastbound  California  products  which  have 
hitherto  moved  under  the  low  rates  prevailing  via 
Galveston,  the  seasonal  shipments  for  tlie  present  year 
sliould  be  completed  before  the  first  of  Dcember,  1916. 
It  may  be  deemed  advisable  to  request  the  Commission 
to  extend  the  effective  date  of  their  order  in  this  regard 
until  Deceml)er  1st  next.  It  would  seem  that  tlie  Com- 
mission sliould  not  object  to  such  an  extension,  inas- 
much as  the  intermountain  points'  cannot  be  interested 
in  these  rates,  and  there  was  no  complaint  from  inter- 
mediate points,  such  as  New  Orleans  or  El  Paso 
against  the  Fourth  Section  violation  contained  in  these 
rates.

tinue the  good  work  of  the  Geodetic  Survey. 

I  shall  do  all  in  my  power  to  secure  sufficient 
money  to  keep  this  very  important  M'^ork  going."

For  the  express  purpose  of  perfecting  an  organiza- 
tion that  will  join  all  National  Parks  in  the  Rocky 
Mountain  Regions  and  along  the  Pacific  Coast  with 
one  good  Highway  to  be  built  by  the  cooperation  of 
counties,  states  and  the  federal  government  as  pro- 
posed by  Honorable  Stephen  T.  Mather,  Assistant 
Secretary  of  the  Interior. 

A  call  has  been  issued  to  representative  citizens  of 
Wyoming,  Montana,  Idaho,  Washington,  Oregon,  Cali- 
fornia, Arizona,  New  Mexico  and  Colorado  for  a 
meeting  in  Yellowstone  Park. 

This  meeting  will  recognize  as  delegates  all  govern- 
ment, state  and  county  officials  representing  the 
above  named  states,  and  delegates  attending  carrying 
credentials  of  recognition  from  the  ]\Iayor  of  any 
city  or  town  or  from  the  officials  of  Chambers  of 
Commerce,  automobile  clubs,  good  road  clubs,  or  any 
organization  devoted  to  highways  or  the  promotion 
of   automobile   travel. 

The  meeting  will  be  held  at  the  Canyon  Hotel,  July 
24th  and  25th.  First  session  will  be  called  at  5:00 
p.  m.  July  24th. 

If  any  member  or  members  of  the  San  Francisco 
Chamber  of  Commerce  propose  to  be  in  the  Yellow- 
stone Park  on  that  date,  the  Chamber  will  appreciate 
it  if  they  will  send  notice  to  that  effect  and  they 
will  be  supplied  Avith  credentials  from  this  office.

As  an  indication  that  the  "Activities"  of  the  Cham- 
ber are  closely  folloAved  and  that  our  members  are 
anxious  to  cooperate  with  us,  mention  is  here  made  of 
a  letter  received  by  the  Industrial  Department  from 
a  member  a  few  days  ago  informing  us  that  a  large 
Eastern  company  had  rented  a  floor  above  their  place 
of  business.  San  Francisco  is  a  large  city  and  new 
firms  are  constantly  locating  here.  The  Chamber  has 
many  sources  of  information,  but  finds  it  difficult  to 
keep  up  with  all  changes.

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MARINE  DEPARTMENT  NEWS 

On  account  of  advance  space  on  the  regular  liners 
between  this  port  and  the  Hawaiian  Islands  being  at 
premium,  importers  have  chartered  vessels  to  bring 
canned  pineapples  to  this  city.  Last  week  the 
Schooner  Alpena  arrived  with  a  full  cargo  consisting 
of  48,123  cases,  this  Avas  followed  by  the  Steamer 
Shasta  with  850  tons  on  board.  Both  cargoes  being 
consigned  to  the  Hawaiian  Pineapple  Company.

Japanese  Steamer  Shinyo  Maru  of  the  Toyo  Kisen 
Kaisha  arriving  here  on  June  26th  from  China  and 
Japan  brought  into  this  port  3,153  tons  of  cargo,  some 
of  the  principal  items  consisted  of  1,556  packages 
rubber,  8,856  packages  Chinese  and  Japanese  mer- 
chandise, 900  ingots  tin  and  considerable  matting, 
raw  silk,  gunnies,  oils,  etc.  8,339  packages  of  this 
cargo  are  to  be  trans-shipped  to  cities  and  ports  be- 
yond here.  

Bringing  a  full  cargo,  consisting  of  2,800  tons  of 
sugar  from  the  Philippines,  the  Steamer  Nann  Smith 
arrived  here  on  June  26th.  This  vessel  which  was 
built  for  the  coast  lumber  trade,  has  been  engaged 
the  past  year  in  foreign  trade,  having  made  several 
trips  to  South  America,  before  going  to  the  Orient 
from  this  port. 

On  June  1st  this  year  there  were  under  contract 
and  building  in  United  States  shipyards  372  vessels 
of  1,147,534  gross  tons,  according  to  statistics  com- 
piled by  the  Bureau  of  Navigation  of  the  Department 
of  Commerce.  One  of  the  largest  shipyards  also  an- 
nounced through  this  source  that  it  did  not  expect  to 
book  another  order  this  year  as  its  capacity  is  con- 
tracted for  well  into  1918. 


Grace  Line  Steamer  Cacique  which  arrived  on  June 
27th  from  Hongkong  is  to  sail  shortly  for  Sydney  and 
]\Ielbourne,  cargo  is  to  consist  of  over  6,000  tons  of 
automobiles.  

The  Steamer  Acme  built  by  the  Union  Iron  Works 
of  this  city  for  the  Standard  Oil  Co.  and  launched  on 
April  29th  this  year,  sailed  on  her  maiden  voyage  to 
AVoosung  June  24th  with  a  cargo  of  3,000,000  gals, 
of  refined  petroleum 

The  Union  Steamship  Co.'s  Maitai,  hence  the  21st 
for  Australia  and  Tahiti  took  a  varied  assortment  of 
California  products,  inchiding  1,616  bbls.  flour,  1,711 
bxs.  oranges.  162  ctls.  prunes,  198  ctls.  raisins,  250 
ctls.  rice,  600  cs.  salmon,  125  ctls.  beans,  and  large 
quantities   of   canned   goods,   dry   goods,   oils,   etc. 


The  Japanese  Steamer  Taisho  Maru  which  is  under 
charter  to  Struthers  &  Dixon  and  which  is  to  sail 
from  San  Francisco  on  August  1st  for  Vladivostok, 
direct,  sailed  for  this  port  from  Kobe  on  Juno  26th. 

The  British  Wrecking  Steamer  Salvor  of  Victoria 
has  been  granted  permission  to  salve  the  Steamer 
Bear  1)V  the  United  States  Government. 


The  Power  Schooner  Golden  State  which  arrived 
here  on  June  25th  from  Northwest  Harbor  brought  a 
cargo  of  201,000  codfish  to  Union  Codfish  Co.

SHIPPING  AFTER  THE  WAR 

There  is  much  speculation  as  to  shipping  after  the 
war,  as  to  whether  rates  will  return  to  normal  condi- 
tions, etc.  Many  believe  rates  will  be  materially  re- 
duced, that  there  will  be  ample  tonnage  available 
while   others  are   confident   the   contrary  will  be   the 

case. 

The  foreign  trade  department  has  made  an  investi- 
gation both  among  American  and  foreign  men  in  a 
position  to  form  as  nearly  accurate  judgment  as  is 
possible.  Naturally  no  man  can  say  definitely  what 
the  conditions  will  be  but  as  "straws  show  which 
way  the  wind  blows"  so  the  actions  and  statements 
of  prominent  shipping  men  throughout  the  world  give 
a  clue  which  at  least  sounds  reasonable  in  the  absence 
of  evidence  to  the  contrary. 

While  it  is  true  the  war  has  caused  the  loss  of  con- 
siderable  merchant   tonnage  yet  ship-building   in   the 
various  maritime  countries  has  nearly  kept  pace  with 
this    loss    so    that   when   peace    is    restored    the   total 
merchant  marine   tonnage   will  be   very  nearly  equal 
to  what  it  was  before  the  war  but,  while  this  is  the 
case,  there  will  be  a  considerable   change  in  the  na- 
tional ownership.     Great  Britain  will  probably  show 
a    considerable    decrease    because    she    has    been    the 
greatest   loser  and  her  shipyards   are   principally   oc- 
cupied attending  to  the  needs  of  her  navy;  Germany 
it  is  generally  believed  is  adding  largely  to  her  mer- 
chant marine  and  a  surprise  in  the  merchant  tonnage 
turned  out  is  anticipated;  Japan,  with  but  slight  loss, 
is  working  night  and  day  on  merchant  ships  of  large 
capacity  and  the  Japanese  claim  to  have  risen  from 
the  seventh  to  the  second  place  in  merchant  marine. 
Norway,    one   of   the    shrewdest   maritime   nations,    is 
buying  up  and  having  built  a  great  number  of  large 
merchant    vessels    and    the    Norwegians    are    too    far 
sighted  to  pay  prevailing  prices  for  vessels  with  an 
early  peace  in  sight  unless  they  had  good  reason  to 
believe   there   would   be    almost    as   active    a    demand 
for  ships  after  the  war  as  at  present. 

All  the  shipyards  of  the  United  States  are  working 
to  capacity  but  a  large  proportion  of  the  vessels 
being  built  are  tankers  and  many  of  the  ocean  vessels 
are  being  constructed  for  Norwegian  firms.  Should 
the  war  be  followed  by  a  commercial  struggle  as  is 
generally  anticipated  it  is  reasonable  to  believe  that  \ 
Great  Britain  and  Germany  will  both  find  their  mer- 
chant navies  inadequate  and  there  will  be  but  small 
opportunity  for  American  exporters  to  ship  then- 
goods  in  British  or  German  bottoms  except  to  those 
respective  countries  as  Great  Britain  is  already  con- 
sidering methods  for  discouraging  British  vessels  en- 
gaging in  commerce  between  two  foreign  ports. 

Time  alone  will  prove  what  the  result  will  be  but 
indications  point  to  the  fact  that  the  United  States 
will  be  hampered  in  its  foreign  trade  with  neutral 
countries  by  lack  of  ships  and  higli  rates  and  sliould 
such  prove  to  be  the  case  it  would  naturally  work 
considerably  to  the  advantage  of  botli  the  British 
and  German  merchants  wlio  are  not  thus  handicapi)ed.

INTERNATIONAL  HIGH  COMMISSION  ON 
UNIFORM  LEGISLATION 

What  the  Meeting  in  Buenos  Aires  Accomplished 
By  John  H.  Fahey 

Former  President  of  the  Chaml)er  of  Commerce  of  the 

United  States 

The  recent  session  of  the  International  High  Com- 
mission on  Uniform  Legislation  held  in  Buenos  Aires 
not  only  had  the  effect  of  very  substantially  advanc- 
ing the  cordial  relations  between  the  countries  of  the 
Pan  American  Union  but  made  very  considerable 
headway  in  agreements  as  to  changes  of  law  to  be 
undertaken  by  these  nations.  The  formation  of  the 
commission  itself  was  the  result  of  the  Pan  American 
Financial  Congress  held  in  Washington  in  May,  1915. 
At  that  time  the  governments  of  each  of  these 
countries  appointed  official  representatives  to  meet 
with  representatives  of  the  United  States  Government 
and  a  considerable  number  of  business  men  and  finan- 
ciers to  discuss  plans  for  further  expanding  the  com- 
mercial and  })anking  interests  of  the  countries. 
Transportation  and  Banking 

There  was  general  agreement  among  those  attend- 
ing this  conference  that  many  disturbing  obstacles  to 
the  growth  of  mutual  business  relations  existed  as 
a  result  of  laws  enacted  many  years  ago  and  that 
many  of  these  legislative  hindrances  needed  to  be 
r-hanged.  The  conference  of  1915  likewise  emphasized 
the  need  of  vastly  better  transportation  service  and 
improved  banking  facilities.  It  was  agreed  that  a 
number  of  the  projects  presented  should  be  given 
further  study,  but  tluit  one  of  the  greatest  needs  was 
for  the  establishm(!nt  of  a  High  Commission  as  a 
permanent  body  to  follow  up  agreements  arrived  at 
and  undertake  to  carry  them  into  effect.  It  was  sug- 
gested that  Sections  of  the  commission,  consisting  of 


nine  members  each,  be  appointed  in  each  country. 
This  was  done,  the  United  States  Commission  being 
Created  by  act  of  Congress  last  winter.  A  number  of 
important  matters  which  came  up  a  year  ago  were 
committed  for  investigation  to  various  members  of  the 
High  Commission,  and  the  first  meeting  of  the  com-  / 
mission  itself  was  called  by  the  Argentine  government 
to  meet  in  Buenos  Aires  in  April  of  this  year. 

Thirteen  definite  questions  were  dealt  with  in  the 
program  of  work  through  the  medium  of  various  com- 
mittees which  reported  to  the  commission  as  a  whole, 
llie  greatest  interest  of  the  session  centered  in  the 
discussion  of  the  transportation  question  as  affecting 
ships  and  railroads  and  the  finance  questions.  Not 
r"    "-^^  Continued    to    page   5.

A  Million  Dollars  to  Work  With. 

President  Koster  appointed  the  following  to  act  on  the  Law  and  Order  Committee  after  the  mass 
meeting  adjourned,  Frederick  J.  Koster,  Chairman,  Wallace  Alexander  of  Aleixander  &  Baldwin,  C. 
K.  Johnson,  President  of  the  Union  Lumber  Co.,  George  M.  Rplph,  Manager  of  the  California  Hawaiian 
Sugar  Refining  Co.,  and  C.  F.  Michales,  Langley  &  Michales  and  a  former  president  of  the  Chamber. 

Two  sub-committees  are  to  be  appointed: — 

FIRST:— A  committee  to  raise  a  sum  of  $1,000,000.00  over  $200,000.00  of  which  has  already  been 
voluntarily  subscribed  by  a  few  of  the  leading  men  of  the  city. 

SECOND: — A  committee  to  see  that  the  commerce  of  the  port  is  moved  and  that  freight  is 
taken  on  and  off  the  docks. 

The  Law  and  Order  Committee  will  eradicate  any  handicap  that  interferes  with  the  free  move- 
ment of  the  commerce  of  the  port.     The  details  of  the  work  will  be  reported  as  it  progresses.

Action  is  Necessary 

Now,  gentlemen,  we  are  here  for  a  very  serious 
purpose,  and  this  meeting  must  result  in  action,  made 
I  necessary  by  a  very  serious  condition  which  the  busi- 
ness community  cannot  and  must  not  tolerate  any 
longer.  We  don't  intend  leaning  upon  anyone  on 
the  outside  in  this  matter — we  are  going  to  do  the 
job  ourselves  and  do  it  thoroughly.  Anyone  here  who 
is  not  in  the  frame  of  mind  where  he  will  be  prepared 
to  do  his  full  duty,  and  who  cannot  be  counted  upon 
for  loyalty  and  determination,  would  best  quietly  and 
promptly  leave  this  meeting. 


This  is  no  complicated  question,  and  there  is  no 
occasion  for  any  confusion  in  the  mind  of  anyone. 

It  is  not  necessary  at  this  time  to  go  into  details 
as  to  the  existing  situation  and  we  are  not  at  this 
time  concerned  with  the  merits  of  any  controversy. 
AVe  are  here  in  the  interest  of  San  Francisco,  to  see 
that  law  and  order  sliall  ho  maintained  to  the  end, 
that  there  may  be  guaranteed  to  every  law  abiding 
individual  the  God-given  right  to  Avork  and  to  live 
in  peace  and  safety. 

Outrages  Are  Cited 

You  are  all  familiar  with  the  condition  of  lawless- 
ness that  prevails  on  the  waterfront. 

Notwithstanding  the  fact  that  a  large  committee 
from  the  San  Francisco  Commercial  Club,  together 
with  a  smaller  committee  from  the  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce, and  consisting  of  the  most  representative  men 
of  San  Francisco,  waited  upon  the  Mayor,  with  whom 
were  present  at  the  time  the  President  of  the  Police 
Commission  and  the  Chief  of  Police,  and  in  spite  of 
the  fact  that  positive  assurance  was  given  that  there 
would  be  ample  police  protection;  that  laAv  and  order 
Avould  ])e  absolutely  maintained;  and  that  it  Avas  en- 
tirely possible  for  the  regularly  constituted  author- 
ities, without  assistance,  to  guarantee  protection,  out- 
rages have  occurred  daily  since  that  time. 
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Order  is  R.ead 

A  condition  of  lawlessness  exists  for  which  there 
can  be  no  excuse.  You  all  know  that,  due  to  mob 
intimidation,  it  is  almost  impossible  to  handle  goods 
to  and  from  certain  docks.  Merchants  are  subjected 
to  the  shameful,  tyrannous,  and  uninterrupted  rule 
of  the  waterfront  by  the  officers  of  the  Long  Shore- 
men's Union,  and  immunity  from  attacks  can  only  be 
gained  through  securing  from  Murphy,  Prijsident  of 
the  Riggers  and  Stevedores'  Union,  a  regular  form 
of  order  signed  by  him,  a  copy  of  which  I  have  and 
will  read. 

(Permit  from  J.  J.  Murphy  read  from  photographs 
of   original  order) 

The  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce recently  unanimously  expressed  their  determi- 
nation Avith  reference  to  such  conditions  by  formal 
resolution,  which  T  will  now  read: 

(Resolutions  Avere  read) 

There  sliould  be  no  misunderstanding  of  the  Board's 
exact  meaning.  The  statement  is  definite  and  clear. 
The  Chamber  is  not  out  on  any  campaign  to  destroy 
labor  unions,  nor  will  it  undertake  anything  of  that 
character.  '  * 

There  need  be  no  mistake  about  oii''  program  unless 
deliberately  misinterpreted,  deliberately  mis-stated. 
No  law  abiding  workingman  but  slmuld  support  it. 
No  law  abiding  union  man  of  the  most  rndical  type 
need  fear  it  in  the  slightest. 

We  demand  the  maintenance  of  law  and  order.  AVe 
insist  upon  scruinilous  maintenance  of  contract.  We 
insist  upon  the  right  to  employ  union  labor  or  non- 
union labor,  in  whole  or  in  part. 

We  will,  under  no  circumstances,  tolerate  a  condi- 
tion where,  as  has  been  the  case  in  the  present  water- 
front situation,  goods  or  produds  are  refused  to  be 
handled  because  of  some  taint  of  unfairness  arbitrarily 
applied  thereto. 


Stamp  Out  Disease 

Tt  is  time  that  San  Francisco  free  its  rejMitation,  at 
home  ixxid  abroad,  as  being  a  class-ruled  city,  and  any- 
thing within  it  that  depends  upon  lawlessness  and 
violence  for  its  success  must  be  stamped  out. 

Ten  years  ago  earthquake  ard  Hre  destroyed  the 
city.  ^Tany  of  you,  during  t^"  lew  years  immediately 
following,  were  at  your  wit's  ends  to  rehabilitate 
your  l)usiness.-  Then  came  that  great  undertaking — 
the  development  and  building  of  a  great  Exposition. 
Hard,  determined  work  brought  these  things  to  a 
successful  fruition  l)ut  ke[)t  up  all  occupied  to  such 
an  extent  that  this  industrial  and  political  disease 
made  great  inroads  upon  our  community,  and  now, 
with  the  same  determination  that  disease — a  disease 
from  the  baleful  influence  of  which  no  one  of  you  is 
immune — will  be  stamped  out. 


Chamber  BacKs  Move 

The  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce,  to  a  man,  are  determined  upon  this,  and  they 
are  prepared  to  go  as  far  as  it  may  be  necessary,  and 
to  steadily  pursue  their  course  up  to  the  time  of  its 
full  accomplishment. 

You  need  have  no  fear  or  doubt  upon  that  score ; 
and  at  this  point,  having  stated  these  facts,  I  am  not 
going  to  ask,  but  I  am  going  to  demand,  of  each  and 
every  one  of  you  here,  your  full  support  of  time  and 
of  money  for  this  work. 

This  is  not  more  for  capitalistic  industrial  San 
Francisco  than  it  is  for  the  rights  of  the  man  who 
wants  to  work,  free  and  untrammeled.  We  must 
make  San  Francisco  a  place  in  which  we  can  live 
and  Avork  happily  and  nobody  has  a  right  to  take 
part  in  this  meeting  who,  in  his  commercial  activities, 
is  not  disposed  to  be  fair  to  labor. 

Grim  Determination 

This  is  not  time  for  shallow,  momentary,  enthusi- 
asm. It  is  grim  determination  to  tackle  the  biggest 
job  we've  ever  undertaken — the  job  of  every  one  of 
us- — and  is  bigger  than  our  individual  business. 

We  don't  expect  all  of  your  time — it  won't  be 
necessary — but  we  do  expect  a  measure  of  it,  and  a 
contribution  in  money,  in  proportion  to  the  magnitude 
of  the  task  in  hand. 

One  of  the  greatest  difficulties  Avith  which  those 
Avho  are  in  the  fight  have  to  contend,  as  has  been 
particularly  brought  to  my  attention  recently  by  a 
branch  of  the  Building  Trades  Employers'  is  the  pres- 
sure brought  by  merchants  and  OAvners  demanding 
that  their  goods  be  moved  or  that  their  buildings  be 
completed,  urging  their  own  immediate  selfish  in- 
terests as  against  their  own  ultimate,  and  their  com- 
munities interest,  and  this  has  to  stop. 

You'a^c    been    crying   for   years   "Why    doesn't   the 

Chamber   of   Commerce   do   something?,"    and   it   has 
not  been  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  as  represented  by 

its  officers,  but  it  has  been  you  yourselves  Avho  have 

not  been  ready. 

Up  to  Merchants 

T  want  to  stir  the  red  blood  in  your  veins  and  take 
this  matter  in  hand  as  it  should  be  done. 

The  Chamber  of  Commerce  having  taken  this  strong 
stand,  having  pledged  its  Board  of  Directors,  its  or- 
ganization, the  resources  of  its -organization,  its  mem- 
bership, the  resources  of  its  membership,  as  far  as 
they  are  available  to  meet  the  situation, — therefore  it 
is  up  to  the  merchants  of  San  Francisco  to  say  that 
they  Avill  not  submit  to  laAvlessness  and  outrage  and  i 
that  they  will  back  up  to  the  limit  intelligent  and  con-  ' 
structive  leadership.

The  eft'eetive  date  on  the  rice  rates  has  been  further 
postponed  to  January  29,  1917,  and  on  the  rules  for 
furnishing  cars  to  P'ebruary  28,  1917,  but  the  hearings 
will   proceed    as   docketed.

The  hearings  will  be  conducted  in  the  United  States 
court  rooms  in  San  Francisco  before  Interstate  Com- 
merce Commission  Examiner  Bissell.

the  limited  facilities  which  have  always  existed  be- 
tween the  United  States  and  South  America,  the  opin- 
ion of  the  Latin  American  Commissioners  was  unanim- 
ous as  to  the  need  of  more  and  better  steamship  lines 
operating  under  the  American  flag.  Moreover,  the 
countries  of  the  Pan  American  Union  put  the  'issue 
squarely  up  to  the  United  States.  It  is  clear  that  such 
lines  cannot  be  maintained  without  government  aid, 
and  the  South  Americans  frankly  say  to  us  that,  as 
one  of  the  richest  countries  in  the  world,  we  are  in  a 
position  to  finance  these  lines  while  their  countries 
are  not.  They  say,  with  truth,  that  for  more  than 
twenty  years  they  have  been  pointing  out  the  need  of 
action  to  establish  the  needed  lines,  but  we  have 
neglected  the  opportunity.  They  insist  that  if  we  are 
interested  in  doing  business  in  South  America  it  is 
our  task  to  take  the  initiative  in  the  transportation 
matter. 


SAN  FRANCISCO  DAY  AT  SANTA  CRUZ 

Saturday,  July  15th,  has  been  set  aside  as  "San 
Francisco  Day"  at.  Santa  Cruz.  President  S.  A. 
Palmer  of  the  Santa  Cruz  Chamber  of  Commerce  has 
wired  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  urging  the  coopera- 
tion of  this  organization  and  stating  that  such  co- 
operation would  go  a  long  way  toward  making  the 
occasion  an  unprecedented  success. 

President  Koster  wired  an  answer  stating  that  San 
Francisco  is  greatly  interested  in  the  date  and  that 
the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce  will  be  of- 
ficially represented.

A  bill  granting  a  subsidy  to  the  shipping  of  British 
Columbia  recently  adopted  l)y  that  government,  pro- 
vides that  the  province  shall  make  loans  amounting 
to  55 '/J  of  the  value  of  ships  built.  The  loans  in 
direct  aid  to  ship  building  will  be  paid  to  the  owners 
of  each  ship  up  to  the  number  of  not  more  than 
twenty  ships  constructed  and  launched  in  the  Province 
after  the  coming  into  effect  of  the  act,  in  ten  annual 
installments,  up  to  15%  of  the  actual  cost.  The  sub- 
sidy paid  in  any  one  year,  however,  shall  not  amount 
to  more  than  $5.00  per  ton  dead  weight  capacity. 
The  measure  has  the  further  very  wise  provision  that 
this  subsidy  shall  be  paid  only  as  long  as  the  ship 
remains  in  continuous  British  Columbia  service,  that 
is,  carries  cargo  from  British  Columbia  and  brings 
return  cargoes  back. 

The  Nor.  Steamer  Arna  of  the  iMaple  Leaf  Line 
Avill  sail  from  San  Francisco  for  European  ports  on 
July  20th.  It  is  the  first  vessel  of  this  line  to  leave 
here  for  many  months,  their  regular  sailings  having 
been  discontinued  on  account  of  the  war.  E.  C.  Evans 
&  Sons  are  agents  on  the  Pacific  Coast. 


The  Steamer  Burlington  which  arrived  on  July 
1st  from  Antofagasta  brought  in  a  cargo  of  3,220  tons 
of  nitrate  to  Wessel,  Duval  &  Co.  After  discharging 
vessel  will  proceed  to  Seattle  where  name  will  be 
changed  to  Juneau  and  will  enter  the  Alaska  service 
for  Alaska  Steamship  Co. 


Calling  at  this  port  during  the  past  week,  while 
bound  to  or  from  the  Orient,  to  have  their  bunkers 
replenished,  were  the  British  Steamers  Indrawadi, 
City  of  Norwich,  Kafue,  Indrakuala,  City  of  Durham, 
Dutch  Steamer  Deli  and  Japanese  Steamer  Tsushima 
Maru.  The  two  former  vessels  took  650  and  675  tons 
respectively,  which  were  loaded  in  the  fast  time  of  8 
hours  by  the  Western  Fuel  Co.  Several  other  steamers 
will  follow  shortly  to  be  bunkered.

SHIPMENTS  FOR  VLADIVOSTOK 

-  Strong  efforts  are  being  made  to  secure  regular 
service  between  San  Francisco  and  Vladivostok  to  se- 
cure some  of  the  ten  to  fifteen  million  dollar  a  month 
exports.  Many  San  Francisco  exporters  appear  not 
to  know  there  are  frequently  ships  sailing  direct  from 
this  city  which  are  quoting  rates  of  freight  which  ap- 
pear very  reasonable  in  view  of  conditions.  The 
foreign  trade  department  urges  all  merchants  in- 
terested in  making  shipments  to  Siberia  to  list  their 
names  and  they  will  be  advised  from  time  to  time  as 
steamers  are  placed  on  the  berth.  This  will  frequently 
give  shippers  one  or  two  weeks  advance  notice  of 
regular  publication  notice. 

SHIPMENTS  FOR  GREECE 

The  Foreign  Trade  Department  has  just  been  ad- 
vised by  the  British  Consul  General  that  Letters  of 
Assurance  will  be  issued  for  shipments  from  the 
United   States   to   Greece. 

NEW    BARRACKS    FOR    THE    PRESIDIO 

Senator  Phelan  has  made  vigorous  efforts  to  secure 
an  appropriation  from  Congress  of  five  hundred  thous- 
and dollars  for  new  barracks  for  the  Presidio.  The 
five  hundred  thousand  dollars  which  was  originally 
intended  for  a  government  exposition  l)uilding,  it  is 
hoped  would  be  appropriated  for  new  barracks  which 
are  badly  needed  at  th(^  Pi'esidio. 

Senator  Phelan  in  a  letter  to  the  (Muimher  of  ('om- 
merce,  states  that  the  House  Appropriation  Com- 
mittee, did  not  insert  this  appropriation  owing  to  the 
large  appropriations  necessary  for  actual  military 
])reparedness.  In  the  Military  (Army)  Appropriation 
Bill  as  passed  by  the  House  there  is  an  item  of 
$2,750,000  for  the  construction  of  barracks,  etc.  to  be 
disbursed  upon  tiu^  recommendation  of  the  Secretary 
of  War.  Senator  Phelan  Avill  again  take  up  this  )uat- 
ter  when  this  measure  becomes  a  law,  $30,000  of  the 
above  item  is  for  the  road  connecting  the  one  built 
by  the  city  and  the  one  passing  through  Fort  AVin- 
fi'eld  Scott."

INTERSTATE  COMMERCE  COMMISSION 
HEARINGS 

The  Attorney  and  Manager  of  the  Traffic  Bureau 
appeared  in  behalf  of  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of 
Commerce  on  July  12th  last  in  protesting  the  raise 
of  rates  on  California  rice  to  the  Missouri  Kiver  and 
Colorado  common  points,  at  the  hearing  before  Inter- 
state Commerce  Commission  Examiner  Bissell  on  In- 
vestigation and  Suspension  Docket  No.  811.  The  hear- 
ing of  this  matter  consumed  a  day  and  a  half. 

The  Attorney  and  Manager  also  appeared  in  op- 
position to  the  proposition  of  the  carriers  to  withdraw 
the  follow  lot  provisions  from  the  Gulf  routes  on  east- 
bound  commodities  carrying  low  rates  between  the 
Pacific  and  Atlantic  ports,  which  was  heard  under  In- 
vestigation and  Suspension  Docket  No.  831. 

Hearings  were  also  held  before  Examiner  Bissell  on 
certain  interstate  switching  complaints  which  have 
not  hitherto  been  set  for  hearing  by  the  Commission. 
A  record  was  made  in  these  cases,  and  additional  evi- 
dence introduced.  The  hearing  was  concluded  Friday 
afternoon.  Julv  14th. 


TRANSPORTATION  DEPARTMENT 

INTERMOUNTAIN  RATE  ORDER 

In  connection  with  the  preparation  of  a  petition  to 
the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  to  extend  the 
effective  date  of  the  recent  order  in  the  intermountain 
case  from  September  1st  to  January  1st  next,  the 
Traffic  Bureau  desires  to  ascertain  facts  as  to  the  loss 
that  will  be  incurred  if  this  extension  is  not  granted. 

It  is  without  question  that  someone  will  lose  when 
the  higher  rates  go  into  effect,  and  the  loser  will  be 
either  the  consignor  or  the  consignee,  depending  upon 
whether  the  goods  in  question  are  sold  f.  o.  b.  point 
of  origin  or  f.  o.  b.  destination.  The  eastbound  com- 
modities affected  are  asphaltum,  beans,  barley,  canned 
goods,  dry  fruits  and  wine,  California  products  which 
now  have  low  rates  via  the  Gulf  route  to  New  York 
and  the  Atlantic  Coast.  The  westbound  commodities 
affected  are  those  known  as  Schedule  C  articles,  con- 
sisting of  heavy  goods  and  freight  that  ordinarily 
moves  readily  by  sea,  such  as  canned  goods,  dry 
goods,  iron  and  steel  articles,  and  the  numerous  com- 
modities, the  receivers  of  which  will  readily  recognize 
as  their  interests  appear. 

All  members  of  the  Chamber  are  requested  to  notify 
the  Attorney  and  Manager  of  the  Traffic  Bureau  the 
amount  of  the  various  commodities  affected  by  the 
Commission's  order  which  they  will  ship  or  receive 
during  the  months  of  September,  October,  November 
and  December,  and  the  loss  can  then  be  ascertained 
by  multiplying  the  amount  of  the  probable  raise  in 
the  rate  by  the  weight  of  the  respective  movements. 


CONFERENCE  OF  PACIFIC  COAST  TRAFFIC 

BODIES 

A  conference  of  traffic  representatives  of  the  var- 
ious commercial  organizations  of  the  Pacific  Coast 
cities  from  Puget  Sound  to  San  Diego  was  held  in 
the  office  of  the  Traffic  Bureau  Tuesday.  July  18th, 
upon  the  matter  of  the  recent  decision  of  the  Inter- 
state Commerce  Commission  in  the  intermountain 
cases.  The  object  of  the  conference  was  to  secure 
united  action  on  the  part  of  all  the  Pacific  Coast  com- 
mercial bodies  in  presenting  a  petition  to  the  Inter- 
state Commerce  Commission  to  extend  the  effective 
date  of  the  order  to  January  1,  1917,  to  enable  ship- 
pers and  receivers  of  freight  to  complete  existing 
contracts  which  were  made  under  the  lower  Schedule 
of  rates,  before  the  increase  in  rates  becomes  finally 
effective. 

The  recent  decision  of  the  Interstate  Commerce 
Commission  in  the  Fourth  Section  cases  again  accent- 
uates the  fact,  of  daily  and  hourly  impression  to  stu- 
dents of  the  situation,  that  the  position  and  progress 
of  San  Francisco  as  a  commercial  center  is  first,  last 
and  all  the  time  dependent  upon  ocean  transportation.

Frederick  J.  Koster  of  the  San  Francisco  Chamber 
of  Commerce  who  presided  at  the  Mass  Meeting  of 
the  merchants  and  members  of  the  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce, held  on  Monday,  July  10th,  1916. 


"So  that  there  may  be  no  misinterpretation,  I  have 
taken  pains  to  write  out  what  I  have  to  say  to  you. 

This  is  a  meeting  of  the  members  of  the  Chamber 
of  Commerce,  of  the  merchants,  manufacturers,  and 
business  men  of  San  Francisco  and  their  associates, 
called  for  the  purpose  of  considering  the  intolerable 
conditions  prevailing  upon  the  waterfront,  and  that 
disease  permeating  this  community,  of  which  the 
waterfront  situation  is  at  present  the  most  outstand- 
ing manifestation,  to  the  end  that  positive  and  deter- 
mined action  may  be  undertaken  towards  the  perman- 
ent eradication  of  that  disease,  and  of  giving  every 
element  of  the  community  full  notice  of  that  determi- 
nation.

Action  is  Necessary 

Now,  gentlemen,  we  are  here  for  a  very  serious 
purpose,  and  this  meeting  must  result  in  action,  made 
necessary  by  a  very  serious  condition  which  the  biisi- 
ness  community  cannot  and  must  not  tolerate  any 
longer.  We  don't  intend  leaning  upon  anyone  on 
the  outside  in  this  matter — we  are  going  to  do  the 
job  ourselves  and  do  it  thoroughly.  Anyone  here  who 
is  not  in  the  frame  of  mind  where  he  will  be  prepared 
to  do  his  full  duty,  and  who  cannot  be  counted  upon 
for  loyalty  and  determination,  would  best  quietly  and 
promptly  leave  this  meeting. 

This  is  no  complicated  question,  and  there  is  no 
occasion  for  any  confusion  in  the  mind  of  anyone. 

It  is  not  necessary  at  this  time  to  go  into  details 
as  to  the  existing  situation  and  we  are  not  at  his 
time  concerned  with  the  merits  of  any  controversy. 
We  are  here  in  the  interest  of  San  Francisco,  to  see 
that  law  and  order  shall  be  maintained  to  the  end, 
that  there  may  be  guaranteed  to  every  law  abiding 
individual  the  God-given  right  to  work  and  to  live 
in  peace  and  safety. 


Outrages  Are  Cited 

You  are  all  familiar  with  the  condition  of  lawless- 
ness that  prevails  on  the  waterfront. 

Notwithstanding  the  fact  that  a  large  committee 
from  the  San  Francisco  Commercial  Club,  together 
with  a  smaller  committee  from  the  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce, and  consisting  of  the  most  representative  men 
of  San  Francisco,  waited  upon  the  Mayor,  with  whom 
were  present  at  the  time  the  President  of  the  Police 
Commission  and  the  Chief  of  Police,  and  in  spite  of 
the  fact  that  positive  assurance  was  given  that  there 
would  be  ample  police  protection ;  that  law  and  order 
would  be  absolutely  maintained ;  and  that  it  was  en- 
tirely possible  for  the  regularly  constituted  author- 
ities, without  assistance,  to  guarantee  protection,  out- 
rages have  occurred  daily  since  that  time. 

Order  is   Read 

A  condition  of  lawlessness  exists  for  which  there 
can  be  no  excuse.  You  all  know  that,  due  to  mo)) 
intimidation,  it  is  almost  impossible  to  handle  goods 
to  and  from  certain  docks.  Merchants  are  subjected 
to  the  shameful,  tyrannous,  and  uninterrupted  rule 
of  the  waterfront  by  the  officers  of  the  Long  Shore- 
men's Union,  and  immunity  from  attacks  can  only  be 
gained  through  securing  from  ]\Iurphy,  President  of 
the  Riggers  and  Stevedores'  Union,  a  regular  form 
or  order  signed  by  him,  a  copy  of  which  I  have  and 
will  read. 

(Permit  from  J.  J.  llurphy  read  from  photographs 
of  original  order) 

The  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce recently  unanimously  expressed  their  determi- 
nation with  reference  to  such  conditions  by  formal 
resolution,  which  I  will  now  read : 

(Resolutions  were  read) 

There  should  be  no  misunderstanding  of  the  Board's 
exact  meaning.  The  statement  is  definite  and  clear. 
The  Chamber  is  not  out  on  any  campaign  to  destroy 
labor  unions,  nor  will  it  undertake  anything  of  that 
character. 

There  need  be  no  mistake  about  our  program  unless 
deliberately  misinterpreted,  deliberately  mis-stated. 
No  law  abiding  workingman  but  should  support  it. 
No  law  abiding  union  man  of  the  most  radical  type 
need  fear  it  in  the  slightest. 

We  demand  tlie  maintenance  of  law  and  order.  We 

insist  upon  scrupulous  maintenance  of  contract.  We 

insist  upon  the  right  to  employ  union  labor  or  non- 
union labor,  in  whole  or  in  part. 

We  will,  under  no  circumstances,  tolerate  a  condi- 
tion where,  as  has  been  the  case  in  the  present  Avater- 


front  situation,  goods  or  products  are  refused  to  be  and  work  happily  and  nobody  has  a  right  to  take 
handled  because  of  some  taint  of  unfairness  arbitrarily  part  in  this  meeting  who,  in  his  commercial  activities, 
applied  thereto.  is  not  disposed  to  be  fair  to  labor. 


Stamp  Out  Disease 

It  is  time  that  San  Francisco  free  its  reputation,  at 
home  and  abroad,  as  being  a  class-ruled  city,  and  any- 
thing within  it  that  depends  upon  lawlessness  and 
violence  for  its  success  must  be  stamped  out. 

Ten  years  ago  earthquake  and  fire  destroyed  the 
city.  INIany  of  you,  during  the  few  years  immediately 
following,  were  at  your  wit's  ends  to  rehabilitate 
your  business.  Then  came  that  great  undertaking — 
the  development  and  building  of  a  great  Exposition. 
Ilarjd,  determined  work  brought  these  things  to  a 
successful  fruition  l)ut  kept  us  all  occupied  to  such 
an  extent  that  this  industrial  and  political  disease 
made  great  inroads  upon  our  community,  and  now, 
with  the  same  determination  that  disease — a  disease 
from  the  baleful  influence  of  which  no  one  of  you  is 
immune — will  be   stamped  out. 

Chamber  Backs   Move 

Tlie  Board  of  Directors  of  tlie  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce, to  a  man,  are  determined  upon  this,  and  they 
are  prepared  to  go  as  far  as  it  may  be  necessary,  and 
to  steadily  pursue  their  course  up  to  the  time  of  its 
full   accomplishment. 

You  need  have  no  fear  or  doubt  upon  that  score ; 
and  at  this  point,  having  stated  these  facts,  I  am  not 
going  to  ask,  but  I  am  going  to  demand,  of  each  and 
every  one  of  you  here,  your  full  support  of  time  and 
of  money  for  this  work. 

This  is  not  more  for  capitalistic  industrial  San 
Francisco  than  it  is  for  tlie  rights  of  the  man  who 
wants  to  work,  free  and  untrammeled.  We  must 
make   San   Francisco   a   place   in    which   we    can   live 


Grim  Determination 

This  is  not  time  for  shallow,  momentary,  enthusi- 
asm. It  is  grim  determination  to  tackle  the  biggest 
job  we've  ever  undertaken — the  job  of  every  one  of 
us — and  is  bigger  than  our  individvial  business. 

We  don't  expect  all  of  your  time — it  won't  be 
necessary — but  we  do  expect  a  measure  of  it,  and  a 
contribution  in  money,  in  proportion  to  the  magnitude 
of  the  task  in  hand. 

One  of  the.  greatest  difficulties  with  which  those 
who  are  in  the  fight  have  to  contend,  as  has  been 
particularly  brought  to  my  attention  recently  by  a 
branch  of  the  Building  Trades  Employers'  is  the  pres- 
sure brought  l)y  merchants  and  owners  demanding 
that  their  goods  be  moved  or  that  their  buildings  be 
completed,  urging  their  own  immediate  selfish  in- 
terests as  against  their  own  ultimate,  and  their  com- 
miuiities  interest,  and  this  has  to  stop. 

You've  been  crying  for  years  "Why  doesn't  the 
Chamber  of  Commerce  do  something?,"  and  it  has 
not  been  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  as  represented  by 
its  officers,  but  it  has  been  you  yourselves  who  have 
not  been  ready. 

Up  to   Merchants 

I  want  to  stir  the  red  blood  in  your. veins  and  take 
this  matter  in  hand  as  it  should  be  done. 

The  Chamber  of  Commerce  having  taken  this  strong 
stand,  having  pledged  its  Board  of  Directors,  its  or- 
ganization, the  resources  of  its  organization,  its  mem- 
bership, the  resources  of  its  membership,  as  far  as 
they  are  available  to  meet  the  situation, — therefore  it 
is  up  to  the  merchants  of  San  Francisco  to  say  that 
they  will  not  submit  to  lawlessness  and  outrage  and 
that  they  will  back  up  to  the  limit  intelligent  and  con- 
structive leadership. 


Resolutions  Adopted  by  the  Mass  Meeting 


RESOLVED:  that  it  be  the  sense  of  this  meeting  that  the  permanent  policy  adopted  by  the  San 
Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce,  demanding  that  the  integrity  of  all  contractual  relations  between 
employers  and  employees  be  scrupulously  observed,  for  the  maintenance  of  law  and  order,  and  in- 
sisting upon  the  right  to  employ  union  men  in  whole  or  in  part  as  the  parties  involved  may  elect,  be 
unqualifiedly  and  heartily  endorsed,  and  that  the  Chamber  be  encouraged  to  pledge  its  entire  member- 
ship that  its  policy  be  made  effective  in  this  community; 

RESOLVED :  that  the  President  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  appoint  a  committee  of  five,  includ- 
ing himself  as  Chairman,  to  be  known  as  the  Law  and  Order  Committee  of  the  San  Francisco 
Chamber  of  Commerce,  with  full  power  to  act;  to  immediately  proceed  to  appoint  such  sub-committees 
as  it  may  deem  necessary  and  advisable;  to  immediately  proceed  to  raise  such  a  sum  of  money  as 
may  be  necessary  to  carry  on  this  work  to  a  successful  conclusion,  and  be  it  further 

RESOLVED:  as  the  sense  of  this  meeting  that  every  merchant  and  business  man  present  pledge 
himself  to  support  this  movement  to  the  fullest  extent. 


SAN  FRANCISCO  CHAMBER  OF  COMMERCE  ACTIVITIES 


The  Industrial  Department  of  the

South),  offer  the 
most  available  lands  to  meet  the 
above  requirements,  and  that  they 
can  be  filled  in  and  improved  at 
comparatively  small  expense  to  the 
owners,  if  the  work  is  done  as  a 
whole. 

Its  location  for  an  industrial  dis- 
trict is  ideal  from  a  transportation 
point  of  view. 

It  is  also  surrounded  by  hills  that 
offer  desirable  home  sites  for  work- 
men within  w^alking  distance  of 
their  place   of  employment,

Nor.  Steamer  Tanered  arrived  at  San  Francisco  on 
July  lltli  from  Manila  with  a  cargo  of  8,811  tons  of 
Sugar  and  1,275  tons  of  copra.  The  Tanered  after 
discharging  inward  cargo  will  be  taken  over  by  the 
Western  Fuel  Company  wlio  will  place  it  in  the  coast 
coal  trade. 


The  Dutch  Steamer  Tjikerabang  of  Java  Pacific 
Line  sailed  fropi  Batavia  on  July  9th  for  San  Fran- 
cisco with  full  cargo  of  merchandise.  The  Tjisondari 
of  the  same  line  will  leave  San  Francisco  on  July 
21st  for  Hongkong,  JManila  and  Batavia. 


The  largest  Motor  Ship  afloat,  the  Danish  ^Motor 
Ship  Chile  of  East  Asiatic  Company  sailed  from  Chris- 
tiania  on  July  11th  for  San  Francisco. 


The  British  Steamer  Indrakuala  and  the  Japanese 
Steamer  Tsushima  Maru  from  the  Orient  bound  for 
New  York  called  at  this  port  during  the  week  to  dis- 
charge part  cargo  and  replenish  their  coal  bunkers. 
They  are  forerunners  of  new  lines,  which  will  make 
San  Francisco  a  regular  port  of  call. 


The  Scliooner  Annie  M.  Campbell  which  sailed 
from  Apia  on  July  13th  for  San  Francisco  has  on 
board  a  cargo  of  680  tons  of  copra  consigned  to 
Wightman  &  Crane. 


The  steel  tanker  Pearl  Shell,  sister  ship  to  the  Gold 
Shell  and  Silver  Shell  which  had  previously  been 
launched  at  the  same  yards,  took  to  the  water  July 
1st  from  Harlan  &  Hollingsworth  plant  at  Wilming- 
ton, Del. 

These  steamers  were  constructed  for  the  Shell  Oil 
Co.  of  California  for  their  trade  out  of  this  port.  Ow- 
ing to  the  great  demand  for  tankers  across  the  At- 
lantic, these  vessels  have  been  chartered  out  since 
their  completion,  but  will  be  seen  here  as  soon  as 
normal  conditions  avail. 


The  American  Hawaiian  Steamer  Floridian,  under 
charter  to  the  Union  S.  S.  Co.,  left  port  on  the  13th 
for  Sydney,  with  a  large  miscellaneous  cargo. 


Owing  to  the  large  amount  of  freight  being  offered 
on  the  coast  for  transportation  to  the  West  Coast  of 
South  America,  W.  R.  Grace  &  Co.  have  chartered 
the  Japanese  Steamer  Hokkai  INlaru,  to  take  cargo 
from  Puget  Sound  ports  and  San  Francisco  to  Chile, 
Peru,  etc.  Their  regular  steamers  on  the  run  there 
have  all  been  loaded  to  capacity. 


The  Brig  Geneva  which  sailed  from  Sydney  on  July 
4th  for  San  Francisco  has  on  board  a  cargo  of  547 
tons  of  copra  for  Wightman  &  Crane. 


Tlie  Ignited  States  Government  has  chartered  the 
Steamer  Buenaventura  to  load  coal  at  Hampton  Roads 
for  Pacific  Coast  port  for  use  of  the  Navy.  The  vessel 
will  load  between  5,000  and  7,000  tons  and  will  com- 
mence loading  the  early  part  of  August.  The  rate 
paid  being  $8.50  per  ton.  Canal  tolls  to  ])e  on  account 
of  Government.

The  Board  of  Directors  of  the  San  Francisco 
Chamber  of  Commerce  unanimously  decided  at  their 
weekly  meeting  last  week,  to  inaugurate  a  campaign 
to  double  the  present  membership  of  the  Chamber. 

The  Membership  Committee  has  been  working  on 
the  matter  for  several  weeks  and  after  investigating 
the  several  organizations  engaged  in  this  line  of 
work,  has  secured  the  expert  services  of  The  City 
Development  Bureau  of  which  ]\Ir.  H.  Van  Rensselaer 
Chase  is  president  to  manage  the  details  of  the  cam- 
paign. The  Board  approved  the  action  of  the  ]\Iem- 
bership  Committee,  suggesting  that  such  a  campaign 
should  be   conducted. 

The  present  membership  of  the  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce numbers  2,500  but  it  is  confidently  expected 
that  after  the  campaign  the  5,000  mark  will  be  passed. 
The  Board  of  Directors  as  well  as  the  membership 
committee  have  taken  this  action  believing  that  now 
is  the  time  to  conduct  such  a  campaign.  With  the 
immense  sums  that  have  been  voluntarily  subscribed 
for  the  work  of  the  Law  and  Order  Committee,  with 


ble  Its  Membership 

the  report  coming  early  in  September  from  Dr.  B.  ]\I. 
Rastall  on  the  Industrial  Survey  of  San  Francisco  and 
the  Bay  Region  for  whicli  the  sum  of  $40,000.00  was 
raised,  and  all  the  ramifications  and  developments 
that  will  come  from  this  work  it  is  deemed  necessary 
to  have  the  moral  backing  of  the  entire  San  Francisco 
business  community  in  order'  to  carry  on  the  work 
successfully.  The  financial  backing  for  these  under- 
takings will  undoubtedly  be  taken  care  of,  but  the 
active,  individual  and  collective  support  and  assist- 
ance of  the  business  men  of  the  city  is  needed  in  this 
work.  For  tliis  reason  the  action  as  outlined  has 
been   taken. 

Mr   Chase   has  had   a  wide   experience   in   this    line 
of  work  and  has  successfully  conducted  campaigns  in 

all  the  large  cities  of  the  Pacific  Coast  including 
Portland,  Oregon,  Tacoma,  Washington,  Seattle,  Spok- 
ane, San  Diego,  Alameda,  Bellingham,  Wenatchee, 
Astoria,  Port  Angels  and  many  of  the  smaller  cities 
of  Washington. 


Uncontrolled  Jitney  Competition 

Ovir  own  President  has  been  ([uoted  in  one  of  the 
National  Information  Bureaus,  on  the  matter  of  un- 
controlled jitney  competition  as   follows : 

"It  strikes  me  that  there  is  one  thing  which  might 
receive  your  consideration  in  your  Weekly  Letter.  I 
feel  that  it  is  necessary  tliat  the  men  of  influence 
throughout  the  country  should  be  giving  careful 
consideration  to  the  question  of  what  I  might  term 
'Jitney'  competition  with  estalilishecl  and  regulated 
carrier  systems,  rail  or  water,  urban,  interurban  or 
interstate.  In  my  humble  opinion  this  is  one  of  the 
worst   evils   with   which   we   now    have   to   contend. 

"We  have  an  unregulated  and  unrestrained,  in  fact 
altogether  uncontrolled,  'jitney'  service  operating  in 
San  Francisco,  to  the  serious  disadvantage  of  the 
local   street   railway   system. 

"We  have  motor  bus  'jitneys'  similiarly  uncon- 
trolled and  unregulated  in  interuban  competition 
witli  the  railway  companies,  and  so  seriously  affecting 
passenger  trafl^ic  for  the  time  being  as  to  reduce  the 
number  of  trains  and  this  disturbs  our  mail   service. 

"On  the  rivers  we  have  the  uncontrolled  and  un- 
regulated motor  boats  of  various  kinds  and  sizes. 
competing     with     the     thoroughly     regulated      river 


steamer  systems.  They  don't  require  licensed  en- 
gineers, as  I  understand  it,  and  are  altogether  free 
elements   of  destruction. 

"The  thing  is  wrong,  and  I  hope  for  legislation 
which  will  automatically  place  under  the  same  con- 
trol and  regulation,  any  competitor,  of  any  kind  or 
of  any  size,  of  the  regulated  and  controlled  carriers." 

HIBERNIANS  WILL  MEET  HERE

A  special  train  excursion  composed  of  the  members 
of  the  Chamber  engaged  in  the  wholesale,  manufactur- 
ing, banking,  insurance,  shipping  and  lumber  lines  will 
be  run  to  Coos  Bay  and  Southern  Oregon  leaving  San 
Francisco,  August  19th. 

The  excursion  will  be  run  under  the  direction  of  the 
Wholesale  Trade  Extension  Committee  of  which  F. 
Dohrmann,  Jr.,  is  chairman.  The  trip  will  consume 
the  entire  week  of  Augu.st  19th-27th  leaving  on  Satur- 
day night  at  8  :20  p.m.  and  returning  Sunday  morning. 

The  following  places  will  be  visited  Ashland,  ]\Ied- 
ford.  Grants  Pass,  Roseburg,  Cottage  Drive,  Eugene, 
Springfield,  IMarshfield,  North  Bend,  Coquille,  ^lyrtle 
Point  and  Bandon. 

Each  member  of  the  party  M^ill  have  an  entire  sec- 
tion assigned  to  him  and  the  cost  of  tlie  trip  ($95.00) 
will  include  transportation,  one  Pullman  section,  all 
meals  en  route  and  fees  to  train  employees. 

The  excursion  has  been  contemplated  for  some  time 
and  the  completion  of  the  railroad  extension  from 
Eugene  to  Marshfield,  on  Coos  Bay,  now  makes  this 
trip  possible.  This  will  be  the  first  trade  extension 
excursion  of  the  Chamber  to  a  territory  outside  of 
California. 

Switching 

The  Attorney  and  Manager  of  the  Bureau  appeared 
at  the  hearing  of  the  switching  refund  cases  before 
Examiner  Bissell  on  Thursday,  July  20th,  at  Los 
Angeles.  The  Los  Angeles  cases  were  consolidated 
with  the  San  Francisco  cases,  and  testimony  in  both 
cases  Avill  be  considered  as  testimony  in  each  case. 
Local  conditions  affecting  the  switching  suitation  at 
Los  Angeles  were  then  offered  in  evidence,  and  the 
Los  Angeles  cases  were  closed  upon  the  same  under- 
standing as  that  made  in  the  San  Francisco  cases, 
that  if  the  Commission  did  ultimately  determine  that 
reparation  might  be  made,  supplemental  hearings  w^ill 
be  held  for  the  purpose  of  proving  individual  cases 
and   the   respective   amounts   of   reparation.

Postponement   of  the  Effective  Date   of  the 
Commission's   Order 

During  the  week  from  the  17th  to  the  22nd  of  July 
the  Commission  was  flooded  with  telegrams  calling  at- 
tention to  the  urgent  need  of  the  postponement  of  the 
effective  date  of  the  Fourth  Section  order  from  Sep- 
tember 1st  to  January  1st  next,  in  order  that  grave 
loss  and  serious  injury  to  the  business,  not  only  of  the 
Pacific  Coast,  but  of  the  rest  of  the  United  States  as 
well,  may  be  prevented.  Many  contracts  affecting  the 
manufacturing  and  producing  interests  of  the  Pacific 
Coast  have  been  entered  into,  contemplating  delivery 
during  the  latter  months  of  the  year,  and  based  upon 
the  continuance  of  the  rates,  east  and  west  bound, 
presently  in  effect. 

The  Traffic  Bureau  of  San  Francisco,  and  the  asso- 
ciations of  Los  Angeles,  San  Diego,  San  Pedro  and 
Wilmington  have  forwarded  long  and  urgent  tele- 
grams to  the  Commission,  and  these  have  been  fol- 
lowed by  numerous  Avires  from  individual  industries 
and  organizations  that  will  be  seriously  injured  by 
the  premature  enforcement  of  the  order. 

It  is  confidently  believed  that  the  Commission  will 
realize  the  commercial  importance  involved  and  will 
grant   an   extension   of   the   effective   date.

toria, Portland,  Vancouver,  Bellingham,  South  Belling- 
ham,  Everett,  Tacoma,  Seattle,  Aberdeen,  Hoquiam 
and    Cosmopolis. 

This  statement  is  based  upon  information  that  the 
Commission  has  issued  an  amended  order  in  the 
recent  decision,  specifically  limiting  all  terminal  points 
to  the  deep  water  ports  named  in  the  former  order 
on  Schedule  C  commodities.

Voluntary  Refunds  Throuarh  Mistakes  in  Publication 

of   Tariffs 

The  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  has  issued  an 
order  which  has  just  been  received  by  mail  from  the 
Commission.  In  the  Schedule  C  order  as  amended 
June  5,  1915,  the  Commission  directed  that  all  in- 
creased rates  should  be  made  effective  upon  thirty 
days'  notice,  but  that  rates  not  increased  might  be 
made  effective  on  five  days'  notice.  The  carriers  ac- 
cordingly published  two  schedules  under  this  order, 
one  effective  July  15,  1915,  and  one  effective  August 
15,  1915.  By  inadvertence  some  rates  that  were 
raised  to  interior  points  pursuant  to  this  order  were 
published  as  effective  on  July  15th  instead  of  August 
15th. 

The  carriers  have  been  authorized  by  the  Commis- 
sion to  make  refunds  in  all  such  cases  accruing  be- 
tween the  period  July  15,  1915,  and  August  14,  1915. 
Any  shippers  that  may  be  entitled  to  refunds  under 
this  order  on  shipments  moving  between  these  dates, 
should  communicate  with  the  carriers  to  that  effect. 


Conference  of  Pacific  Coast  Cities 

On  Tuesday  morning,  July  18th,  representatives  of 
traffic  and  commercial  organizations  of  the  Pacific 
Coast  cities  met  in  the  office  of  the  Attorney  and  I\Ian- 
ager  of  the  Traffic  Bureau.  The  following  cities  were 
represented :  Portland,  Seattle,  Tacoma,  Los  Angeles, 
San  Diego,  San  Pedro,  Sacramento,  Stockton,  San  Jose 
and  Fresno.  The  conference  consumed  the  greater 
portion  of  the  day  and  covered  numerous  angles  of 
the  recent  decision  of  the  Interstate  Commerce  Com- 
mission in  the  Fourth  Section  cases.  The  opinion  of 
the  majority  of  those  present  was  that  a  petition  for 
rehearing  of  the  cases  should  be  filed  with  the  Com- 
mission by  the  respective  Pacific  Coast  cities  and 
the  Commission's  attention  should  be  again  called  to 
the  clause  of  the  Fourth  Section  of  the  Act  preventing 
the  raise  of  sea  competitive  rates  without  preliminary 
hearing  and  authority  from  the  Commission  and  the 
proper  construction  and  interpretation  of  this  pro- 
vision, and  also  to  the  lack  of  specification  in  the  or- 
der as  to  the  proper  method  of  the  construction  of 
new  tariffs  which  shall  conform  the  Schedule  C  rates 
to  the  Schedule  B  order,  as  promulgated  in  the  order 
known  as  No.  124;  and  furthermore,  to  the  great  and 
irreparable  loss  that  must  ensue  to  shippers  or  con- 
signees upon  seasonal  contracts  involving  the  shipping 
of  goods  during  the  latter  months  of  the  year  if  the 
Commission  shall  insist  upon  enforcement  of  the  order 
on' September  first  next.  These  petitions  for  rehearing 
are  in  course  of  preparation.

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MARINE  DEPARTMENT  NEWS 

ytearaer  Stanwood,  built  at  Coos  Bay  for  Byxbee  & 
Clark,  was  successfully  launched  July  15th;  this 
steamer  will  be  used  on  the  coast  and  is  capable  of 
carrying  over  1,000,000  feet  of  lumber ;  when  com- 
pleted will  be  towed  to  this  city  where  her  engines 
will  be  installed.  The  Steamer  Santiam,  now  building 
in  Humboldt  Bay  for  the  Hammond  Lumber  Com- 
pany, will  shortly  take  to  the  water ;  the  vessel 's  hull 
being  almost  completed. 


Harrison  Line  Steamer  Counsellor  of  which  Balfour 
Guthrie  &  Company  are  agents  will  arrive  here  shortly 
from  Liverpool  and  Glasgow  with  a  general  cargo 
among  which  there  is  over  19,000  cases  of  liquors; 
among  other  items  of  cargo  there  is  2,500  boxes  soap, 
300  bags  of  cocoa,  2098  cases  olive  oil  and  a  large 
amount  of  oakum,  canned  goods,  and  mineral  waters. 


Steamer  Pennsylvania  which  arrived  from  Hong

Foreign  Trade  Council  and  to  the  Chambers  of  Com- 
merce of  Seattle,  Portland  and  Los  Angeles: 
Secretary   of   State,   Washington,    D.   C. 

San  Francisco  Chamber  Commerce  respectfully  urges 
strictest  immediate  investigation  into  blacklist  on  George 
W.  McNear,  Inc,  and  Petroleum  Products  Company.  Amer- 
ican firms  established  in.  San  Francisco.  These  firms  bear 
highest  reputation  for  integrity  and  no  apparent  adequate 
reason  is  shown  for  such  blacklist.  Commercial  community 
greatly  concerned  and  Chamber  Commerce  desires  to  regis- 
ter most  solemn  protest  in  unwarranted  interference  with 
American  trade  from  this  port  and  urges  searching  investi- 
gation into  possibility  of  establishment  of  international 
agreement  for  interference  with  American  Trade.  Strong 
impression  exists  here  that  blacklist  is  inspired  by  British  in- 
terests who  wish  to  conserve  to  British  merchant  trade  all  over 
world  to  prejudice  of  American  business.  Understand  direct 
protest  has  been  made  by  parties  concerned  and  Chamber 
Commerce  would  greatly  appreciate  fullest  and  immediate 
consideration.  If  investigation  shows  undue  discrimination 
against  American  firms  we  believe  drastic  retaliatory  meas- 
ures  would   be   justified   by   American    government.

THE  INDUSTRIAL  SURVEY 

Rapid  progress  is  being  made  in  the  Industrial  Sur- 
vey of  San  Francisco  and  the  Bay  Region  by  Dr.  B.  M. 
Rastall  of  New  York  who  has  charge  of  the  work. 
Field  work  is  being  combined  with  a  study  and  an- 
alization  of  San  Francisco's  advantages  and  handicaps. 

Last  Thursday  the  twenty-seventh,  Dr.  Rastall  was 
the  guest  of  the  Richmond  Industrial  Commission  on 
an  inspection  trip  of  Richmond  which  included  the 
Pullman  shops,  Standard  Oil  works,  brick  yard  and 
quarries,  the  ncAv  Municipal  Tunnel,  the  Jklunicipal 
Wharf  nearing  completion,  the  California  Wine  Asso- 
ciation plant,  the  Belt  Line  Railway,  the  Western 
Roofing  and  Manufacturing  Company  and  other 
plants.  Mr.  Paul  Edwards,  Secretary  of  the  Richmond 
Industrial  Commission  piloted  the  party  and  Senator 
Owens  and  other  prominent  citizens  of  Richmond  par- 
ticipated on  the  tour  of  inspection. 

The  new  Municipal  Wharf  at  Richmond  is  of  the 
most  modern  type  and  being  located  on  deep  water 
will  soon  be  the  scene  of  ocean  going  shipping.

San  Francisco  is  the  only  county  that  did  not  raise 
funds  for  the  troops  that  went  to  the  front,  some 
counties  raised  from  seven  hundred  to  two  thousand 
dollars  for  their  companies. 

A  committee  has  been  appointed  to  receive  sub- 
scriptions and  while  the  Charities  Endorsement  Com- 
mittee does  not  undertake  to  issue  endorsements  ex- 
cept to  permanent  charities  this  matter  will  doubtless 
appeal  to  the  public  on  its  merits.

TRANSPORTATION  DEPARTMENT 

PACIFIC   COAST   RATES,    UNDER   FOURTH   SEC- 
TION DECISION  OF  INTERSTATE  COMMERCE 
COMMISSION 

The  Traffic  Bureau  will  file  a  petition  for  rehearing 
of  the  eases  in  which  the  Commission  recently  decided 
that  the  Coast  rates  must  conform  to  the  percentage 
relationship  adopted  in  the  intermountain  decision  of 
the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  generally  em- 
braced in  Order  124,  and  also  rescinding  the  previous 
order  of  the  Commission  authorizing  the  eastbound 
rates  via  the  Gulf  lines.  All  increases  of  rates  will 
also  be  protested,  including  the  new  all-rail  eastbound 
rates.  The  latter  rates  are  not  embraced  in  the  de- 
cision of  the  Commission,  but  are  being  advanced  by 
the  carriers  on  the  ground  that  the  62>^c  rates  all-rail 
eastbound  were  predicated  upon  the  Gulf  rates,  and 
with  the  disappearance  of  the  Gulf  rates  from  the 
tariff  the  justification  for  the  all-rail  rates  disap- 
peared. The  carriers  have,  however,  in  advancing  the 
all-rail  eastbound  rates  raised  them  to  a  point  higher 
than  they  were  prior  to  the  establishment  of  the  62)^ c 
rates  by  advancing  the  former  minimums  from  40,000 
to  60,000  lbs. 

The  Bureau  is  in  receipt  of  reliable  information  as 
to  the  proposed  westbound  advances.  It  appears  that 
the  carriers  in  complying  with  the  order  of  the  Com- 
mission have  taken  as  a  basis  the  intermountain  rates 
and  calculated  the  Coast  rates  on  the  percentage  basis 
of  7,  15  and  25  per  cent  higher  to  the  intermountain 
points  than  the  contemporaneous  Coast  rates.  In  a 
number  of  instances  the  intermountain  rates  have  been 
advanced.  This  will  be  of  grave  interest  to  the  inter- 
mountain points  in  pondering  over  the  result  of  their 
petitions,  which  were  the  moving  cause  in  the  reopen- 
ing of  this  intermountain  situation. 

All  westbound  less-carload  commodity  rates  have 
been  cancelled.  This  will  also  doubtless  interest  our 
intermountain  friends  and  neighbors.  Accordingly, 
during  the  indeterminate  period  while  this  reconstruc- 
tion continues  the  less-carload  shipments  will  move 
under  class  rates,  which  will  mean  a  material  increase 
in  these  rates  to  substantially  all  points  west  of  the 
Rocky  Mountains. 

While  no  suits  in  equity  for  an  injunction  against 
the  Commission  and  the  carriers,  forbidding  the  charg- 
ing and  collection  of  these  rates  have  yet  been  filed, 
it  seems  highly  probable  that  suits  of  this  character 
will  be  commenced  in  the  near  future. 
_  _A  supplement  accompanies  this  issue  of  the  Activ- 
ities which  shows  the  present  and  proposed  rates  west- 
bound to  terminals  and  intermediate  points  on  a  large 
number  of  important  commodities.  The  information 
in  the  hands  of  the  Traffic  Bureau  justifies  the  state- 
ment that  the  proposed  rates  as  shown  are  correct. 

It  may  be  confidently  stated  that  the  Gulf  lines  will 
publish  a  rate  to  New  York  only  of  50c  on  asphaltum, 
minimum  80,000  lbs.,  and  50c  on  barley,  minimum  80,- 
000  lbs.,  and  that  these  rates  will  apply  from  inter- 
mediate points  of  origin;  also  that  the  45e  rate  on 
wine  in  wood  or  glass  minimum  60,000  lbs.,  will  remain 
in  effect  via  the  Gulf  Route  to  New  York  only. 


NEW  PACIFIC  COAST  FREIGHT  RATES 

It  is  the  intention  of  the  Pacific  Coast  Steamship 
Co.  to  re-issue  effective  about  August  ]5th  the  freight 
tariffs  applying  between  San  Francisco,  Puget  Sound 
and  British  Columbia  ports  of  call  also  between  San 
Francisco  and  Eureka,  Cal.,  to  provide  weight  rates  in 
all  cases,  instead  of  rates  per  ton  of  40  cu.  ft.  or  2,000 
lbs.  carrier's  option  as  heretofore. 

Our  new  weight  rates  will  be  inclusive  of  the  wharf- 
age charges  assessed  by  the  various  wharf  companies 
in  the  north  and  will  also  be  governed  by  the  Western 
Classification  which  is  used  by  all  of  the  rail  lines  on 
the  Pacific   slope. 

This  change  in  the  method  of  figuring  our  freights 
is  being  made  by  this  company  to  meet  a  popular  de- 
mand of  the  merchants  at  the  ports  affected  by  the 
change.  We  have  frequently  in  the  past  been  urged 
by  our  patrons  to  include  in  our  freight  rates  the 
wharfage  charges  assessed  at  northern  docks  and  it  is 
believed  that  the  change  which  is  being  made  in  this 
respect  will  also  meet  with  the  approval  of  the  ship- 
ping public. 


ISLAIS  CREEK  SPECIAL  EDITION 

The  Daily  Journal  of  Commerce  will  issue  a  special 
edition  on  I\Ionday,  August  7th  devoted  to  the  indus- 
trial development  of  the  Islais  Creek  District.  The 
Chamber  has  been  cooperating  in  preparing  data  for 
the  issue  and  it  is  expected  this  issue  will  result  in  ac- 
tion being  taken  in  Islais  Creek  owners  toward  the  im- 
provement and  filling  in  of  the  section.  The  Chamber 
is  planning  to  hold  a  meeting  within  the  near  future 
of  those  who  are  interested  in  the  industrial  develop- 
ment of  San  Francisco,  particularly  in  the  district  ef- 
fected. 


EXCURSION  TO  PERU 

The  United  Fruit  Company's  excursion  to  Peru 
which  had  been  arranged  to  leave  New  York  in  June 
has  been  postponed  until  August  12th.  The  United 
Fruit  Company  has  recently  inaugurated  an  a  la 
carte  system  of  dining  room  service  on  board  their 
steamers,  without  extra  charge.  Thos.  Cook  &  Son 
are  local  agents  for  the  United  Fruit  Company,  and 
all  inquiries  should  be  directed  to  them. 


MEMBERSHIP  WORK  STARTS 

The  preliminary  work  of  gathering  data  and 
names  for  the  membership  campaign  of  the  Chamber 
of  Commerce  has  started  in  earnest.  Mr.  H.  V.  Chase 
who  will  manage  the  campaign  arrived  early  in  the 
week  and  has  started  a  force  to  work. 

The  Chamber  expects  to  double  its  membership  with 
5,000  members  as  the  goal.  Judging  from  what  other 
commercial  organizations  have  done  throughout  the 
United  States  San  Francisco  will  live  up  to  its  reputa- 
tion and  get  behind  the  movement. 
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MARINE  DEPARTMENT  NEWS 

Matson  Steamship  Company's  Steamer  Manoa  which 
arrived  here  from  the  Hawaiian  Islands  on  July  25th 
had  8,716  tons  of  cargo  on  board.  Some  of  the  cargo 
consisted  of  99,732  bags  raw  sugar  and  12,000  bags 
refined,  other  items  were  25,200  cases  canned  pines, 
2,980  bunches  bananas,  492  cases  honey,  500  tons 
molasses  and  considerable  other  cargo  such  as  sisal, 
rice,  government  supplies,  etc. 


Japanese  Steamer  Anyo  Maru  which  arrived  on  July 
20th  from  Valparaiso  via  way  ports  enroute  to  China 
and  Japan  discharged  15,328  bags  silver  and  lead  ore 
here  for  the  Selby  Smelting  &  Lead  Company.

The  Steamer  Ecuador  which  sailed  from  New  York 
on  July  19th  for  San  Francisco  will  be  the  first  vessel 
of  the  new  Pacific  Mail  Steamship  Co.  China  line  to 
sail  from  this  port,  sailing  on  August  19th.  The 
Ecuador  will  be  followed  by  the  Venezuela  on  Sep- 
tember 17th  and  the  Columbia  about  October  21st. 
These  vessels  will  carry  passengers  and  merchandise 
for  Yokohama,  Kobe  and  Hongkong  via  Honolulu  at 
which  port  they  will  call. 


Owing  to  the  scarcity  of  tonnage  and  the  demand 
for  California  lumber,  the  Union  Lumber  Company's 
Steamer  Brunswick  with  a  carrying  capacity  of 
450,000  feet  lumber  left  Fort  Bragg  on  July  28th  for 
Honolulu.  This  is  the  first  time  that  this  small 
coasting  steamer  has  been  called  on  to  deliver  a  cargo 
off  shore. 


China  Mail  Steamship  Company's  Steamer  China 
arriving  here  on  July  24th  from  China  and  Japan  had 
aboard  18,701  packages  of  cargo,  some  of  the  principal 
items  consisted  of  7,000  bags  antimony,  2,475  bags 
rice,  733  packages  raw  silk,  695  slabs  tin  and  con- 
siderable tea,  oils  and  canned  goods. 


Hardly  a  day  goes  l)y  that  a  steamer  bound  east  or 
west  through  the  Panama  Canal,  does  not  put  into 
this  port  for  fuel.  These  steamers  range  from  2,000 
to  5,000  tons  and  are  immediately  supplied,  and 
within  twelve  hours  after  arrival  are  on  their  way. 
This  port  has  the  facilities  to  handle  any  amount  of 
steamers,  desiring  fuel  at  short  notice,  and  at  the 
present  time  there  is  over  a  dozen  flying  the  British 
and  Japanese  flag  on  the  way  from  the  Atlantic  Range 
bound  to  Oriental  ports  which  will  call  here  shortly 
for  bunkers.  It  is  known  that  arrangements  have 
been  made  for  many  more  to  follow  in  the  future.

PENDING  LEGISLATION  BEARING  ON  FOREIGN 

TRADE 

Philippine  Bill :  The  Clarke  amendment  providing 
for  Philippine  Independence  within  two  years  was 
defeated  in  the  House  and  is  now  before  the  Senate. 
The  Senate  Conference  Committee  was  named  on  July 
18th.  It  is  believed  no  action  will  be  taken  this  session 
as  the  House  Conference  Committee  is  pledged  to  ac- 
cept no  compromise  containing  a  time  limit  for  dis- 
carding the  Islands. 


Ship  Purchase  Bill :  This  bill  passed  the  House  and 
Senate  sub-committee  has  recommended  amendments 
providing  no  ships  shall  be  purchased  where  they  are 
already  engaged  in  American  foreign  commerce,  gov- 
ernment operation  of  ships  only  to  be  resorted  to  in 
case  of  failure  to  prevail  on  private  companies  to  do 
so,  no  vessels  to  be  purchased  unless  seventy-five  per 
cent  as  good  as  new,  no  foreign  vessels  to  be  pur- 
chased from  countries  at  war,  eliminates  the  Secre- 
taries of  Commerce  and  the  Navy  from  Commission 
and  permits  foreign  built  vessels  purchased  by  govern- 
ment to  operate  in  the  Coastwise  trade.  It  is  expected 
this  amended  bill  will  come  before  the  Senate  within 
the  next  few  weeks  and  will  be  acted  upon  as  a  party 
measure. 

Ferry  Steamer  Charles  Van  Damme  which  was  com- 
pleted a  few  weeks  ago,  went  into  service  on  July 
23rd  plying  between  Richmond,  Point  San  Qucntin 
and  San  Rafael.  This  steamer  was  built  at  a  cost  of 
$100,000.

TRANSPORTATION  DEPARTMENT 

Western  Classification  Change  in  Uniform 
Bill  of  Lading 

The  present  Uniform  I^ill  of  Lading  provides  that 
claims  for  loss  or  damage  in  transit  for  Avhich  any 
carrier  is  liable  must  be  made  in  writing  to  the 
originating  or  delivering  carrier  within  four  months 
after  delivery. 

Effective  September  1,  1916,  the  provision  will  be 
changed  to  read  as  follows : 

''Except  where  the  loss,  damage,  or  injury  com- 
plained of  is  due  to  delay  or  damage  while  being 
loaded  or  unloaded,  or  damaged  in  transit  by  care- 
lessness or  negligence,  as  conditions  precedent  to 
recovery,  claims  must  be  made  in  writing  to  the 
originating  or  delivering  carrier  Avithin  six  months 
after  delivery  of  the  property  (or,  in  case  of  export 
traffic,  within  nine  months  after  delivery  at  port  of 
export),  or,  in  case  of  failure  to  make  delivery, 
then  within  six  months  (or  nine  months  in  case  of 
export  traffic)  after  a  reasonable  time  for  delivery 
has  elapsed;  and  suits  for  loss,  damage,  or  delay 
shall  be  instituted  only  within  two  years  and  one 
day  after  delivery  of  the  i:)roperty,  or,  in  case  of 
failure  to  make  delivery,  then  within  two  years  and 
one  day  after  a  reasonable  time  for  delivery  has 
elapsed." 

This  cbange  is  in  line  with  the  present  Official  Clas- 
sification territory  provision,  and  is  the  direct  result 
of  the  showing  made  by  various  shippers  and  organiza- 
tions in  the  recent  bill  of  lading  hearings  before  the 
Interstate  Commerce  Commission. 

The  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce  in  the 
hearing  held  in  this  city  February  14,  1916,  made 
representations  in  this  respect,  and  it  is  gratifying  to 
note  that  our  efforts  have  produced  good  results.

CHAMBER  TAKES  ACTION  IN  BLACKLIST 

The  Board  of  Directors  at  a  recent  meeting  author- 
ized the  following  telegram  to  be  sent  to  the  Secretary 
of  State : 

"We  have  noted  with  satisfaction  form  and  substance  pro- 
test sent  British  Government  concerning  blacklist.  Declared 
purpose  and  agreement  allied  countries  to  conserve  to  them- 
selves resources  and  trade  by  commercial  treaties  and  mu- 
tual support  excluding  enemies  and  neutrals  viewed  by  us 
with  increasing  alarm.  If  permitted  vdll  strike  direct  blow 
upon  our  foreign  trade  development.  Will  materially  curtail 
if  not  destroy  American  foreign  trade  development.  Re- 
spectfully suggest  government  continue  resist  such  efforts  by 
every  means  within  its  power  even  to  extent  prompt  retalia- 
tory measures.  We  cannot  condemn  too  strongly  use  of 
international  boycott  or  blacklist,  but  fire  must  often  be  fought 
with  back  fire.  If  occasion  demands  retaliation  we  do  not 
think  government  need  stop  with  governmental  retaliation 
but  can  urge  commercial  reprisals  on  part  of  business  com- 
munity of  nation  and  such  request  from  government  will 
find  hearty  cooperation  on  part  of  business  men.  We  also 
urge  government  should  immediately  protest  inviolability 
our  commercial  telegrams,  cables  and  letters  to  neutral 
countries." 

Published  reports  in  some  of  the  newspapers  of  San 
Francisco  represent  that  the  Chamber  considered  a 
suggestion  that  British  fire  and  marine  insurance  could 
be  blacklisted  as  a  proper  method  of  reprisal.  The 
Board  of  Directors  did  not  consider  any  such  proposi- 
tion, and  definitely  refused  to  entertain  a  suggestion 
to  that  effect. 

The  following  reply  has  just  been  received  from 
Acting  Secretary  of  State  Frank  L.  Polk: 

"The  Department  has  received  your  telegram 
August  first  and  has  noted  with  interest  and  ap- 
preciation the  attitude  adopted  by  you  with  refer- 
ence to  Department's  note  regarding  Blacklist.  Your 
concern  respecting  future  effects  upon  our  foreign 
trade  of  the  restraint  now  practiced  and  tlirentened 
by  belligerants  has  been  noted.  Tlie  Department  is 
carefully  considering  the  whole  subject  of  inter- 
ference with  neutral  trade  with  view  to  determining 
as  far  as  possible  the  appropriate  remedy."

In  1856  a  saw  mill  was  established  on  the  present 
site  of  North  Bend  and  one  year  later  five  vessels 
were  making  regular  trips  between  Coos  Bay  and  San 
Francisco.  In  1858  the  first  ship-yard  was  started; 
then  came  the  salmon  fishermen,  coal  miners,  stock- 
men and  farmers.  Isolated  for  years  Avith  no  outlet 
except  by  steamer,  or  the  rough  stage  route  over  the 
mountains  to  Roseburg,  it  has  grown  to  be  one  of 
the  most  important  lumber  shipping  ports  of  the 
country.

COMPETITION  ANNOUNCEMENT 

The   Board    of    Control   of   the    State    of   California

TRANSPORTATION  DEPARTMENT 

Changes  in  Rates  to  the  Southeast 

The  transcontinental  rail  carriers  have  been  given 
permission  by  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  to 
violate  the  long  and  short  haul  clause  of  the  Act  in 
publishing  rates  on  California  products  to  points  in 
the  so-called  southeastern  territory,  meaning  points 
south  of  the  Ohio  River  and  east  of  the  ]\Iississippi,  in 
the  states  of  Alabama,  Georgia  and  Tennessee.  The 
proposed  changes  in  rates  under  this  permission  Avill 
represent  reductions  on  canned  goods,  condensed  milk, 
canned  salmon,  beans,  dried  fruit  in  sacks  and  dried 
fruit  in  boxes.  Reductions  will  also  be  published  on 
fresh  fruit,  vegetables,  grape  juice,  honey,  hops,  wines, 
brandies,  edible  nuts,  etc.  Some  of  the  changes  pro- 
posed under  the  authority  given  by  the  ■  Commission 
will  result  in  increases  also. 

To  some  points  and  on  some  commodities  no  through 
rate  has  heretofore  been  published,  but  the  through 
rates  have  been  made  on  combination  over  the  Missis- 
sippi River.  IVIany  through  rates  are  now  published 
which  have  the  effect  of  making  a  lower  charge  than 
the  old  combination  basis.  The  authority  given  by  the 
Commission  to  make  these  changes  has  no  connection 
with  the  more  important  Fourth  Section  order  of  the 
Commission  which  resulted  in  a  general  increase  in 
transcontinental   rates   both    east   and   west   bound. 

The  Traffic  Bureau  has  listed  the  proposed  figures 
on  commodities  affected,  and  will  be  pleased  to  furn- 
isli  the  information  to  any  interested  members. 


BUSINESS  FOR  YOU 


INTERMOUNTAIN  AND  TERMINAL 
TRANSCONTINENTAL  RATES 

The  Attorney  and  Manager  of  the  Traffic  Bureau  is 
in  Washington  representing  the  San  Francisco  Cham- 
ber of  Commerce  before  the  Suspension  Board  of  the 
Interstate  Commerce  Commission  in  a  liearing  which 
began  August  14th  for  the  purpose  of  hearing  pro- 
testants'  and  carriers'  objections  and  explanations 
regarding  the  new  increased  rates.  Vigorous  protest 
is  l)eing  made  against  the  increases,  and  it  is  hoped 
the  Suspension  Board  will  place  the  whole  matter  on 
the  Investigation  and  Suspension  Docket  for  hearing.

The  Traffic  Bureau  is  publishing  in  this  number  of 
the  "Activities"  a  supplement  showing  the  effect  of 
the  new  rates  which  are  published  to  liecoine  effective 
September  1st  in  the  matter  of  less-carload  shipments 
westbound.  This  supplement  shows  the  present  less- 
carload  commodity  rates  and  the  class  to  which  the 
article  in  the  item  belongs  under  the  Western  Classifi- 
cation. The  supplement  also  shows  what  the  class 
rates  are  from  eastern  defined  territory  to  California 
and  intermediate  points,  and  the  calculations  may 
readily  be  made  from  this  schedule  as  to  wluit  the  in- 
creases will  amount  to.

In  Chicago  there  are  hundreds  of  houses  which  sus- 
tain plural  memberships  in  the  Chicago  Association 
of  Commerce  at  ^r>()  per  year. 

The  same  condition  prevails  in  Denver,  Cincinnati, 
St.  Paul,  Toledo  and  practically  every  city  in  the 
country  which  has  a  chamber  of  comnierce  organized 
and  financed  on  the  modern  ])lan.

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MARINE  DEPARTMENT  NEWS 

The  new  government  hydraulic  dredger,  San  Pablo, 
which  arrived  here  a  few  weeks  ago  from  the  At- 
lantic Coast,  will  soon  start  on  its  designed  work  of 
keeping  a  clear  channel  between  the  Brothers  Islands, 
Point  Orient,  Vallejo,  and  Richmond.  It  is  intended 
to  start  the  big  dredger  to  work  at  Point  Orient  first. 


Schooner  Defiance  has  been  chartered  to  load  lumber 
at  one  of  the  North  Pacific  Coast  ports  for  Australia 
for  the  latter  part  of  this  year  at  the  rate  of  $30  per 
thousand.  This  vessel  has  a  carrying  capacity  of  750,- 
000  feet  of  lumber.  Charterers  Hind,  Rolph  &  Com- 
pany. 


Hind,  Rolph  &  Company's  Schooner  Kona  after  put- 
ting back  to  Newcastle,  Australia,  in  a  leaking  condi- 
tion while  bound  to  the  Hawaiian  Islands  repaired 
and  left  the  former  port  on  August  7th  with  928  tons 
of  coal. 


Steamer  McArthur,  formerly  the  ])roperty  of  the 
United  States  Government  and  which  was  recently 
sold,  has  had  her  name  changed  to  Violet,  and  char- 
tered by  Dodwell  &  Company  to  load  at  this  port,  the 
latter  part  of  this  month,  taking  freight  for  Mazatlan, 
San  Bias  and  Manzanillo. 


United  States  Shipping  Commissioners  at  the  12 
principal  seaports  during  the  fiscal  year  ended  June 
30,  1916,  shipped,  re-shipped  and  discharged  487,524 
seamen  on  American  ships,  (including  repeated  voy- 
ages of  the  same  men)  compared  with  410,576  seamen 
during  the  previous  fiscal  year. 

Japanese  Steamer  Toyooka  Maru  arriving  here  on 
August  7th  from  Oriental  ports  discharged  2,750  tons 
of  general  cargo  for  Dodwell  &  Company,  took  on 
bunkers  while  discharging  cargo,  and  left  again  for 
New  York  at  6  :20  p.  m.  August  9th,  time  in  port,  dis- 
charging cargo,  and  taking  on  bunkers  50  hours. 


Union  Oil  Company's  Steamers  Los  Angeles  and  La 
Brea  arriving  here  last  week  from  Southern  California 
brought  L51,700  barrels  of  oil. 


Two  full  cargoes  of  ])arley  were  shipped  from  San 
Francisco  for  Europe  this  week  totaling  11,022  long 
tons.  The  British  Ship  Belford  loaded  by  Westrope 
&  Co.  taking  3,034  tons,  and  the  remainder  of  7,988 
tons  shipped  by  Girvin  &  Eyre  on  board  the  Nor- 
wegian Steamer  Davanger. 


A  return  by  the  Bureau  of  Navigation  for  the  fiscal 
year  ending  June  30,  1916  shows  that  tonnage  dues 
collected  on  entry  of  American  and  foreign  ships  in 
foreign  trade  at  United  States  ports  amounted  to 
$1,454,641  compared  with  $1,315,425  for  last  year.  The 
receipts  are  the  largest  from  this  source  in  our  history 
and  exceed  those  of  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30, 
1914  by  $143,882.

Class  2.  Persons  born  abroad  whose  father  was  a 
native  citizen. 

Class  3.  Naturalized  citizens. 

Where  to  Apply 

Application  should  be  made  to  the  Clerk  of  the 
United  States  District  Court,  Room  327  Post  Office 
Building,  7th  and  Mission  Streets. 

Requirements 

All  Classes:  Written  application  in  duplicate  on 
proper  form  must  be  made  in  PERSON  by  applicant. 

Must  state  Port  of  the  United  States,  ship  and  date 
will  depart  from  United  States. 

Must  state  foreign  countries  intends  to  visit. 

Must  state  object  of  trip. 

(Passports  not  issued  to  belligerant  countries  for 
"sight-seeing,"  "pleasure,"  etc.) 

"If  on  "commercial  business"  for  a  firm  must  pro- 
duce letter  from  head  of  firm  stating  countries  to  be 
visited  and  objects  of  trip. 

]\Iust  furnish  unmounted  photographs  in  triplicate 
not  larger  than  3x3  inches. 

Applicant  must  be  accompanied  by  one  credible  wit- 
ness to  make  affidavit  substantiating  statements  and 
either  applicant  or  witness  must  be  personally  known 

to  the  Clerk.        «       •  ,   t> 

Special  Requirements 

Class  1.  Applicants  born  in  a  place  in  United  States 
wliere  ])irths  are  recorded  must  sul)mit  a  birti'  cer- 
tificate, or  by  affidavit  of  physician  wlio  attended  the 
birth  or  affidavits  of  parents  or  other  reputable  per- 
sons having  actual  knowledge  of  applicant's  birth  in 
case  birth  certificate  unavailable. 

Class  2.  In  addition  applicant  must  shoAv  father 
was  born  in  ITnited  States,  resided  therein  and  was  a 
citizen  at  time  of  api)licant's  birth.  Evidence  of 
father's  birth  in  United  States  similar  to  Class  1 
should  be  submitted. 

Class  3.  In  addition  certificates  of  naturalization 
or  duly  certified  copy  of  Court  record  must  be  sub- 
mitted Avith  application.  "Must  state  when  and  from 
what  port  he  immigrated  to  United  States  and  if 
jiossible  name  of  shij)  he  sailed  on,  where  he  has  lived 
since  arrival  and  is  person  described  in  naturalization 
certificate. 

Passports  are  good  for  six  months  and  may  be  re- 
newed or  reisstu^d.

Special  Notice 

Our  regulation  does  not  affect  patriotic,  fraternal, 
mutual  benefit,  social,  business,  labor  and  similar  or- 
ganizations. It  does  not  extend  to  churches,  missions 
or  other  institutions  that  are  primarily  or  chiefly  re- 
ligious, however  commendable  the  work,  or  the  var- 
ious iniorganized,  floating,  temporary  and  sometimes 
rather  intangible  projects  that  solicit  to  raise  a  church 
mortgage,  provide  supplies  or  recreation  for  soldiers 
and  sailors,  aid  war  veterans,  etc.  In  these  cases, 
however,  it  is  important  to  learn  if  possible  how  much 
is  chargeable  to  expenses,  commission,  etc.,  and  what 
tlie  charity  is  actually  needing. 

Beware  of  Impostors 

Under  the  guise  of  religion  or  charity  there  are  in 
this  as  in  all  large  cities  persons  not  connected  with 
any  responsible  church  or  charity  who  sometimes 
solicit  in  the  garb  of  priests,  clergymen,  sisters,  or 
in  uniform  closely  resembling  that  of  the  Salvation 
Army,  Volunteers  of  America  and  similar  associations. 
These  are  rank  impostors,  and  a  number  of  such  cases 
have  recently  been  detected. 

Peripatetic   Charity 

Several  people  have  lately  been  campaigning  here 
for  institutional  work  in  distant  parts  of  the  state,  or 
New  ]\Iexico,  Alabama  and  other  states.  Local '  in- 
stitutions can  always  be  investigated.  But  foreign

while  our  worthiest  home  charities  are  forced  to  re- 
double their  efforts. 

Safety  First 

When  solicitors  are  not  personally  known,  or  do  not 
present  our  collection  books,  we  again  suggest  that 
before  subscribing  or  donating  you  note  the  solicitor's 


name,  address,  relation  to  the  charity  or  project  and 
if  possible  the  percentage  of  his,  and  others,  coiniriis- 
sions;  also  the  name  and  address  of  the  charity  or 
project.  .No  bona  fide  solicitor  or  his  backers  should 
object  to  such  preliminary  inquiry,  or  to  wait  a  few 
da.ys  till  it  has  been  answered,  or  to  receive  a  con- 
tribution if  made  by  cheek  payable  to  order 
of  the  society  itself,  or  some  responsible  person  in 
charge  of  the  project.  And  we  have  good  reason  to 
suspect  that  if  the  above  queries  are  put  quite  a  few 
of  the  solicitors  will  trouble  you  no  further.  In  other 
words,  such  a  policy  will  automatically  eliminate  most 
of  the  unworthy  causes,  and  those  whose  collectors  or 
promoters  absorb  most  of  the  collections.

TRANSPORTATION  DEPARTMENT 

INCREASED  TRANSCONTINENTAL  RATES 

The  Attorney  and  Manager  of  the  Traffic  Bureau 
has  spent  the  entire  week  of  Aug.  14th  in  Washington, 
D.  C,  presenting  the  case  of  the  San  Francisco  Cham- 
ber of  Commerce,  California  and  Pacific  Coast  ship- 
pers and  receivers  of  freight,  in  protesting  against  the 
increases  in  transcontinental  rates,  both  eastbound  and 
westbound,  which  are  published  to  become  effective 
September  1,  1916.  Hearing  has  been  held  before  the 
Suspension  Board  of  the  Interstate  Commerce  Com- 
mission. The  shippers'  side  of  the  case  was  completed 
at  10.30  Friday  night,  August  18th.  The  railroads 
commenced  their  case  Saturday  morning,  August  19th. 
It  will  probably  be  ten  days  after  the  close  of  the 
hearing  before  any  decision  is  announced  by  the  Inter- 
state Commerce  Commission. 

In  the  meantime,  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of 
Commerce,  through  the  Attorney  and  Manager  of  the 
Traffic  Bureau,  in  joint  action  with  the  Union  Iron 
AVorks  Company,  filed  before  the  United  States  Dis- 
trict Court  in  San  Francisco,  under  date  of  Friday, 
August  18th,  application  for  an  injunction  to  enjoin 
the  L^nited  States  Government,  the  Interstate  Com- 
merce Commission  and  the  railroad  companies  named 
in  the  application,  from  enforcing  the  Commission's 
order,  and  the  increased  rates  in  the  carriers'  pub- 
lished tariffs,  effective  September  1,  1916.  The  ap- 
plication requests  the  court  to  hear  applicants  and 
respondents,  Monday,  August  28,  1916,  and  to  issue 
an  interlocutory  and  temporary  injunction  and  stay 
to  prevent  the  rates  going  into  effect  until  full  hearing 
has  been  had  in  court. 

This  proceeding  in  court  was  taken  in  order  to  in- 
voke every  possible  protection  against  the  increased 
rates  becoming  effective  on  September  1st.  In  the 
event  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  should 
grant  the  suspension  of  the  rates,  then  the  injunction 
proceeding  could  be  disposed  of  in  whatever  way 
seems  best.  But  in  order  not  to  be  left  without  any 
remedy,  if  the  Commission  declines  to  suspend  the 
rates,  the  injunction  proceedings  were  instituted  on 
the  18th  of  August. 

Improved  Mail  Service  to  Del  Norte  County 

The  Chamber  of  Commerce  of  Crescent  City  re- 
quested the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce  to 
use  their  good  offices  in  establishing  a  daily  mail  ser- 
vice by  auto  stage  between  Trinidad,  California,  which 
is  the  county  seat  of  Del  Norte  County.  Crescent  City 
received  its  mail  supply  by  way  of  Grants  Pass,  Ore. 
On  account  of  the  circuitous  route  in  reaching  Del 
Norte,  the  community  at  Crescent  City  felt  that  they 
were  entitled  to  a  more  direct  service,  particularly 
since  the  completion  of  the  Northwestern  Pacific  Rail- 
road through  from  San  Francisco.  The  establishment 
of  the  auto  service  above  referred  to  now  enables 
passengers  and  mail  to  go  direct  from  San  Francisco 
to  Crescent  City  daily,  except  Sunday. 

This  improved  service  has  been  brought  about 
through  the  combined  efforts  and  co-operation  of  the 
Chamber  of  Commerce  and  Mr.  J-  S.  Roberts,  Superin- 
tendent of  Railway  Mail  Service,  in  connection  with 
the  San  Francisco  postoffice.

"The  following  communication  has  just  been  received 
from  the  Superintendent  of  the  U.  S.  Naval  Service : 

The  following  is  a  recapitulation  of  the  require- 
ments, as  amended,  covering  traffic  through  Tuckerton, 
N.  J.,  radio  station  ])ertaining  to  the  transfer  of  money: 

(a)  All  such  traffic  to  be  in  plain  language,  except 
Hungarian  or  other  foreign  names  and  address- 
es may  be  allowed  provided  such  names  are  the 
persons  to  whom  the  money  is  to  be  paid,  and 
that  their  addresses  are  proper  ones.  No  code 
of  any  kind  will  be  permitted. 

(b)  This  traft'ic  to  l)e  limited  to  eighty  (80)  Avords 
per  message. 

((0  Only  one  affidavit,  in  triplicate,  covering  all 
such  traffic,  will  be  required  from  responsible 
persons,  firms,  etc.,  i)rovided  such  affidavit 
states  that  all  sucli  traffic  to  be  filed  will  be 
neutral  in  character ;  that  it  will  contain  no 
code  words  and  no  words  in  foreign  languages 
other  than  Hungarian  or  other  foreign  names 
and  addresses:  and  that  the  Secretary  of  the 
Navy  may  hold  sender  responsible  for  viola- 
tions of  these  requirements. 

This  affidavit  is  to  be  furnished,  in  triplicate,  to 
this  office." 

These  regulations  cover  only  such  messages  as  pertain 
to  the  transfer  of  money.

MARINE  DEPARTMENT  NEWS 

The  Toyo  Kissen  Kaisha  Steamship  Co.  had  three 
steamers  arriving  from  the  Orient  this  week.  First  to 
put  in  an  appearance  was  the  Panama  Maru  on  the 
15th  with  freight  from  Kobe  and  Yokohama.  The 
following  day  brought  the  arrival  of  their  liner  Tenyo 
I\Iaru,  from  Manila,  Hongkong,  Shanghai,  Yokohama, 
etc.,  with  a  cargo  of  over  4,500  tons  and  a  large  list 
of  passengers.  Anchoring  shortly  after  the  Tenyo 
Maru,  was  the  freighter  Kwanto  IMaru,  which  brought 
a  large  cargo  from  Hongkong  and  Yokohama. 


The  new  Standard  Oil  tanker  D.  G-.  Scofield,  which 
was  launched  at  the  Union  Iron  Works  on  June  3rd 
had  a  successful  trial  trip  this  week. 

The  vessel  later  proceeded  to  Point  Richmond  where 
she  took  on  a  cargo  of  oil  for  Seattle. 


The  Steamer  Astral,  building  for  the  Standard  Oil 
Co.  of  New  York  at  the  Union  Iron  Works'  plant  at 
the  Potrero  will  be  launched  shortly.  This  vessel 
has  a  cargo  carrying  capacity  of  78,000  bbls.  oil,  and 
is  a  sister  vessel  of  the  tanker  Acme  built  at  the 
same  yard  this  year,  and  which  has  just  coTupleted  a 
successful  maiden  voyage  between  this  city  and  Woo- 
sung.  The  Acme  left  this  week  on  her  second  trip  to 
the  Orient. 


British  Barge  Simla  owned  and  operated  by  the 
Union  Oil  Company  of  this  city  plying  between  this 
port  and  Vancouver,  B.  C.  for  many  months  carrying 
oil,  had  her  flag  changed  on  August  16th  to  that  of 
American  and  left  same  day  in  the  coastwise  trade. 


According  to  advices  received  at  this  department 
from  New  Zealand  the  renowned  old  Clipper  Bark 
Antiope  formerly  owned  by  J-  J.  Moore  &  Co.  and 
later  sold  to  New  Zealand  parties  and  rigged  into  a 
barge,  has  been  fixed  to  load  wheat  for  South  Amer- 
ica. 


Barkentine  Alta  on  the  way  from  Sydney  to  this 
port  is  bringing  a  full  cargo  of  coke  consigned  to 
J.  J.  Moore  &  Company. 


Merchant  shipping,  American  and  foreign  cleared 
from  seaports  of  the  United  States  25,475,103  net  tons 
for  Europe,  South  America,  Asia,  Africa,  Australia 
and  Oceania  during  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30, 
1916,  was  the  largest  in  the  history  of  the  United 
States,  notwithstanding  the  European  war,  the  capture 
of  the  port  of  Antwerp,  the  closing  of  the  Black  Sea,  the 
blockade  of  the  ports  of  the  Central  Powers,  the  with- 
drawal of  the  German  and  Austrian  vessels  from  trade 
and  the  dangers  from  mines  and  submarines,  accord- 
ing to  figures  compiled  by  the  Bureau  of  Foreign  and 
Domestic  Commerce.  Up  to  the  year  just  closed  the 
greatest  volume  of  clearances  from  the  United  States 
for  the  overseas  continents  named  was  24,872,403  net 
tons  during  the  year  ended  June  30,  1914,  just  before 
the  outbreak  of  tlie  European  war.  American  shipping 
cleared  for  the  overseas  continents  during  the  year 
just  closed  was  more  than  three-fold  that  in  1914. 
2,448,305  net  tons,  compared  with  745,242  net  tons 
for  the  fiscal  year  1914.

D.  Quinlan  distributed  a  cook  book  and  sachet  bag  in  fac- 
simile of  "Sperry's  Best  Family."  S.  E.  Davis  had  for  each  a 
combination  metal  envelope  opener  and  rule  to  which  was 
attached  a  button  calling  attention  to  "Koveralls."  G.  W. 
Luce  had  a  supply  of  blue-prints  of  the  Coos  Bay  section 
which  were  interesting  and  instructive,  while  C.  E.  Thatcher 
provided  everyone  with  facilities  for  sending  night  letters  to 
the  folks  back  home,  which  included  a  handy  little  box  of 
pencils.  The  American  National  Bank  distributed  a  con- 
venient memorandum  book  which  also  contained  information 
on  past  Presidential  elections. 

While  at  lunch  Sunday  the  party  received  a  notice  from 
Presiding  Elder  Dohrmann  to  attend  a  "Revival"  meeting  in 
the  observation  car,  and  sinners  were  exhorted  to  be  present. 
The  Presiding  elder  introduced  Vice-President  Robert  New- 
ton Lynch  as  Moderator.  G.  W.  Luce  was  called  upon  to 
elucidate  Luce's  loose  rates,  but  instead  elucidated  a  Scotch 
monologue.  John  Doran  was  asked  if  he  could,  "when  he 
was  OLDER,  put  the  bull  in  the  Bulletin."  In  a  few  choice 
remarks  he  informed  us  that  a  trip  with  San  Francisco  busi- 
ness men  would  qualify  him  to  put  the  "bull"  in  most  any- 
thing. Gottfried  started  to  tell  us  all  about  "Me-eese  und 
Gott,"  when  the  train  rushed  into  a  tunnel.  A  "sharp"  talk 
on  "Safety  First"  was  given  by  D.  W.  Rasor.  C.  P.  Holly- 
wood— well  you  know,  "you  alle  same  sabe  HoUylood." 

Arriving  in  Eugene,  Sunday  night,  on  time,  we  were  met  at 
the  station  by  a  large  delegation  of  citizens  and  members  of 
the  Chamber  of  Commerce  who  escorted  us  to  their  club 
rooms  where  an  informal  reception  and  "get-together"  meet- 
ing was  held.  Addresses  were  made  in  which  the  future  com- 
mercial relations  of  San  Francisco  and  Eugene  were  freely 
discussed.  Next  morning  was  spent  in  visiting  the  merchants 
in  their  stores  and  many  enjoyed  automobile  rides  about  the 
beautiful  city.  Springer  installed  a  telephone  in  the  observa- 
tion car  and  many  indulged  in  long  distance  talkfests.  Just 
before  leaving  Eugene,  Boole  stirred  up  some  excitement  in 
a  highly  interesting  interview  with  the  chief  of  police.  Ques- 
tion— did  he  own  the  contents  of  the  package? 

The  trip  down  from  Eugene  to  Coos  Bay  will  long  be  re- 
membered. The  rugged  valley  of  the  Siuslaw,  the  beautiful 
forest-fringed  lakes,  the  winding  Umpqua,  all  appealed  to  the 
sportsman  and  the  lover  of  outdoors.  At  Riedsport  we  were 
joined  by  H.  W.  Jewett  and  Mr.  Stevenson,  of  the  Gardiner 
Mill  Co.,  who  continued  to  Marshfield  as  our  guests.  The 
welcome  at  North  Bend  and  Marshfield  was  inspiring.  Cross- 
ing the  long  bridge,  to  the  peninsula,  the  train  pulled  into 
the  sound  of  whistles  and  the  cheers  of  the  people — the  first 
Pullman  train  over  the  new  road.  At  Marshfield  representa- 
tives of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  met  the  train  and  gave 
San  Francisco  a  hearty  welcome  and  congratulated  us  upon 
being  the  first  to  arrive  for  the  jubilee.     Adjouring  to  the 


rooms  of  the  Millicoma  Club,  where  speeches  of  welcome 
were  m.ade,  the  party  were  truly  made  to  feel  that  they  were 
among  their  own.  T.  T.  Bennett,  Chairman  of  the  joint  com- 
mittee on  entertainment,  acted  as  toastmaster  and  introduced 
J.  Albert  Matson,  who  welcomed  us  in  words  which  left  no 
doubt  of  his  sincerity.  Chairman  Dohrmann  responded  for 
the  Chamber's  party.  C.  R.  Pack,  Vice-President  of  the 
Marshfield  Chamber,  addressed  us  on  the  future  commercial 
relations  of  San  Francisco  and  Coos  Bay.  F.  E.  Batturs 
pictured  in  glowing  terms  the  future  of  the  entire  region  as 
a  mecca  for  the  tourist.  Adler  was  challenged  to  a  prizefight 
but  could  not  make  the  weight  so  two  local  feather-weights 
gave  a  spirited  "go,"  finally  being  gathered  up  in  a  blanket 
amid  a  shower  of  two-bit  pieces.  Robert  Newton  Lynch 
closed  this  part  of  the  programme  with  an  address  on  the 
future  commercial  relations  of  Coos  Bay  and  San  Francisco. 
An  excellent  lunch  was  served  and  the  balance  of  the  evening 
was  spent  in  getting  acquainted.  Did  Keifer  and  Thatcher 
fi.nd  Snook?  If  not,  why  not?  Next  morning  visits  were  paid 
to  local  merchants  and  an  automobile  trip  was  made  to  the 
Smith  lumber  mill  and  to  the  old  Libby  coal  mine  which 
furnished  many  a  cargo  from  Coos  Bay  to  San  Francisco. 
After  luncheon  on  the  train  we  proceeded  to  North  Bend 
where  a  large  delegation  of  business  men  and  members  of 
the  Chamber  of  Commerce  were  waiting  with  automobiles  to 
conduct  us  for  a  sight-seeing  trip  about  the  city  and  to 
Shoreacres,  the  beautiful  home  of  L.  J.  Simpson,  the  "Father 
of  North  Bend,"  situated  on  the  highlands  overlooking  the 
Pacific,  about  fifteen  miles  down  the  Bay.  There  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Simpson  greeted  the  party  with  true  hospitality.  There 
are  fev/  homes  that  can  surpass  Shoreacres  and  the  drive 
through  the  firs  was  full  of  charm.  Between  North  Bend  and 
Shoreacres  lies  Sunset  Bay  and  on  its  shore,  at  sunset,  was 
served  a  crab  and  fish  dinner  which  was  a  treat  to  those  who 
partook  of  it.  Thanks  Matson.  Thanks  Jones.  An  informal 
reception  was  tendered  the  San  Francisco  merchants  in  the 
rooms  of  the  Commercial  Club  and  George  Hazer,  President 
of  the  North  Bend  Chamber  acted  as  chairman  and  introduced 
Mayor  Russell  who  bade  us  welcome.  F.  Dohrmann,  Jr., 
responded,  followed  by  L.  J.  Simpson.  Robert  Newton  Lynch 
spoke  of  the  future  which  lay  between  the  two  central  ports 
of  the  Pacific  Coast  and  urged  upon  San  Francisco  and  Coos 
Bay  that  co-operation  in  its  truest  sense  which  means  mutual 
sacrifice  for  mutual  development.  The  balance  of  the  evening 
was  spent  informally  in  getting  acquainted.  Early  next  morn- 
ing the  train  proceeded  to  the  Coquille  Valley  district,  visit- 
ing Myrtle  point  and  Coquille  and  at  these  towns  our  party 
were  met  and  fittingly  welcomed  after  which  the  local  mer- 
chants were  visited  in  their  places  of  business.  Luncheon 
was  had  aboard  the  train  and  we  then  proceeded  to  Cedar 
Point,  there  embarking  for  Bandon. 

Everybody  enjoyed  the  boat  trip  down  the  Coquille  River 
to  Bandon,  and  return.  The  weather  was  delightful  and  the 
scenery  all  that  could  have  been  desired.  Interesting  features 
were  the  many  old  coal  workings,  the  lumber  mills  and  log 
booms.  All  Bandon  was  at  the  dock  to  greet  us,  after  which 
we  were  taken  in  automobiles  for  a  drive  along  the  cliffs 
above  the  famous  Bandon  beach.  Returning,  we  called  upon 
the  local  merchants  and  were  given  the  freedom  of  the  town. 
The  ladies  were  much  in  evidence  in  Bandon  and  the  local 
Candy  Kitchen  did  a  rushing  business,  while  red  hats  were 
conspicuous  about  the  telephone  office.  There  was  no  doubt 
about  the  sincerity  of  Bandon's  welcome.  Sandwiches  were 
served  on  the  trip  up  the  river.  The  good  ship  "Telegraph" 
was  steaming  along  when  it  was  hailed  from  a  little  landing, 
and  we  backed  up  and  took  off  Stadtmuller.  The  question 
was  not,  "How  did  he  get  there?,"  but  "Why  was  he  there?" 
Returning  to  Marshfield  the  train  parked  for  the  night  and 
members  of  the  excursion  party  followed  their  own  devices 
during  the  evening.  Those  red  hats,  again!  You  met  them 
everywhere. 

Thursday  was  passed  in  North  Bend,  celebrating  with  Coos 
Bay  the  opening  of  the  new  railroad.  Our  members  took  a 
prominent  part  in  the  programme,  and  were  there  in  force 
when  the  excursion  trains  arrived  with  the  Portland  boosters. 
San  Francisco  "put  one  over"  on  Portland  and  seduced  the 
North  Bend  Band,  which  played  "I  Love  You,  California,"  as 
the  Portland  "Rosarians"  marched  from  the  train.  The  morn- 
ing was  given  over  to  watching  the  water  sports  and  in  the 
afternoon  a  parade  was  formed  which  escorted  "Eugene  Lane" 
to  the  Welcome  Arch,  where  he  was  married  to  "Miss  Coos 
Bay"  with  fitting  ceremonies.  Kiefer,  Thatcher  and  Snook

This  is  a  banquet  of  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce— a  gathering  together  of  those  who  take  leadership  in 
the  affairs  of  our  City  for  the  purpose  of  discussing  her  in- 
dustrial future. 

That  involves  a  consideration  of  San  Francisco's  condition 
as  it  immediately  affects  her  own  population;  as  it  affects  the 
prosperity  of  her  immediate  tributary  territory;  and  as  it  en- 
ables her  to  perform  her  function  as  metropolis  to  her  own 
State  and  her  obligation  to  the  Nation. 

Her  exceptional  natural  endowment  and  the  circumstances 
surrounding  her  earliest  development  designated  her  as  the 
future  leading  western  point  of  concentration  and  redistribu- 
tion— center  of  finance,  of  hospitality  and  entertainment — and 
this  endowment  imposes  upon  her  people  a  great  responsibil- 
ity; for  San  Francisco  is  distinctly  a  metropolis,  a  World 
City,  and  to  that  portion  at  least  of  the  world  at  large,  whose 
direct  contact  with  our  nation  is  through  her,  must  needs  be 
looked  upon  as  representative  of  our  national  spirit  and 
expressive  of  our  nation's  attitude. 

Emphasis  has  been  given  to  this  position  of  our  City  in 
world's  affairs  by  the  wonderful  Exposition  so  recently  closed. 

I  need  hardly  dwell  upon  the  physical  advantages  of  San 
Francisco,  including  those  of  climate,  the  close  proximity  of 
such  a  vast  variety  of  things  useful  to  man,  the  abundance  of 
power  to  be  derived  from  streams  that  flow  eternally,  fed  by 
the  snows  that  lie  perpetually  upon  our  mountain  tops,  of 
that  wealth  that  lies  upon  and  that  which  rests  beneath  the 
surface  of  the  favored  region  which  constitutes  our  hinter- 
land. With  these  you  are  all  familiar.  You  know  that  nature 
has  made  of  this  an  exceptional  place  for  the  support  of  hu- 
m.an   life. 

And  the  question  thus  resolves  itself  into  that  of  man's  use 
of  his  opportunity — man's  industry. 

The  value  of  all  of  these  gifts  of  nature  is  dependent  en- 
tirely upon  the  use  that  may  be  made  of  them  by  man.  No 
values  are  fixed.  The  value  of  anything  fluctuates  in  propor- 
tion with  the  degree  of  man's  desire  for  that  thing;  and  that 
community  will  be  the  most  prosperous  where  there  are  hu- 
man beings  in  sufficient  numbers  to  call  nature's  gifts  into 
use,  and  where  there  is  the  highest  degree  of  skill  and  ef- 
ficiency in  converting  the  raw  products  of  nature  into  the 
greatest  variety  of  things  useful  to  man. 

The  industrial  future  then  of  San  Francisco  means  her 
whole  future. 

Ours  is  a  human  world.  All  things  have  meaning  only  as 
they  relate  themselves  to  human  concerns.  Fundamental  to 
everything  else  with  us  is  the  maintenance  of  life;  and  that 
involves  industry.  Upon  this  basis  of  human  effort  to  supply 
the  essential  means  of  sustenance  is  erected  the  great  com- 
plex structure  of  modern  industrial  life. 

Briefly  then,  taking  man  at  the  beginning,  with  all  of  his 
effort  directed  with  a  minimum  of  intelligence  to  secure  for 
himself  food  and  shelter,  along  the  various  steps  following 
upon  his  first  cooperation  with  his  fellows,  to  the  point  where 
he  developed  desires  other  than  and  beyond  those  of  mere 
existence,  till  we  come  to  the  life  of  today  where  it  is  diffi- 
cult to  distinguish  between  necessity  and  luxury,  analysis 
would  seem  to  reveal  as  a  fact  that  in  proportion  as  there  is 
less  of  actual  human  effort  required  to  supply  the  bare  means 
of  sustenance  for  man,  is  it  possible  to  gratify  other  desires; 
so  that  the  limit  of  the  creation  of  new  desires  and  the  grati- 
fication thereof,  is  dependent  primarily  upon  the  efficiency 
with  which  are  produced  man's  bare  necessities,  and  secondly 
the  degree  of  efficency  applied  in  the  production  of  those 
other  things  which  man  now  looks  upon  as  necessary  to  his 
happiness.  And  this  does  not  apply  merely  to  those  things 
which  are  physical  or  material,  but  there  are  those  other 
luxuries,  of  advanced  learning,  of  research — the  things  that 
appeal  essentially  to  the  mind  and  to  the  spirit,  and  which, 
however,  do  in  the  ultimate  make  themselves  of  practical 
value  to  mankind. 

With  all  these  things  are  the  people,  especially  of  a  metrop- 
olis, a  World  City,  concerned;  therefore  the  progress  of  such 
a  city  is  in  proportion  as  her  people  apply  themselves  ef- 
ficiently in  the  use  of  their  natural  advantages. 

And  so  we  are  here  less  for  the  enjoyment  of  a  feast, 
physical  or  intellectual,  than  for  the  purpose  of  enlightenment; 
so  that  we  may  through  our  efforts,  each  in  his  individual 
capacity,  and  through  our  organizations,  take  that  direction 


which  will  be  most  conducive  to  securing  to  the  great  mass 
of  our  people  the  largest  measure  of  contentment  and  well- 
being,  and  in  that  way  make  a  contribution  not  only  to  our 
own  nation's,  but  to  the  world's  progress. 

The  community  looks  for  guidance. 

For  the  most  part  each  individual  is  so  confined  by  the 
limitations  of  his  own  particular  sphere  of  activity,  that  he 
loses  sight  of  the  fact  that  he  is  part  of  the  larger  scheme, 
which  will  either  restrict  or  widen  his  own  opportunity,  large- 
ly dependent  upon  the  measure  of  cooperative  effort  that  he 
is  able  to  pm  forth. 

The  individual  in  the  conduct  of  his  own  personal  affairs 
gains  experience  and  knowledge,  and  develops  abilities  which 
in  his  own  ultimate  interest  he  should  share  with  the  com- 
munity; and  particularly  is  this  true  of  those  who  are  actively 
at  the  head  of  those  larger  institutions  which  have  a  very 
wide  contact,  whose  business  brings  them  in  touch  with  a 
great  number  of  people. 

It  is  the  recognition  of  this  obligation  by  certain  men, 
which  is  responsible  for  the  formation  of  such  voluntary  or- 
ganizations as  Chambers  of  Commerce.  Leaders  in  practical 
affairs  can  do  but  little  as  individuals,  but  they  can  contribute 
tremendously  towards  the  promotion  of  the  welfare  of  the 
entire  community  through  a  broad  spirited   organization. 

And  San  Francisco's  trend — San  Francisco's  industrial  fu- 
ture— must  and  will  depend  upon  the  amount  of  voluntary, 
unselfish  public  spirited  service  which  700  odd  leaders  in  her 
world  of  practical  effort  give  individually  and  through  this 
organization  of  ours.  It  is  yours  to  say  just  what  shall  be 
San  Francisco's  industrial  future.  You  cannot  direct  her 
various  industries,  but  you  can,  through  your  Chamber  of 
Commerce,  give  that  leadership  which  shall  create  an  atmos- 
phere of  industrial  freedom,  freedom  from  all  unreasonable 
oppression  or  obstruction,  freedom  from  paralyzing  legisla- 
tion, from  excessive  taxation,  freedom  from  unwarranted  in- 
terference of  any  kind.  You  certainly  can  establish  here  a 
wholesome,  law-abiding  attitude  on  the  part  of  the  people. 

Just  as  it  was  possible  to  rehabilitate  our  City  after  its 
destruction — just  as  it  was  possible,  in  the  face  of  almost  in- 
surmountable difficulties,  to  bring  to  a  most  successful  con- 
clusion an  Exposition  which  can  only  be  spoken  of  in  super- 
latives— just  as  it  is  possible  to  build  a  beautiful  Civic  Center, 
and  to  create  those  other  things  which  attract, — so  is  it  pos- 
sible, under  your  leadership,  if  you  apply  yourselves  to  the 
task,  to  create  here  a  wholesome,  positive  cooperative  com- 
munity spirit  in  substitution  for  that  non-cooperative  class 
domination  from  which  we  suffer  so  intensely;  and  which, 
while  it  may  not  yet  have  substantially  affected  adversely  our 
material  prosperity,  certainly  has  had  a  baneful  influence  upon 
the  spirit  of  our  people. 

Consider  for  a  moment  the  character  of  this  instrument  of 
yours  commonly  known  as  the  Chamber  of  Commerce — a 
VOLUNTARY  organization,  but  incorporated  under  the  laws 
of  our  State,  and  thus  being  a  legal  entity  and  having  re- 
sponsibility. This  organization  has  no  power  of  control,  re- 
strictive or  otherwise,  over  any  of  its  members,  or  over  any 
one  else.  It  is  simply  an  agency  for  community  service.  It  / 
cannot  undertake  to  make  profits  for  its  members — it  can 
only  combine  the  influence  and  intelligence  of  its  members 
in  the  general  community  interest,  and  in  that  way  provide  a 
more  fertile  field  for  cultivation.  It  cannot  do  any  good  for 
a  single  one  of  its  members  without  first  doing  a  larger  good 
for  the  whole  community. 

I  ask  you  to  consider  this  well,  because  it  is  very  im- 
portant; and  I  repeat,  that  this  organization  cannot  and  must 
never  attempt  to  secure  immediate  business  advantage  for  its 
individual  members.  It  is  simply  a  point  of  concentration  of 
their  spirit  of  service  in  the  interest  of  their  City  and  their 
State,  and  I  might  add,  for  the  Nation. 

The  Chamber  of  Commerce  is  often  criticized  for  the  things 
it  does  and  for  the  things  that  it  supposedly  leaves  undone, 
but  the  Chamber  of  Commerce,  having  no  axes  to  grind  for 
its  members,  and  being,  as  I  have  so  carefully  explained, 
merely  an  instrument  for  community  service,  never  puts  its 
ear  to  the  ground  to  learn  what  the  majority  might  think  they 
deem  most  desirable,  but  it  acts  solely  upon  the  basis  of  its 
best  judgment  as  to  what  is  genuinely  best  for  all,  regardless 
of  its  own  immediate  popularity  or  the  reverse.

It  affords  the  opportunity  for  the  expression  what  has  been 
well  termed  "Industrial  Statemanship." 

It  is  not  a  class  organization  in  the  sense  that  it  is  for  the 
benefit  of  any  class;  and  it  is  ready  to  take  into  its  member- 
ship any  self  respecting  law-abiding  man  who  desires  to  join 
it  in  the  spirit  upon  which  its  existence  is  founded. 

It  is  not  by  any  means  representative  of  Capital.  It  does 
give  some  capitalists  an  opportunity  of  doing  for  the  general 
public  what  they  would  otherwise  perhaps  not  do,  but  it 
certainly  does  not  take  any  action  which  promotes  the  interest 
of  the  capitalist  at  the  expense  of  the  general  public. 

It  has  no  quarrel  with  any  class,  but  it  is  definitely  opposed 
to  those  influences  which  tend  to  create  class  distinction  and 
consequent  class  strife;  which  tend  toward  the  effort  to  dom- 
inate the  community  in  the  selfish  interest  of  any  class. 

That  is  why  the  Chamber  of  Commerce,  practically  consid- 
ering our  City's  industrial  future,  responsive  to  a  rapidly 
developing  sentiment  that  class  domination  had  gone  far  be- 
yond the  bounds  of  reason,  that  the  limit  of  toleration  of  rule 
by  class  had  been  reached,  took  definite  action,  through  its 
Board  of  Directors,  toward  combating  this  influence  for  re- 
tardation. 

Nearly  a  year  ago  several  conferences  took  place  between 
the  officers  of  the  Chamber  and  a  number  of  San  Francisco's 
business  leaders,  as  a  result  of  which  a  careful  industrial  sur- 
vey of  our  City  and  the  Bay  Region  was  decided  upon,  with 
a  view  to  developing  not  only  the  basis  of  the  many  adverse 
criticisms  aimed  at  San  Francisco,  but  with  a  further  view 
of  ascertaining  just  what  lines  of  progress  could  be  stimu- 
lated— and  that  survey  is  now  being  made.  A  fund  of  con- 
siderable size  was  raised  for  the  purpose,  and  the  Chamber 
at  the  time  that  it  undertook  to  raise  this  fund,  definitely  com- 
mitted itself  to  face  squarely  any  issue  that  m.ight  arise  as  a 
result  of  the  investigation. 

The  complaint  was  generally  to  the  effect  that  the  hamper- 
ing conditions  imposed  upon  industry  by  organized  labor,  and 
the  influence  of  organized  labor  upon  politics,  stood  most  posi- 
tively in  the  way  of  San  Francisco's  industrial  development. 
That  this  was  no  idle  complaint,  has  been  impressed  upon  us 
strongly  by  the  circumstances  surrounding  the  series  of 
strikes  which  have  been  in  progress,  particularly  during  the 
past  few  months,  and  which  have  caused  the  Board  of  Direc- 
tors of  the  Chamber  to  declare  itself  unequivocally  in  its 
resolution  adopted  June  22nd,  this  year,  subsequently  ratified 
by  the  membership  assembled  in  mass  meeting  on  July  10th, 
and  resulting  in  the  formation  of  the  Chamber's  Law  and 
Order  Committee  and  the  raising  of  a  fund  adequate  to  meet 
any  emergency  that  might  arise. 

Here  is  a  great  metropolitan  city,  one  of  the  world's  most 
important  points  of  concentration  and  redistribution,  not  sole- 
ly ours  but  with  a  national  and  an  international  responsibility. 
When  the  commerce  of  such  a  port  as  this  is  obstructed,  it 
interferes  with  the  free  flow  of  intercourse  between  nations 
just  as  well  as  between  the  various  ports  of  our  own  country. 
It  is  our  duty  to  prevent  any  such  obstruction. 

It  is  no  longer  to  be  granted  that  any  community  is  suffic- 
ient unto  itself,  and  particularly  is  that  to  be  said  of  such  an 
one  as  this,  through  which   flows  the  commerce  of  nations. 


We  therefore  can  no  longer  hold  that  these  evils  concern  us 
alone,  and  while  our  first  consideration  naturally  must  be  the 
welfare  of  our  own  people,  we  must  never  lose  sight  of  the  im- 
portant fact  that  we  have  also  a  larger  responsibility.  It  is 
for  you  to  see  that  the  affairs  of  this  great  seaport  city  be 
not  left  in  the  hands  of  those  who  will  administer  them  in  a 
narrow,  short  sighted  class  spirit. 

It  is  not  for  professional  moralists  to  rescue  this  city  from 
the  evil  influences  that  have  taken  hold  of  her,  nor  is  it  for 
the  bankers  to  pull  us  out  of  our  difficulties,  nor  yet  must  we 
depend  upon  the  newspapers  to  do  it  for  us,  though  each  of 
these  should  do  a  proper  share.  This  is  a  work  for  OUR- 
SELVES to  do — not  for  your  leaders  alone,  but  for  your 
leaders  with  your  support  behind  them.  We  must  face  our 
problem  fearlessly,  seeing  it  clearly. 

The  Chamber  has  declared  itself  in  unmistakable  language; 
and  let  there  be  no  misconception  concerning  its  attitude.  It 
has  declared  its  belief  in  the  principle  of  the  Open  Shop.  It 
has  declared  its  insistence  upon  the  strict  observance  of  the 
integrity  of  contractual  relations  between  employer  and  em- 
ployee, by  both  parties.  It  has  declared  its  insistence  upon 
the  maintenance  of  law  and  order.  It  has  declared  for 
the  right  to  employ  union  members  or  non  members  of  unions 
in  whole  or  in  part  as  the  parties  might  elect;  and  further 
that  where  union  members  only  are  employed  it  must  be 
though  free  agreement,  and  not  as  a  result  of  duress  or 
coercion. 

That  program  would  hardly  seem  to  require  any  explana- 
tion. Boiled  down  to  a  few  words  it  means  that  the  Cham- 
ber purposes  using  its  utmost  influence  towards  securing  for 
all  persons,  protection  in  the  exercise  of  those  fundamental 
rights  which  are  guaranteed  by  the  Constitution  of  our 
country.  I  repeat — fundamental  human  rights.  Not  legal 
rights,  not  rights  founded  upon  custom,  but  rights,  a  denial  of 
which  would  constitute  an  attack  upon  the  very  essence  of 
civilization. 

The  Open  Shop!  The  shop  which  is  closed  to  no  one.  The 
shop  that  rejects  only  any  illegal  or  unwarranted  interference 
and  attempt  at  control.  It  is  open  to  those  who  are  members 
of  unions  or  of  any  other  organizations  as  well  as  to  those 
who  may  not  be  members  of  anything;  and  in  many  in- 
stances open  shop  practice  is  such  that  there  is  not  denied 
the  right  of  collective  bargaining  either  through  representa- 
tives selected  from  among  the  union  employes  of  that  par- 
ticular shop,  nor  even  through  the  regularly  accredited  repre- 
sentatives of  the  organization  or  organizations,  regardless  of 
whether  they  are  or  are  not  employes  of  that  particular  shop. 

The  Open  Shop  however,  is  the  shop  in  which  both  em- 
ployer and  employee  reserve  to  themselves  their  Constitu- 
tional rights. 

This  then  is  the  spirit  of  freedom  which  we  are  determined 
shall  be  established  in  San  Francisco.  There  can  be  no  ob- 
jection to  our  program  on  the  part  of  any  right  thinking,  law 
abiding  person. 

What  an  indictment!  That  it  should  be  necessary  for  the 
Chamber  of  Commerce  to  take  up  such  a  work.  There  can 
be  no  question  that  it  is  necessary.  The  oustanding  evil  is 
the  domination  of  almost  every  phase  of  our  community  life 
by  what  is  generally  termed  "organized  labor."  Is  it  to  be 
said  that  it  controls  wisely?  Do  I  need  to  give  you  the  record 
of  lawlessness?  It  may  be  that  we  shall  find  it  necessary  to 
make  it  public  in  detail  where  all  may  become  familiar  with  it. 

And  we  are  asked  by  some  good  moralists  why  do  we 
not  promote  this,  that  and  the  other  legislation,  attacking 
certain  phases  of  lawlessness,  now  that  we  have  our  Law  and 
Order  Committee.  And  yet  every  sane,  reasoning  man  knows 
that  if  there  were  in  our  public  offices  determined  men  of 
character,  there  would  be  practically  no  need  of  further 
legislation.  The  enforcement  of  existing  laws — laws  which 
unquestionably  could  be  enforced — would  make  further  legis- 
lation practically  superfluous.  And  that  influence  which  dom- 
inates our  municipal  government  must  stand  indicted.  And  we 
stand  indicted  for  idly  standing  by  and  permitting  it  to  con- 
tinue. 

I  will  repeat  what  I  have  said  again  and  again.  We  have 
no  quarrel  with  labor  unions  as  such.  Our  quarrel  is  with 
those  unlawful  elements  which  have  associated  themselves 
with  the  trades  union  movement.  We  are  fighting  only  for 
the    maintenance   of   definite   unassailable   principles. 

There  is  talk  of  two  sides — the  Chamber  of  Commerce  side 
and  the  labor  union  side.  There  can  be  only  one  side  to  the 
maintenance  of  law  and  order.     There  can  be  only  one  side 
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to  the  exercise  of  every  lawabiding  person's  rights  guaranteed 
under  the  Constitution.  There  is  no  need  for  any  unheaval; 
no  basis  for  it  excepting  a  deliberate  campaign  of  misrepre- 
sentation. There  is  no  basis  for  an  industrial  war  in  San 
Francisco,  and  if  as  a  result  of  a  campaign  of  misrepresenta- 
tion industrial  strife  should  occur  here  on  a  large  scale,  there 
is  no  question  that  ultimately  the  great  body  of  the  people 
will  place  the  responsibility  exactly  where  it  belongs. 

My  own  sympathies  are  with  the  working  people,  and  it  is 
necessary  and  quite  as  important  for  those  of  us  who  are 
employers  to  give  first  thought  and  most  careful  attention 
to  the  real  interests  of  our  working  people  as  it  is  to  see 
that  they,  individually  and  through  their  organizations,  deal 
fairly.  Yes,  it  is  even  more  important.  They  have  a  right 
to  expect  of  us  a  greater  measure  of  generosity,  better  under- 
standing and  fairer  treatment  than  we  should  expect  from 
them;  and  to  the  extent  that  labor  unions  strive  by  every 
legitimate  means  to  secure  every  justifiable  improvement  in 
the  condition  of  their  members  and  for  their  fellow  workers 
generally,  to  the  extent  that  they  contribute  to  a  harmoniza- 
tion of  the  interests  of  employer  and  employee,  they  are  a 
most  valuable  factor  in  community  life  and  should  receive 
every  possible  encouragement. 

On  the  other  hand,  where  they  misuse  their  power,  they 
should  be  promptly  and  fearlessly  opposed.  No  organization 
of  any  character,  and  particularly  no  organization  that  has 
not  a  legal  entity  and  which  therefore  is  irresponsible,  has 
any  right  to  exist  if  it  has  for  its  object  the  securing  ad- 
vantages for  its  members,  or  for  itself  as  a  unit,  at  the  ex- 
pense of  and  to  the  disadvantage  of  anyone  else.  If  it  cannot 
show  clearly  that  in  benefiting  its  own  its  injures  none  other 
it  has  no  right  to  exist. 

What  is  needed  today,  above  all  things,  is  industrial  ef- 
ficiency, that  every  element  of  every  industrial  organization 
be  so  coordinated  as  to  give  the  highest  result  in  the  economy 
of  human  effort,  and  every  organization  of  workers  must  ad- 
dress itself  to  the  end  that  the  human  element  be  welded 
into  the  industrial  unit  by  a  loyal  and  cooperative  attitude, 
instead  of,  as  has  too  largely  been  the  case,  creating  in  the 
human  element  an  attitude  of  antagonism,  and  the  resultant 
destruction  of  efficiency.  And  let  it  be  thoroughly  under- 
stood that  human  efficiency  means  the  most  intelligent  use 
of  the  physical  and  mental  powers  of  the  individual;  and  that 
must  include  a  conservation  of  the  individual's  physical  and 
mental  resources.  So  that  genuine  efficiency  does  not  involve 
overwork  but  quite  the  reverse.  The  lesson  is  being  rapidly 
learned  by  employers  that  ultimately  industry  must  pay  the 
toll  of  wasted  human  energy,  and  that  the  most  essential 
thing  is  to  so  care  for  the  worker  as  to  enable  him  to  get 
the  most  out  of  life  and  not  to  make  of  him  a  mere  human 
machanism. 


I  urge  a  most  generous  attitude  towards  all  workers. 

I  urge  you,  as  leaders  in  business,  to  support  a  program 
whose  objects  shall  be  to  secure  for  the  working  people  of 
San  Francisco  and  vicinity  the  most  wholesome  working  con- 
ditions, reasonable  hours,  and  the  very  best  wages  consistent 
with  sound  business  judgment. 

I  believe  that  consideration  should  be  given  by  employers 
to  the  end  that  men  shall  not  be  overworked;  and  on  the 
other  hand  every  effort  should  be  made,  and  must  be  made, 
if  we  are  to  progress  rationally  to  secure  the  highest  possible 
efficiency,  to  oppose  unwarranted  restriction  of  output,  to 
oppose  those  things  which  tend  to  develop  loafers,  weaklings, 
and  shirkers — to  get  away  from  all  this  soft  cant  about  the 
"poor,  downtrodden  workingman"  under  the  heel  of  the  con- 
scienceless' employer,  because  those  things  are  destructive  of 
that  vigor  and  confidence  which  should  be  part  of  every 
healthy  minded  person's  makeup. 

It  is  better  to  cultivate  strength  for  effort  than  to  be  con- 
stantly looking  for  protection.  Our  education  should  tend 
more  to  developing  the  love  of  hard  work,  joy  in  the  difficult 
task,  that  no  pride  equals  the  pride  of  accomplishment  in  the 
face  of  difficulties. 

I  have  great  hopes  for  our  City's  future.  I  have  confidence 
in  your  determination  to  take  things  in  hand,  and  while  we  as 
a  people  dislike  to  harp  upon  our  sufferings,  we  do  not  forget 
those  acts  of  violence  which  fixed  our  determination  that 
there  should  be  no  recurrence. 

We  shall  meet  with  some  opposition.  We  may  before  long 
enter  upon  serious  difficulties.  We  are  prepared  to  meet  them 
no  matter  how  serious  they  may  become.  Opposition  to  what 
the  law-abiding  people  of  San  Francisco  have  set  out  upon  will 
be  futile.  We  have  entered  upon  our  task  in  a  spirit  of  humil- 
ity, but  in  full  consciousness  of  the  soundness  of  our  position 
and  with  a  determination  to  make  of  San  Francisco  a  whole- 
some place  for  every  law-abiding  person  in  whatever  circum- 
stances he  may  be. 

Thus  it  is  that  our  interest  being  that  of  the  highest  well- 
being  of  all  her  people,  the  doing  of  her  full  metropolitan  duty 
to  her  own  State,  her  country,  and  to  the  world  of  humanity, 
we  must  foster  in  San  Francisco  those  things  which  are  con- 
ducive to  that  end,  which  are  in  harmony  with  the  American 
spirit  of  human  freedom,  and  with  all  our  strength  oppose 
those  things  which  are  contrary  to  that  spirit. 

Let  us  take  this  into  our  hearts:  It  is  time  the  Stars  and 
Stripes  meant  something  to  us,  more  than  momentary  en- 
thusiasm, and  that  when  we  rise  to  the  strains  of  our  National 
Anthem  wherever  and  whenever  it  may  be  we  do  so  not 
because  it  is  expected  of  us,  not  in  a  spirit  of  narrow  patriot- 
ism only,  but  with  a  feeling  of  that  higher  patriotism,  that 
deep  reverence  for  what  it  represents,  that  spirit  of  man's 
consideration  for  man,  upon  which  our  Nation  is  founded.

Robert  Newton  Lynch  took  as  a  subject:  Putting  Our 
House   in  Order  for  Industrial   Development.   He   said: 

"San  Francisco  is  looking  forward  to  a  great  opportunity 
for  Industrial  Expansion.  The  measure  of  that  development 
and  the  rapidity  with  which  it  is  realized  depends  upon  vol- 
untary commercial  organization.  The  question  immediately 
arises:  What  sort  of  an  instrument  is  the  Chamber  of  Com^ 
merce  and  what  is  it  doing  and  how  is  it  doing  the  work  of 
advancing  our  industrial  future?  As  the  Manager  of  the 
Chamber  it  is  fitting  that  on  this  annual  occasion  I  should 
report  to  the  membership  what  is  being  actually  accomplished 
and  what  plans  are  being  laid  to  attract  more  industries  to 
our  community  and  to  develop  those  already  here. 

"There  are  four  main  factors  entering  into  the  question 
of  industrial  development.  The  first  is  what  natural  advant- 
ages have  we  in  the  way  of  harbor,  sites,  transportation  facili- 
ties, climate,  materials,  etc.  The  second  essential  is  what 
contacts  have  we  with  the  outside  world.  The  third  question 
is  what  human  forces  and  resources  are  available;  are  these 
forces  alert  and  coordinated  and  ambitious.  The  fourth  ele- 
ment is,  have  we  freedom  of  action  and  of  industry  so  that 
the  first  three  elements  may  be  made  effective.  Granted  a 
knowledge  of  our  natural  advantages  compared  with  other 
competitive  points,  granted  a  favorable  world  contact;  granted 
the   presence   of   capable   human   energy   properly   organized. 


all  might  fail  if  the  community  is  enslaved  either  politically 
or  economically.  The  whole  problem  must  be  faced  as  a 
unit  and  it  will  not  be  solved  in  San  Francisco  without  an  ef- 
fective and  powerful  Chamber  of  Commerce.  No  other  instru- 
ment is  available  to  secure  for  San  Francisco  its  proportion- 
ate  industrial  development. 

"Before  outlining  the  present  activities  and  the  industrial 
program  of  the  Chamber  there  are  certain  observations  which 
may  not  be  out  of  place  as  to  the  functions  of  a  modern 
Chamber  and  its  real  place  in  our  commercial  life.  There 
are  some  distinguishing  weaknesses  of  voluntary  commercial 
organizations  which  give  rise  to  criticism  along  lines  of  lack 
of  efficiency,  reluctance  to  engage  in  vital  issues,  and  failure 
to  apply  the  power  of  its  membership.  However  valid  such 
criticism  may  be  I  am  proud  to  say  that  as  manager  of  this 
organization  with  every  opportunity  of  knowing  its  working 
efficiency  I  have  for  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  of  San  Fran- 
cisco a  most  profound  respect  and  I  deeply  covet  for  everyone 
of  our  members  the  same  attitude  of  respect.  Today  this 
organization  represents  the  highest  commercial  ideals  of  our 
city.  It  is  dominated  by  the  most  responsible  and  able  busi- 
ness life.  It  has  a  long  history  culminating  in  a  modern  com- 
mercial instrument  responsive  to  the  best  ideals  of  our  com- 
munity life  and  ready  to  act  on  vital  problems.  The  Chamber 
has  many  departments  conveniently  classified  with  the  various 
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wholesale,  retail,  shipping,  manufacturing  and  other  divisions 
of  business,  but  it  is  now  a  unit  in  its  work  and  all 
departments  may  be  instantly  mobilized  for  the  immediate 
problem  which  looms  up  for  solution. 

"The  benefit  of  the  Chamber's  work  is  greatly  impaired 
whenever  use  is  made  of  the  organization  for  petty  or  selfish 
ends.  The  organized  commercial  power  of  the  city  should 
always  be  directed  to  large  problems.  It  should  always  be 
remembered  that  San  Francisco  is  vastly  more  than  a  city. 
It  is  the  product  of  a  great  western  empire.  It  is  coincident 
with  all  the  territory  within  a  wide  radius.  In  a  real  sense 
it  is  the  State  of  California.  In  some  sense  it  is  the  Pacific 
Coast.  It  cannot  grow  without  the  development  of  the  entire 
Pacific  Slope  and  of  all  cities  in  the  west,  San  Francisco  can 
least  afford  to  be  provincial  or  narrow.  It  must  carry  obliga- 
tions and  duties  for  a  great  and  growing  empire. 

The  big  work  of  the  Chamber  must  be  for  the  future 
rather  than  the  present.  No  transient  problem  or  present 
profit  should  distract  its  energy  from  the  fundamental  things 
which  make  for  the  future  greatness  of  this  harbor.  Fortun- 
ately our  present  activities  are  along  these  main  lines. 

Much  confusion  of  thought  exists  as  to  the  function  of  a 
voluntary  commercial  organization  as  distinguished  from  the 
proper  activities  of  a  city  government.  While  it  is  of  the 
greatest  importance  that  a  city  government  should  assist  in 
comm.ercial  and  industrial  development,  the  voluntary  com- 
mercial organization  can  never  be  superceded  or  displaced. 
It  is  impossible  for  the  mayor  or  board  of  supervisors  to  do 
for  business  certain  things  which  business  must  do  for  itself. 
It  frequently  happens  that  the  Commercial  organization  must 
urge  the  city  or  state  or  national  government  to  fulfill  its 
own  proper  duty,  but  ultimately  the  Chamber  of  Commerce 
should  represent  the  free,  initiative  and  combined  energy  of 
the  business  community. 

The  Chamber  is  in  a  position  to  command  the  services  and 
sacrifices  of  hundreds  of  public  spirited  men,  who,  under  no 
conditions  would  seek  political  preferment  or  consent  to  oc- 
cupy official  position.  The  Chamber  of  Commerce  offers  to 
such  men  an  ideal  atmosphere  for  the  exercise  of  their  most 
altruistic  endeavor. 

Bearing  in  mind  therefore  these  facts, — viz:  the  necessity 
and  availability  of  the  commercial  organization  in  industrial 
development,  the  wisdom  of  using  the  organization  for  large 
instead  of  petty  objects,  the  necessity  of  using  the  organiza- 
tion for  permanent  problems  rather  than  transient  matters, 
and  the  realization  of  the  relation  of  San  Francisco  to  the 
great  outlying  western  territory,  I  will  now  undertake  to 
report  what  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce  is 
doing  and  how  it  is  working  to  bring  about  a  greater  industrial 
development.  We  are  proud  in  our  possession  of  a  magnificent 
harbor,  dominating  the  Western  coast  of  the  United  States. 
We  realize  something  of  the  other  great  natural  advantages. 
In  order  that  no  possible  question  may  be  raised  in  this  re- 


gard and  in  order  to  demonstrate  other  advantages  which 
may  escape  the  superficial  observer,  the  Chamber  has  entered 
upon  the  most  searching  and  scientific  investigation  into  our 
natural  industrial  situation.  Our  Municipal  Affairs  Committee 
has  worked  for  many  years  on  this  problem.  The  Com- 
mittee of  Manufactures  secures  the  best  advice  of  the  manu- 
facturing enterprises  in  the  city.  The  Industrial  Program 
Committee,  taking  the  largest  view,  has  raised  and  is  expend- 
ing forty  or  fifty  thousand  dollars  and  has  employed  the  best 
experts  in  the  United  States  to  make  the  complete  survey  of 
our  industrial  conditions.  This  report  will  be  made  within 
the  next  ten  days  and  puts  in  the  possession  of  our  organiza- 
tion better  industrial  information  than  is  now  in  the  hands 
or  any  similar  organization  in  the  United  States. 

Regarding  our  contact  with  the  outside  world,  San  Fran- 
cisco is  now  in  a  most  enviable  position.  The  opening  of  the 
Canal  gives  us  a  real  world  position.  We  have  realized,  how- 
ever, that  the  Canal  is  not  an  active  instrument  to  revolution- 
ize our  plans  but  is  rather  a  passive  opportunity.  Every 
energy  of  our  Transportation  Bureau  is  being  used  to  secure 
the  maximum  benefits  of  the  Panama  Canal  for  this  harbor. 
The  Foreign  Trade  Department  is  working  valiantly  to  secure 
markets  with  every  civilized  country  in  the  world.  The  Cham- 
ber at  the  present  time  is  very  alert  to  increase  the  distribu- 
tive power  of  San  Francisco. 

San  Francisco  is  rich  in  strong  and  virile  men.  Initiative 
and  energy  abound  on  every  hand.  However,  the  industrial 
future  of  San  Francisco  is  so  great  that  there  is  an  appeal 
not  only  to  the  industrial  enterprises  but  to  the  combined, 
human  force  of  the  city  to  meet  adequately  the  opportunities, 
responsibilities  and  problems  that  face  us.  The  San  Fran- 
cisco Chamber  is  using  its  every  endeavor  to  realize  in  the 
highest  degree  the  resources  and  forces  in  this  community. 
When  our  present  membership  campaigning  is  over,  we  will 
probably  have  the  strongest  commercial  institution  in  the 
United  States  and  if  the  members  will  consider  themselves  as 
something  more  than  subscribers,  an  irresistible  force  will  be 
commanded  which  will  establish  San  Francisco's  industrial 
supremacy. 

As  to  freedom,  no  individual  or  community  can  possibly 
succeed  however  great  the  natural  advantage,  however  fine 
the  contact,  or  however,  forceful  the  personality,  if  tyranny 
and  slavery  oppress  that  community.  San  Francisco  may  as 
well  forget  her  natural  advantages,  may  well  forget  her  world 
wide  situation,  may  fail  to  reckon  her  enormous  human  forces 
if  she  is  to  be  enslaved  by  unfair  and  unjust  restrictions. 
Therefore  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce  has 
taken  the  stand  of  obedience  to  law  and  the  right  of  every 
citizen  to  sell  his  labor  in  an  open  market.  Through  insist- 
ence upon  these  principles,  San  Francisco  is  assured  a  glor- 
ious freedom  which  will  enable  this  community  to  realize  on 
all  of  the  advantages  which  is  her  portion  and  will  reach 
her  greatest  industrial   destiny.

The  fates  of  the  great  world-cities  are  written  in  terms  of 
geography.  Nineveh  stood  inevitably  where  the  long  trade 
route  from  China-Turkestan  to  Tyre  and  Sidon  on  the  sea 
crossed  the  north-south  route  from  Bagdad  (Babylon)  to 
Trebizond.  Constantinople  stood  inevitable  where  the  nar- 
rows between  Asia  and  Europe,  between  the  East  and  the 
West,  crossed  the  water  route  from  the  Black  Sea  and  the 
Russian  grain  fields  through  the  Bosporos  to  the  Mediterran- 
ean. With  or  without  the  counsels  of  man,  the  city  which 
surrounds  San  Francisco  Bay  is  inevitably  destined  to  be- 
come the  Constantinople  of  the  future. 

The  Old  World,  made  up  of  its  two  halves,  Occident  and 
Orient  met  in  the  Eastern  Mediterranean,  and  looked  in  upon 
this  inland  sea  as  upon  the  court  or  PATIO  of  a  Roman 
house.  In  the  Orient  man  was  a  creature  of  fate  and  bowed 
himself  in  humble  desire  to  be  in  accord  with  time  and  nature 

which  environed  him;  in  the  Occident  mind  and  will  sought 


dominion  over  nature,  and  the  impulse  of  individual  freedom 
set  mind  above  matter  and  discovery  above  conformity.  Back 
and  forth  across  the  boundary  created  by  the  Bosporus  the 
Dardanelles  and  the  Aegean  the  tide  of  struggle  surged  be- 
tween Occident  and  Orient.  The  incursions  of  the  northmen 
Greeks  into  Asia  Minor,  typified  for  instance  by  the  Trojan 
war  and  the  Greek  colonization,  were  answered  by  the  in- 
sweeping  hordes  of  Persian  Xerxes  checked  at  Salamis.  Then 
the  counter  onslaught  of  Alexander's  conquering  legions  was 
centuries  later  answered  by  the  sweeping  tide  of  Mohammed- 
anism which  slowly  spent  itself  and  left  European  Turkey  a 
stranded  hulk  upon  the  beach  lands  of  Southeastern  Europe. 
Through  it  all  Constantinople  remained  a  jagged  rock  in  the 
midst  of  the  contending  tides. 

Down  through  the  crusades  and  into  the  political  life  of 
modern  Europe  the  fate  of  nations  and  the  issues  of  peace 
and   war  were   quoted   in   terms   of   Constantinople   and   the 
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ancient  frontier  it  marked.  And  even  today  Europe  is  ablaze 
with  war  on  the  score  of  the  disordered  Balkans  and  the 
Bagdad  route  from  Europe  toward  the  Persian  Gulf.  From 
the  dim  past  down  to  the  unhappy  present  the  issue  of  nations 
and  peoples  has  been  framed  in  some  reference  more  or  less 
distinct  of  that  ceaseless  yearning  of  the  West  toward  the 
gold  and  the  spices  and  the  mystery  of  the  East. 

First,  It  used  the  old  caravan  routes  where  the  dull  camels 
tramped  their  way  by  Kashgar  and  Mosul,  then  it  was  the 
way  by  Alexandria  and  the  Red  Sea,  then  the  route  around 
the  Cape  of  Good  Hope,  then  back  again  to  the  Suez  Canal. 
All  of  these  were  from  the  West  toward  the  East.  But  it 
was  a  bold  sharp  break  with  the  past,  and  one  destined  to 
undo  the  order  of  the  world,  when  Columbus  set  forth  to 
seek  the  Orient  from  the  East  toward  the  West.  It  was  not 
America  that  he  wanted, — and  he  died  without  knowing  there 
was  one.  He  wanted  India,  but  the  dyke  which  rose  in  his 
path  was  the  unwelcome  North  and  South  America,  which  for 
four  centuries  held  back  from  their  goal  him  and  his  suc- 
cessors. 

Most  of  these  years  were  used  by  wanderers  from  Europe 
in  settling  the  eastern  border  of  the  new  land.  They  thought 
of  the  land  as  offering  them  refuge  from  the  storm-swept 
and  bondaged  soil  of  Europe  and  its  slavery  to  Mediterranean 
politics  and  through  most  of  the  years  they  kept  their  faces 
set  toward  the  old  world.  Slowly  they  occupied  the  HINTER- 
LAND, but  they  backed  in; — their  faces  were  still  set  toward 
Europe.      Not   until   they   crossed   the    Missouri   and   set   the 


prairie  schooners  on  the  way  to  the  western  coast  did  any  of 
them  even  surmise  that  their  country  had  an  outlook  and  a 
mission  shapen  even  in  part  in  terms  of  the  great  ocean  of 
(he  west.  Now  there  are  many  who  see  and  know  that  so 
certain  as  it  is  that  the  first  four  centuries  of  the  North 
American  occupation  has  been  shapen  in  terms  of  its  place 
on  the  Atlantic  facing  Europe,  just  so  certain  is  it  that  its 
coming  life  and  duty  is  to  be  shapen  in  terms  of  its  place 
on  the  Pacific  facing  Asia. 

The  old  world  consisted  in  substance  of  the  Orient  and  the 
Occident  facing  each  other  over  the  great  rent  at  Constantin- 
ople from  the  Black  Sea  to  the  Eastern  Mediterranean.  But 
the  venture  of  Columbus  in  its  final  effect  has  turned  this 
old  world  inside  out.  The  old  world  looked  inward  upon  an 
inland  sea,  where  Europe  faced  Asia  Minor, — and  the  frontier 
citadel  was  Constantinople.  The  new  world  looks  outward 
toward  the  great  ocean,  where  America  faces  Asia, — and  the 
frontier  citadel  is  San  Francisco. 

Those  who  sit  here  in  the  seats  of  judgment  and  authority 
have  laid  upon  them  heavy  responsibility.  Men  of  various 
bloods  and  various  heritages  swarm  here  together.  We  shall 
therefore  have  to  learn  here  how  to  see  things  as  the  other  fel- 
low sees  them,  and  be  charitable.  Variety  of  occupation,  of 
standards,  and  of  interests  will  meet  here  in  conflict,  and  hu- 
man nature  will  abound.  More  than  anywhere  else  in  all  this 
new-and-old  world  of  geographic  destiny  are  we  summoned 
here  in  San  Francisco  to  the  exercise  of  human  patience.

Messrs.  Dohrmann,  Cheek  and  Sanborn  did  the  honors 
for  San  Francisco.  "Lucy"  left  us  at  Roseburg.  The  train  ar- 
rived at  Grants  Pass  early  Saturday  morning  and  the  time 
there  was  divided  between  calling  upon  the  merchants  and 
in  auto  rides  about  the  valley. 

Medford  was  the  next  stop.  Calls  upon  the  business  men, 
auto  rides,  etc.,  with  luncheon  aboard  the  train,  completely 
filled  the  time  spent  here.  Thermometer  over  90 — Oh,  you 
natatorium.  We  were  met  at  Medford  by  a  delegation  from 
Ashland  who  conducted  us  to  the  latter  city  in  automobiles 
along  the  Pacific  Highway,  and  around  Ashland's  wonderful 
Canyon  Park.  All  drank  of  the  many  natural  mineral  springs 
before  leaving  the  park  to  call  upon  the  merchants.  Dinner 
was  served  as  the  train  left  Ashland  for  the  climb  over  the 
Siskiyou  mountains,  homeward  bound. 


Gathered  in  the  observation  car  the  last  night — the  business 
of  the  trip  behind  us — the  entire  party  enjoyed  a  jollification 
and  ratification  m.eeting  at  which  the  last  sad  rites  were  said 
over  the  new  members  of  the  party.  SOME  SHOCK!  S.  J. 
Blumenthal  furnished  the  cigars  and  all  had  a  good  time. 
Many  of  the  party  expressed  their  approval  of  the  trip  and 
its  purposes.  A  vote  of  thanks  was  given  to  Mr.  King,  Mr. 
Beitler,  and  those  who  assisted  in  the  details  of  the  trip. 

It  haying  been  discovered  that  the  name  of  one  Snook  had 
appeared  twice  upon  the  personnel  of  the  party,  he  was  haled 
before  the  Court  of  "Judge"  Cheek  and  charged  with  fraud.

TRANSPORTATION  DEPARTMENT 

CARRIERS'  LIABILITIES  FOR  LOSSES 
OCCASIONED  BY  STRIKES 

The  Traffic  Bureau  has  been  asked  as  to  the  lia- 
bility of  common  carriers  for  loss  and  damage,  also 
delay  in  delivery  due  to  strikes. 

We  have  written  in  response  to  several  of  these 
inquiries  and  now  publish  in  the  "Activities"  the  gen- 
eral rule  for  the  information  of  the  membership. 

The  general  rule  is  that  in  the  absence  of  contrac- 
tural  stipulation  the  carrier  is  responsible  as  an  insurer 
for  the  safety  of  the  goods  intrusted  to  it  for  trans- 
portation, and  is  liable  for  any  loss  or  damage  thereto, 
unless  caused  by  the  so-called  Act  of  God  or  the  public 
enemy,  etc. 

The  term  ''public  enemy"  applies  only  to  foreign 
nations,  pirates,  etc.,  and  not  to  strikes,  rioters,  mobs, 
etc.,  and  the  carriers  common  law  liability  extends  to 
losses  occasioned  by  them  as  well  as  delay  in  trans- 
portation resulting  from  the  refusal  of  the  employes 
of  a  carrier  to  do  duty.  Where  the  delay  is  caused  by 
the  carriers  late  employes  who  have  quit  work  and 
ceased  to  be  employes,  or  where  the  strike  is  accom- 
panied with  violence  or  intimidation,  by  former  em- 
ployes or  others,  so  as  to  render  it  unsafe  to  forward 
the  goods,  the  carrier  is  thereby  relieved  from  liability 
for  delay.  Neither  would  the  carrier  be  liable  for  de- 
lay to  goods  already  in  transit  when  the  strike'  begun, 
caused  by  interference  of  strikers  in  the  movement  of 
trains,  if  the  carrier  exercised  reasonable  diligence  to 
expedite  the  shipment. 

The  carrier  may  by  contract  secure  immunity  from 
liability  for  loss  caused  by  strikers.  A  stipulation  in 
the  l)ill  of  lading  to  the  effect  that  the  carrier  should 
not  be  liable  for  loss,  damage  or  delay  by  reason  of 
.strikes  has  been  held  to  be  just  and  reasonable,  and 
to  be  not  inconsistent  with  public  policy. 

The  uniform  bill  of  lading  contains  no  stipulation 
relieving  the  carrier  from  loss  or  damage  due  to  strikes 
and  therefore  if  relieved,  must  be  by  special  stipulation 
inserted  or  written  into  the  bill  of  lading.

This  injunction  is  to  enjoin  the  carriers  and  Inter- 
state Commerce  Commission  from  inforcing  tlie  Com- 
mis.sion's  order  on  the  one  hand,  and  the  ])ublished 
tariff  on  the  other  resulting  in  the  increased  rates  to 
become  effective  Septonber  1,  1916.

WESTERN  CLASSIFICATION  HEARINGS

will  be  heard  in  considering  proposed  changes  in  the 
current  Western  Classification.  Some  of  these  changes 
are  proposed  by  sliip})ers  and  some  by  the  carriers. 
The  docket  covers  a  wide  range  of  commodities  and 
articles  in  l)otli  carload  and  less  than  carload,  some  of 
which  are  toilet  preparations,  asbestos,  pipe  covering, 
wax  floor  or  polishing  paste,  automobile  lamp  lenses 
and  reflectors,  poultry  coops,  boxes,  fibre  board,  pulp 
board  or  straw  board,  agricultural  implements,  cast 
iron  culverts,  etc.

Gentlemen : 

There  has  just  been  completed  in  San  Fran- 
cisco the  most  remarkable  campaign  for  member- 
ship in  any  commercial  organization  that  has  ever 
been  undertaken  in  America,  and  perhaps  any- 
where else  in  the  world.

Transcontinental  Increased  Rates  Suspended. 

On  August  30th  the  Traffic  Bureau  received  tele- 
graphic advice  from  the  Interstate  Commerce  Com- 
mission that  all  of  the  increased  rates  published  in 
both  the  eastbound  and  westbound  transcontinental 
tariffs,  to  become  eft'ective  September  1,  1916,  were 
suspended   until   December   30,    1916. 

The  subject  is  placed  upon  the  Investigation  and 
Suspension  Docket  of  the  Interstate  Commerce  Com- 
mission, I.  &  S.  Docket  No.  909.  Hearings  will  be  held 
by  the  Commission,  and  the  Traff"ic  Bureau  is  already 
on  record  and  will  take  the  matter  up  further  with 
the  Commission  to  hold  hearings  on  this  subject  on 
the  Pacific  Coast  and  to  have  at  least  one  of  the  hear- 
ings held  in  San  Francisco. 

Under  the  law,  the  Commission  can  suspend  in- 
creased rates  for  a  period  of  120  days  from  the  date 
when  the  tariff  would  otherwise  become  effective, 
hence  the  date  of  suspension,  December  30,  1916.  If  the 
hearings  have  not  been  completed  and  a  decision 
reached  before  December  30,  1916,  the  Commission  has 
the  power  to  order  a  further  suspension  of  six  montlis.

LARGEST  COMMERCIAL  ORGANIZATION 
IN  THE  WORLD 

The  membership  campaign  which  closed  last  week, 
as  predicted  resulted  in  making  the  San  Francisco 
Chamber  of  Commerce  the  largest  commercial  organ- 
ization in  the  country. 

Tuesday's  work  brought  in  a  total  of  1,274  members; 
Wednesday  held  the  record  Avith  a  total  of  1,282; 
Thursday  fell  down  to  1,036,  while  Friday  (exclusive 
of  the  658  pledged  members)  brought  in  a  total  of 
1,216. 

The  cut  reproduced  herewith  depicts  the  score  of 
the  various  committees  day  by  day  as  well  as  the 
total  number  of  members  pledged  by  each  committee. 

The  campaign  is  not  at  an  end  as  yet.  however, 
as  an  extensive  follow-up  will  result  in  several  hundred 
additional  memberships. 

The  office  force  of  the  Chamber  was  busily  engaged 
during  the  past  week  in  sending  out  bills  and  literature 
to  the  new  members.  It  is  to  be  expected  that  in 
handling  5,000  new  names  a  certain  number  of  mistakes 
are  bound  to  occur  both  in  the  spelling  of  names  and 
securing  correct  addresses.  It  is  hoped  that  the  mem- 
bers will  be  patient  and  to  that  end  can  greatly  assist 
the  Chamber  if  they  will  call  up  and  notify  the  office 
of  any  corrections  necessary  so  that  the  mailing  list 
can  be  promptly  corrected. 
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TRANSPORTATION  DEPARTMENT 

Cummins  Amendment  to  the  Interstate  Commerce  Act. 

A  part  of  the  original  Cummins  Amendment  which 
became  eft'ective  June  3,  1915,  has  been  repealed  by  the 
amendment  of  August  9,  1916.  The  Cummins  Amend- 
ment to  Section  20  of  the  Interstate  Commerce  Act  now 
reads  as  follows : 

"Provided,  however,  that  the  provisions  hereof  respect- 
ing liability  for  full  actual  loss,  damage,  or  injury,  not- 
Avithstanding  any  limitation  of  liability  or  recovery  or 
representation  or  agreement  or  release  as  to  value,  and 
declaring  any  such  limitation  to  be  unlawful  and  void, 
shall  not  apply,  first  to  baggage  carried  on  passenger 
trains  or  trains  carrying  passengers;  second,  to  prop- 
erty, except  ordinary  live  stock,  received  for  transpor- 
tation concerning  which  the  carrier  shall  have  been  or 
shall  hereafter  be  expressly  authorized  or  required  by 
order  of  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  to  estab- 
lish and  maintain  rates  dependent  upon  the  value  de- 
clared in  writing  by  the  shipper  or  agreed  upon  in 
writing  as  the  released  value  of  the  property,  in  which 
case  such  declaration  or  agreement  shall  have  no  other 
effect  than  to  limit  liability  and  recovery  to  an  amount 
not  exceeding  the  value  so  declared  or  released,  and 
shall  not  so  far  as  relates  to  values,  be  held  to  be  a 
violation  of  section  ten  of  this  act  to  regulate  com- 
merce ;  and  any  tariff  schedule  which  may  be  filed  with 
the  commission  pursuant  to  such  order  shall  contain 
specific  reference  thereto  and  may  establish  rates  vary- 
ing with  the  value  so  declared  or  agreed  upon ;  and  the 
commission  is  hereby  empowered  to  make  such  order  in 
cases  where  rates  dependent  upon  and  varying  with 
declared  or  agreed  values  would,  in  its  opinion,  be  just 
and  reasonable  under  the  circumstances  and  conditions 
surrounding  the  transportation.  The  term  'ordinary 
live  stock'  shall  include  all  cattle,  swine,  sheep,  goats, 
horses  and  mules,  except  such  as  are  chiefly  valuable 
for  breeding,  racing,  show  purposes  or  other  special 
uses."

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Pomerene   Bill 

This  is  a  bill  concerning  bills  of  lading,  their  nego- 
tiability and  the  liability  of  carriers.  Jt  has  been  be- 
fore Congress  for  several  sessions.  It  has  finally  been 
passed,  and  Avas  signed  by  President  Wilson  on 
August  29th  last.  Tt  becomes  effective  by  the  terms 
of  the  bill  itself  January  1,  1917. 

Commenting  upon  this  bill  in  the  issue  of  Septem- 
ber 2,  1916,  "The  Traffic  AVorld"  says:  "After  Jan- 
uary 1st  next  it  will  be  impossible  for  a  railroad 
companj'  to  avoid  delivering  or  paying  for  whatever 
quantity  of  goods  it  says,  in  the  bill  of  lading,  it 
received    from    a    shipper. 

"The  Pomerene  law  goes  to  the  substance — that  is, 
defines  the  liability  the  carrier  assumes  when  it 
issues  a  bill  of  lading.  The  Friedlander  case,  folloAV- 
ing  English  decisions,  relieved  the  carrier  from  lia- 
bility for  a  false  bill  of  lading  issued  by  its  agent, 
on  the  theory  that  the  company  should  not  be  liable 
for  the  dishonesty  of  its  agent,  acting  in  collusion 
with  a  dishonest  shipper.  That  rule  made  it  possible 
for  the  gigantic  Knight-Yaneey  cotton  frauds  to  be 
practiced.  The  banks  and  not  the  railroads  lost  by 
reason  of  such  operations.  But  the  dishonest  cotton 
dealers  were  able  to  impose  upon  the  banks  because 
the  railroad  agents  signed  bills  of  lading  in  blank, 
certifying  they  had  received  cotton  for  shipment, 
when,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  they  had  received  nothing. 

"The  effect  of  the  Pomerene  law  will  be  to  make 
the  railroads  require  as  strict  an  accounting  from 
their  freight  agents  for  the  blank  bills  of  lading  as 
they  require  from  their  passenger  agents  for  an 
accounting  of  the  passage  tickets  entrusted  to  them. 

"Chairman  x\*damson.  of  the  House  Committee  on 
interstate  and  foreign  commerce,  during  the  dis- 
cussion of  the  measure,  frequently  made  the  point 
that  .the  Pomerene  bill  was  a  measure  relating  to 
banking  because  shi]q)ers,  seeking  a  negotiable  bill 
that  meant  something,  jiad  in  mind  the  possibility  of 
borrowing  money  on  it.  In  that  sense  it  Avas  a 
banking  bill,  but  the  benefit  of  the  legislation  Avill 
mure  to  the  shippers.  Tf  it  had  not  been  passed, 
bankers  would  continue  to  be  suspicious  of  bills  of 
lading,  the  effect  of  the  suspicion  falling  on  the 
ship]ier  desiring  to  borroAV  money,  and  not  upon  the 
bank.  It  made  itself  safe  by  the  Aveight  of  the  dis- 
count demanded  for  loaning  monev  AA'ith  a  bill  of 
lading  as  collateral."

The  past  two  weeks  have  witnessed  many  interesting 
meetings  of  the  Industrial  Program  Committee. 
Luncheon  meetings  have  been  held  daily  in  addition 
to  several  evening  meetings.  Dr.  B.  M.  Rastall  Avent 
OA^er  the  findings  of  his  report  on  the  Industrial  Sur- 
vey of  San.  Francisco  and  the  Bay  Region.  Dr.  Rastall 
leaves  tonight  for  NeAV  York,  and  later  in  the  month, 
digests  of  the  report  will  be  made  public. 

A  great  quantity  of  maps,  charts,  statistics  and  other 
original  data  has  been  filed  along  with  the  findings  of 
the  report.  Dr.  Rastall  complimented  the  Chamber  on 
the  completeness  and  accuracy  of  the  material  gathered 
for  his  inspection.

TRANSPORTATION  DEPARTMENT 

Tin  Can  Case 

Under  date  of  September  1st,  the  State  Railroad 
Commission  decided  the  case  known  as  the  Tin  Can 
Case,  which  was  an  application  of  the  Pacific  Freight 
Tariff  Bureau  to  change  the  rate  on  tin  cans  from  Class 
C  to  4th  Class,  4th  Class  being  the  class  under  which 
they  are  found  in  the  Western  Classification.  The  car- 
riers, however,  under  suggestion  of  the  Commission 
contained  in  the  former  case  affecting  rates  on  tin  cans, 
proposed  certain  commodity  rates  to  certain  points  in 
California  to  which  large  shipments  of  tin  cans  moved. 
The  Commission  has  ordered  the  carriers  to  establish 
commodity  rates  not  only  to  points  proposed  by  the 
carriers,  but  also  to  numerous  other  points,  and  has, 
with  few  exceptions,  reduced  the  proposed  commodity 
rates  to  these  points  to  a  lower  basis. 

The  application  of  the  carriers  was  granted  in  other 
respects,  that  is  to  say,  to  towns  other  than  those  men- 
tioned in  the  commodity  list  the  rates  on  tin  cans  will 
be  the  Western  Classification  rate  of  4th  Class.  The 
Commission  ordered  that  the  application  of  the  carriers 
be  granted  increasing  the  classification  of  tin  cans 
from  Class  C  to  4th  Class  and  denied  as  to  the  pro- 
posed commodity  rates,  and  the  carriers  are  ordered  to 
publish  and  make  effective  concurrently  with  the 
change  in  classification  the  following  commodity  rates, 
which  are  found  to  be  just  and  reasonable :

The  Traffic  Bureau  of  the  San  Francisco  Chambei 
of  Commerce  is  a  department  of  the  Chamber  organ-j 
ized    and    maintained    to    protect    San    Francisco    ii 
transportation  matters  from  undue  discrimination  ii 
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favor  of  other  sections  of  the  country  with  which  San 
Francisco  merchants,  manufacturers  and  packers  com- 
pete;  also  to  safeguard  the  interests  of  San  Francisco 
business  men  in  all  matters  relating  to  general  adjust- 
ment  of  freight   rates. 

This  Bureau  is  equipped  to  give  to  individual  mem- 
bers a  service  in  transportation  affairs  which  they  can- 
not obtain  from  any  other  source.  Where  differences 
arise  between  members  and  carriers,  this  Bureau  Avill 
render  the  member  assistance  and  advice  when  needed, 
and  will  indicate  the  best  method  of  procedure  in  all 
cases  in  which  traffic  problems  are  involved,  and  in 
which  a  knowledge  of  traffic  matters  is  required. 

It  is  desired  on  the  part  of  the  Traffic  Bureau  that 
members  do  not  hesitate  to  invoke  its  aid  whenever  in 
need  of  advice  or  assistance  in  any  matters  relating  to 
transportation.  This  service  is  offered  to  members  of 
the  Chamber  of  Commerce  with  no  additional  expense 
whatever,  and  it  is  hoped  members  will  avail  them- 
selves of  its  facilities.

Periods  are  provided  for  lectures  and  an  entertain- 
ment of  some  sort  is  arranged  for  each  evening. 

This  work  is  attracting  considerable  attention 
among  commercial  organizations  all  over  the  United 
States  and  will  probably  be  made  a  permanent 
feature  of  the  ^>ork  of  the  Toledo  Commerce   Club.

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MARINE  DEPARTMENT  NEWS 

Schooner  Maweema  arriving  in  this  port  from  Bering 
Sea  on  September  9th  brought  a  catch  of  275,000  cod- 
fish consigned  to  the  Alaska  Codfish  Company.  This  is 
the  largest  catch  of  fish  taken  in  the  Bering  Sea  by  any 
single  vessel,  engaged  in  fishing.  The  next  largest  that 
is  being  brought  to  port  is  aboard  the  Schoner  Wa- 
wona  enroute  from  Bering  Sea  via  Anacortes  having 
aboard   271,000. 


Barkentine  Thos.  P.  Emigh  arrived  at  Sidney  on  Sept- 
ember 3rd  from  Port  Angeles  with  a  cargo  consisting 
of  1,192,422  feet  of  lumber  shipped  by  The  Chas. 
Nelson  Company.  The  ship  Katherine  which  was 
formerly  the  ship  County  of  Linlithgow  after  a  quick 
run  of  54  days  from  Taeoma  arrived  in  the  same  port 
on  September  6th  with  1,868,315  feet  lumber  shipped 
by  Comyn,  Mackall  &  Company  of  this. city. 


Some  of  the  principle  items  in  the  cargo  of  the  Dutch 
Steamer  Tjikembang  which  arrived  here  on  September 
3rd  from  Batavia,  etc.,  consisted  of  1,827  bales  rubber, 
6,000  cs.  oils,  25,845  bags  sugar,  1,097  ro.  matting,  2,400 
packages  tea,  188  bales  wool,  360  bbls.  bleaching  pow- 
der, 1,582  bales  hemp  and  considerable  other  Asiatic 
cargo  such  as  straw  braid,  Chinese  spirits,  rice,  cigars, 
etc.

WALTER  GORDON  MERRITT  SPEAKS 

A  joint  meeting  of  the  San  Francisco  Commercial 
Club  and  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce  was 
lield  in  the  Commercial  Club,  Tuesday,  September 
12tli.  Walter  Gordon  Merritt,  Associate  Counsel  for 
the  American  Anti-Boycott  Association  and  one  of 
the  national  leaders  in  legislation  for  the  protection 
of  American  industries  addressed  those  present.  Mr. 
Merritt  was  also  associate  counsel  in  the  celebrated 
Danbury   Hat   case. 

Frederick  J.  Koster  presided  introducing  Colonel 
John  P.  Irish,  a  personal  friend  of  Merritt,  who  intro- 
duced the  guest  of  honor. 

"You  of  San  Francisco  appreciate  more,  perhaps,  than 
any  one  else  the  significance  of  what  I  have  to  say  for  I 
think  you  realize  as  well  as  the  rest  of  the  country  does 
that  the  blot  on  the  escutcheon  of  San  Francisco  has  been 
its  labor   problem,"   said   Merritt. 

"But  with  a  resolute  organization  like  this,  I  know  that 
San  Francisco  is  safe.  The  present  evils  of  organized  labor 
have  become  intolerable.  It  has  become  a  question  of 
society  versus  labor.  We  must  have  no  more  hesitation 
with  the  unjust  demands  of  labor.  Through  rigorous  action 
we  have  regulated  capital.  Similar  methods  must  be  used 
in   the   regulation   of  labor. 

"I  have  long  felt  that  strikes  on  public  utilities  must 
cease.  If  it  is  right  to  tell  capital  for  what  it  shall  render 
its  services  then  it  is  right  to  tell  labor  for  what  it,  too, 
shall  render  its  services. 

"Any  labor  union  that  shirks  its  responsibility  under  the 
law  must  go.  We  must  drive  out  the  organizations  which 
would  lay  hands  on  our  free  institutions.  Personally,  I 
believe  in  unions.  But  there  are  unions  and  unions — good 
as  well  as  bad.  Organized  labor  must  forsake  its  false 
prophets.  We  need  organized  labor,  but  we  do  not  need 
it  in  the   role  of  a  privileged   class." 


INSPECTION  OF  FACTORY  EMPLOYEES 

WHEREAS,  the  San  Francisco  Association  for  the 
Study  and  Prevention  of  Tuberculosis  has  proposed  a  plan 
for  making  a  physical  examination  of  employees,  in  order 
that  cases  of  incipient  tuberculosis  among  such  employees 
may  be  discovered  before  they  have  progressed  too  far  for 
recovery  and  so  that  individuals  who  are  below  par 
physically  may  be  benefited  by  timely  advice  and  care,   and 

WHEREAS,  said  Association  states  that  such  physical 
examination  will  be  made  only  with  the  consent  of  the 
employee    and    the    employer,    and 

WHEREAS,  the  results  of  such  examinations  should 
benefit   both   employee   and   employer;   therefore   be   it 

RESOLVED:  That  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  San 
Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce  commends  this  phase 
of  the  work  of  the  San  Francisco  Association  for  the  Study 
and  Prevention  of  Tuberculosis,  as  it  is  felt,  if  it  can  be 
carried  out,  that  it  is  a  step  in  the  right  direction  for 
promoting  the  welfare  of  employees,  and  it  is  hoped  that 
employers  generally  employing  any  considerable  number  of 
persons  will  give  their  favorable  consideration  to  this  plan, 
and  assist  the  Association  in  making  examinations  in  their 
own  establishments.

The  lumber  cases  were  heard  again  on  the  11th, 
12th  and  13th  of  September,  and  the  hearing  was 
then  adjourned  until  October  16th  next,  when  the 
Commission  has  set  apart  two  weeks,  with  the  expec- 
tation of  finishing  the  hearing  of  these  cases. 

Switching  Cases 

The  California  switching  cases  are  set  for  hearing 
before  the  California  Railroad  Commission  on  Wednes-. 
day,    September    20th.      At    the    former    hearing    the 
complainants'  testimony  was  completed,  and  the  Com- 
mission will  now  hear  the  defense  of  the  railroads. 

Spotting  Charges 

The  hearing  of  the  application  of  the  carriers  to 
make  a  switching  charge  for  spotting  cars,  which 
produces  a  charge  for  placing  a  car  upon  an  industry 
after  the  ear  has  arrived  and  has  been  temporarily 
held  awaiting  orders  for  disposition,  has  been  ad- 
vanced for  hearing  and  set  at  San  Francisco  October 
4th  next.  A  hearing  has  also  been  set  at  Los  Angeles 
on  the  same  matter  for  October  6th  next. 

The  new  provision  in  the  tariff  for  which  the 
railroads  seek  the  authority  of  this  Commission  reads 
as  follows : 

"Rates  in  this  Company's  tariffs  include  delivery 
on  this  Company's  team  tracks  at  destination  and 
when  notice  of  disposition  is  furnished  prior  to 
arrival,  include  delivery  on  industry  tracks,  wharves 
served  by  this  Company's  rails,  or  interchange  tracks 
witli  connecting  line,  within  switching  limits.  The 
above   constitutes  initial   placement." 

It  very  often  happens  tliat  notice  of  disposition 
prior  to  arrival  is  impossible  or  impracticable  where 
the  consignee  has  not  sufficient  notice  beforehand  to 
give  such  notice  of  disposition.  A  further  effect  of 
this  provision  may  be  to  impose  an  additional  charge 
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upon  order  shipments  where  examination  of  the  con- 
tents of  the  ear  is  necessary  before  its  final  disposition 
can  be  determined. 

There  also  is  apparent  an  attempted  discrimination 
between  service  performed  on  team  tracks  and  at 
industrial  tracks,  in  other  words,  the  same  difference 
in  treatra^tnt  of  team  tracks  and  industrial  tracks 
which  inhered  in  the  old  switching  charge  system 
in  vogue  in  San  Francisco  and  Los  Angeles  prior  to 
the  decision  of  the  United  States  Supreme  Court. 

The  Traffic  Bureau  requests  all  persons  interested 
in  contesting  this  new  charge  to  communicate  witii 
the  Bureau  as  early  as  possible.  The  proposition 
u'ust  be  vigorously  opposed  to  prevent  its  Ijccoming 
effective. 

The  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  declined  to 
suspend  a  similar  provision  on  interstate  traff'ic 
affecting  the  California  lines,  and  the  provision  ac- 
cordingly became  effective  on  September  4th  last  on 
interstate   shipments.

DO  YOU  KNOW? 

In  1914  the  United  States  Bureau  of  the  Census 
took  the  manufacturing  census  of  San  Francisco  and 
reported  2334  factories  which  conformed  to  the  Gov- 
ernment's official  classification.  Since  that  time  many 
more  have  permanently  located  here.  Some  of  these 
are  manufacturing  along  well  known  lines;  some  are 
entering  fields  which  are  entirely  new  to  the  West 
and  others  are,  by  increasing  efficiency  and  modern 
methods,  extending  and  realizing  to  the  fullest  degree 
the  possibilities  of  their  business. 

As  an  example  of  the  class  which  is  entirely  new 
to  this  territory,  may  lie  cited  the  Chinese  lacquer 
furniture  made  in  the  new  factory  of  the  S.  &  G. 
Gump  Co.,  on  Clay  Street.  This  furniture,  which  is 
rich  in  design  and  finish,  follows  closely  and  com- 
pares favorably  with  the  lacquer  of  the  older  Chinese 
periods  and  is  superior  to  the  Oriental  work  of  a 
later  date.  Only  two  other  factories  (one  in  Chicago 
and  one  in  New  York)  have  attained  prominence  in 
turning  out  tliis  class  of  work.  The  whole  laborious 
process  in  producing  this  furniture  is  one  requiring 
the  highest  skill  of  artist  and  artisan,  from  the  initial 
building  up  of  tlie  ground  work  through  the  subse- 
quent applying,  ]ial*ing  and  rubbing  down,  which 
must  be  done  many  times  to  secure  the  richness,  and 
depth  and  permanency  which  makes  this  Avork  sought 
after  b>'  tlie   connoisseur. 

There  are  also  being  manufactured  in  this  factory, 
lamps  of  various  designs — no  two  alike — which  aside 
from  their  beauty  of  form  are  surmounted  by  shades 
cut  from  the  embroidered  skirts  of  Mandarins,  worn 
in  some  Chinese  garden  one  hundred  and  fifty  or  two 
hundred  years  ago.  The  shades  and  texture  of  these 
embroideries  cannot  be  produced  in  modern  materials, 
and  annual  pilgrimages  are  made  to  the  interior 
provinces  of  China  to  secure  them.  They  are  also 
utilized,  in  the  Gump  Applied  Art  Studios  in  manu- 
facturing art  book  covers,  toilet  accessories  and  like 
articles. 

The  factory  and  its  accessory  studios  employs 
about  75  skilled  workers,  who  are  engaged  in  manu- 
facturing articles  of  special  furniture,  lamps,  drap- 
eries and  upholsteries.  The  products  of  this  factory 
are  not  to  be  confused  with  the  works  of  art  and 
antiques  for  which  the  Gump  studios  are  famous. 
They  are  ahvays  sold  for  what  they  are — art  goods  of 
local  manufacture — and  will  undoubtedly  exert  an 
influence  in  making  San  Francisco  a  distinctive  manu- 
facturing city. 
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MARINE  DEPARTMENT  NEWS 

The  freighter  Santa  Eosa,  building  for  W.  R.  Grace 
&  Co.  at  the  AVra.  Cramp  &  Sons  Ship  and  Engine 
Building  Co.,  Philadelphia,  will  be  delivered  shortly 
to  the  owners.  This  modern  steamer  is  404  feet  6 
inches  in  length,  53  feet  9  inches  breadth  and  36  feet 
9  inches  in  depth,  with  engines  251/0-37-521/2  by  76. 
3,000  H.P.  Scotch  boilers.  The  same  yards  have  under 
contract,  two  freight  and  passenger  steamers  for  W. 
R.  Grace,  of  6,000  tons  dead  weight  to  be  completed 
by  January,  1918.  Both  are  360  feet  long  by  SliA 
feet  breadth,  and  25  feet  deep. 


United  States  Cruiser  Cincinnati  of  the  Asiatic 
Station  is  to  be  ordered  to  this  port  some  time  this 
fall  from  the  Far  East  to.be  thoroughly  overhauled, 
at  a  estimated  cost  of  $285,000.00.

MANIFESTS  FOR  SHIPMENTS  TO  THE 
PHILIPPINES 


Under  the  Pliili{)pine  law  all  shipments  from  the 
United  States  should  have  tlio  following  certificate 
printed,  written,  typewritten  or  stamped  on  original 
and  duplicate  invoices: 

"I  hereby  certify  that  the  above  described  articles 
are  of  the  growth,  product  or  manufacture  of  the 
United  States,  or  its  possessions,  and  that  no  draw- 
back of  import  duties  has  been  or  will  be  claimed 
thereon,  and  tliat  this  invoice  is  true  and  correct  in 
all  particulars." 

Both     original     and    duplicate    invoices    containing 


above  certificate  should  be  mailed  to  consignee  for 
purpose  of  making  entry. 

Where  both  American  and  foreign  goods  are 
shipped  at  one  time  they  should  be  segregated  and 
the  foreign  articles  plainly  so  marked. 

Shipments  by  mail  in  value  over  ten  dollars  require 
these  certificates,  only  one  copy  should  be  mailed  to 
Postmaster  at  Manila  regardless  of  destination  of 
goods  and  duplicate  should  be  mailed  to  consignee. 
Further  details  may  be  had  on  application  to  the 
Foreign  Trade  Department. 
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THE    PROPER    SPIRIT 

A  committee  from  the  Chamber  of  Commerce 
called  upon  Registrar  Zemansky  last  Friday  to  file 
the  initiative  petitions  circulated  by  the  Chamber 
of  Commerce  requesting  direct  submission  of  pro- 
posed ordinances  in  the  November  election,  pro- 
hibiting public  speaking  without  a  permit  and  pro- 
hibiting   picketing. 

There  were  14,083  names  on  the  first  mentioned 
petition  and  12,351  on  the  other. 

The  Committee  consisted  of  President  F.  J.  Koster 
of  the  Chamber,  C.  E.  Johnson  of  the  Law  and  Order 
Committee  and  Allen  C  Wright,  Attorney  for  the 
Chamber. 

After  filing  the  petition.  Registrar  Zemansky  had 
his  assistant  Mr.  George  Sharp  conduct  the  com- 
mittee through  the  various  departments  of  the  Regis- 
trar's office.  The  committee  was  greatly  impressed 
by  the  spirit  of  enthusiasm  shown  by  the  staff.  Two 
of  the  Civil  Service  men  had  been  with  the  depart- 
ment for  over  ten  years  and  as  they  expressed  it 
"had  grown  up  with  the  business." 

The  light,  airy  and  comfortable  quarters  of  the 
office  impressed  one  with  a  working  efficiency  which 
would  caturally  result  therefrom.  The  150,000  odd 
addressing  plates  of  every  registered  voter  in  the 
city  were  viewed  and  demonstrations  were  given  on 
the  various  machines  which  are  capable  of  preparing 
for  mailing  the  entire  list  of  registered  voters  in  the 
city  in  five  days;  a  piece  of  work  which  originally 
took  thirty  days.  All  apparatus  in  the  department 
is  electrically  driven  including  the  stamping  machine, 
addresvsirg  machine,  binders,  cutters,  etc.  The  metal 
plates  on  which  the  names  are  stamped  can  be  reused 
several  times  after  passing  through  a  machine  under 
500  pourds  pressure  which  obliterates  the  previous 
name    ard   address   thereon. 

The  store-room  contains  the  ballot  boxes  and  steel 
suitcases  in  duplicate  ready  at  a  moment's  notice 
for  any  special  election  that  may  be  called  with 
supplies  and  materials,  and  in  fact,  everything  but 
the  ballot.  The  entire  department  is  run  with  a 
smoothress  and  a  clock  like  precision  which  can  only 
be  duplicated  by  automatic  machinery,  but  unlike 
machirery  what  impressed  the  committee,  was  the 
enthusiasm  for  the  work  shown  not  only  by  the 
Registrar  and  his  assistants  and  statistician  but  by 
every  ore  of  the  employees  in  the  department. 

Modern  machinery  backed  by  enthusiasm  produces 
a  combiration  which  is  reflected  in  the  work  in  the 
Department  of  Elections. 


HON.   JULEAN   ARNOLD  TALKS 

Julean  Arnold,  American  Attache  to  China  and  Japan, 
spoke  before  the  combined  meeting  of  the  members  of 
the  Commercial  Club  and  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  in 
the  quarters  of  the  Commercial  Club,  yesterday,  said : 
"The  only  way  for  the  United  States  to  get  the 
business  of  China  is  to  go  after  it.  Great  Britain, 
Germany,  France,  and  Japan  all  have  well  established 
banking  and  commercial  houses  in  China.  They  are 
on   the    ground    and   get    the    business." 

Mr.  Arnold  told  of  the  training  school  in  Pekin 
and  Tokio  which  are  fitting  students  for  the  U.  S. 
Consular  Service.  He  further  stated  that  the  British 
and  German  trade  journals  are  complimenting  the 
U.  S.  Consular  Service  and  acknowledge  the  superior 
efficiency  of  the  U.  S.  Consular  Service.  He  further 
added,  "Folks,  it  is  the  duty  and  privilege  of 
American  business  men  to  address  the  Consular 
Service  for  information.  There  are  ten  commercial 
attaches  throughout  the  world,  their  work  being 
supplemented  by  the  Consular  Service. 

Previous  to  the  war,  Germany  had  worked  up  a 
business  in  China  amounting  to  $10,000,000  per  year 
on  synthetic  dyes,  which  the  Chinese  were  buying 
in  preference  to  their  own  vegetable  dyes.  This 
shows  what  concentrated  attention  can  do  for  any 
business  in  China  and  which  some  of  the  more  pro- 
gressive American  business  houses  are  doing  in 
China.  It  will  be  unwise  for  the  United  States  to 
trust  her  business  interests  in  China  to  any  other 
hands  than  her  own. 

The  Honorary  Commercial  Commissioners  from 
China  who  visited  the  United  States  last  year  are 
ardent  enthusiasts  for  Chinese-American  owned  banks 
and  steamship  companies. 

A  strong  American  bank  will  undoubtedly  result 
froin  the  American  increase  of  trade  in  China. 
China  has  6,000  miles  of  railroads  and  at  least  200,000 
miles  to  carry  on  commerce.  China  imports  coal 
and  yet  she  has  the  richest  coal  deposits  in  the 
world.  Trade  will  follow  the  loan.  China  needs 
capital  to  develop  her  business  and  she  deserves  our 
credit  as  China  is  a  nation  having  no  foreign  obliga- 
tions. China  has  her  revolutions  but  China  is  not 
Mexico.  She  has  paid  all  of  her  foreign  loans  in 
full.  China  wants  the  United  States  to  look  after 
the  big  things  in  China,  such  as  the  big  national

A  meeting  was  recently  held  of  the  Fire  Insurance 
and  Protection  Committee  of  the  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce. This  Committee  consists  of  three  members 
of  the  Board  of  Fire  Underwriters  of  the  Pacific, 
two  representative  fire  insurance  brokers,  and  fire 
insurance  commission  men,  and  two  or  three  business

In  June,  1915,  the  American  Express  Company,  in

California  State  Switching  Reparation  Cases 

On  Wednesday,  September  20th,  the  state  switching 
cases  were  heard  before  Commissioner  Loveland  in 
San  Francisco,  Beginning  at  10  A.M.  The  com- 
plainants' cases  had  all  been  heard,  and  the  hearing 
on  the  20th  began  with  the  presentation  of  the 
carriers'  defense.  The  introduction  of  the  carriers' 
defense  was  completed  early  in  the  afternoon  and  the 
case  was  argued  by  Mr.  Seth  Mann,  Attorney  and 
Manager  of  the  Traffic  Bureau,  on  the  part  of  the 
complaints,  and  by  Mr.  C.  W.  Durbrow  on  behalf 
of  the   carriers. 

The  case  w^as  submitted  on  argument  and  is  now 
before   the   Commission  for  decision. 

Commercial   News   Reduced   Rates 

The  Traffic  Bureau  has  been  informed  by  the 
AVestern  Union  Telegraph  Company  that  the  com- 
mercial news  rates  between  Pacific  Coast  states,  ex- 
cept Arizona,  and  eastern,  western  and  southern 
states,  have  been  reduced  to  11/2  cents  per  word, 
minimum  $5.00  per  week,  to  brokers  or  individuals. 
Also  that  a  new  service  called  "Paragraph  Service" 
has  been  established  on  commodities  dealt  in  on  the 
various  exchanges,  such  as  cotton,  cotton  seed  oil, 
grain  and  provisions,  live  stock,  butter  and  eggs,  at 
rates  which  are  attractive  and  will  enable  San  Fran- 
cisco business  men  to  keep  reliably  informed  at  all 
times  at  a  minimum  expense. 

Less-Carload    Refrigerator    Express    Service 

The  Traffic  Bureau  is  advised  by  the  American 
Express  Company  that  the  company  has  established 
and  maintains  a  tri-weekly  refrigerator  car  service 
between  San  Francisco  and  New  York,  cars  leaving 
San  Francisco  every  Monday,  Wednesday  and  Satur- 
day. Cars  are  routed  via  Western  Pacific  to  Salt 
Lake  City,  Union  Pacific  to  Omaha,  C.  &  N.  W.  to 
Chicago,  and  New  York  Central  east  of  Chicago. 
The  service  is  good  to  intermediate  points. 

Wells  Fargo  &  Company  Express  advises  that  they 
have  established  a  tri-weekly  less-carload  refrigerator 
service  between  San  Francisco  and  all  points  east. 
The  Wells  Fargo  cars  leave  San  Francisco  on  Monday, 
Wednesday  and  Friday. 

It  is  claimed  for  this  service  that  it  enables 
shippers  to  place  perishable  products  on  eastern 
markets  in  first-class  conditions.

Minimum    Charge    on   Less-Carload    Shipments 
California  to  Oregon 

The  minimum  charge  on  a  shipment  from  San 
Francisco  to  points  in  Oregon  is  100  lbs.  at  the  class 
to  which  the  shipment  belongs,  not  less  than  25  cents. 
Until  recently  the  minimum  charge  from  Portland  to 
most  of  the  points  in  Oregon  was  25  cents. 

Effective  August  10,  1916,  in  Item  235-A,  Southern 
Pacific  Local  Freight  Tariff  No.  235-C  as  amended, 
the  rule  has  been  changed  to  the  following  basis : 

"Articles  taking  second  class  or  higher,  100  lbs. 
at  second  class  rate.  Articles  taking  third  class  or 
lower,  100  lbs.  at  the  class  rate  to  which  the  com- 
modity belongs.  Shipments  composed  of  more  than 
one  class  of  freight  will  be  subject  to  the  minimum 
charge  provided  in  this  rule  for  the  highest  classed 
article  contained  in  the  shipment.  In  no  case  will 
the  minimum  charge  be  less  than  25  cents."

DO  YOU  KNOW? 

The  new  factory  is  of  reinforced  concrete  and 
modern  in  every  particular.  Its  offices,  warerooms 
and  M^orkrooms  are  airy  and  spacious  and  provided 
with  every  safeguard  for  the  health  and  comfort  of 
their  three  hundred  employees.  On  the  ground  floor 
the  raw  material  is  unloaded  directly  from  the  cars 
into  the  receiving  room.  After  storage  for  a  suffi- 
cient length  of  time  in  a  room  in  which  the  tempera- 
ture and  humidity  are  scientifically  regulated,  this 
material  is  put  through  a  machine  to  be  properly 
blended  for  the  various  brands  of  the  finished 
product.  From  the  blender  it  goes  to  the  cutter  and 
is  cut  to  the  requisite  fineness,  after  it  is  ready  for 
the  manufacturing  machines.  These  machines  do 
everything  but  think.  Into  one  side  of  the  machine 
the  material  enters  through  a  hopper,  from  which 
it  ir,  carried  to  the  rolls  and  shapers.  Simultaneously 
a  roll  of  paper  has  been  unwinding  into  another  side 
of  the  machine  and  is  being  carried  through  the 
different  processes  which  print,  roll  and  crimp  it 
into  shape  to  receive  the  filler,  and  on  still  another 
side  a  lieavier  paper  is  being  fed  into  the  machine. 
All  are  approaching  a  common  center  and  it  is  fascin- 
ating to  watch  the  precision  of  the  operation  at  this 
point.  Deftly  the  thin  paper  container  is  thrown 
into  position,  to  meet  the  short  roll  of  heavier  paper 
which  is  pushed  into  one  end  of  it  and  forms  the 
mouthpieces.  Another  turn  and  the  filler  is  placed 
in  the  container,  after  which  they  are  cut  to  proper 
length  and  thrown  from  the  machine  at  the  rate 
of  15  thousand  an  hour  finished  product. 

The  operations  of  box  making  and  packing  the 
cigarettes  into  them  are  equally  interesting.  In 
some  cases  the  cigarettes  are  counted,  fillers  made, 
cigarettes  placed  in  them  and  slipped  into  the  boxes, 
which   are  in  turn  automatically  counted. 

The  factory  is  the  new  cigarette  and  distributing 
plant  of  the  John  Bollman  Company  at  Fourth  and 
Brannan  Streets — one  of  San  Francisco's  important 
industries    which    has    recently    expanded.

through  the  medium  of  mill  and  factory  waste.  These 
reports  give  full  information  and  the  Department  wel- 
comes advices  from  mills  and  factories  desiring  to  be 
listed  as  buyers  or  sellers.

DO  YOU  KNOW? 

San  Francisco  is  shipping  rice  to  the  rice  states  of 
the  South  and  at  the  present  time  has  four  rice  mills 
in  active  operation :  those  of  the  C.  E.  Grosjean  Co., 
The  Northwest  Rice  Milling  Co.,  the  Pacific  Coast 
Rice  IMilling  Co.,  and  The  Turner  Co.,  while  just  south 
of  the  county  line  the  mill  of  the  Growers  Rice  Mill- 
ing Co.  is  being  erected.  Upstate  mills  also  have  their 
offices  here,  notably  those  of  M.  Phillips  &  Co.  and 
the  Butte  County  Rice  Mills. 

Over  fifty  years  ago  unsuccessful  experiments  in 
rice  groAving  were  made  in  California.  About  six 
years  ago  the  heavy  loam  soils  in  the  vicinity  of  Biggs 
and  Richvale  attracted  the  attention  of  government 
experts  and  an  analysis  of  the  soils  and  study  of  cli- 
matic conditions  suggested  the  growing  of  rice  in  this 
section,  and  the  experimental  work  was  begun  at 
Biggs  in  1909.  Variety  tests  were  inauguarated  in 
1912  in  which  year  a  government  experimental  station 
was  established.  The  first  commercial  crop  of  rice  was 
grown  in  California  that  year.  6,000  acres  were  sown 
to  rice  in  1913;  16,000  in  1914;  32,110  acres  in  1915 
and  this  year  over  70,000  acres  of  rice  are  under  culti- 
vation, with  a  prospective  yield  of  two  and  one  half 
million  sacks. 

Rice  mills  in  San  Francisco  are  a  new  industry,  and 
their  operation  is  extremely  interesting.  The  new  mill 
of  the  C.  E.  Grosjean  Company  was  recently  visited 
and  its  operation  is  typical  of  the  others.  The  paddy 
rice  is  unloaded  directly  from  the  cars  and  is  auto- 
matically carried  through  the  various  processes  which 
remove  the  bran,  deliver  to  the  separator,  thence  to 
the  stones  which  remove  the  hull  and  then  to  the 
machines  for  taking  off  the  polish.  The  bran  and 
polish  find  a  ready  sale  as  a  stock  food,  it  being  high 
in  nutritive  values.  From  these  initial  operations  the 
rice  proceeds  through  the  mill  and  is  cleaned  and 
graded  for  the  various  markets,  the  fancy  rice  re- 
ceiving a  polished  coating  produced  by  treatment 
with  a  mixture  of  glucose  and  pure  talc  while  being 
revolved.  This  coating  is  said  to  prevent  deterioration 
and  gives  the  rice  a  clean  white  appearance. 

Rice  flour  is  coming  into  greater  use  and  this  mill 
is  equipped  with  rolls  for  meeting  the  demand.  Bakers 
find  that  by  using  one-third  rice  flour  to  two-thirds  of 
wheat  flour  they  secure  lighter  bakery  and  pastry  pro- 
ducts. Japanese  are  large  buyers  from  the  local  mills 
and  buy  principally  the  brown  rice,  from  which  the 
natural  and  nutritive  polish  has  not  been  removed. 

San  Francisco  mills  now  sell  the  coated  rice  for 
fancy  trade;  the  white,  uncoated;  the  brown  (or 
natural)  rice;  rice  flour;  brewer's  rice;  natural  rice, 
in   packages;    white    rice,    in    packages,    rice    pancake

A  REAL  OPPORTUNITY  TO  EXTEND  TRADE  IN 

CHINA 

The  foreign  trade  department  has  received  a  letter 
from  the  American  Chamber  of  Commerce  of  China, 
Shanghai,  from  which  the  folloAving  is  an  extract: 

"The  American  Chamber  of  Commerce  of  China, 
located  in  Shanghai  is  organized  to  extend  American 
trade  with  China.  It  has  been  in  operation  for  more 
than  a  year  but  has  been  compelled  to  devote  most  of 
its  early  energies  to  an  endeavor  to  ameliorate  condi- 
tions caused  by  the  war  and  attendant  enemy  trading 
and  blacklist  measures.  We  have  had  to  fight  for  what 
little  trade  we  had.  Now  the  Chamber  is  about  to 
enter  upon  the  broader  phase  of  its  work — that  of 
trade  expansion.  So  far  as  commercial  information  is 
concerned,  China  is  an  untilled  field,  but  one  of  enorm- 
ous extent.  Its  needs  in  modern  wares  cannot  be  esti- 
mated, and  its  need  of  supplies  and  machinery  for  man- 
ufacturing is  simply  enormous.  Accurate  information 
is  necessary  if  American  manufacturers  are  to  share 
in  this  trade,  but  accurate  information  costs  money 
and  the  Cliamber's  present  income  is  not  sufficient, 
the  Chamber  has,  therefore,  created  a  class  of  non- 
resident membership  at  $20.00  a  year  to  which  only 
American  firms  and  })usin('ss  men  who  are  members 
of  trade  organizations  are  eligible  and  who  Avill  have 
every  advantage  given  resident  members  paying  $50 
per  year.

Postmaster  Fay  advises  that  when  it  is  desired  to 
send  a  communication  with  a  parcel  on  which  postage 
at  the  fourth-class  rate  has  been  fully  prepaid,  the 
communication  may  be  placed  in  an  envelope  fully 
prepaid  at  the  first-class  rate  and  addressed  to  corres- 
pond with  the  address  on  the  parcel  and  then  be  tied 
to  or  otherwise  securely  attached  to  the  outside  of 
the  parcel  in  such  manner  as  to  prevent  its  separation 
therefrom  and  not  to  interfere  with  the  address  on  the 
parcel.  The  stamps  to  cover  the  postage  on  the  parcel 
must  be  affixed  to  the  wrapper  of  the  parcel,  and 
tliose  to  pay  the  postage  on  the  communication  must 
be  affixed  to  the  envelope  of  the  communication. 
J'arcels  to  which  such  communications  are  attached 
are  treated  as  fourth-class  matter.  When  attaching 
communication  to  parcels,  the  following  instructions 
should  be  observed: 

(a)  Any  strong  envelope  which  can  be  securely  attached 
to  the  outside  of  the  parcel  in  such  manner  as  will  prevent 
its  separation  therefrom  and  not  interfere  vnth  the  address 
on  the  parcel  may  be  used.  A  tag  envelope  fastened  with 
strong  twine  will  serve  this  purpose.  The  envelope  should 
always  be  placed  under  the  twine  with  which  the  parcel  is 
tied,  thus  lessening  the  chances  of  its  becoming  torn  from 
the  parcel  while  in  transit.  The  envelope  must  be  addressed 
to  correspond  with  the  address  on  the  parcel,  so  that  in 
case  of  their  becoming  separated  while  in  transit  both  may 
be  delivered. 

(b)  Only  one  special  delivery  fee  is  required  on  such  parcels 
when  sent  as  special  delivery  matter.  The  stamps  for  the 
fee  should  be  affixed  to  the  parcels. 

(c)  The  stamps  affixed  to  the  envelope  are  cancelled  in 
the  same  manner  as  the  stamps  on  the  parcel  are  cancelled. 
As  the  regulation  provides  that  the  parcel  and  communication 
attached  thereto  shall  in  all  cases  be  treated  as  fourth-class 
mail,  persons  authorized  to  use  precanceled  stamps  may 
affix  such  stamps  to  the  envelope  in  prepayment  of  postage 
on  the  communication  when  such  stamps  are  used  on  the 
parcel.  The  regulations  applicable  to  postmarking  first-class 
matter  do  not  apply  to  communications  attached  to  parcels 
of  fourth-class  matter  forwarded  in  this  manner. 

Communications  in  envelopes  fully  prepaid  at  the  first-class 
rate  may  be  attached  to  packages  of  third-class  matter  fully 
prepaid  at  the  third-class  rate,  in  the  manner  and  under  the 
conditions  above  set  forth.  Packages  of  third-class  matter 
to  which  such  communications  are  attached  shall,  in  all  cases, 
be  treated  as  third-class  mail. 
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PLANNING    AGAINST    ATTACK 

In  the  event  of  this  country  engaging  in  war  there 
are  many  plants  in  San  Francisco  that  would  at  once 
assume  importance  as  munition  factories,  military 
warehouses,  supply  stations  and  the  like.  Their  loca- 
tion would  undoubtedly  be  known  to  the  enemy  and 
their  size  makes  them  readily  distinguishable  targets 
for  hostile  air  craft.  This  fact  is  recognized  by  the 
Army  and  a  recently  appointed  Board  of  Officers  is 
engaged  in  identifying  such  manufacturing  plants  and 
planning  for  the  mounting  of  anti-aircraft  guns  to 
protect  them.  In  this  work  the  Chamber's  Industrial 
Department  had  been  of  great  assistance. 

Tn  a  letter  to  the  Chamber  Capt.  Muller,  Coast 
Artillery  Corps,  Recorder  of  the  Board  of  Officers, 
Coast  Defenses  of  San  Francisco  wrote  as  follows : — 

"The  President  of  the  Board  of  Officers,  for  whom  I 
applied  to  you  on  the  2nd  instant  for  certain  military  informa- 
tion, directs  me  to  express  his  deep  appreciation  of  your  aid 
and  co-operation  in  this  matter. 

The  data  furnished  were  complete  in  all  details  and  will 
be  of  inestimable  value  in  the  work  on  this  project. 

I  beg  especially  to  acknowledge  obligation  to  Mr.  Adams 
of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce." 
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DO  YOU   KNOW? 

Do  you  know  that  325  motor  trucks  were  manu- 
factured in  San  Francisco  last  year?  It's  a  fact — and 
they  were  sold,  too.  This  is  an  infant  industry  of 
San  Francisco;  but  it  is  a  healthy  infant  and  will 
double  in  size  during  the  coming  year.  San  Francisco 
is  destined  to  be  the  center  of  the  motor  truck  indus- 
try of  the  west  and  there  are  already  four  firms 
which  are  successfully  engaged  in  this  important  field. 

The  Hewitt-Ludlow  Auto  Co.  is  manufacturing  the 
pioneer  truck  of  those  now  being  made  here.  Their 
company  is  now  turning  out  five  sizes,  from  1^  to 
5  tons,  and  is  also  making  what  is  called  a  backable 
tractor  for  attaching  to  low  trucks  for  short  and 
heavy  hauls.  Prior  to  1906  this  company  had  been 
engaged  for  twenty  years  in  the  manufacture  of  drills 
and  mining  machinery.  The  increasing  use  of  motor 
trucks  made  the  latter  field  a  desirable  one  to  enter 
into  and  they  experienced  no  difficulty  in  adapting 
their  engineering  force  to  the  new  needs.  Their 
plant  is  working  to  capacity  and  they  have  sufficient 
acreage  for  an  expansion  which  now  seems  immediate. 

For  over  twenty  years  Kleiber  &  Co.  had  been 
blacksmiths  and  wagon  makers  in  San  Francisco. 
Three  years  ago  they,  too,  saw  a  great  light  and  built 
their  first  motor  truck,  and  are  now  turning  them 
out  as  fast  as  they  can  make  them.  They  have  just 
moved  into  a  large,  new  factory,  retaining  the  old 
plant  for  blacksmithing  and  body  making.  The 
Kleiber  Company  turn  out  trucks  of  from  1^^  to  5 
ton  capacity  and  have  started  a  %  ton  truck.  Present 
business  makes  it  probable  that  further  extensions  to 
their  plant  will  have  to  be  made. 

Over  at  North  Beach,  F.  J.  De  Martini  had  been 
conducting  a  profitable  blacksmithing  business  for 
about  twenty  years.  During  the  past  few  years  this 
class  of  business  has  been  gradually  decreasing. 

Looking  out  of  the  window,  one  day,  Mr.  De 
Martini  discovered  the  cause  in  the  number  of  motor 
trucks  which  passed  his  door.  Being  a  practical  man 
and  a  good  blacksimth  he  solved  the  difficulty  as  far 
as  he  was  concerned  by  making  a  motor  truck  him- 
self. It  was  a  good  truck  and  he  sold  it.  This  was 
two  years  ago  and  he  has  been  making  them  ever 
since.  Like  those  who  proceeded  him  in  the  business 
here,  the  merits  of  his  truck  assured  an  increase  of 
business  and  has  made  it  necessary  for  him  to  seek 
more  space.  He  Avill  soon  move  to  a  larger  factory. 
Next  years  production  Avill  exceed  last  by  800  per 
cent. 

F.  H.  Doane,  President  of  the  Doane  Motor  Truck 
Co.,  has  been  in  the  trucking  business  in  San  Fran- 
cisco for  years  and  when  he  decided  to  engage  in 
manufacturing  motor  trucks  it  was  natural  that  he 
should  have  in  mind  the  particular  needs  of  the 
heavy  hauls.  He  consequently  designed  a  low  truck 
for  heavy  work  and  is  now  manufacturing  them  to 
an  increasing  demand.  This  is  the  only  exclusively 
low  truck  manufactured  in  the  United  States.  The 
Doane  truck  is  made  up  to  6  tons  and  last  year's 
production  will  be  doubled  during  the  next  twelve 
months. 

The  centering  of  this  industry  in  San  Francisco 
means  much  for  our  city  as  from  seventy-five  to 
ninety  per  cent  of  the  parts  are  made  here.  It  is 
necessary  to  purchase  the  engines,  transmission  and 
steering  gear  from  the  large  eastern  factories  which 
have    brought    these    parts    to    perfection.      However, 


AN  APOLOGY  AND  A  CORRECTION 

Through  an  oversight  the  name  of  the  Natoma  Rice 
]\Iilling  Co.,  was  omitted  from  the  article  on  rice 
milling  M^hich  appeared  in  last  weeks  "Activities," 
and  an  apology  is  extended  to  that  firm  which  is  the 
oldest  of  the  present  rice  mills  being  operated  in  San 
Francisco. 

At  the  present  time  they  are  enlarging  their  mill 
on  Natoma  Street  to  take  care  of  the  increased  rice 
crop  of  this  year.  Theirs  is  a  straight  milling  busi- 
ness, turning  out  head  rice,  brewer's  rice,  screenings, 
bran  and  polish. 

The  Globe  Grain  &  Milling  Co.  is  also  erecting  a 
rice  mill  at  Woodland. 

There  appears  to  be  a  movement  on  the  part  of  the 
millers  to  educate  the  public  to  the  use  of  the  natural, 
brown  rice  which  contains  more  fat  and  is  more 
nutritious  than  the  highly  coated  product.

CHILDREN'S    NATIONAL    TUBERCULOSIS 

SOCIETY 

In  a  bulletin  of  its  work  published  last  year,  T6he 
National  Association  for  the  Study  and  Prevention 
of  Tuberculosis  made  the  following  comments  relat- 
ing to  the  Children's  National  Tuberculosis  Society, 
of  Alamogordo,  New  Mexico : 

Placing  a  tuberculosis  sanitorium  there  is  open  to  grave 
question,  for  few  parents  will  allow  their  children  to  go  so 
far  from  home,  and  if  a  parent  goes  along  the  cost  is  pro- 
hibitive. 

(2)  The  percentage  of  costs  in  collecting  funds  for  the 
institution  calls  for  severe  criticism. 

(3)  The  female  solicitors  have  frequently  given  the  impres- 
sion to  buyers  of  the  society's  magazine,  "Our  Tuberculosis 
Children,"  that  the  money  is  spent  for  local  work. 

(4)  The  entire  project  is  poorly  planned  and  considered. 
To   the   foregoing   we   would   add  that   special   counsel   for 

the  Attorney  General  of  Illinois  write  us  that  suit  has  been 
brought  in  Chicago  to  revoke  the  charter  of  the  society;  also 
that  the  Cleveland  Chamber  of  Commerce  last  year  examined 
and  strongly  condemned  its  work  in  Cleveland  and  many 
other  cities. 

the  frames,  bodies,  radiators  and  other  parts  can  be 
made  here.  The  Kleiber  Company  are  making  the 
only  worm  driven  axle  manufactured  Avest  of  Pennsyl- 
vania and  the  other  companies  are  either  making  their 
own  parts  or  having  them  made  in  local  shops  which, 
at  present,  are  better  equipped  for  this  purpose.  The 
parts  of  the  local  trucks  are  all  interchangeable  and 
can  be  duplicated  at  any  time. 

San  Francisco  trucks  are  now  sold  in  Australia, 
Central  and  South  America,  Mexico  and  throughout 
the  Pacific  Coast.  The  United  States  Government, 
the  State  of  California  and  the  Municipality  have 
purchased  these  trucks  in  competition  with  others. 
We  predict  that  the  local  motor  truck  industry  will 
exert  a  vital  influence  upon  our  industrial  growth 
and  for  that  reason  it  should  be  encouraged.

Atkins  Kroll  &  Company  have  chartered  five  big 
schooners  to  load  at  Manila  for  this  port,  this  com- 
bined fieet  has  a  tonnage  of  3,951  tons.  Cargoes  of 
copra  will  be  brought  by  each  vessel. 


Barkentine    Alta    arrived    in    port    last    week    from 
Sydney  with   a  cargo  of  1,788  tons  of  coke. 


The  imports  of  oil  from  Southern  California  for 
tlie  month  of  September  b,y  water  amounted  to  832,980 
barrels. 


The  Hawaiian  sugar  importations  for  last  month 
amounted  to  494,803  bags,  against  1,070,616  bags  for 
the  month  of  August.

Owing  to  the  accident  and  withdrawal  of 
their  Steamer  Congress,  an  accumulation  of  freight 
at  Northern  ports  has  resulted. 


The  IMotor  Schooner  Avarua  was  launched  on 
September  30th  at  the  yards  of  Wm.  S.  Brusstar,  Jr., 
Oakland,  for  Atkins,  Kroll  &  Co.  of  San  Francisco. 
Upon  completion  she  will  be  operated  in  their  Pacific 
Island  Line  between  this  port  and  the  South  Sea 
Islands  and  Llanila. 

The  Steamer  Paulsboro,  built  by  the  Union  Iron 
Works  of  San  Francisco,  left  out  on  her  maiden 
voyage  on  October  1st  for  London  with  520,000  gals, 
refined  petroleum,  2,350,000  gals,  naptha,  and  247,000 
gals,  gasoline.

Car    Shortage    Situation 

The  following  is  an  interesting  statement  of  tlie  car 
shortage  situation  as  it  existed  September  1,  1916.  This 
statement  was  published  in  the  Railway  Age  Gazette : 

FREIGHT  CAR  SHORTAGE  GROWS  WORSE 

The  monthly  bulletin  of  the  Committee  on  Relations 
between  railroads  of  the  Araeriean  Railway  Associa- 
tion for  September  1st,  showed  a  gross  shortage  of 
57,822  cars  and  a  net  shortage  of  14,281  cars — the 
largest  ever  reported  on  that  date.  The  only  other 
net  shortage  previously  reported  on  September  1st, 
was  that  of  1907,  the  first  year  of  the  compilation  of 
these  statistics,  which  was  10,400  cars.  The  car 
situation  in  that  year  continued  to  grow  worse  until 
October  30th,  when  there  was  a  net  shortage  of 
86,811  cars.  In  commenting  on  the  statistics  for 
August  1st  we  pointed  out  the  serious  condition  con- 
fronting railroads  and  shippers,  and  urged  their 
co-operation  to  make  the  most  efficient  utilization  of 
the  car  supply  of  the  country.  These  September 
statistics  indicate  that  there  is  further  need  for  em- 
phasizing what  was  said  then.  The  statistics  for 
car  shortages  and  surpluses  on  September  1st,  for  the 
last  ten  years,  are  as  follows :

The  nuiuber  of  ears  in  service  cannot  be  increased 
by  any  further  orders  the  railroads  may  place  with 
car  builders.  The  problem  to  be  solved  by  all  con- 
cerned is  to  make  the  most  of  the  equipment  avail- 
able. Since  the  large  ear  shortage  of  1906  the  rail- 
roads have  improved  markedly  in  maintaining  a 
rapid  circulation  of  equipment.  It  is  believed  that 
greater  eft'iciency  can  and  will  be  achieved  by  the 
carriers  in  eliminating  delays  in  shipments.  The 
shippers  who  are  most  vitally  concerned,  can  do  as 
much,  if  not  more,  to  prevent  the  car  shortage  from 
seriously  impeding  business.  Every  effort  should  be 
made  by  shippers  to  keep  cars  moving  by  (luick 
loading  and  unloading,  and  car  space  should  be 
conserved  by  loading  to  capacity,  if  possible.  No 
shipper  can  afford  to  assume  a  selfish  attitude  as  all 
cars  held  for  an  unnecessary  length  of  time,  either 
for  storage  purposes  or  on  account  of  carelessness, 
M'ill  reduce  the  total  number  of  cars  available  and 
make  it  increasingly  difficult  for  all  shippers  to  be 
supplied  with  sufficient  cars. 


DO   YOU   KNOW? 

They  are  building  overalls  in  San  Francisco  on  the 
approved  automobile  plan— starting  the  material  in 
at  one  end  and  turning  out  the  finished  overalls  at 
the  other,  after  they  have  passed  through  various 
machines  and  operatives,  each  of  which  completes  a 
single  operation.  Starting  many  years  ago  with 
Chinese  labor,  the  manufacture  of  this  line  has  grown 
and  has  assumed  an  importance  which  assures  to  San 
Francisco  the  center  of  the  industry  for  the  entire 
West.  Quite  recently  two  large  eastern  manufac- 
turers found  it  necessary  to  establish  factories  in  this 
city.  On  July  31st,  the  Larned-Carter  Company  com- 
menced operations  and  last  Monday  the  Hamilton 
Carhartt  Company  started  the  wheels  turning  in 
their  factory.  For  many  years  other  well-known 
firms  have  been  making  high  grade  overalls  in  San 
Francisco  and  the  (piality  of  their  output  is  evidenced 
by  their  expansion.  These  firms  are  the  Eloesser- 
Plynemann  Co.,  Levi  Strauss  &  Co.,  Greenbaum  Weil 
&  Michaels  and  Neustadter  Bros.  In  addition  to  the 
above  there  are  several  Chinese  factories.  Normally 
there  are  about  1,600  workers  employed  in  the 
industry  and  the  various  operations  of  manufacture 
are  extremely  interesting.  The  cutting  of  the  gar- 
ments is  now  done  almost  exclusively  by  electric 
cutting  machines  and  the  material  is  piled  up  from  75  to 
100  ply.  Button-holes  are  now  sewed  before  they 
are  cut  and  there  is  a  different  type  sewing  machine 
for  each  operation. 

San  Francisco  overalls  are  sold  throughout  the 
Pacific  Coast  states  and  in  South  Dakota,  IMontana, 
Texas   and  intermediate   points. 

HEARING    BEFORE    JOINT    COMMITTEE    OF 

HOUSE  AND  SENATE  ON  RAILROAD 

RATE   REGULATION 

A  Congressional  Joint  Committee  consisting  of  five 
Senators  and  five  Representatives  was  authorized  by 
Congress  at  the  last  session  to  investigate  all  problems 
relating  to  transportation,  Avith  a  view  not  only  to 
correcting  any  defects  that  may  be  found  to  exist  in 
the  present  system,  but  also  to  recommend  such 
iniprovements  in  that  system  as  may  be  found  to  be 
wise. 

This  Committee  will  meet  in  Washington,  D.  C.  on 
November  20th  next,  and  will  hold  hearings  for  some 
two  weeks  or  more.  One  of  the  principal  questions 
which  is  subject  of  discussion  at  tlie  present  time  is 
the  advisability  of  transferring  to  the  jurisdiction  of 
the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  all  local  or  intra- 
state rates  which  are  used  in  any  manner  to  make  up 
the  freight  charge  on  interstate  freight.  The  carriers 
as  a  whole  urge  that  they  are  now  subject  to  the 
jurisdiction  of  forty-nine  State  Commissions  as  well 
as  to  that  of  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission. 
It  is  urged  that  this  system  is  cumbrous  and  embar- 
rassing. This  question  will  no  doubt  be  the  principal 
one  for  investigation  before  the  Joint  Committee, 
although  there  are  many  other  matters  for  discussion. 

The  Committee  is  also  directed  to  report  upon  the 
advisability  of  government   ownership   of  railroads.

The  largest  cargo  of  lumber  shipped  from  the  North 
Pacific  Coast  Ports  to  Foreign  Markets  since  the  first 
of  last  July,  was  3,423,853  feet  by  the  British  Steamer 
Breconian.  This  was  followed  by  the  following : 
Steamer  Republic  with  3,250,000  feet;  Norwegian 
Steamer  Thor  3,147,822  feet;  British  Steamer  Ribera 
3,104,203  feet,  and  the  Harrison  Line  Steamer  Crown 
of  Seville  with  3,100,000  feet. 


FOURTH  NATIONAL  FOREIGN  TRADE 
CONVENTION 

The  Fourth  National  Foreign  Trade  Convention 
will  be  held  in  Pittsburgh,  January  25,  26,  and  27, 
1917.  The  Chamber,  through  its  Foreign  Trade  Com- 
mittee and  a  special  committee  of  the  Convention 
League,  are  endeavoring  to  secure  a  delegation  of  at 
least  one  hundred  representative  business  men  to  attend, 
with  a  view  to  protecting  the  interests  of  the  Pacific 
Coast  in  the  coming  commercial  struggle  after  the 
war,  and  to  endeavor  to  secure  the  1918  Convention 
for  this  city.  A  special  train  will  be  run  from  San 
Francisco  to  Pittsburgh,  and  the  various  commercial 
organizations  in  Pacific  Coast  cities  have  been  invited 
to  co-operate  and  have  their  delegates  join  with 
those  from  San  Francisco  in  a  Pacific  Coast  Dele- 
gation and  all  patronize  this  special.  The  train  will 
leave  San  Francisco  at  5.00  p.m.,  Sunday,  January 
21st,  and  will  arrive  in  Pittsburgh  7.00  p.m.,  Wednes- 
day, the  24th.  Full  details,  etc.,  can  be  had  upon 
application  to  the  Foreign  Trade  Department.  The 
route  will  be  Southern  Pacific,  Union  Pacific,  North- 
western  and   Pennsylvania. 

The  Convention  will  consider  ways  and  means  for 
protecting  and  safeguarding  the  foreign  commerce 
of  the  United  States  after  the  war  in  view  of  the 
Allies  program  for  preferential  treatment  at  the  ex- 
pense of  neutrals.  This  is  the  most  vital  question 
before  the  business  men  of  the  country  today.  San 
Francisco  certainly  should  be  well  represented.  Re- 
ports from  other  Coast  cities  indicate  there  will  be 
a  large  and  representative  delegation  from  Oregon 
and  Washington. 


Under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Thomas  W.  Wells,  naval 
architect  of  New  York  City,  the  salvaging  of  the 
freighter  W^ashingtonian  is  expected  to  be  satisfac-  j 
torily  completed  within  a  reasonable  time.  The  Wash-  " 
ingtonian  was  the  property  of  the  American  Hawaiian 
Steamship  Company,  and  while  on  a  voyage  from 
Honolulu  to  Delaware  Breakwater  last  year,  was 
rammed  by  a  schooner  ofi'  Cape  Henelope  and  sunk. 


The  Power  Schooner  Marie  which  sailed  from  Manila 
on  August  19th  for  this  port  has  on  board  550  tons  of 
copra  and  39,000  feet  of  hardwood  lumber. 


Steamer  G.  C.  Lindauer  was  sold  last  week  by 
Wilson  Brothers  &  Company  to  Parr,  McCormick  & 
Company  and  will  continue  in  the  coastwise  lumber 
trade.  Steamer  Gov.  Forbes  of  1199  tons  register  was 
sold  to  C.  Henry  Smith  of  this  City,  for  $340,000.00. 
The  vessel  will  be  used  in  off-shore  business. 


JOINT  LUNCHEON  TO  MR.  LOKRANTZ  OF  THE

The  Foreign  Trade  Department  of  the  Chamber  is 
in  receipt  of  a  letter  from  the  Honorable  Thomas 
Sammons,  American  Consul  General  at  Shanghai, 
China,  expressing  the  appreciation  of  himself  and  the 
American  Community  at  Shanghai,  for  the  continued 
services  rendered  by  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of 
Commerce  and  the  Chambers  of  Commerce  of  the 
Pacific  Coast,  in  securing  from  the  State  Department 
an  appropriation  of  $355,000  for  suitable  permanent 
quarters  for  American  Government  officers  at  Shang- 
hai. This  work  was  initiated  through  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Chamber  of  Commerce,  and  Captain  Dollar  ren- 
dered effective  assistance  which  is  acknowledged  by 
Mr.   Sammons.

AMERICA'S  ELECTRICAL  WEEK 

Big  preparation  for  America's  Electrical  Week, 
December  2nd  to  9th,  1916,  are  being  made  by  a 
representative  committee  of  San  Francisco  electrical 
men,  headed  by  John  A.  Britton,  and  including 
several  members  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce.

PRESIDENT  KOSTER^lDDRESSES  SOCIETY  FOR 
STUDY  OF  EMPLOYMENT  PROBLEMS 

Frederick  J.  Koster,  President  of  the  Chamber, 
addressed  the  members  of  the  society  for  the  study 
of  employment  problems  at  their  annual  meeting 
which  was  held  on  Thursday  evening,  in  the  rooms 
of  the  Commercial  Club. 

Pointing  out  that  there  is  hardly  developed  as  yet 
in  San  Francisco  sufficient  appreciation  of  the  import- 
ance of  the  work  for  which  the  Society  was  organized 
he  said  "There  will  come  a  time  when  this  will  be 
considered  a  most  important  subject  for  the  consider- 
ation of  thoughtful  men.  The  best  evidence  we  have 
for  the  need  of  this  Society  is  the  fact  that  it  was 
necessary  to  create  a  Law  and  Order  Committee 
because  of  the  industrial  conditions  prevailing  in  San 
Francisco.  It  is  strange  that  in  business  we  have 
given  so  little  thought  to  the  emplojnnent  problem. 
Mechanical  contrivances  have  been  carefully  studied 
and  brought  to  an  advanced  degree  of  perfection. 
The  most  thorough  study  has  been  given  to  the  work- 
ing of  various  kinds  of  materials  and  the  greatest 
care  is  taken  to  work  them  into  finished  products  in 
accordance  with  their  character;  and  yet  when  it 
comes  to  that  most  important  of  all  the  elements  in 
industry — the  human  element — that  has  been  consid- 
ered and  treated  in  a  most  haphazard  manner." 

Mr.  Koster  said  that  it  was  our  duty  to  first  study 
these  problems  and  then  educate  others,  and  for  this 
reason  the  work  of  this  particular  Society  was  espe- 
cially important.  He  said  "If  employers  generally 
will  take  pains,  first  to  adopt  a  policy  and  an  ideal, 
and  then  when  they  are  about  to  take  new  blood  into 
their  operating  departments,  after  careful  examina- 
tion into  the  general  character  of  the  candidates  for 
employment,  first  educate  them  as  to  the  policy  and 
ideal  of  the  particular  institution,  they  will  introduce 
in  the  place  of  an  influence  for  pollution  one  rather 
freshening  in  its  effect  upon  their  organization." 

He  also  pointed  out  the  consideration  which  should 
be  given  the  worker  who  has  devoted  years  of  his 
life  in  a  particular  institution  and  who,  by  reason  of 
that  fact,  has  perhaps  become  so  thoroughly  trained 
along  one  line  as  to  make  it  impossible  to  readily 
adjust  himself  to  a  something  entirely  different  and 
finds  himself  subject  to  dismissal  at  any  moment  at 
the  whim  of  his  employer.  Such  a  condition,  he 
stated,  was  essentially  unsound.

8.    ANTI-PICKETING  ORDINANCE 

This  ordinance  was  proposed  by  the  Law  and  Order 
Committee  of  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce and  is  a  copy  of  the  existing  Los  Angeles 
Anti-Picketing  Ordinance  which  has  been  declared 
valid  by  our  State  Supreme  Court.  It  prohibits  all 
picketing  in  industrial  disputes.  It  proceeds  on  the 
theory  that  there  can  be  no  such  thing  as  peaceful 
picketing.  Other  states  have  adopted  anti-picketing 
laws  recognizing  that  public  highways  should  not  be 
used  for  private  strife.  In  San  Francisco  we  are  all 
familiar  with  the  acts  of  violence  that  accompany  the 


use  of  picketing;  and  while  a  picket  may  patrol  his 
tour  without  a  breach  of  the  peace,  the  possibilities 
of  a  breach  of  the  peace  are  always  present  in  any 
acts  of  picketing.  Picketing  should  be  made  a  penal 
offense  on  the  same  principle  that  the  carrying  of  a 
concealed  weapon  is  prohibited  by  law.  The  very 
purpose  of  the  presence  of  a  picket  is  intimidation. 
It  is  time  that  such  a  use  of  the  public  streets  be 
prohibited  in  San  Francisco  under  appropriate 
penalties.

9.     ORDINANCE  REQUIRING  PERMITS  FOR  STREET  SPEAKING 


The  right  of  free  speech  has  some  limitations.  Thus 
the  law  properly  still  punishes  slander  and  libel.  It 
is  absurd  that  under  the  guise  of  free  speech  the  in- 
stitutions of  orderly  government  and  the  foundations 
of  society  can  be  publicly  attacked  by  any  of  the 
criminally  inclined.  A  fair  amount  of  reasonable 
criticism  is  healthy  but  the  use  of  the  public  streets 
by  the  enemies  of  organized  society  for  the  purpose  of 
intemperate  abuse,  or  by  anarchists  for  the  purpose 


of  urging  acts  of  violence  and  destruction,  is  not 
within  the  privilege  of  free  speech.  This  ordinance 
therefore  prohibits  public  speaking  on  the  city  streets 
except  to  those  who  have  secured  a  permit  from  the 
Board  of  Supervisors.  In  this  way  the  right  of  free 
speech  will  not  be  denied  but  will  be  regulated  and 
controlled  by  the  constituted  authorities,  so  that  the 
proper  use  hereof  may  be  preserved  and  the  improper 
abuse  thereof  may  be  denied.

10.     JITNEY  BUS  ORDINANCE 

This  ordinance  will  allow  jitney  buses  to  operate 
anywhere  on  the  streets  of  San  Francisco  in  unlimited 
numbers  without  paying  a  cent  of  compensation  to 
the  city  for  the  use  of  the  streets  although  the  streets 
are  made  use  of  for  the  purposes  of  private  gain. 
These  jitneys  would  not  only  compete  with  the  priv- 
ately owned  street  railways  which  are  paying  the 
city  for  their  use  of  the  streets  but  would  compete 
with  the  municipally  owned  railroad  and  with  any 


municipally  operated  buses.  If  the  jitney  buses  are 
to  be  recognized  and  permitted  as  a  means  of  trans- 
portation they  should  be  regulated  as  to  route  and 
as  to  number  and  should  pay  a  compensation  to  the 
city  for  the  use  of  the  public  streets.  The  unregulated 
jitney  bus  affords  opportunities  for  crime  as  our 
Police  Court  Records  show.  This  measure  which  would 
usurp  a  valuable  privilege  for  nothing  and  free  from 
all  regulation,  merits  defeat.

For  sentence  today. 
BY  THE  COURT,  to  Defendant : 

Mr.  Ellenberg,  I  remanded  you  until  morning  for 
sentence.  Some  of  your  friends,  taking  the  oppor- 
tunity I  gave,  have  spoken  to  me  about  you,  have 
given  you  a  very  good  name,  a  very  good  character. 
I  will  take  it  into  consideration,  as  I  am  bound  to 
do.  I  found  you  guilty  yesterday  after  a  hearing  in 
which  the  evidence  showed  clearly  that  you  had 
interfered  with  a  conductor  during  this  strike  situa- 
tion, interfered  in  the  sense  of  calling  him  names  and 
making  a  breach  of  the  peace.  You  have  had  a  good 
record  in  the  past.  I  have  taken  that  into  considera- 
tion. Until  I  had  heard  how  good  your  record  was 
I  had  about  made  up  my  mind  that  I  would  send 
you  to  the  Workhouse  for  thirty  days,  because  I  feel 
that  your  offense  is  not  a  trifling  one.  There  are 
many  people  in  New  York  City,  many  different  in- 
terests. If  labor,  represented  by  different  organiza- 
tions and  companies  of  men,  has  differences  with 
employers,  and  is  permitted  to  interfere  with  the 
orderly  administration  of  the  law,  the  orderly  admin- 
istration of  the  city,  and  is  treated,  when  found 
guilty  of  so  interfering,  just  as  an  ordinary  case  of 
disorderly  conduct,  it  would  encourage  just  that  dis- 
order. The  penalty  that  I  feel  constrained  to  impose 
upon  you  may  seem  severe,  out  of  proportion  to  your 
offense,  and  it  would  be  out  of  proportion,  and  perhaps 
too  severe,  if  it  were  not  for  the  strike  situation 
existing  under  which  you  committed  the  disorder. 
Your  offense  consisted  in  standing  beside  a  car  on 
which  was  a  conductor  who  saw  fit  to  continue  to 
work  when  you  and  some  others  saw  fit  to  quit  work. 
Now,  that  is  an  old  situation.  It  is  a  situation  that 
has  existed  as  long  as  men  have  worked  for  other 
men — that  some  men,  thinking  that  they  could  better 
themselves,  or  that  they  were  not  getting  a  fair  share 
of  the  profits  of  capital,  so-called,  have  attempted  to 
better  themselves  by  quitting  work  in  a  body,  or 
individually.  Now,  it  is  clear  enough  to  me  that  you 
have  a  right — everybody  will  agree  to  that — to  quit 
work.  You  have  a  right  even  at  the  present  time  to 
agree  among  yourselves  that  you  will  all  quit  work, 
to  make  a  combination  to  quit  work,  although  in  that 
respect  the  laboring  man  has  an  advantage  over  the 
capitalist.  The  laws  of  this  country  are  very  severe 
against  capitalists  who  combine  to  raise  the  price  of 
products  or  anything  of  that  kind.  The  laboring  man 
can  still  combine  if  he  wants,  with  his  fellows,  to 
strike  or  quit  work.  That  is  a  necessary  instrument 
for  his  protection  in  his  hands.  But  if  there  are  a 
thousand  car  conductors  in  Queens  County,  and  nine 
hundred  and  ninety-nine  of  them  decide  to  go  on  a 


strike,  and  there  is  one  man  of  them  that  wants  to 
work,  declines  to  go  on  strike  with  the  nine  hundred 
and  ninety-nine,  I  hold,  and  if  I  were  Mayor  of  New 
York  I  should  hold,  if  it  brought  down  the  City  Hall 
upon  my  head,  that  the  whole  force  of  the  police  of 
the  entire  City  of  New  York,  if  it  were  necessary, 
should  protect  that  one  man  against  the  nine  hundred 
and  ninety-nine,  and  he  should  drive  a  car  if  he  were 
the  only  man  in  Queens  that  wanted  to  do  it  and  his 
Company  were  willing  to  employ  him.  Now,  that 
would  be  my  attitude,  because  that  is  the  old  American 
idea  of  freedom,  and  we  are  getting  pretty  far  away 
from  it  now  in  many  respects.  Now,  I  am  not  going 
to  add  to  your  punishment  by  giving  you  a  long 
lecture.  You  are  a  man  apparently  of  some  intelligence, 
- — above  the  average  degree  of  intelligence.  That 
doesn't  help  you;  that  hurts  you.  If  you  were  an 
ignorant  man,  you  might  have  been  misled,  but  you 
are  above  the  average  man  in  intelligence  and  you 
ought  to  have  known  better.  You  ought  to,  as  I 
said  yesterday,  have  known  that  in  the  situation, 
tense  as  it  was, — by  that  I  mean  that  everybodv's 
nerve  was  on  edge  with  this  strike  situation.  The 
police  in  their  long  tour  of  duty  and  work,  and  the 
men,  some  of  them  not  perhaps  heartily  in  accord  with 
the  strike,  their  families  needing  money  that  they 
might  have  earned,  so  that  everybody  was  on  edge ; 
and  in  that  condition  the  duty  of  a  good  citizen  should 
be  to  refrain  in  everv  way  possible  from  adding  to 
that  tense  or  strained  condition.  You  did  not  do  it. 
You,  a  man  of  more  than  average  intelligence,  assisted, 
by  your  act,  in  the  disorder  that  was  rife,  and  getting 
more  rife  throughout  the  city.  Therefore  I  cannot 
entirely  overlook  it  and  suspend  sentence  of  the 
punishment  which  you  should  have,  and  I  won't  do  it. 
It  is  a  hard  thing  for  me  to  do,  harder  than  a  good 
many  people  believe,  I  think,  to  send  a  man  to  jail ; 
especially  for  the  first  time,  and  I  understand  this  is 
your  first  time.  And  yet  mv  duty  was  to  the  public, 
my  official  oath,  requires  of  me,  as  I  see  it,  that  you 
must  have  some  punishment.  As  I  said,  I  had  fixed 
in  my  mind  the  term  of  your  punishment  for  thirty 
davs.  I  had  a  talk  this  morning  with  a  prominent 
citizen  of  this  County  who  came  to  speak  for  you. 
He  thinks  so  well  of  you  that  while  I  told  him  what 
had  been  mv  intention,  at  the  same  time  I  said  I 
would  consider  seriously  his  words  of  commendation 
of  you  in  the  past,  that  you  are  welldisposed  generally. 
So  I  will  reduce  that  punishment  very  much.  The 
sentence  of  the  Court  is  that  you  be  confined  for  five 
days  instead  of  thirty.     Only  five  days. 

CENSORSHIP  REGULATIONS  OF  CABLEGRAMS 

The  Western  Union  Telegraph  Company  has  issued 
a  folder  giving  the  regulations  governing  the  mili- 
tary censorship  of  telegrams  to  date.  Under  the 
present  abnormal  conditions  cablegrams  to  countries 
affected  by  the  censorship  are  accepted  at  sender's 
risk  and  subject  to  censorship.  Cable  letters  and 
week-end  letters  are  accepted  as  usual  except  for 
Germany,  Austria-Hungary,  Belgium,  Bulgaria,  Lux- 
emburg and  Turkey.  The  week-end  letter  service  to 
South  America  is  suspended.  Acknowledgments  of 
receipt  and  paid  service  requests  for  report  of  deliv- 
ery are  suspended  with  countries  in  Europe,  Africa, 
etc.,  reached  via  the  Atlantic  cable.

RECIPROCAL    DEMURRAGE 

During  the  present  car  shortage  a  great  deal  has 
been  said  about  reciprocal  demurrage  on  local  Cali- 
fornia business.  In  order  that  our  members  may  be 
familiar  with  the  rule  as  it  is  published,  we  herewith 
reproduce  Eule  13  on  reciprocal  demurrage.  This 
rule  is  found  in  Pacific  Car  Demurrage  Bureau  Car 
Demurrage  Tariff  No.  2-E,  C.  R.  C.  No.  7,  naming 
rates,  rules  and  regulations  governing  car  demurrage. 
This  tariff  applies  only  in  California  on  cars  supplied 
or  used  for  the  carriage  of  freight  beween  points 
within  the  State  subject  to  the  regulations  of  the 
Railroad   Commission   of  the   Stat.e   of   California. 

The  Pacific  Car  Demurrage  Tariff  No.  1-H,  apply- 
ing on  interstate  business,  does  not  provide  a  rule 
for  reciprocal  demurrage. 

Reciprocal  Demurrage 
NOTIFICATION 

(A)  When  a  shipper  desires  cars,  he  shall  give  written 
notice  to  the  carier  on  whose  line  his  consignment  origin- 
ates, setting  out  the  date  on  which  he  desires  to  have  cars 
placed  for  loading,  the  number  of  cars,  the  character  of 
freight  and  its  destination  and  routing.  To  facilitate  the 
making  of  such  application,  every  railroad  shall  provide  and 
keep    at    every   agency    station,    blanks   for    that    purpose. 

TIME    ALLOWED    TO    FURNISH    CARS 

(B)  A  shipper  may  order  cars  placing  at  any  time  within 
fifteen  (15)  days  from  the  time  of  the  order  and  the 
carrier  shall  be  required  to  place  the  cars  on  the  date 
required  by  the  shipper,  except  that  on  orders  of  three 
cars  or  less  the  carrier  shall  be  allowed  forty-eight  (48) 
hours  to  place  such  cars  for  loading  after  the  first  7  a.  m. 
following  the  receipt  of  the  order;  seventy-two  (72)  hours 
for  any  number  of  cars  more  than  three  and  less  than 
six;  ninety-six  (96)  hours  for  any  number  of  cars  more 
than  five  and  less  than  eight;  one  hundred  and  twenty 
(120)  hours  for  any  number  of  cars  more  than  seven  and 
less  than  eleven;  and  for  each  three  additional  cars  in 
excess  of  ten,  twenty-four  (24)  hours  additional  time.  Each 
of  such  periods  of  time  shall  begin  to  run  at  the  first 
7  a.   m.   following  the   receipt   of  the   order. 

RECIPROCAL   DEMURRAGE   BOND 

(C)  Any  carrier  that  fails  to  place  cars  under  the  pro- 
visions of  this  rule,  shall  pay  to  the  shipper  $3.00  per 
day  for  the  number  of  cars  in  the  shipper's  order  not  so 
placed,  until  such  time  as  such  shipper's  order  shall  be 
filled,  unless  released  at  the  shipper's  request.  Provided, 
however,  that  any  shipper  who  desires  to  take  advantage 
of  this  rule  must  file  with  the  carrier  from  whom  he 
desires  to  order  his  cars  a  good  and  sufficient  bond  in  the 
sum  of  twenty  (20)  dollars,  if  he  desires  to  order  but  one 
car,  and  fifteen  (IS)  dollars  for  each  additional  car.  This 
bond  shall  be  security  for  the  payment  on  behalf  of  the 
shipper  to  the  carrier  for  the  use  of  any  car  or  cars 
ordered  by  such  shipper  which  shall  be  set  out  by  the 
carrier  and  not  used  by  the  shipper,  at  the  rate  of  $3.00 
per  day  computed  from  the  time  the  car  is  set  out.  Each 
carrier  shall  furnish,  on  request  of  any  shipper,  and  shall 
keep  at  all  of  its  agency  stations,  blank  forms  of  bonds 
as  prescribed  in  the  appendix  to  this  order  for  the  pur- 
poses  herein   set  out. 

ADDITIONAL    SECURITY 

(D)  It  is  the  intent  of  this  rule  that  the  carrier  be 
protected  against  irresponsible  shippers,  and  when  a  bond 
is  once  filed  by  a  shipper  under  the  provisions  of  this 
rule,  such  bond  shall  satisfy  the  requirements  of  this  rule 
until  the  carrier  shall  have  been  forced  to  resort  to  it  for 
payment  for  cars  ordered  and  not  used,  in  which  event 
the  shipper  shall  be  required  to  furnish  a  new  bond,  as 
herein  provided,  except  that  if  at  any  time  the  carrier 
questions  the  sufficiency  of  such  bond,  the  Commission, 
after   considering    the    facts,    may    require    the    furnishing    of 

additional  security  on  the   part  of  the   shipper.

This  big  freighter  has  a 
net  tonnage  of  7,200  tons,  and  is  owned  by  B.  Stolt 
Nielsen,  of  Norway. 


The  Matson  Navigation  Company's  Motor  Schooner 
R.  P.  Rithet  arrived  in  port  from  the  Hawaiian 
Islands  on  October  14th  completing  her  first  round 
voyage  as  a  motor  driven  vessel.  Time  consumed 
42  days  since  leaving  San  Francisco,  during  which 
the  vessel  spent  fourteen  days  at  the  Islands,  dis- 
charging and  loading.  Heretofore  this  same  vessel 
under  her  old  rig  would  take  to  make  the  same  voy- 
age from  sixty  to  seventy  days.

The  Schooner  Phillipine  which  sailed  from  Levuka 
on  October  12th  for  San  Francisco  had  on  board  600 
long  tons  of  copra.  The  Barkentine  T.  P.  Emigh 
sailed  from  Sydney  on  October  13th  for  San  Fran- 
cisco with  1,067  long  tons  of  copra,  both  cargoes  are 
consigned  to  Wightman  &  Crane. 


The  Gaston,  Williams  &  Wigmore  Steamship  Cor- 
poration, New  York  City,  has  closed  a  contract  for 
the  construction  of  two  auxiliary  schooners  which 
when  completed  will  be  added  to  the  Globe  Line. 
Both  vessels  are  to  be  4,300  tons  each  with  twin 
screws,  oil  driven  engines  of  350  H.  P.,  they  are  to 
be  built  by  the  Grays  Harbor  Shipbuilding  Company 
at  Aberdeen,  Wash.,  and  ready  for  service  January, 
1917.  These  vessels  will  probably  be  used  for  carry- 
ing lumber  and  coal  sailings  of  which  have  already 
been  arranged  for  South  Africa  via  the  Panama 
Canal. 


The  number  of  ships  passing  through  the  Panama 
Canal  in  seagoing  or  commercial  service  in  August 
was  142  (77  from  the  Atlantic  to  the  Pacific  and  65 
from  the  Pacific  to  the  Atlantic).  In  April,  1916 
following  the  resumption  of  traffic,  the  number  of 
ships  through  the  canal  was  80  in  May,  129  June, 
124  July.  The  tolls  earned  in  August  amounted  to 
$447,080,  ($255,925  from  ships  passing  from  the 
Atlantic  to  the  Pacific  and  $191,155  from  those  pass- 
ing from  the  Pacific  in  to  the  Atlantic).  The  Panama 
Canal  record  states  that  British  vessel  constituted 
exactly  one-half  of  the  August  total,  being  nearly 
three  times  the  number  of  American  (26)  and  nearly 
seven  times  the  number  of  Norweigian   (11). 


W.  R.  Grace  &  Co.  last  week  chartered  the  Coast 
Steamer  0.  M.  Clark  to  load  lumber  on  the  Cohimbia 
River  for  the  Canal  Zone.

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LOW  RATES  TO  COAST  REDUCE  RATES  TO  INTERMEDIATE  POINTS 

Article  prepared  by  the  Transportation  Department  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce. 


The  fallacy  that  inheres  in  the  position  of  the 
advocates  of  the  Intermountain  cities  may  be  stated 
in  this  way :  If  the  carriers  can  afford  to  haul  any 
commodity  at  any  rate  to  a  Coast  city,  they  should 
be  required  to  haul  the  same  commodity  to  an  inter- 
mediate point  at  the  same  or  a  less  rate  of  freight, 
^lany  other  people,  generally  resident  in  localties 
removed  from  the  sea  coast  and  largely  found  in  the 
states  of  the  Central  West,  find  this  statement 
unanswerable,  and  so  we  find  opposed  to  the  terminal 
rate  situation  two  sets  of  opinions, — one  favors 
rates  that  should  grade  up  to  the  Coast,  the  other 
favors  an  absolute  long  and  short  haul  clause. 

The  system  of  graded  rates  would  make  the  coast 
rate  the  highest  rate  and  the  rates  at  the  intermediate 
points  less,  grading  down  and  back  to  point  of 
origin.  The  advocates  of  the  absolute  long  and  short 
haul  clause  would  not  restrict  the  carriers  from 
meeting  water  competitive  rates  in  existence  at  the 
port  of  destination,  but  would  prohibit  the  carriers 
from  charging  a  higher  rate  at  intermediate  points. 
It  must  not  be  lost  sight  of  that  these  views  persist 
in  the  minds  of  a  great  many  people  in  the  Ilnited 
States,  notwithstanding  the  twenty  years  of  investi- 
gation and  justification  of  the  terminal  rate  systems 


which   have   been   made   by  the   Interstate   Commerce 
Commission. 

It  is  refreshing  to  observe  this  fallacy  punctured 
once  more  in  a  very  plain  and  simple  way  by  a 
writer  in  the  "Oregon  Voter"  of  recent  date.  His 
statement  is  not  new,  for  it  has  always  been  the 
position  of  the  transcontinental  carriers  that  they 
were  enabled  to  make  some  surplus  over  the  actual 
cost  of  the  transportation  of  goods  to  the  ports  under 
sea-compelled  rates  which  were  low^er  than  their  rates 
to  intermediate  points,  and  that  this  surplus,  while 
it  does  not  pay  its  full  share  of  fixed  charges  and 
overhead,  to  say  nothing  of  the  percentage  of  profit 
to  which  the  carrier  is  entitled  upon  its  whole  busi- 
ness, nevertheless  it  helps  to  pay  these  charges, 
and  accordingly  has  the  effect  of  reducing  the 
charges  the  carriers  would  otherwise  be  obliged  to 
make  to  the  intermediate  points  if  they  were  com- 
pelled to  forego  the  business  to  the  Coast;  and  since 
this  business  to  the  Coast  amounts  in  the  aggregate 
to  a  very  large  volume,  the  total  of  this  surplus 
amounts  to  a  large  sum.  The  explanation  of  tlie 
"Oregon  Voter"  is  nevertheless  novel  in  method  and

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striking     because     of     its     simplicity     of     expression. 
It  punctures  the  fallacy  beyond  repair. 

The  title  of  his  article  is,  "A  Carload  of  Carpets 
and  a  Can  of  Milk."     He  says: 

"AVhy  should  a  Spokane  merchant  pay  $500  freight 
on  a  carload  of  carpets  from  New  York,  when  if 
that  same  carload  of  carpets  was  taken  on  through 
Spokane  to  Portland,  the  Portland  merchant  would 
only  have  to  pay  $400  freight  charges'? 

If  the  freight  was  dropped  off  at  Spokane,  the 
expense  of  hauling  it  on  to  Portland  would  be  served ; 
yet  the  railroad  company  charges  more  for  leaving 
it  at  Spokane  that  it  would  charge  for  taking  it 
right  on  through  to  Portland.  It  charges  less  for  the 
longer  haul  than  for  the  shorter  haul.  How  can 
this  be  justified"? 

Simple  enough.  Distance  is  not  the  only  thing 
that  must  be  taken  into  consideration  in  rate  making. 
The  value  of  the  service  performed  is  also  an  im- 
portant  element. 

To  haul  the  carload  of  carpets  from  New  York 
through  Spokane  or  through  El  Paso  or  through  any 
other  inland  city  is  worth  only  $400  to  the  Portland 
merchant,  for  he  can  get  his  carpets  by  boat  for  $300, 
and  the  convenience  of  getting  them  more  quickly 
by  rail  is  worth  only  an  extra  $100  to  him. 

To  haul  the  carload  of  carpets  from  New  York  to 
Spokane  is  worth  $500  to  the  Spokane  merchant,  for 
the  freight  from  Portland  to  Spokane  is  $100,  and 
if  he  bought  carpets  that  were  brought  around  by 
boat  through  Portland  he  would  have  to  pay  that 
extra  $100  to  get  them  to  Spokane.  Also,  his  com- 
petitors, whether  their  jobbing  houses  .were  in  Seattle, 
Portland,  or  in  Spokane  itself  would  also  have  to 
pay  the  $100  freight  from  the  seaboard  to  Spokane. 
Hence,  the  service  performed  by  the  railroad  in 
bringing  the  carpets  from  New  York  to  Spokane  is 
worth  $100  more  to  the  Spokane  merchant  than  would 
be  the  case  if  Spokane  were  located  on  the  ocean 
where  carpets  could   be  unloaded  from   ships. 

But,  it  is  said,  there  is  a  rank  injustice  anyway, 
for  the  railroad  makes  a  great  big  profit  off  from  the 
carpets  left  at  Spokane,  and  makes  very  little  profit 
off  from  tlie  carpets  liauled  through  to  Portland. 
This  is  unfair.  The  profits  should  be  equalized.  The 
railroad  has  no  right  to  play  favorites. 

Let  us  set  this  up  ]ilainly,  so  it  will  be  easy  to 
grasp. 

Revenue,  N.  Y.  to  Spokane $500 

Actual   cost    of   liauling 325 

Gross  profit  $175 

Revenue,  N.  Y.  to  Portland $400 

Actual   cost   of   hauling 350 

Gross  profit   $  50 

Tlie  combined  profit  on  two  separate  carloads,  one 
to  Spokane  and  one  to  Portland  (both  coming  from 
New  York)   would  be : 

Gross  profit  to  Spokane $175 

Gross  ])rofit  to  Portland  50 

Total    gross    profit $225 

Out   of  tills  gross  ]irofit  must   come  taxes,  interest 

on   bonds,   adininisti-ation   expense   and   other   general 

.expenses    not    included    in    the    actual    extra    cost    of 
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hauling  the  two  carloads.     AVhat  remains  is  net  profit 
to  the  stockholders.     Here  is  how  it  figures: 

Total   gross   profit   $225 

General  expense  200 

Net    profit    $  25 

This  general  expense — taxes,  interest,  etc., — goes 
on  all  the  while,  whether  carpets  are  carried  to 
Spokane  or  not.  If  carpets  were  carried  to  Spokane 
only,  and  none  were  carried  by  rail  to  Portland,  the 
railroad  company  would  be  deprived  of  the  $50  gross 
profit  on  the  Portland  car.  This  $50  gross  profit 
helped  the  company  meet  its  general  expense.  If  not 
permitted  to  haul  carpets  to  Portland,  it  would  be 
compelled  to  make  up  the  $50  by  increasing  its  rates 
to  the  interior.  It  is  the  interior  that  would  suffer. 
The  inland  country  would  have  to  pay  rates  that 
would  provide  not  only  the  actual  cost  of  hauling 
the  freight,  but  enough  more  revenue  besides  to 
cover  taxes,  interest  and  those  other  general  expenses. 
Spokane  would  have  to  pay  its  share  in  increased 
rates,  although  it  is  so  close  to  the  coast  that  its  rates 
from  the  east  could  not  be  increased  beyond  what 
the  rate  from  the  Pacific  ports  to  Spokane  would 
justify,  or  else  Spokane  would  get  all  of  its  goods 
from  this  coast  and  the  railroads  would  lose  the 
long  haul  from  the  east. 

Permission  to  compete  with  the  steamships  enables 
the  rail  lines  to  earn  extra  revenue.  To  compete  wath 
the  ocean  they  must  make  rates  lower  than  they 
charge  the  inland  points. 

If  they  just  make  a  little  more  than  the  actual  extra 
cost  of  hauling,  there  is  just  that  much  gain  in  income 
to  help  pay  the  general  expense.  The  $50  made  on 
hauling  the  carload  of  carpets  to  Portland  in  com- 
petition with  the  steamships  is  just  $50  to  help  pay 
the  general  expense.  The  Portland  car  did  not  yield 
enough  to  pay  its  full  proportion  of  the  general 
expense,  but  it  did  yield  enough  to  pay  a  small  part 
of  the   general  expense. 

Small  profits  multiplied  make  a  big  sum.  Thous- 
ands and  thousands  of  carloads  are  hauled  annually 
from  the  Atlantic  coast  to  the  Pacific  ports  in  com- 
petition with  steamships,  and  in  the  aggregate  the 
extra  revenue  from  this  transcontinental  traffic  helps 
pay  a  considerable  portion  of  the  general  expense  of 
operating  the  railroads  of  the  country. 

Deprived  of  this  extra  revenue,  shut  off  from  the 
opportunity  to  compete  with  the  steamships,  the 
rail  lines  would  be  forced  to  raise  their  rates  to 
and  between  inland  points.  They  would  have  to 
raise  their  rates  enougli  to  make  up  the  revenue  now 
obtained  from  coast-to-coast  business  that  otherwise 
would  be  hauled  by  steamships.  The  interior  would 
have  to  carry  the  entire  burden,  instead  of  letting 
the  coast  pay  part  of  it. 

Would  this  be  fair  to  the  interior?  Would  it  be 
just  to  force  the  inland  communities  to  pack  the 
whole  load  of  railroad  expense,  when  by  permitting 
the  railroads  to  compete  with  the  water  lines  the 
expense  to  the  interior  would  be  reduced?  Such 
action  would  be  unjustifiable. 

True,  there  is  a  less  charge  for  the  longer  haul 
when  the  railroads  are  permitted  to  compete  with  the 
steamboats,  but  this  is  necessary  in  order  to  do  jus- 
tice   to    the    inland    country.      The    "inexcusable    in- 


justice" would  be  to  deny  the  railroads  the  right  to 
get  some  of  the  coast-to-coast  revenue,  so  as  to  force 
them  to  increase  rates  on  interior  traff'ic. 

Now  for  the  milk  can. 

From  a  big  dairy  close  to  Vancouver,  Washington, 
to  the  milk  d(>i)ot  at  Albina  in  Portland  is  seven 
miles.  An  auto  truck  brings  20  cans  of  iniUc  from 
the  Vancouver  dairy  to  the  Albina  dealer,  and 
charges  him  25c  a  can.  lie  also  carries  20  cans  on 
the  same  load  to  a  down-town  milk  depot  in  Portland 
— two  miles  further — and  charges  the  down-towm 
dealer  only  18c  a  can.  The  down-town  milk  is  hauled 
right  up  to  the  door  of  the  Albina  milk  depot  and 
then  on  down  town.  Yet  the  Albina  milk  dealer  is 
satisfied  that  he  is  being  benefited  by  the  deal.  Here 
are  the  particulars : 

Formerly  the  truck  owner  charged  30c  a  can  for 
bringing  20  cans  from  the  Vancouver  dairy  to  the 
Albina  milk  depot.  He  was  dissatisfied,  for  the  $6 
revenue  hardly  paid  him  for  his  time  and  the  exi)ense 
for  the  trip.  He  talked  of  raising  his  rate,  but  the 
Albina  dealer  refused  to  pay  more,  as  he  could  get 
milk  from  the  same  Vancouver  dairy,  brought  around 
by  boat,  at  total  expense  of  only  22e  a  can,  made  up 
as  follows : 

Dairy  to  dock 5c 

Boat    charge - 10c 

Dock  to  dealer  in  Albina 7c 


Total 22c 

The  Albina  dealer  was  willing  to  pay  30c  for  the 
prompter  service,  but  more  than  that  he  could  not 
afford  to  pay;  yet  the  truck  owner  was  dissatisfied, 
and  wanted  to  charge  more. 

Finally  the  dealer  suggested  to  the  truck  owner 
that  he  load  to  full  capacity  of  40  cans  and  take  the 
extra  20  cans  to  the  down-town  milk  depot.  He 
could  get  18c  a  can  for  delivering  to  the  down-town 
milk  depot,  which  Avas  only  two  miles  further  haul. 
This  gaA'e  him  extra  revenue  from  each  trip,  so  that 
he  was  able  to  reduce  the  Albina  milk  dealer's  charge 
to  25c  a  can.  Noav  his  gross  earnings  per  trip  are 
as  follows : 

20   cans  to  Albina,   at  25c $5.00 

20  cans  to  Portland  at  18c 3.60 


,.$8.60 


Present    income    per    trip 

Former  income  per  trip 

(20  cans  at  30c) $6.00 

Now  both  the  Albina  milk  dealer  and  the  truck 
owner  are  pleased,  for  the  milk  dealer  gets  his  milk 
hauled  for  25c  instead  of  30c  a  can,  and  the  truck 
owner  makes  a  reasonable  profit  on  every  trip. 

From  Vancouver  to  Albina  is  instertate  commerce. 
Suppose  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  stepped 
in  with  a  ruling  that  no  more  could  be  charged  for 
the  shorter  haul  than  for  the  longer  haul.  Here 
would  be  the  eft'ect  of  such  an  unjust  and  arbitrary 
ruling : 

20  cans  to  Al])ina $3.60 

20  cans  to  Portland 3.60 


Total  $7.20 

This    would    not    be    enough    to    justify    the    extra

expense  of  loading,  unloading  and  carrying  the 
twenty  cans  to  Portland,  and  the  truck  owner  would 
be  compelled  to  abandon  the  Portland  business  and 
rely  solely  on  what  revenue  he  could  get  from  the 
shorter  haul  to  Albina.  He  would  be  compelled  to 
charge  the  Albina  milk  dealer  30c  a  can  as  of  old; 
neither  would  be  satisfied;  no  one  would  be  benefited; 
and  an  injustice  would  be  worked  by  the  arbitrary 
application  of  an  unsound  rule  just  because  it  sounded 
good. 

Choose  your  illustration — milk  cans  or  carpets  or 
any  other  commodity — and  by  investigation  you  will 
find  that  it  pays  the  interior  to  permit  the  railroads 
or  the  auto  trucks  to  make  lower  through  rates  in  com- 
petition with  water  carriers.  The  narrow  policy  of 
trying  to  force  the  same  rates  is  short-sighted;  if 
applied,  it  will  throw  the  whole  burden  of  railroad  sup- 
port on  the  interior.  Thus,  as  usual,  political  inter- 
ference with  economic  law  hurts  the  very  people  it  is 
proposed  to  benefit." 

The  traffic  relationship  of  the  intermountain  cities 
to  the  coast  cities  has  always  puzzled  many  people. 
Those  who  look  at  the  matter  from  the  intermountain 
point  of  view  are  convinced  that  the  coast  cities 
should  not  receive  lower  rates  than  the  intermountain 
points  and  are  inclined  to  favor  an  absolute  long  and 
short  haul  clause.     On  the  other  hand,  some  shippers 

in  the  coast  cities,  perhaps  because  they  have  enjoyed 
these  lower  rates  so  long,  seem  to  think  that  the  law 
entitles  them  to  this  adjustment  and  the  Commission 
must  order  the  carriers  to  make  lower  rates  to  the 
coast.  Of  course  the  lower  coast  rates  are  exceptions 
to  the  long  and  short  haul  clause  and  can  originate 
only  by  consent  and  petition  by  the  carriers,  followed 
by  permissive  authority  from  the  Commission.  The 
Commission  could  not  order  or  require  the  carriers 
to  violate  the  rule  of  the  long  and  short  haul  clause. 
They  can  merely  permit  such  violation  "in  excep- 
tional cases;"  and  Avater  competition  constitutes  an 
exceptional  case.  The  violation  can  be  permitted  only 
upon  the  initiative  of  the  carriers  by  means  of  a 
petition  for  such  permission. 

The  foregoing  article  from  the  Oregon  writer  is 
clarifying.  To  read  it  is  like  seeing  the  cat  in  a 
puzzle  picture.  Such  pictures  are  sometimes  drawn 
of  many  trees  with  numerous  branches  and  the  legend 
reads,  "Find  the  cat."  After  some  study  the  observer 
finds  that  the  branches  of  the  trees  when  viewed  in  a 
certain  way  delineate  the  figure  of  a  cat.  And  after 
having  once  seen  the  cat,  he  finds  it  well  nigh  im- 
possible to  see  anything  else.

Every  citizen  of  every  community  owes  his  hearty 
support  to  his  commercial  organization.  Because 
the  old  commercial  organization  may  have  gone  to 
seed,  or  because  one  set  of  officers  or  directors  may 
have  made  mistakes,  is  no  excuse  for  standing  aloft. 
The  mistakes  of  the  past  should  be  the  stepping 
stones    of   future   success. 

The  man  who  will  not  lend  his  brains,  his  energy 
and  some  of  his  money  to  the  efforts  of  his  fellow 
citizens  in  directing  the  constructive  forces  of  his 
community  along  the  course  that  is  best  for  the  city 
as  a  Avhole  is  not  a  useful  citizen.  No  man  has  the 
right  to  refuse  his  support  to  a  community  movement 
any  more  than  the  community  has  the  right  to  refuse 
its  protection  to  any  man.  The  man  who  absorbs 
the  benefits  of  the  commercial  organization's  efforts 
Avithout  contributing  thereto  is  a  community  parasite. 

A  commercial  organization  should,  in  reality  as 
well  as  in  theory,  be  the  hub  around  which  revolve 
the  civic  activities  of  the  community.  It  is  too  fre- 
quently thought  that  the  attitude  of  the  people  in 
any  given  community  reflects  the  efficiency  of  the 
commercial  organization.  That  is  not  true.  Just  the 
reverse  is  the  case.  The  Commercial  organization 
reflects  the  aggressiveness  of  the  people  in  its  com- 
munity— Rotarian  Magazine.

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Addresses  You  Should  Read 

Following  the  campaign  which  increased  the  membership  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  to  such  pro- 
portions as  to  make  it  the  largest  commercial  organization  in  the  United  States,  a  mass  meeting  of  the  new 
Tnembers  was  held  in  the  Exchange  Hall  of  the  Chamber,  on  September  25th.  At  this  meeting  addresses 
were  made  by  James  A.  Emery,  General  Counsellor  of  the  National  Association  of  Merchants  and  Manu- 
facturers; by  Frederick  J.  Koster,  President  of  the  Chamber  of  ('otnmerce  and  by  Robert  Newton  Lynch, 
Vice-President  and  Manager  of  the   Chamber. 

The  addresses  were    of  such  vital  interest  to  the  community  that  they  are  published  here. 


Address  delivered  by  James  A.  Emery, 

General   Counsel  of  the  National  Association  of 
Merchants    and    Manufacturers. 

Mr.  President,  and 

Gentlemen  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce. 

This  is  a  day  of  splendid  encouragement  for  those  who, 
loving  this  city,  realize  that  her  future  is  greatly  dependent 
on  the  just  and  wise  solution  of  her  industrial  problems. 
These  questions  may  be  considered  from  so  many  aspects 
that  one  finds  it  difficult  to  be  at  once  concise  and  com- 
prehensive. He  is  easily  tempted  in  discussing  so  large  a 
subject  to  fall  victim  to  the  temptation  that  beset  the 
distinguished  author  of  Knickerbocker's  History  of  New 
York  who  prefaced  that  remarkable  production  with  a 
brief  history  of  the  world  on  the  ground  that  if  it  had 
not  come  into  existence  no  doubt  New  York  would  not 
have   been. 

The  very  gravity  of  certain  circumstances  of  your 
industrial  situation  not  only  make  the  present  movement 
one  of  exceptional  importance  to  yourselves,  but  of  great 
interest  to  the  spectators  who  crowd  the  gallery  of  our 
common  country,  waiting  with  vivid  interest  the  spirit  and 
method  in  which  you  shall  help  yourselves.  Your  very 
physical  and  economic  isolation  has  been  no  mean  factor 
in  fashioning  the  vigorous  and  unique  personality  which 
distinguishes  this  remarkable  city,  and  isolating  it  from 
the  centers  of  population  and  the  larger  flow  of  our 
national  life,  makes  easier  any  effort  to  monopolize  or 
control  the  conditions  of  employment  and  the  more  easily 
fixes  national  attention  upon  a  community  placed  apart 
industrially,  like  that  city  of  scriptural  description,  "lifted 
on   its   rock   above   the   plain." 

No  other  community  has  more  frequently  attracted  the 
attention,  not  only  of  the  nation,  but  the  world,  from  the 
days  of  the  Argonauts,  which  history  and  action  have  pos- 
sessed more  than  passing  interest.  Facing  the  greatest  disaster 
of  modern  times  it  uplifted  "in  a  crash  of  matter  and  a 
wreck  of  worlds,"  a  new  city,  more  beautiful  and  vigorous 
than  the  old,  and  within  a  space  so  brief  that  the  world 
holds  no  parallel.  It  has  not  merely  removed  every  vistage 
of  its  ruin  but  has  contributed  the  new  and  inspiring 
demonstration  of  man's  art,  skill  and  determination  which 
can  never  be  effaced  in  the  memory  of  man.  Yet,  with 
these  marvelous  tasks  accomplished,  the  city  while  gather- 
ing new  trade  strength,  has  never  attained  the  industrial 
proportions  to  which  it  is  justly  entitled,  by  virtue  of  its 
wealth,  situation  and  natural  resources. 

As  the  eye  flashes  back  over  the  declining  years  of  the 
Nineteenth  Century,  it  sees  a  San  Francisco  expanding  its 
commerce  under  the  most  favorable  circumstances,  in  the 
direct  flow  of  a  new  and  great  volume  of  oversea  trade. 
The  Chinese-Japanese  war,  the  acquisition  of  the  Hawaiian 
Islands,  the  conquest  of  the  Philippine  Islands,  the  opening 
of  Alaska,  the  titanic  struggle  of  Russia  and  Japan,  all 
made  your  city  a  toUgate  set  in  the  pathway  to  the 
expanding  activity  of  the  Orient.  But  industrial  develop- 
ment has  faltered  behind  the  expansion  of  commerce. 
Factories  transforming  into  a  thousand  shapes  of  trade 
the  riches  of  your  mines  and  forest  and  field  have  not 
followed  as  these  circumstances  would  seem  to  tempt 
them.  A  labor  situation  that  has  not  been  fashioned  vnth 
the  firmness    and    fairness    which    has    marked    every    other 


phase  of  San  Francisco's  municipal  life  has  made  otherwise 
easily  tempted  capital  slow  to  accept  the  alluring  tempta- 
tion which  every  other  circumstance  of  your  community 
supplies.  Organizations  of  labor,  favored  by  the  genial 
sympathy  with  which  every  community  regards  the  move- 
ment of  workmen  in  the  collective  protection  of  their 
hours,  wages  and  working  conditions,  and  aided  by  the 
vast  distance  which  separates  you  from  the  centers  of 
population,  waxed  strong  and  politically  infiuencial  with  the 
passing  years.  Like  every  known  institution  in  history  it 
has  been  tempted  to  use  selfishly  the  power  which  organ- 
ization brings  into  being.  Timid  and  partisan  administra- 
tors, indifferent  employers  and  all  those  circumstances  of 
business  life  that  too  frequently  rivet  men's  attention  to 
their  immediate  affairs  and  make  them  slow  to  see  the 
developmnt  of  those  larger  social  influences  that,  wrongly 
directed,  so  greatly  menace  the  development  of  sound 
community  life; — all  these  and  circumstances  peculiar  to 
the  community  itself  permitted  a  growth  of  power  so  great 
that  when  its  tendencies  were  perceived,  the  timid  would 
rather  compromise  than  meet  them  and  bolder  spirits  post- 
poned the  hour  for  consideration  in  the  face  of  immediate 
needs.  Sporadic  protest  and  resentment  found  occasional 
expression  but  until  the  recent  paralysis  of  water  transport, 
followed  by  an  outrage  that  stirred  you  to  your  depths 
and  shocked  you  into  a  sudden  realization  of  tendencies 
to  which  you  had  been  blind  or  indifferent,  you  were 
slow  as  a  community  to  realize  that  no  power  can  be 
safely  permitted  to  grow  up  in  a  community,  however 
laudable  its  purposes,  that  can  threaten  society  itself  unless 
its  demands  are  immediately  granted.  You  have  suddenly 
realized  that  class  government  becomes  intolerable  and 
stunts  the  growth  of  cities  no  less  than  men,  no  matter 
in  whose  interest  it  operates.  That  monopoly  is  no  less 
repugnant  when  sought  by  labor  than  by  capital;  that 
freedom  in  the  pursuit  of  livelihood  and  opportunity  for 
employment  open  to  all  are  essential  not  less  to  the 
development  and  security  of  the  individual  and  the  growth 
of  community  life  and  that  no  city  can  justly  call  itself 
free  nor  permanently  attract  capital  seeking  investment  or 
labor  desiring  secure  and  remunerative  employment  unless 
employer  and  employe  find  in  equally  administered  law 
the  sole  regulation  of  the  conditions  under  which  they 
shall  live  and  labor.  No  community  can  tolerate  and 
survive  an  imperium  in  imperio,  a  state  within  a  state, 
that  by  combined  coercion  and  intimidation  fixes  the  con- 
ditions under  which  men  shall  seek  their  work  and  indus- 
trially  live    and   move   and   have    their   being. 

Cities,  like  men,  gain  reputations  that  do  them  good  or 
ill.  This  city  has  suffered  in  no  slight  degree  by  the 
belief,  widely  held,  that  private  combinations  within  its 
gates  shared  a  rule  over  industry  that  should  belong  only 
to  the  state.  Let  me  present  this  picture  to  you  as  it  was 
recently  painted  on  the  witness  stand  of  the  Federal  Com- 
mission on  Industrial  Relations,  when  a  representative 
leader  of  organized  labor  from  this  community  gave  his 
testimony  in  a  national  inquiry  upon  labor  relations. 
Through  his  words  you  may  see  yourselves  as  others  have 
seen  you  for  this  evidence  was  delivered  under  circum- 
stances that  lead  to  its  receiving  no  small  attention  from 
the  Metropolitan  Press  and  I  leave  to  you  to  form  your 
own  judgment  of  the  impression  it  must  have  created  of 
the  conditions  for  investment  or  employment  in  a  com- 
munity whose  conditions  it  might  be  assumed  to  express. 
This   testimony   gathers  its   force   from   the    fact    that   it   is 
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not  the  isolated  evidence  of  an  individual  but  the  testi- 
mony of  a  witness  selected  to  cross  the  continent,  because 
of  the  representative  official  position  which  he  occupied  and 
therefore  presented  in  his  person  the  philosophy  and  view- 
point  of  a  great   movement   living   in   your   midst. 

Mr.  Anton  Johannsen  appeared  on  May  13,  14  and  15, 
1915,  during  the  final  session  of  the  Federal  Commission 
on  Industrial  Relations  at  Washington,  D.  C,  and  there, 
in  the  National  Capital,  presented  with  frankness  and  free- 
dom this  picture  of  the  viewpoint  and  the  leadership  of 
organized    labor    in    California. 

Mr.  Johannsen  testified  that  he  had  resided  in  California 
eight  years;  was  the  State  Orgemizer  for  the  Building 
Trades  Council  of  California  and  General  Organizer  for 
the  United  Brotherhood  of  Carpenters.  As  State  Organizer 
he  had  charge  of  strikes  in  various  parts  of  the  state, 
particularly  in  Los  Angeles,  Stockton  and  San  Francisco. 
In  addition  to  his  permanent  Official  positions  he  testifies 
that   in   most   of   the   circumstances   to   which   he   refers: 

"I  had  charge  of  all  the  pickets;  I  was  the  captain  of 
all  the  pickets  of  all  the  unions;  I  gave  them  their 
instructions." 

His  views,  with  regard  to  the  purpose  and  propriety 
of  picketing,  are  freely  and  frankly  expressed  in  such 
declarations    as    this: 

"We  organized  thirty  militant  women  in  the  City  of 
Stockton  and  those  women — oh,  they  were  fine,  they 
were  not  handicapped  with  any  philosophy.  *  *  *  Qf 
course  we  had  to  instruct  them,  I  had  to  get  them  out 
and  I  had  an  awful  time  with  them;  they  didn't  know 
anything  about  discipline  and  obeying  orders;  they  just 
wanted  to  know  what  we  wanted  done.  We  told  them 
we  would  like  to  see  them  go  out  on  the 
picket  line,  and  not  use  the  word  'scab'  and 
those  words  which  were  considered  vulgar,  and  bad 
form  and  liable  to  suit;  and  we  told  them  it  was  much 
better  to  punch  a  man  in  the  nose  first  and  explain  it 
afterwards  than  it  was  to  tell  him  beforehand.  There 
was  no  use  getting  arrested  for  just  threatening  a 
fellow." 

His  appreciation  of  their  general  conduct  is  expressed 
as    follows: 

"The  women  were  all  right.  They  horsewhipped  the 
President  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  on  the  street. 
Of    course  that   was   fine." 

Commissioner  Weinstock  asked  the  witness:  "Do  you 
believe  in  destroying  the  property  of  those  who  employ 
non-union     men?"  Mr.     Johannsen:     "That     depends     on 

circumstances." 

His  attitude  toward  the  law  is  clearly  expressed  in  two  notable 

instances.      He    first    testified    that    while    in    charge    of   the 

strike    in    Los    Angeles,    an    anti-picketing    ordinance,    which 

has    since  passed    the    test    of    the    supreme    court    of    your 

state,    was    enacted.      His    comment    upon    it   is    as    follows: 

"So    they    passed    the    ordinance    so    we    couldn't    picket 

or   nothing.     We    couldn't    do    nothing  at    all — had    to    do 

one  of  two  things,   either  be   cowards  and   call  the   strike 

off,  or  else  tell  the  city  council  to  go  to  hell;  and  we  did 

the    latter." 

And  to  support  this  condition  about  $6,500  a  week  was 
sent   from    San   Francisco. 

Charges  were  read  to  Mr.  Johannsen  to  the  effect  that 
organized  labor  was  teaching  defiance  of  injunctive  orders 
issued  in  labor  disputes  and  he  was  asked:  "Do  you  care 
to  make  any  comment  on  that?"  to  which  he  replied: 

"Except  to  say  that  I  don't  recognize  any  right  under 
any  circumstances  of  a  judge  to  issue  any  injunction 
against  a  laboring  man  on  strike,  if  such  injunction  was 
issued." 

Commissioner    Weinstock:  "Would    you    respect    it?" 
Mr.    Johannsen: 

"I  got  four  or  five  of  those  things  against  me  in 
Stockton;  they  were  served  on  me,  and  the  strike  com- 
mittee said  we  would  have  to  be  careful  and  not  break 
into  jail.  I  don't  think  the  power  of  an  injunction  goes 
much  beyond  the  courage  of  those  who  are  enjoined. 
I  think  that  if  a  person  is  convinced  in  his  own  mind 
and  in  his  own  feelings  that  his  case  is  just,  that  his 
demands  for  an  increase  in  wages,  or  whatever  the  fight 
may  be — in   Stockton  it  was  against  the   breaking   of   our 


agreement — if  you  think  and  feel  you  are  right,  why 
then,  go  ahead.  And  never  mind  about  those  pieces  of 
paper.  We  didn't  pay  any  attention  to  them  except 
this:..  The  attorney  advised  us  not  to  make  any  comment 
to  the  public,  which  we  didn't,  but  I  went  and  got 
seventy-five  strikers,  and  there  was  a  special  house 
which  was  designated,  I  think,  the  Southland  Hotel,  and 
I  instructed  the  pickets,  and  they  all  obeyed  instructions; 
they  were  served  with  injunctions  and  they  left,  and  then 
they  served  them  again  and  they  left,  and  kept  that  up 
until  they  didn't  have  any  more  paper  and  then  there 
wasn't  any  more   trouble." 

Commissioner  Aishton,  inquiring  further  into  this  matter, 
asked: 

"In  reply  to  Commissioner  Weinstock  yesterday,  in 
regard  to  the  obeying  of  the  law  by  the  workers,  in 
cases  where  injunctions  were  served,  I  think  you  said 
that  you  instructed  the  workers  to  interpret  the  law 
and  obey  the  injunction  according  to  their  own  judgment; 
is  that  also  correct?" 
Mr.    Johannsen: 

"I  said  that  would  be  my  advice;  it  would  depend  on 
circumstances;  if  I  thought  we  could  get  away  with  it, 
it    would    be    my    advice." 

Referring  to  the  conviction  of  the  dynamiters  at  Indiana- 
polis and  the  destruction  of  the  Los  Angeles  Times,  he 
says,    speaking    of    the    convicted    men: 

"When  they  went  to  prison  the  first  thing  we  did 
in  our  state  convention  in  Los  Angeles,  we  suspended 
all  rules  and  order  of  business,  and  took  up  the  first 
thing  the  re-election  of  general  secretary  and  treasurer, 
and  elected  Tveitmoe  and  Clancy  by  acclamation,  and 
it  was  the  first  time  anybody  had  ever  been  elected  by 
acclamation    in     that     convention." 

This  testimony  derives  its  importance  from  the  official 
position  of  the  witness,  from  the  fact  that  he  crossed 
the  continent  to  testify  before  a  federal  commission,  was 
in  a  representative  capacity  and  presented  the  view  of 
those  whom  he  was  sent  to  represent,  nor  was  his  testi- 
mony given  under  any  sudden  impulse  of  high  feeling. 
On  the  contrary,  on  the  day  following  the  proceding  evi- 
dence, Mr.  Weinstock  called  the  attention  of  Mr.  Johann- 
sen to  the  fact  that  this  record  would  become  public 
property  and  that  in  examining  his  testimony  he  had  been 
struck  with  its  bold  and  sweeping  statements,  and  he  asked 
if  he  now  desired  to  modify  or  correct  any  statement 
which  he  had  made.  He  then  proceeded  to  read  a  number 
of  his  statements  to  Mr.  Johannsen,  concluding  by  saying: 
"Of   course,   in  plain   language,   this   seems   to   defy   the 

authorities.      Now,    I   think   you    ought   to   be   afforded   an 

opportunity    to    modify    or    change    this,    if    you    care    to 

do   so." 

Mr.  Johannsen:   "That  is  all  right  as  it  stands." 

Mr.    Weinstock:   "You   prefer   to   leave  it   the   way   it   is?" 

Mr.    Johannsen:    "Sure." 

Now,  gentlemen,  I  do  not  present  this  evidence  to  excite 
either  passion  or  prejudice,  but  to  make  you  see  your- 
selves as  others  see  you,  when  Mr.  Johannsen  fits  the 
spectacles  to  the  Eastern  nose.  Personally,  I  have  no 
doubt  that  the  influence  of  the  sympathic  audience  some- 
what intoxicated  the  witness,  but  no  man  who  heard  that 
evidence,  or  witnessed  the  air  with  which  the  witness 
delivered  it  or  examines  the  substance  of  principle  that 
underlies  it  could  fail  to  understand  that  if  it  represented 
the  sentiment,  the  viewpoint  and  the  principle  of  action  of 
any  considerable  number  of  any  class  of  the  citizens  of 
this  great  city,  it  was  not  difficult  to  understand  the 
sources  that  produced  a  Billings.  Personally  I  do  not 
believe  that  the  great  body  of  the  membership  of  the 
labor  organizations  of  San  Francisco  will  endorse  the 
philosophy  of  Mr.  Johannsen,  as  expressing  their  own 
attitude  toward  the  community  or  the  law.  If  I  thought 
that  I  would  feel  hopeless.  But  though  I  do  not  believe 
that  Mr.  Johannsen's  philosophy  meets  the  approval  of 
the  great  body  of  the  working  people  of  this  city,  I  feel 
every  man  must  share  my  apprehension  as  to  the  result 
of  such  teaching  or  of  such  conduct  if  it  proceed  un- 
checked   and    unrebuked. 

San  Francisco  will  always  have  labor  organizations. 
The  country  will  always  have  them.  They  fulfill  and 
express  a  social  need;  they  possess  powers  for  good  under 
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rational  guidance  and  in  the  use  of  legitimate  means 
second  to  no  other  social  force,  but  it  is  for  society  to 
determine  what  kind  of  labor  organizations  it  shall  have, 
just  as  the  American  people  during  the  past  decade  have 
exerted  all  the  authority  of  an  omnipotent  government  to 
determine  the  kind  of  corporations  the  nation  shall  have. 
Without  corporations  the  world's  business  could  not  be 
carried  on,  but  we  have  determined  that  no  business 
aggregation,  however  valuable  or  efficient,  shall  live  save 
in  subjection  to  the  common  good,  so  no  community  can 
endure  any  form  of  combination,  however  laudable  its 
purpose,  that  cannot  accomplish  that  purpose  by  legitimate 
methods.  Organization  in  whatever  form  is  but  a  tool 
for  the  service  of  man  and  no  form  of  society,  municipal 
or  national,  can  permit  it  to  be  turned  into  a  weapon  that 
any  part  may  use  against  the  whole.  We  complain  not 
of  the  use  of  organization  but  of  its  abuse,  and  he  is 
the  best  friend  of  the  combination  of  either  capital  or 
labor  who  prevents  it  from  unconsciously  working  harm 
to  itself.  A  man  is  so  constituted  that  he  cannot  injure 
a  necessary  principle  in  the  person  of  another  without 
doing  harm  to  himself  and  no  man  can  long  keep  for 
himself  the  right  or  opportunity  which  he  destroys  in 
another. 

The  whole  situation  of  these  tendencies  against  which 
your  movement  is  a  manly  protest,  was  strikingly  described 
in  a  recent  article  entitled  "The  Constitutional  Crisis,"  by 
Dr.  David  Jayne  Hill,  the  distinguished  publicist  and 
diplomat,    who    asks: 

"What  prospect  have  the  young  men  of  all  classes, 
especially  of  the  self-dependent  classes,  if  some  imporium 
in  imperio,  some  purely  voluntary  and  irresponsible 
organization  within  the  State,  is  able  to  fill  public  offices 
with  its  candidates  and  through  the  control  of  legislative 
power  impose  its  will  upon  every  form  of  production, 
distribution,  and  consumption?  Is  there  any  disposition 
tending  in  this  direction.  Is  there  any  motive  for  pur- 
suing it?  Is  there  any  power  in  existence,  or  likely  to 
come  into  existence,  that  can  assume  full  control  of  the 
various  industries,  dictate  the  hours  and  conditions  of 
labor,  the  amount  of  the  product,  the  agencies  through 
which  it  shall  be  distributed,  the  rewards  which  each 
participant  shall  receive?  If  such  a  power  came  into 
being,  what  would  be  left  of  individual  liberty,  and  what 
would  be  the  value  of  each  individual  life?  Would  there 
be  any  open  market  in  which  a  man  might  dispose  of 
his  own  energies  or  his  own  wares  at  his  own  price? 
Would  there  be  any  possibility  of  existence  except  upon 
conditions  laid  down  by  the  State,  or  by  the  imperium 
in  imperio  that  controlled  the  State,  or  by  the  junta  of 
persons  permitted  to  wield  the  power  in  this  machine 
within    a    machine." 

Your  problems  are  grave  and  no  city  plays  for  a 
greater  stake.  Industrial  development  means  much  to  San 
Francisco.  It  means  much  to  any  community  in  this  age 
of  the  world,  but  especially  to  you,  because  of  the  natural 
riches  available  for  transformation  and  the  changes  that 
you  face  with  the  conclusion  of  the  great  struggle  now 
crimsoning  the  fields  of  Europe.  No  city  and  no  state, 
indeed  no  nation,  attains  the  first  rank  in  the  modern 
world  save  through  the  development  of  manufacturing. 
The  twelve  first  industrial  states  of  the  union  are  its 
twelve  leaders  in  population,  wealth,  business  and  every 
form  of  material  and  educational  development.  In  1820 
but  ten  per  cent  of  our  people  were  engaged  in  industry 
and  the  manufacturing  production  of  the  nation  for  that 
year  was  less  than  the  production  of  single  corporations 
of  the  present  day.  Last  year  the  American  manufacturer 
offered  for  the  trade  of  the  world  more  than  twenty-five 
billions  of  manufactured  commodities,  four  billions  more 
than  the  united  production  of  Germany  and  Great 
Britain  in  the  year  before  the  war.  You  sit  beside 
the  great  ocean  toward  which  are  moving  the  commercial 
figures  of  the  great  historic  drama  of  the  future.  Japan, 
the  Germany  of  the  Orient,  keen,  efficient,  adopting,  adapt- 
ing, becoming  adept,  will  emerge  from  the  present  great 
struggle  re-enforced  financially  and  drilled  in  industry 
by  a  vast  experience  in  manufacturing  and  administration 
upon  a  vast  scale,  meeting  the  needs,  and  supplying  the 
demands  of  the  Western  nations.  She  will  be  no  longer 
a  mere  consumer  but  an  efficient  industrial  producer,  with 
the    Western    ocean    dotted    with    her    delivery    wagons,    a 


new  and  vigorous  competitor,  not  merely  for  South  Amer- 
ican trade,  but  peculiarly  equipped  to  invade  this  domestic 
market  and  at  the  conclusion  of  the  pending  war  we  shall 
represent  the  largest  and  most  alluring  trade  prize  in  the 
world.  You  need  industries  to  round  out  the  city's  life, 
to  supply  at  first  hand  the  implements  that  greatly  make 
for  your  future  enlargement,  but  above  all  things  you  need 
that  which  provides  the  temptation  that  capital  and  labor 
cannot  withstand  in  seeking  a  home,  the  realization  in  the 
every-day  life  of  the  city  of  those  great  principles  which 
have  supplied  the  stimulation  of  our  national  growth,  that 
have  attracted  through  all  the  century  the  best  blood  of 
all  Europe  and  have  fused  it  into  the  most  striking  person- 
ality in  the^  world.  Only  the  principles  that  have  made  us 
great  can  lieep  us  great;  their  perpetuity  is  our  security, 
they  have  been  the  main-spring  in  the  most  rapid  growth 
the  world  has  ever  witnessed.  Freedom  of  action,  oppor- 
tunity to  make  the  most  of  that  which  is  within  us, 
security  in  the  reward  of  effort,  these  have  at  once  stimu- 
lated our  people  to  the  splendid  effort  realized  in  every 
progressive  step  of  our  vast  business  life.  These  things 
have  made  each  man  strain  for  himself  and  those  dependent 
upon  him,  and  in  finding  the  reward  of  his  own  efforts  he 
conferred  social  benefit  upon  all  his  fellows.  This  I  say 
is  the  sum  of  your  effort.  He  who  stands  on  the  Twin 
Peaks  that  lift  their  tops  above  the  sea,  looks  down  upon 
as  fair  a  sight  as  ever  pleased  the  eye  of  man,  a  city 
spreading  over  more  hills  than  Rome,  a  sparkling  bay 
that  may  float  the  navies  of  the  world,  a  community  tried 
in  the  fire  of  adversity,  great  in  spirit,  in  resources,  in 
opportunity,  needing  only  the  revival  of  the  great  stimu- 
lating principles  that  passion  and  prejudice  have  blotted 
from  view,  to  lift  it  to  the  first  heights  of  community 
success.  Your  movement  is  doubly  fortunate  in  the  spirit 
in  which  it  moves,  with  something  of  Lincoln's  largeness, 
with  charity  for  all,  with  malace  for  none,  but  with  firm- 
ness to  do  the  right  as  God  has  given  you  the  light  to 
see  it,  and  splendid  as  is  that  opportunity,  it  is  not  less 
fortunate  in  the  leadership  that  expresses  it,  the  leadership 
so  clear  in  its  conviction  and  expression  that  no  honest 
man  can  misunderstand  it  and  no  dishonest  man  success- 
fully misrepresent  it,  and  so  detached  in  its  judgment  and 
effort  that  no  man  can  charge  it  with  personal  ambition  or 
believe  it  tainted  with  selfish   motives. 


Address  by  Frederick  J.  Koster, 

President  of  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of 
Commerce. 

GENTLEMEN: 

The  officers  of  your  Chamber  of  Commerce  extend  to  you 
greeting  and  a  cordial  welcome  in  the  home  of  the  Chamber. 

The  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce  is  today  the 
largest  and  one  of  the  most  influential  among  commercial 
organizations  in  the  United  States  and  very  probably  in  the 
whole  world. 

The  recent  tremendous  increase  in  its  membership  and  in 
financial  support  is  not  only  a  mighty  endorsement  of  its 
work  and  its  program,  but  is  likewise  an  expression  of  con- 
fidence in  San  Francisco's  future  and  a  readiness  to  cooperate 
in  the  direction  of  realizing  her  great  natural  advantages,  to 
the  fullest  possible  extent,  for  the  benefit  of  all  her  people. 

San  Francisco  is  looking  forward  to  a  great  industrial  ex- 
pansion. The  measure  of  that  development  and  the  rapidity 
of  its  realization,  depends  largely  upon  the  intelligently  direc- 
ted effort  of  business  leaders  through  voluntary  commercial 
organizations. 

We  have,  without  question,  practically  every  natural  advan- 
tage that  could  be  conferred  upon  any  location  for  a  city. 
We  lack  only  the  human  forces  and  resources  necessary  to 
make  the  fullest  use  of  these  natural  advantages;  and  in  order 
to  attract  these  forces  those  of  us  who  are  already  here  must 
so  govern  ourselves  and  create  such  conditions  as  will  tend 
to  draw  to  us  the  combined  developing  agency  of  investor 
and  worker. 

The  articles  of  incorporation  of  the  San  Francisco  Chamber 
of  Commerce  state  that  the  purposes  for  which  it  was  formed 
are  "To  advance,  foster  and  encourage  domestic  and  foreign 
trade,  commerce  and  industry,  and  promote  the  public  and 
commercial  welfare  and  interests  of  the  City  and  County  of 
San  Francisco,  the  State  of  California,  and  the  Pacific  Coast; 
to  establish  and  maintain  a  commercial  exchange  in  the  City

and  County  of  San  Francisco;  to  promote  the  interests  and 
convenience  of  its  members;  to  inculcate  just  and  equitable 
principles  in  trade;  to  establish  and  maintain  uniformity  in 
commercial  usages;  to  acquire,  preserve  and  disseminate 
valuable  business  information,  and  to  adjust  controversies 
between  its  members,  and  generally  secure  to  its  members 
the  benefits  of  cooperation  in  the  furtherance  of  their  legiti- 
mate pursuits." 

It  is  wise  to  keep  this  in  mind  and  to  understand  that  as  a 
member  in  this  organization  you  are  voluntarily  contributing 
your  share  towards  accomplishing  these  ends. 

The  advantage  of  any  individual  through  his  membership 
in  the  Chamber  can  be  secured  only  indirectly,  and  in  pro- 
portion only  as  the  Chamber's  work  results  in  the  general 
benefits  to  the  whole  community. 

This  I  wish  to  impress  upon  you  above  all  things;  namely, 
that  the  voluntary  character  of  this  organization;  the  fact 
that  it  has  no  power  of  control,  restrictive  or  otherwise,  over 
amy  of  its  members  or  over  any  one  else;  the  fact  that  it  is 
primarily  an  agency  for  community  service;  that  it  cannot 
undertake,  directly,  to  make  profits  for  its  members;  that  it 
can  only  combine  the  influence  and  intelligence  of  its  mem- 
bers in  the  general  community  interest,  and  thus  wdden  the 
opportunity  for  each  of  its  members.  It  cannot  do  a  single 
thing  for  any  of  its  individual  members  without  in  the  same 
act  performing  a  service  for  the  benefit  of  the  whole 
community. 

Every  thrifty  working  man  and  working  women,  as  well 
as  those  in  business  and  professional  life  should  ponder  care- 
fully the  fact  that  in  a  well  ordered  community,  where  the 
best  use  is  made  of  natural  advantages  there  is  the  most  liv- 
ing possible  for  every  element — a  better  opportunity  for  good 
schools  for  children,  for  the  learning  of  a  trade  or  of  a 
profession,  for  getting  a  job  under  proper  working  conditions 
and  with  good  pay — that  there  is  less  likelihood  of  the  boys 
and  girls  being  turned  in  idleness  in  the  streets;  that  every 
little  piece  of  property  has  just  so  much  sounder  and  better 
a  value;  and  that  all  the  conditions  are  just  so  much  more 
favorable  for  the  enjoyment  of  life. 

The  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce  believes  that 
San  Francisco  can  be  made  the  finest  and  greatest  city  in  the 
world  with  the  happiest  and  most  prosperous  people.  It  de- 
sires that  factories  should  be  established  here;  that  ships  shall 
be  built  here;  that  ships  shall  leave  and  enter  this  harbor  in 
great  numbers,  to  and  from  everywhere;  that  our  City  shall 
attract  through  the  fact  primarily  that  the  people  are  law 
abiding,  cooperative  and  efficient,  so  that  investment  made 
here  in  good  faith  will  be  guaranteed  protection  and  a  square 
deal.  It  desires  that  we  shall  have  good  streets,  good  sewers, 
an  abundance  of  wholesome  water,  a  well  lighted  City,  good 
schools,  parks,  and  playgrounds,  and  all  those  things  that  are 
essential  to  the  happiness  and  well-being  of  all  the  people. 

To  accomplish  these  things  the  Chamber  will  exert  itself 
to  its  utmost. 

In  order  that  these  things  may  be  possible,  the  first  essen- 
tial is  that  we  be  well  governed,  to  the  end  that  law  and  order 
be  maintained  and  that  every  law  abiding  person  be  permitted 
to  live  in  the  full  enjoyment  of  those  rights  and  privileges 
sought  to  be  guaranteed  by  the  Constitution  of  our  Country. 

It  was  in  the  realization  of  this  fundamental  necessity  that 
there  was  made  the  Chamber's  declaration  of  policy  and 
which  led  to  the  formation  of  its  Law  and  Order  Committeee. 
And,  too,  it  was  in  the  spirit  of  approval  of  the  stand  taken 
by  the  Chamber,  and  recognition  of  its  tremendous  impor- 
tance, and  appreciation  of  the  fact  that  it  not  only  justified 
but  demanded  the  support  of  the  leaders  among  business  and 
professional  men  to  make  its  work  effective,  that  so  many  of 
them  rallied  to  its  support. 

It  is  just  about  two  and  a  half  months  ago,  namely,  on 
July  10th,  that  there  was  held  in  this  room  the  great  setting 
of  business  and  professional  men  which  resulted  in  the  forma- 
tion of  the  Law  and  Order  Committee,  and  which  gave  the 
first  evidence  of  that  spirit  which  has  been  responsible  for 
the  Chamber's  increase  in  membership. 

I  will  not  attempt  to  go  into  details  as  to  the  many  im- 
portant activities  of  the  Chamber,  and  later  I  will  call  upon 
our  Vice-President  and  General  Manager  to  briefly  outline 
those  things  to  you. 

I  merely  wish  to  say  emphatically  that  while  the  work  of 
the  Law  and  Order  Committee  is  perhaps  deepest  in  the 
minds  of  the  members  of  the  Chamber,  and  while  its  work. 


as  I  have  said,  is  fundamental,  realizing  as  we  do  that  without 
a  foundation  of  a  healthy,  lawabiding  community  spirit  all 
other  effort  is  practically  valueless,  still  there  is  proceeding 
work  of  the  utmost  importance  to  the  City  and  to  the  State 
in  the  many  other  departments  of  the  organization. 

The  work  of  the  Law  and  Order  Committee  is  progressing 
steadily  and  consistently. 

We  are  attacking  this  problem  at  its  foundation  with  a  keen 
appreciation  of  its  magnitude.  We  have  been  subjected  to  a 
number  of  attacks,  and  each  attack  has  only  served  to 
strengthen  our  position.  No  attempt  has  been  made  to  attack 
the  principles  for  which  we  stand  because  that  would  be 
worse  than  futile;  but  very  positive  attempts  have  been  made 
and  are  constantly  being  made  to  impugn  our  motives  and 
to  persuade  the  public  that  the  object  back  of  our  Open  Shop 
declaration  is  the  destruction  of  labor  unions,  in  spite  of  our 
very  definite  statement  to  the  effect  that  we  insist  upon  the 
strict  observance  by  both  parties  to  contractual  relations  be- 
tween employer  and  employe,  which  implies  a  recognition  of 
collective  bargaining  and  contract — in  spite  of  our  irtsistence 
upon  the  right  to  employ  union  or  non-union  men  in  whole 
or  in  part  as  the  parties  involved  may  elect.  The  fact  is 
that  according  to  our  view  the  Open  Shop  is  nothing  more 
nor  less  than  that  shop  which  is  not,  by  reason  of  illegal, 
unwarranted,  or  unrighteous  coercion  or  domination,  a  shop 
closed  to  all  but  those  who  are  members  of,  and  controlled 
by,  the  union  or  unions. 

We  are  not  out  upon  any  progress  of  disrupting  unions  or 
to  injure  them  in  any  way  whatever.  We  have  no  authority 
or  right  to  say  to  any  one  that  he  shall  or  shall  not  either 
employ  or  refuse  to  employ  union  members  or  that  he  shall 
not  deal  with  the  union  or  unions;  but  we  insist  that  labor 
union,  like  any  other  organization  of  any  character,  in  order 
to  be  tolerated  in  our  community  life,  must  confine  them- 
selves to  acts  within  the  law.  They  must,  like  any  other 
organization,  attract  their  membership  through  making  them- 
selves valuable,  attract  because  through  righteous  and  lawful 
methods  they  help  the  working  people  to  secure  justice  and 
every  fair  advantage  possible,  but  they  should  not  compel 
recognition  through  intimidation,  coercion,  or  any  other  un- 
lawful methods. 

Our  program  practically  resolved  itself  down  to  the  one 
thing — the  insistence  upon  the  maintenance  of  law  and  order 
in  industrial  disputes. 

The  great  big  thing  that  has  so  far  been  accomplished  as 
a  result  of  the  stand  taken  by  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of 
Commerce  is  a  complete  change  in  the  attitude  of  the  self 
respecting,  lawabiding  elements  in  the  community,  to  one  of 
optimism  and  confidence,  and  to  put  that  element  which  has 
been  responsible  for  the  exploitation  of  the  working  people 
and  their  organizations,  as  well  as  the  community,  through 
their  power  over  those  organizations,  on  the  defensive  not 
only  before  the  community  as  a  whole  but  before  the  better 
class  of  the  membership  of  labor  unions  themselves.  And 
it  has  done  even  more  than  this — it  has  attracted  to  San 
Fremcisco  favorable  attention  from  all  parts  of  the  United 
States, 

This  organization  has  taken  a  place  of  leadership.  True 
leadership  imposes  responsibilities  and  great  obligations,  and 
we  cannot  relieve  ourselves  of  them,  and  the  trend  of  our 
whole  community  will  depend  largely  upon  how  we  fulfill 
those  obligations.  The  organization  as  such  will  exert  an 
influence  in  proportion  as  its  officers  can  direct  the  coopera- 
tive spirit  of  service  of  its  membership.  There  will  be  mis- 
understanding, but  that  must  not  weaken  our  purpose.  We 
are  engaged  upon  a  big  and  splendid  work,  and  all  big  works 
have  their  periods  of  trial  and  doubt,  and  the  essential  big 
things  show  immediate  results. 

There  can  be  no  question  of  our  love  for  our  city.  There 
can  be  no  question  that  our  population  is  for  the  most  part 
of  excellent  quality,  and  that  it  is  imbued  with  a  spirit  of 
making  of  this  our  City  one  of  the  most  attractive  of  all  the 
world's  communities.  It  is  for  us  to  contribute,  through  our 
splendid  organization,  every  possible  help  towards  the  con- 
summation of  this  very  desirable  end. 

In  conclusion  I  cannot  refrain  from  giving  expression,  on 
the  part  of  all  the  officers  of  the  Chamber,  of  appreciation  of 
the  wonderful  work  performed  by  the  Membership  Commit- 
tee; of  the  splendid  evidence  of  public  spirit  and  self  sacrifice 
by  some  700  of  the  busiest  leaders  in  business  and  profes- 
sional life  in  the  service  they  gave  in  building  up  the  mem- 
bership of  this  Chamber.     It  is  difficult  to  estimate  the  edu-

cational  value  of  that  work  to  the  whole  city.  The  value  of 
their  service,  given  in  a  spirit  of  the  realization  of  the  need 
of  arousing  our  citizens  to  a  sense  of  their  civic  duty,  in- 
dicates what  a  splendid  beginning  has  been  made  in  changing 
the  whole  sentiment  of  our  people,  and  how  much  we  may 
expect  to  accomplish  in  the  future,  through  this  instrument 
which  you  have  helped  to  create  and  of  which  you  are  a 
part.  *,  ^ 

We  shall  go  forward  vidth  confidence  sure  of  your  support, 
with  malace  toward  none — claiming  no  privilege  excepting 
that  of  serving  the  whole  community  in  its  highest  interest. 

Address  by  Robert  Newton  Lynch, 

Vice  President  and  Manager,   San  Francisco 
Chamber  of  Commerce. 

Mr.    President    and    Gentlemen: 

I  shall  take  two  or  three  minutes  in  calling  attention  to 
a  few  things,  which  as  members  of  the  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce, you  ought  to  know.  We  had  before  the  large 
Membership  Campaign,  and  we  have  in  a  greater  measure 
since,  a  tremendous  membership.  Our  problem  is  to  reach 
every  member  of  the  Chamber  with  the  vital  work  con- 
ducted by  this  organization.  We  have  on  hand  a  great 
deal  of  information  which  we  attempt  ot  give  to  the 
members  through  the  "Activities"  and  a  great  deal  appears 
in  the  newspapers.  Regarding  the  work  that  is  being  con- 
ducted by  this  Chamber,  unless  you  have  particular  interest 
in  some  department  you  will  remain  in  ignorance  of  the 
work  being  done.  This  problem  is  almost  impossible  to 
meet  unless  there  is  a  vital  interest  on  the  part  of  the 
member  to  come  himself  and  learn  something  about  the 
organization. 

Every  member  of  the  organization  should  make  it  his 
duty  to  inform  himself  regarding  the  practical  workings 
of  the  institution.  I  am  going  to  spare  you  the  details  of 
going  into  an  explanation  of  these  departments,  but  will 
just  call  your  attention  to  the  Marine  Department;  Grain 
Department;  Transportation  Department  (dealing  with  the 
large  questions  that  affect  San  Francisco) ;  Municipal 
Affairs  Department;  Foreign  Trade  Department;  Industrial 
Department  (with  fund  of  information  and  constructive 
policy  to  locate  manufacturing  enterprises  here) ;  Law  and 
Order  Work;  Charities  Endorsement  Department  (enables 
givers  to  charity  to  save  large  sums  of  money  and  still 
accomplish  more).  Besides  departments,  there  are  com- 
mittees equipped  by  men  technically  informed  upon  various 
subjects.  We  crave  personal  visits  of  the  members,  for 
you    should    know    how    your    affairs    are    handled. 

This  organization  is  aimed  at  big  community  interests 
rather  than  at  petty  selfish  interests.  Some  members  feel 
that  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  is  something  to  get  a 
little  business  from,  for  his  particular  firm.  In  proportion 
that  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  serves  the  individual  in- 
terests that  it  is  aiming  to  serve.  Particularly  should  the 
members  inform  themselves  on  the  constructive  policy  of 
the   Chamber. 

This  policy  of  the  Chamber  is  undoubtedly  responsible 
for  the  substantial  vote  of  confidence  on  the  part  of  the 
commercial  community,  evidenced  by  the  success  of  this 
membership  compaign.  This  policy  includes  three  things: 
first,  no  subject  will  be  acted  upon  without  fairly  complete 
information,  however  tempting  may  be  the  subject;  second, 
no  vital  issue  will  be  sidestepped  because  it  is  contro- 
versial or  is  political  in  character;  third,  no  matter  will 
be  taken  up  unless  the  organization  is  willing  to  carry  it 
through  to  ultimate  solution. 

This  program  has  had  a  profound  and  far-reaching  effect 
upon  the  organization.  Inasmuch  as  full  information  is 
essential  to  action,  the  Chamber  has  been  committed  to 
a  program  of  the  most  searching  and  scientific  investigation 
into  the  basic  facts  of  the  community.  Fifty  thousand 
dollars  was  raised  to  get  the  industrial  facts.  A  searching 
investigation  of  the  schools  of  San  Francisco  was  under- 
taken. Other  departments  of  municipal  and  civic  life 
challenge  searching  inquiry,  and  this  program  is  leading  us 
to  some  intelligent  conprehension  of  the  character  and 
characteristics   of   our   city. 

as  to  the  second  point,  viz:  our  determination  to  take 
up  vital  subjects,  however  controversial,  our  Board  of 
Directors     definitely     pledged     the     organization     that     we 


would  meet  fairly  any  problem  that  was  clearly  demon- 
strated by  our  industrial  survey  to  be  hampering  our 
industrial  growth.  In  this  connection,  San  Francisco  has 
had  a  nation  wide  reputation  as  being  particularly  sub- 
servient to  many  labor  tyrannies.  Likewise,  in  labor  dis- 
putes, picketing,  violence  and  intimidation  were  unfortunate 
accessories.  However  much  this  reputation  may  have  been 
deserved,  tyrannies  and  violence  have  gone  unrebuked  by 
the  community  as  a  whole  and  successive  municipal  admin- 
istrations were  sympathic  with  a  certain  type  of  labor 
leadership.  The  program  of  the  Chamber  included  a 
frank   facing   of   this   situation. 

Following  .the  third  element  of  this  program,  many 
problems  have  been  definitely  rejected  as  not  coming  either 

within  the  functions  or  resources  of  the  Chamber  or  a 
realization  that  the  time  was  not  opportune  to  press  the 
matter  for  ultimate  decision.  Therefore,  every  big  question 
that  comes  up  for  action  is  preceded  by  the  question: 
Are  we  prepared  to  use  all  of  our  efforts  to  see  this 
matter  through?  Suddenly  a  series  of  strikes  started  on 
the  water  front  of  San  Francisco.  The  Stevedores'  organ- 
ization deliberately  broke  their  contract,  made  arbitrary 
demands,  sought  to  enforce  a  secondary  boycott,  started 
a  reign  of  violence  and  effectively  tied  up  the  Port  of  San 
Francisco.  The  Chamber  was  ready  for  this  emergency  and 
immediately  announced  that  it  stood  for  observance  of 
law  and  order  and  scrupulous  observance  of  contractural 
relations  between  employers  and  employees,  favoring  the 
open  shop.  In  order  to  enforce  this  stand,  a  million 
dollars  was  immediately  raised  from  our  membership,  and 
the  community  was  assured  that  lawless  tyranny  would  no 
longer  be  tolerated  in  San  Francisco.  The  community  as 
a  whole  applauded  the  action  of  the  Chamber  and  speedily 
became  convinced  of  the  justice  and  courage  and  the 
consecutive  character  of  the  program.  The  program  was 
impressive  and  violence  ceased.  Some  fiendish  anarchist 
throwing  a  bomb  in  the  streets  of  San  Francisco  at  the 
time  of  the  Preparedness  Parade,  killing  nearly  a  dozen 
people,  was  the  last  atrocity  which  committed  the  city 
with  its  old  vigilante  spirit  to  the  task  of  maintaining  a 
law    abiding    community. 

Because  of  the  above  circumstances  the  business  com- 
munity of  San  Francisco  has  made  haste  to  join  a  body 
which  is  actually  meeting  the  problems  which  are  vital,  to 
the  life  and  development  of  the  city.  Hence,  five  thousand 
new  members,  and  a  forward  look  to  the  big  future  of  this 
western    metropolis.

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TRANSPORTATION  DEPARTMENT 

New  Rates  on  Fresh  and  Dried  Fruits,   Wine,   Etc., 
to  the   Southeast. 

On  December  7,  1916,  in  Supplement  20  to  Trans- 
continental Eastbound  Tariff  3-L,  changes  in  rates 
on  apples,  brandy,  cabbage,  deciduous  and  citrous 
fruits,  fruit  juices,  honey,  hops,  melons,  nuts,  pickles, 
potatoes,  vegetables  and  wine  will  become  effective. 
The  changes  are,  generally  speaking,  reductions  ex- 
cept on  fruit  juices,  syrups  and  grape  juice.  The 
territory  affected  by  the  changes  in  rates  is  the  so- 
called  Southeastern  Territory  and  covers  points  in 
Alabama,   Georgia,   Tennessee   and  the   Carolinas. 

Western   Classification   Docket 

The  Western  Classification  Committee  will  hold  a 
hearing  in  Chicago,  November  21,  22  and  23,  on 
applications  for  changes  in  ratings,  ruling,  etc.,  in 
Western  Classification  No.  54.  Interested  parties 
desiring  to  appear  and  present  arguments  will  be 
heard  in  the  conference  room  1875  Transportation 
Building,  Chicago.  The  applications  cover  numerous 
commodities  and  call  for  changes  in  mixture,  group- 
ing,  advances  and  decreases  in  ratings,   etc. 

The  Traffic  Bureau  has  a  complete  list  of  the  sub- 
jects to  be  considered,  and  will  be  pleased  to  furnish 
any  member  with  full  information. 

Transcontinental  Rate  Hearings. 

The  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  has  re-opened 
the  whole  transcontinental  Fourth  Section  question 
(Long  and  Short  Haul  Clause),  and  set  hearings  on 
the  subject  to  be  conducted  by  Henry  Thurtell,  who 
until  a  few  months  ago  was  Chairman  of  the  Fourth 
Section  Board. 

The  hearings  and  the  .  dates  are  as  follows :

United    States    Court    Rooms,    Salt    Lake    City, 
November  28th;

United   States   Court   Rooms,    Spokane,    Wash., 
December  14th. 


All  cases  involving  transcontinental  rates  that  have 
been  heard  by  the  Commission  and  ruled  upon  in  the 
past  will  be  re-opened  and  consolidated  with  and 
made  a  part  of  I.  and  S.  Docket  909,  which  is  the 
ease  covering  the  present  suspended  transcontinental 
rates. 

The  action  of  the  Commission  in  opening  up  the 
w^hole  intermountain  situation,  including  the  inter- 
mountain  decision  which  was  taken  to  the  United 
States  Supreme  Court  and  there  affirmed,  is  highly 
significant.  It  is  fair  to  assume  that  the  Commission 
has  determined  to  deal  with  this  situation  in  a  com- 
prehensive way  and  that  the  result  of  these  hearings 
will  be  a  decision  which  will  place  this  coast  and 
intermountain  rate  structure  upon  a  basis  which  will 
be  of  a  more  permanent  character  and  which  will 
conform  to  the  logic  of  the  compelling  force  of  the 
sea.  There  is  only  one  way  to  settle  this  question 
right,  and  that  is  to  add  the  full  local  back  to  the 
water-compelled  rate  at  the  coast  until  the  combina- 
tion of  the  coast  rate  plus  the  local  back  meets  and 
equals  the  reasonable  rate  per  se  coming  west. 

California    Lumber   Cases 

The  lumber  cases  before  the  State  Commission  were 
heard  every  day  last  week  except  Saturday.  On 
Friday  the  hearing  was  adjourned  until  December, 
when  the  carriers  are  expected  to  finish  their  case 
by  presenting  their  justification  for  certain  proposed 
advances.  Complainants  will  then  be  heard  in 
rebuttal  and  the  case  submitted  for  decision.

The  original 
together  with  one  copy  each  endorsed  on  the  back 
with  name  of  ultimate  consignee  in  Russia  or  Finland 
must  be  sent  by  Steamship  Agent  direct  to  the 
Aktiebolaget  Transito  unless  the  transaction  is  to  be 
financed  in  this  country  when  only  one  copy  should 
be  sent  and  original  should  be  handed  direct  to  only 
one  of  the  following  banks,  viz :  National  City  Bank, 
Guaranty  Trust  Company,  Bankers'  Trust  or  the 
National  Bank  of  Commerce.

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WORK  OF  THE  CHAMBER  IN  THE  RECENT  CAMPAIGN 


The  manner  in  whicli  ineinbei's  rallied  to  the  sup- 
port of  the  Chamber  in  its  recent  campaign  "For 
the  Good  of  San  Francisco"  presages  well  for  the 
future  of  the  city. 

Nearly  two  thousand  resjionded  to  the  Chamber's 
request  for  volunteers  to  get  out  tlie  vote  on  election 
day  and  to  watch  the  count.  From  this  list  1,651 
assignments  Avere  made,  the  details  covering  nearly 
every  precinct  in  the  city.  Several  hundred  volunteers 
were  held  in  reserve  in  the  event  their  services  should 
be  needed.  As  they  were  not,  those  willing  volunteers 
should  feel  no  sense  of  disappointment  but  remember 
"They  also  Serve  who  only  Stand  and  Wait." 

Members  entered  on  the  work  with  enthusiasm, 
donating  their  services  and  those  having  automobiles 
placing  them  at  the  disposal  of  the  Chamber.  Tn 
the  more  densely  populated  districts  the  territory 
assigned  to  each  seldom  covered  more  than  one  block 
and  in  the  apartment  house  districts  a  block  was 
often  quartered  among  four  workers.  Tn  this  manner 
practically  all  the  available  vote  Avas  cast. 

How  thoroughly  this  work  was  done  is  evidenced 
])y  some  of  the  reports,  viz:  "Every  registered  vote 
in  my  territory  has  been  cast  with  the  exception  of 
five,  three  have  moved  from  the  district  and  two 
have  died  since  registration."  "Every  voter  in  my 
district  has  gone  to  the  polls,  Avhere  shall  1  woi-k 
next?"  "Have  finished  with  my  territory,  any  of  the 
fellows  want  any  work  anywhere?"  That  is  the  way 
it  went  all  through  the  day  with  frequent  calls  foi- 
more  of  the  Chamber's  suggestive  ballots,  requests 
for  automobiles  to  convey  the  infirm  to  the  polls  and 
for  information  as  to  the  various  measures  on  tlie 
ballot.     The  vote  shows  the  result  of  such   work. 

In  addition  to  this  work  on  election  day  the  Cham- 
ber had  printed  and  distributed  105.000  copies  of  its 
recommendations  on  the  state  measures.  Requests 
for  these  came  from  many  sections  of  tln^  state  and 
advices  received  since  the  election  show  they  were 
Avidely  distributed  by  the  commercial  organizations 
cooperating  with  the  legislative^  bureau  of  our  Cham- 


ber in  its  capacity  as  a  central  bureau  of  information. 
That  the  commercial  organizations  agreed  in  the 
matter  of  the  recommendations  is  evidenced  by  the 
overwhelming  vote  in  their  support.  About  seventy 
thousand  state  ballots  were  printed  and  distributed 
among  the  commercial  organizations  and  by  members 
in  their  private  mail.  The  Law  and  Order  Com- 
mittee of  the  Chamber  concentrated  its  efforts  on 
securing  the  adoption  of  the  anti-picketing  ordinance. 
For  the  municipal  campaign  12,000  copies  of  the 
recommendations  were  printed  and  distributed  to- 
gether with  120,000  of  the  suggestive  ballots  which 
were  also  printed  in  all  the  daily  and  Aveekly  news- 
papers in  the  city  including  those  printed  in  foreign 
languages.  The  Civic  League  of  Improvement  Clubs, 
the  Real  Estate  Board  and  the  Down  Town  Associa- 
tion stood  loyally  Avith  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  in 
its  campaign  for  the  good  of  San  Francisco  and  the 
result  is  convincing  evidence  of  the  great  good  that 
may  be  accomplished  by  concerted  and  harmonious 
action.

MEETING  OF  THE  CALIFORNIA  DEVELOPMENT 

BOARD 

The  Third  Quarterly  Meeting  of  the  California 
Development  Board  will  -be  held  in  San  Bernardino, 
November   24-25. 

The  program  is  being  arranged  with  particular 
reference  to  legislation  and  state  development,  and 
the  subjects  will  be  presented  by  some  of  the  ablest 
speakers  in  the  state  and  opportunity  will  be  given 
for  discussion. 

Arrangements  are  being  made  to  run  a  special 
train  from  San  Francisco  and  Oakland  carrying  dele- 
gates from  all  parts  of  the  state. 

The  San  Bernardino  people  are  arranging  to  make 
this  meeting  not  only  profitable  but  pleasant.  Many 
features  of  entertainment  are  being  planned. 

It  is  hoped  that  many  will  take  this  advantage  of 
visiting  the  southern  part  of  California  and  at  the 
same  time  engaging  in  what  promises  to  be  one  of 
the  most  potential  and  suc-cessful  meetings  yet  held 
by   the    California    Development    Board. 


A  special  lound  trip  excursion  rate  has  been 
secured.  The  fare  one  way  to  San  Bernardino  is 
$13.95,  and  the  round-trip  rate  of  one  and  one-third 
fare  is  $18.75.  Pullman  accommodations  are  as 
follows:  Standard  lowers,  $2.50;  uppers,  $2.00;  draAV- 
ing  rooms  accommodating  five  persons  are  $9.00 ; 
compartments    accommodating    four    persons,    $7.00. 


TRANSPORTATION  DEPARTMENT 

The  California  Railroad  Commission  has  issued  De- 
cision No.  3847  in  the  Sacramento  Valley  rate  cases, 
covered  by  complaint  of  the  San  Francisco  Chamber 
of  Commerce,  Complainant,  vs.  Southern  Pacific  Com- 
pany, and  McCloud  River  Railroad  Company,  De- 
fendants, Case  485 ;  McCormick-Saeltzer  Com- 
pany, et  al.  Complainants,  vs.  Southern  Pacific  Com- 
pany and  McCloud  River  Railroad  Company,  Defend- 
ants, Case  580;  and  in  the  matter  of  the  Commission's 
investigation  into  class  rates  of  Southern  Pacific 
Company  between  all  points  San  Francisco-San  Jose 
and  points  north  thereof  to  and  including  the  Oregon 
State  line,  Case  686.  These  cases  were  before  the 
Commission  for  more  than  tw^o  years  and  were  finally 
concluded,  argued  and  submitted  the  latter  part  of 
1915.  The  decision  was  written  by  Commissioner 
Devlin  and  is  concurred  in  by  all  of  the  Com- 
missioners. 

The  City  of  Oakland  and  the  Oakland  Chamber  of 
Commerce  intervened  in  the  Commission's  case,  No. 
686,  and  there  were  various  other  interventions.  The 
Oakland  intervention  was  for  the  purpose  of  securing 
a  differential  or  a  lower  rate  from  Oakland  to  Cali- 
fornia points  involved  than  Avere  contemporaneously 
in  effect  from  San  Francisco. 

The  Commission  has  rendered  an  exhaustive  opinion 
and  issued  an  order  which  has  the  effect  of  reducing 
the  class  rates  from  San  Francisco,  Oakland  and 
Sacramento  to  a  great  many  points.  For  illustration, 
the  present  rate  from  San  Francisco  and  Oakland  to 
the  Oregon  State  line  is  on  a  $1.07  first  class  scale, 
whereas  the  order  of  the  Commission  provides  n 
scale  of  rates  at  95  cents,  first  class.  The  Commis- 
sion's order  also  makes  some  difference  in  the  rela- 
tionship of  the  various  classes  from  the  relationship 
at  present  in  effect. 

The  order  is  dated  November  4,  1916,  and  provides 
that  the  Southern  Pacific  Company  and  the  McCloud 
Railroad  Company  jointly  in  the  one  case,  and  the 
Southern  Pacific  singly  in  the  case  of  rates  to  South- 
ern Pacific  stations  only,  shall  publish  and  file  with 
the  Commissions  on  or  before  sixty  days  from  the 
date  of  the  order  the  rates  prescribed. 

The  Commission's  decision  dealing  with  the  Oak- 
land situation  practically  denies  in  principle  the 
differential  in  favor  of  Oakland,  but  the  mileage 
scale  of  rates  prescribed  by  the  Commission,  as  it  now 
stands,  has  the  practical  effect  of  making  a  slightly 
loAver  scale  of  rates  from  Oakland  to  points  within 
20  miles  from  San  Francisco.  Owing  to  the  inherent 
conditions  of  the  mileage  scale  of  rates,  there  are  a 
few  points  where  the  distance  is  more  than  20  miles 
to  which  the  rate  from  Oakland  is  slightly  lower 
than  from  San  Francisco,  due  as  a1)ove  stated  en- 
tirely to  the  inherent  conditions  surrounding  a  mile-F 
age  scale.  For  illustration,  a  point  138  miles  from 
Oakland  would  be  143  miles  from  San  Francisco,] 
and  the  Oakland  rate  would  be  under  the  140  mih 
scale,  while  the  San  Francisco  rate  would  be  undei 
the  150  mile  scale,  which  is  slightly  higher  than  th( 
140  mile  scale. 

Tn  dealing  with  the  subject  ^afne  opinion,  however,| 
the   Commission   states,   "The   location    of   San   Fran-j 
cisco    and    Oakland,    because    of    the    unusual    geoj 
graphical  conditions,  naturally  creates  a  grouping  o^

Avhile  bound 
from  Bluefields  to  New  Orleans.  The  Willapa  last 
left  this  port  on  August  3rd  last  year  and  had  been 
operating  off  the  Atlantic  Coast  ever  since,  and  prior 
to  that  carried  lumber  between  this  city  and  the 
Washington  Coast.

If  three  or  four  thousand  ask  for  it — they  sit  up 
and  take  notice. 

If  thirty  or  forty  thousand  ask  them — they  put  it 
through  in  a  hurry.

Please  eliminate  all  reference  to  Rochlin  on  the 
two  pages,  3  and  7.  Rocklin  is  not  included  in  the 
Commission's  order  of  November  4th,  and  was  shown 
in  the  comparison  in  error. 


Transcontinental  Rate  Hearings. 

The  Attorney  and  Manager  of  the  Traffic  Bureau 
left  San  Francisco,  Wednesday,  November  15th,  for 
Chicago,  to  be  present  and  participate  in  the  hearing 
before  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  in  the 
matter  of  the  reopened  Intermountain  Fourth  Section 
(Long  and  Short  Haul  Clause)  cases.  The  Chicago 
hearing  begins  November  20th.  Other  hearings  in 
the  same  matter  are  set  for  November  28th  at  Salt 
Lake  City,  December  4th  at  San  Francisco,  December 
11th  at  Portland,  Oregon  and  December  14th  at 
Spokane,    Washington. 

Recent  developments  in  the  matter  of  transcon- 
tinental rates  generally  are  as  follows :  The  Inter- 
state Commerce  Commission  authorized  the  carriers 
to  cancel  all  of  the  tariffs  under  suspension  which 
were  to  have  become  effective  September  1,  1916. 
The  cancellation  of  those  tariffs  had  the  effect,  of 
course,  of  cancelling  the  order  of  suspension,  hearing 
and  investigation  relative  thereto,  designated  as  I. 
&  S.  Docket  909.  But  the  general  intermountain 
Fourth  Section  matters  are  all  reopened  and  will 
be  heard  independent  of  the  recent  advances,  and 
thereby  really  become  more  important  than  if  the 
suspension  was  also  to  be  considered  at  these 
hearings. 

It  is  understood  that  the  carriers  will  now  file 
new  tariffs  to  take  the  place  of  those  cancelled;  west- 
bound based  on  advances  of  10c  per  100  lbs.  in  car- 
loads, and  25c  per  100  lbs.  in  less  than  carloads,  on 
all  Schedule  C  commodities  except  cotton  seed  oil, 
castor  oil  and  petroleum  oil,  carloads,  on  which  three 
commodities  there  will  be  no  change ;  eastbound, 
advances  of  10c  per  100  lbs.  on  canned  goods  (includ- 
ing canned  salmon  and  canned  milk),  dried  fruit, 
asphaltum,  beans,  barley  and  wine,  in  carloads. 

The  increased  rates  proposed  by  the  carriers  will 
be  filed  on  thirty  days'  notice,  and  it  is  understood, 
will  become   effective   about   December   30th. 

We  are  specifically  advised  by  the  carriers  that  the 
westbound  increases  in  less  carload  commodity  rates 
will  not  affect  Schedules  A  and  B  of  the  westbound 
tariff,  but  will  be  confined  to  the  25c  per  100  lbs. 
advance  in  Schedule  C.  Outside  of  Schedule  C  less 
carload  commodity  rates,  the  rates  which  were  in 
effect  prior  to  the  advance  of  September  1st  will 
remain  in   effect  westbound.

TRANSCONTINENTAL  RATE  HEARINGS 


At  the  opening  of  the  hearing  on  the  reopened 
intermountain  cases,  Applications  205,  etc.,  and  9813, 
etc.,  east  and  west  bound  transcontinental  rates,  at 
Chicago,  November  20th,  Commissioner  Daniels  made 
the  following  statement : 

"The  Commission  has  assigned  for  hearing  on  November  20 
at  Chicago,  Hi.;  on  November  28  at  Salt  Lal<e  City,  Utah;  on 
December  4  at  San  Francisco,  Cai.;  on  December  11  at  Portiand, 
Ore.;  and  on  December  14  at  Spol<ane,  Wash.,  the  following 
matters: 

"The  reopening  of  the  fourth  section  applications  filed  by  R. 
H.  Countiss,  agent,  on  behalf  of  transcontinental  carriers  re- 
specting rates  on  the  so-called  schedule  C  commodities  from 
eastern  defined  territory  to  Pacific  Coast  ports  and  intermediate 
points. 

"The  reopening  of  fourth  section  application  9813,  and  others, 
respecting  rates  on  barley,  beans,  canned  goods,  asphaltum, 
dried  fruits  and  wine  from  Pacific  Coast  ports  and  intermediate 
points    via    Galveston,    Tex.,    to    Atlantic    seaboard. 

"The  reopening  of  the  fourth  section  applications  filed  by 
R.  H.  Countiss,  agent  on  behalf  of  transcontinental  carriers  re- 
specting rates  on  the  so-called  schedule  B  commodities  from 
eastern  defined  territory  to  Pacific  Coast  terminals  and  inter- 
mediate   points. 

"Docket  No.  9258 — The  complaint  of  the  Commercial  Club  of 
Kansas  City,  Mo.,  vs.  the  Atchison,  Topeka  &  Santa  Fe  Railway 
Company    et    al. 

"Fourth  section  applications  filed  by  R.  H.  Countiss  on  behalf 
of  transcontinental  carriers  respecting  rates  on  classes  and 
commodities  from  the  Pacific  Coast  to  eastern  territory  which 
are  lower  in  some  instances  than  the  rates  on  like  traffic  from 
and  to  Intermediate  points.  The  Commission  proposes  tenta- 
tively   the   following    order    of    precedure    for   the    hearings: 

"At  Chicago:  1.  Testimony  on  behalf  of  the  Spokane  Chamber 
of  Commerce  in  support  of  their  petition  asking  that  the  fourth 
section  applications  respecting  rates  on  the  so-called  schedule 
B  commodities  from  eastern  defined  territory  to  Pacific  Coast 
and  intermediate  points  be  reopened  that  showing  may  be 
made  respecting  changed  conditions  which  are  now  alleged  to 
make  necessary  and  justifiable  other  and  different  orders  respect- 
ing the  rates  on  these  commodities  than  those  heretofore 
entered. 

"2.  Submission  by  the  carriers  of  such  plan  of  readjustment 
of  rates  from  eastern  defined  territory  to  Pacific  Coast  and 
intermediate  points  on  both  schedules  B  and  C  as  to  them  may 
seem    proper    and    justifiable. 

"3.  Testimony  on  behalf  of  shipping  interests  in  that  portion 
of  the  United  States  lying  on  and  east  of  the  Missouri  River 
respecting  proposed  readjustment  of  these  westbound  commodity 
rates. 

"4.  Testimony  as  to  proposed  rates  on  California  products 
from  Pacific  Coast  and  intermediate  California  points  via  Gal- 
veston   to    the    Atlantic    seaboard. 

"Docket  No.  9258 — The  complaint  of  the  Commercial  Club  of 
Kansas   City,    Mo.,   vs.    A.    T.    &    S.    F.    Ry.    Co.    et    al. 

"At  Salt  Lake  City,  Utah,  on  November  28,  and  at  Spokane, 
Wash.,  on  December  14.  Testimony  on  behalf  of  shippers  residing 
in  the  intermountain  territory  in  the  states  of  Colorado,  Nevada, 
Idaho,    Montana,    Utah    and    Wyoming. 

"At  San  Francisco,  on  December  4:..  1.  Testimony  on  behalf 
of  shippers  in  California  respecting  proposed  readjustment  of 
rates  from  eastern  territory  to  the  California  points  and  testi- 
mony relative  to  proposed  readjustment  of  rates  on  barley, 
beans,  canned  goods,  asphaltum,  dried  fruits  and  wine  from 
California    points    via    Galveston    to    the    Atlantic    seaboard. 

"2.  Testimony  of  the  carriers  relative  to  fourth  section  appli- 
cations respecting  rates  on  classes  and  commodities  from  Pacific 
Coast  points  to  eastern  territory  which  are  lower  than  the 
rates    from    or    to    intermediate    points. 

"Docket  No.  9278 — the  complaint  of  the  Arizona  Corporation 
Commission   vs.   A.   T.   &   S.    F.    Ry.    Co.,   at   Portland,    December   11. 

"1     Testimony    on    behalf    of    shippers    located  in    the    states    of 

Oregon     and     Washington     respecting     proposed  readjustment     of 

rates    from     eastern    territory    to    north     Pacific  coast    and     inter- 
mediate    points. 

"It  should  be  made  plain  that  although  the  Commission  has 
granted  authority  to  the  carriers  to  cancel  the  rates  which  were 
suspended  in  I.  &  S.  Docket  No.  909  and  to  file  new  tariffs 
containing  rates  from  eastern  territory  to  the  Pacific  Coast 
which  are  higher  than  the  current  rates  by  10  cents  per  100 
pounds  on  carloads  and  25  cents  per  100  pounds  on  less  than 
carloads,  and  has  authorized  the  carriers  to  file  tariffs  containing 
rates  from  California  ports  on  barley,  beans,  canned  goods, 
asphaltum,     dried    fruits     and     wine    which     are     higher    than     the 


present  rates  by  10  cents  per  100  pounds,  that  these  rates  are 
subject  to  protest  and  suspension  by  the  Commission,  and  if 
established  are  intended  as  temporary  only,  pending  the  report 
and  order  of  the  Commission  responsive  to  the  hearings  in  this 
case..  Although  the  Commission  has  canceled  the  hearings  re- 
specting I.  &  S.  Docket  No.  909  for  the  reason  that  the  rates 
suspended  in  that  proceeding  are  to  be  canceled,  the  hearings 
respecting  the  reasonableness  and  propriety  of  any  proposed 
readjustment  of  these  transcontinental  rates,  both  from  east  to 
west  and  west  to  east,  will  proceed  as  scheduled.  The  fourth 
section  applications  respecting  rates  on  commodities  from  eastern 
defined  territory  to  Pacific  Coast  ports  and  intermediate  points 
have  been  reopened,  and  the  whole  subject  matter  of  what 
relief,  if  any,  under  the  present  circumstances  should  be  afforded 
the  carriers  as  to  rates  from  this  territory  to  the  Pacific  coast 
as  compared  with  the  rates  to  intermediate  points,  is  in  issue. 
The  Commission's  order  requiring  the  carriers  to  readjust  the 
rates  on  barley,  beans,  canned  goods,  asphaltum,  dried  fruits 
and  wine  from  California  ports  via  Galveston  to  the  Atlantic 
seaboard  in  strict  accord  with  the  requirements  of  the  fourth 
section  has  been  temporarily  postponed,  but  the  question  of 
what  must  be  done  about  these  rates  is  also  in  issue.  Certain 
rates  from  the  Pacific  Coast  to  the  eastern  territory  on  classes 
and  commodities  are  lower  than  the  rates  from  or  to  inter- 
mediate points.  The  question  as  to  what  relief,  if  any,  should 
be  afforded  the  carriers  from  the  operation  of  the  fourth  section 
as  to  these  rates  is  in  issue.  There  are  also  the  issues  pre- 
sented by  the  complaint  of  the  Commercial  Club  of  Kansas  City 
and    the    complaint    of   the    Arizona    Corporation    Commission." 

The  railroads  presented  their  case  the  first  day, 
Mr.  L.  J.  Spenee,  Director  of  Traffic  of  the  Southern 
Pacific,  New  York,  and  Mr.  P.  P.  Hastings,  A.  G.  F. 
A.  of  the  Santa  Fe,  San  Francisco,  being  the  wit- 
nesses. Mr.  Spenee  presented  a  long  statement,  sub- 
mitting the  principles  or  rules  for  the  transcontinental 
lines,  how  the  rates  under  the  Fourth  Section  should 
be  governed,  and  so  forth.     They  are  as  follows: 

1.     Carriers    shall     be     required     to    show, 

"(a)  That  proposed  rates  to  or  from  the  more  distant  points 
are  necessitated  by  conditions  which  have  not  been  created  by 
the  applicant  carrier,  are  less  than  reasonable,  and  are  sub- 
normal. 

"(b)  That  such  rates  yield  revenue  in  excess  of  the  actual 
cost  of  handling  the  traffic  upon  which  they  are  to  apply 
thereby  adding  something  to  the  net  revenue  and  avoiding  any 
increased    burden    upon    intermediate    points. 

"2.  Relief  shall  be  granted  the  carriers  to  meet  not  only 
actual  sea  competition,  but  also  potential  competition  which  has 
been  previously  manifested  and  the  facilities  for  which  are  still 
in  existence  although  dormant  at  the  time  of  the  application  or 
the     hearing    thereon. 

"3.  The  actual  movement  of  a  commodity  by  water  shall 
determine    whether    it    is    susceptible    to    sea    competition. 

"4.  Rates  between  Atlantic  or  Gulf  ports  and  the  Pacific  ports 
shall  be  authorized  which  are  the  practical  equivalent  of  the 
rates  by  sea,  taking  into  account  the  relative  cost  and  disabili- 
ties— i.  e.,  accomplishing  a  fair  equalization  of  the  rates — the 
rates  at  intermediate  points  to  be  considered  separately  and 
without    relation    to    the    terminal    adjusment. 

"5.  Rates  between  interior  points  of  origin  in  eastern  defined 
territories  and  Pacific  Coast  terminals  shall  be  whatever  is 
determined  necessary  to  enable  carriers  to  obtain  or  hold  a  fair 
proportion    of    the    traffic,    taking     into    consideration: 

"(a)  The  rates  from  principal  points  of  origin  via  sea  routes 
to    destination    ports; 

"(b)     The    additional    charges    incident   to    water    transportation; 

"(c)  A  fair  allowance  for  the  intangible  difference,  if  any, 
due    to    superior    service; 

"(d)      Competition    of    carriers    from    other    points    of    origin. 
"The    rates    at    intermediate    points   to    be    considered    separately 
and    without    relation    to   the   terminal    adjustment. 

"6.  When  the  carriers  shall  have  fully  supported  their  Fourth 
Section  applications  as  contemplated  by  the  preceding  rules, 
the  Commission  shall  exercise  the  authority  delegated  by  the 
Fourth  Section  to  authorize  the  carrier  'to  charge  less  for  longer 
than  for  shorter  distances'  and  'from  time  to  time  prescribe  the 
extent  to  which  such  common  carrier  may  be  relieved,'  by  con- 
sidering what  rates  in  fact  are  justified  and  fixing  in  the  de- 
termination of  all  applications  the  specific  rates  which  shall  be 
authorized  to  meet  water  competition  without  affecting  the 
rates  at  intermediate  points,  except  that  the  carriers  shall  not 
be  permitted  to  exceed  the  combination  of  the  authorized  rate 
to    the    port    plus    full    local    rate    thence    to    interior    destination."

MARINE  DEPARTMENT  NEWS 

Among  the  principal  items  in  the  cargo  of  the 
Toyo  Kisen  Kaisha  Steamer  Nippon  Maru,  which 
arrived  here  last  week  from  China  and  Japan,  were 
4907  pa.  rubber,  471  cs.  cigars,  455  sk.  beans,  1285 
pa.  raw  silk,  500  sk.  walnuts,  50  bl.  gunnies,  1363  pa. 
tea  and  considerable  provisions,  and  Chinese  and 
Japanese  merchandise,  7989  pa.  of  cargo  go  to  ports 
and  cities  bevond  here. 


The  Pacific  Mail  Steamship  Company  Steamer 
Ecuador,  which  left  here  on  the  20th  inst.,  took 
treasure  to  the  Orient  amounting  to  $2,000,000,  of 
which  $1,000,000  in  gold  goes  to  Shanghai  and  Hong- 
Kong,  and  $1,000,000  in  silver  to  Japan. 


On  November  21st  the  total  tonnage  chartered 
and  on  the  way  to  this  port  from  all  foreign  ports, 
including  the  Hawaiian  Islands  and  Philippines, 
amounted  to  278,298  tons  as  against  148,544  tons 
last  year  on  the  same  date.  This  does  not  include 
a  number  of  large  steamers  on  the  way  here  for 
fuel  before  proceeding  on  to  final  destinations. 


Steamer  Jim  Butler  for  many  years  in  the  coast 
trade  was  sold  last  week  by  A.  F.  Mahony  to 
foreign  oAvners  for  $100,000.00. 


Peru  Barkentine  Stella  arrived  here  on  November 
23rd  from  Callao  bringing  as  cargo  1,000  tons  of 
cotton  seed  cake  which  will  be  milled  in  this  city 
and  shipped  to  neighboring  states  for  use  principally 
by  cattle  owners.  A  similar  cargo  is  being  brought 
here  by  the  Schooner  Helvetia. 


Frederick  Henry,  Ship  Broker,  has  notified  this 
department  that  the  French  Bark  General  de  Negrier 
will  be  placed  on  berth  January  loading  for  Nantes 
(France) — the  vessel  to  be  towed  down  to  the  Canal, 
and  also  out  of  Colon  a  sufficient  distance  to  avoid 
possible  calms,  where  the  vessel  will  square  away 
under  her  own  canvas.  It  is  expected  the  vessel  will 
make  the  run  in  75  to  90  days. 


French  Bark  Marechel  de  Villars  which  left  Seattle 
on  April  21st  this  year  with  a  cargo  of  56.018  centals 
barley  shipped  by  M.  H.  Houser  &  Company  has  not 
as  yet  arrived  at  destination;  was  last  spoken  on 
September  4th,  and  was  then  600  miles  off  the 
English  Coast.  It  is  the  general  belief  in  shipping 
circles  that  she  has  been  attacked  and  sunk  at  sea. 
Vessels  cargo  was  valued  at  $92,425. 

PRISON  MADE  BAGS 

The  Board  of  Directors,  at  its  meeting  November 
21st.,  unanimously  resolved  to  reaffirm  the  position 
taken  by  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  on  December  15, 
1911,  in  regards  to  the  manufacture  of  bean  bags  in 
the  States  Prison,  and  unnnimously  adopted  a  res- 
olution that  the  Governor  and  the  Board  of  Prison 
Directors  of  the  State  of  California  be  urgently  re- 
quested to  confine  the  manufacturing  of  bags  in  the 
State  Penitentiaries  to  the  standard  grain  bags,  and 
that  they  be  earnestly  requested  not  to  enter  into 
the  manufacture  of  any  other  kinds  of  bags  for  any 
other  purpose.

TRANSPORTATION  DEPARTMENT 

Transcontinental  Rates 

The  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  commenced 
its  hearings  on  the  transcontinental  rate  situation  on 
Monday,  November  20th,  at  Chicago,  continued  the 
hearings  at  Salt  Lake  on  November  28th  and  at  San 
Francisco  on  December  4th.  Hearings  at  Portland 
and  Spokane  will  be  held  respectively  on  December 
11th  and  14th.  The  hearings  have  been  held  before 
Examiner  ThurtcU  of  the  Interstate  Commerce  Com- 
mission. 

In  last  week's  issue  the  scope  of  the  hearings  as 
defined  by  Commissioner  Daniels  was  printed,  and 
also  the  plan  of  tlie  future  adjustment  of  the  inter- 
mediate and  coast  rates  as  stated  by  Mr.  L.  J.  Spence 
on  behalf  of  all  transcontinental  lines.  The  shippers 
of  San  Francisco  and  the  Pacific  Coast  find  them- 
selves quite  generally  in  accord  with  this  plan,  that 
is,  to  disassociate  the  coast  rates  from  the  interme- 
diate rates,  to  fix  and  adjust  the  intermediate  rates  on 
the  basis  of  reasonable  rates  per  se,  and  to  fix  the 
coast  rates  in  accordance  with  the  water  competition, 
actual  or  potential,  at  the  ports.  The  rates  west- 
bound will  then  make  to  the  intermediate  points  on 
combination  of  the  coast  rate,  whatever  it  may  be, 
adding  the  local  back  until  the  combination  meets 
and  equals  the  reasonable  rate  per  se  coming  west. 

The   system   heretofore   prevailing,    since    the    Com- 
mission  has   endeavored   to   connect  the   intermediate 
rates  with  the  coast  rates,  has  proved  unsatisfactory 
to  everybody.     In  June,  1910,  Congress  amended  the 
long   and   short   haul   section   of   the   Interstate    Com- 
merce Act  and  required  the  carriers  to  obtain  permis- 
sion from  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  when- 
ever they  sought  to  publish  rates  to  further  distant 
points  lower  than  to  intermediate  points  because   of 
competition    at    the    further    distant    point.     Prior    to 
this   amendment,    the   Supreme    Court   had   held   that 
the    carriers    under    the    statute    as    it    then    existed 
might  publish  such  rates  without  preliminary  author- 
ity  from   the    commission,    subject   of    course   to    any 
complaints  that  might  be  thereafter  made  to  the  Com- 
mission on  the  ground  of  discrimination,  which  com- 
plaints  the    Commission   would   hear    and    determine. 
But  in  the  meanwhile,  the  rates  published  on  the  car- 
riers  initiative    became    effective.     After   the    amend- 
ment   of   June,    1910,   the   carriers   were   required   by 
statute  to  file   applications  with  the   Commission  for 
authority    to    maintain    lower    rates    to    the    further 
distant  point.     More  than  ten  thousand  such  applica- 
tions have  been  filed  with  the  Commission,  and  most 
if  not  all  of  them  have  been  passed  upon  and  Fourth 
Section  relief,  as  it  has  been  called,  has  been  granted 
or  refused  as  the  case  might  be,  by  the  Commission. 
The    first    and   leading    application    of    the    carriers 
concerning  the  westbound  transcontinental  rates  was 
known    and   numbered   as   Application    No.    205,    and 
was  followed  by  a  number  of  other  similar  applications 
covering    both    east    and    west    bound    traffic    where 
Foiirth  Section  relief  was  desired,  and  the  various  de- 


cisions of  the  Commission  affecting  the  Pacific  Coast 
and.  intermediate  territory  were  thus  generally  en- 
titled, "In  the  matter  of  Application  No.  205",  with 
the  applications  which  followed  added  to  the  title. 

The  Commission's  first  decision  under  the  amended 
statute  was  rendered  in  1911,  and  is  generally  known 
as  Order  No.  124.  The  matter  was  taken  to  the 
Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States  l)y  the  carriers 
and  resulted  in  a  decision  to  the  effect  that  the  Inter- 
state Commerce  Commission  had  acted  within  its 
powers  and  that  the  order  was  valid.  This  order  was 
the  percentage  order.  Subsequently,  the  Commission 
amended  this  order  so  as  to  permit  certain  commod- 
ities grouped  under  the  title  of  "Schedule  C"  to  be 
under  low  competitive  rates  to  the  coast  with  certain 
designated  amounts  in  cents  per  100  lbs.  to  be  added 
to  the  coast  rates  at  the  intermediate  points.  By 
these  two  arbitrary  methods  of  percentage  and  cents 
per  100  lbs.  the  Commission  endeavored  to  fix  the 
relationship  between  the  rates  to  intermediate  points 
were  thus,  as  it  were,  hung  upon  the  coast  rates,  so 
that  if  the  coast  rates  went  up  the  intermediate 
rates  would  be  increased.  This  system  brought  about 
many  interferences  with  rates  which  had  been  fixed 
by  the  Commission  as  reasonable  rates  to  such  inter- 
mediate points  as  Salt  Lake  and  Utah  common  points, 
because  it  was  conceded  that  the  maximum  rates  at 
the  intermediate  points  could  not  be  exceeded  at  a 
point  further  east  nearer  the  point  of  origin.  In 
other  words,  a  maximum  at  an  intermediate  point  is 
not  a  maximum  if  it  exceeded  at  any  intermediate 
point.  The  effect  of  this  was  to  bring  about  what  the 
carriers  justifiably  termed  distortions  of  the  inter- 
mediate rates,  and  the  result  has  proved  unsatis- 
factory to  both  shippers  and  carriers.  Complaints 
have  come  to  the  Commission  from  all  parts  of  the 
United  States. 

There  is  only  one  method  of  adjusting  the  situation, 

and  that  is  the  gist  of  the  plan  proposed  by  Mr. 
Spence,  and  it  has  been  previously  sustained  by  de- 
cisions of  the  United  States  Supreme  Court.  The  only 
logical  and  reasonable  adjustment  is  to  fix  reasonable 
rates  per  se  to  the  intermediate  points,  irrespective 
of  and  without  any  reference  whatsoever  to  compet- 
itive rates  which  may  apply  to  the  sea-competitive 
ports,  and  then  and  on  the  same  principle  of  inde- 
pendent action  to  fix  the  rates  at  the  sea-competitive 
points  on  basis  of  the  actual  or  potential  competition, 
and  then  to  determine  the  rates  at  the  points  nearer 
the  coast  on  basis  of  their  actual  proximity  to  the 
coast,  which  is  measured  by  the  local  back  from  the 
coast  to  the  point  in  question;  this  combination  to 
apply  until  it  reaches  and  equals  the  reasonable  rate 
per  se. 

This  situation,  which  has  been  the  cause  of  so  much 
perplexity  to  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission, 
will  never  be  settled  until  it  is  settled  right,  and  the 
manner  proposed  is  the  only  right  way.  It  is  con- 
fidently believed  by  many  well  informed  experts  that 
the  Commission,  as  a  result  of  the  hearing  now  pro- 
gressing, will  adopt  this  system.  The  Commission's 
decision  cannot  be  expected  until  some  time  in  1917.

MARINE  DEPARTMENT  NEWS 

Tank  Steamer  J.  ^Y.  Van  Dyke,  built  for  the 
Atlantic  Refining  Company  of  Philadelphia,  was  suc- 
cessfully launched  at  the  Union  Iron  "Works  on 
November  26th.  This  tank  steamer  has  a  carrying 
capacity  for  70,000  barrels  of  oil.  When  completed 
will  operate  on  the  East  coast  in  the  oil  trade. 


Bureau  of  Navigation  reports  968  sailing,  steam, 
gas  and  unrigged  vessels  of  405,894  gross  tons  built  in 
the  United  States  and  officially  numbered  during  the 
ten  months  of  calendar  year  1916.  In  addition  there 
were  built  for  foreigners  wooden  vessels  of  372  gross 
tons  and  11  steel  vessels  of  25,418  gross  tons,  total 
47  vessels  of  25,790  gross  tons. 


The  New  Power  Ship  City  of  St.  Helens  now  build- 
ing for  Chas.  R.  McCormick  on  the  Columbia  River, 
has  been  fixed  to  load  on  the  river  for  May,  1917; 
destination  Port  Pirie,  by  Balfour  Guthrie  &  Com- 
pany,   130    shillings.

3,553  tons  of  Oriental  cargo ;  some  of  the  principal 
items  in  her  cargo  consisted  of  12,000  bags  rice ; 
19,000  pa.  Chinese  and  Japanese  merchandise ;  118 
bl.  hemp;  1,121  pa.  raw  silk;  4,200  pa.  tea;  also  9,801 
packages  which  go  to  ports   and  cities  beyond  here. 


British  Steamer  Turret  Crown,  which  has  been  on 
the  Sound  for  some  months  has  been  chartered  to 
carry  a  cargo  of  lumber  taking  the  Barge  St.  David 
in  tow  to  Balboa,  by  W.  R.  Grace  &  Company. 


GOOD  SHOWING 

According  to  figures  just  published  by  the  Bureau  of  Navigation  of  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Com- 
merce, the  Union  Iron  "Works,  of  San  Francisco,  had  building,  on  November  1st,  a  larger  gross  tonnage 
of  steel  merchant  vessels  than  any  other  shipyard  in  the  country.  The  figures  for  the  first  three  plants 
follow  :

NEW  YORK  SHIP  BUILDING  CO 26  vessels 133,804  gross  tons 

AMERICAN  BRIDGE  CO.  101  vessels  51,250  gross  tons

the  contract  for  the  construction  of  six  Torpedo  Boat  Destroyers  which  Avill  cost  to  exceed  $7,000,000.

SAN  FRANCISCO  WILL  GO  INLAND  NEXT  YEAR 


Realizing  that  the  interior  of  California  does  not 
appreciate  the  mother  relation  that  San  Francisco 
bears  to  the  entire  state  and  on  the  other  hand  that 
San  Francisco  does  not  know  her  state,  the  Chamber 
of  Commerce  believes  that  a  better  understanding  can 
be  engendered  by  attending  various  fairs,  expositions 
and  special  events  held  throughout  the  state. 

With  this  end  in  view,  the  members  have  been 
asked  to  participate  in  at  least  five  excursions  during 
the  coming  year.  The  plan  is  to  limit  these  excur- 
sion parties  to  25  or  less,  and  to  assure  a  representa- 
tion of  a  trade  or  line  of  industry  of  San  Francisco. 
For  example,  the  banker  will  represent  San  Fran- 
cisco's banking  facilities — not  his  own  institution,  and 
thus  with  dry  goods,  hardware,  drugs,  insurance, 
shipping,   etc. 

This  plan  has  been  decided  upon  after  careful  and 
thorough  investigation  of  methods  practiced  by  the 
successful   eastern   commercial   organizations. 

The  inaugural  excursion  under  this  policy  left  San 
Francisco  last  Friday  night  to  officially  represent 
the  Chamber  at  the  seventh  annual  Tulare  County 
Citrus  Fair,  held  in  Visalia.  Saturday  was  San  Fran- 
cisco Chamber  of  Commerce  Day,  and  we  were  there 
at  the  special  request  of  Visalia.  The  excursion  was 
a  success  in  every  way.  A  special  car  was  at  the 
disposal  of  the  Chamber's  party,  and  arrangements 
made  for  their  comfort.

Interstate  Commerce  Commission  Hearings 

The  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  hearings  on 
the  Fourth  Section  rate  situation  began  Monday,  Dec- 
ember 4th,  and  continued  without  interuption  to  the 
close  of  the  day  Friday,  December  8th.  At  this  hear- 
ing the  Traffic  Bureau  presented  its  case,  protesting 
against  any  advance  in  rates  to  or  from  the  Pacific 
Coast  and  supporting  its  contention  with  numerous 
exhibits  and  with  testimony  of  shippers  of  both  east- 
bound  and  westbound  commodities.  The  testimony 
by  shippers  presented  to  the  commission  in  figures 
the  enormous  loss  that  would  be  entailed  if  the  in- 
creased rates  were  permitted  to  become  effective,  and 
also  the  far-reaching  damage  that  would  result  if  the 
rail  carriers  were  refused  permission  to  continue  to 
make  rates  to  the  Coast  to  meet  sea  competition. 

The  Attorney  and  Manager  of  the  Traffic  Bureau 
^^as  at  the  Portland  hearing  beginning  December  11th, 
and  will  attend  the  Spokane  hearing  beginning  Dec- 
ember 14th.

Increased  Rates  on  Coal  and  Pig  Iron 

Something  that  has  been  overlooked  perhaps  by 
those  shippers  who  have  examined  the  westbound  tar- 
iff supplement  to  become  effective  December  30,  1916, 
is  that  there  is  an  increase  of  $2.00  per  ton  of  2,000 
lbs.  on  coal  and  pig  iron  in  carloads  from  Chicago 
territory  and  west. 

In  item  506-C,  Supplement  14  to  West  Bound  Tariff 
1-0,  coal  is  increased  from  42c  per  100  or  $8.40  per 
ton  to  52c  per  100  lbs.  or  $10.40  per  ton,  minimum 
carload  weight   60,000  lbs.

Beginning  with  the  first  of  the  year  the  Chamber 
of  Commerce  will  inaugurate  a  rather  new  departure 
in  commercial  organization  work. 

The  predominent  idea  in  the  proposed  work  is  to 
render  additional  service  to  the  increased  member- 
ship. The  office  of  the  Chamber  is  constantly  being 
visited  by  executives  in  all  lines  of  work  who  have 
received  excellent  training.  Members  of  the  Chamber 
have  made  a  practice  of  referring  parties  to  the 
office  of  the  Chamber  believing  that  they  in  turn 
could  be  referred  to  possible  opportunities. 

The  departments  of  the  Chamber  are  in  touch  with 
the  various  lines  of  trade  but  the  proper  machinery 
has  never  been  set  in  motion  to  bring  the  right  posi- 
tion and  the  right  man  together. 

In  organizing  a  placement  bureau  for  executives 
the  Chamber  in  no  way  intends  to  start  an  employ- 
ment bureau.  If  the  6,500  members  of  the  Chamber 
will  use  the  organization  as  a  clearing  house  a  real 
service  can  be  inaugurated.  Many  inquiries  have 
already  been  received  and  are  being  filed  in  con- 
nection A\^ith  this  work.  A  list  will  be  run  weekly 
in  the  Chamber's  Activities  giving  a  brief  description 
of  the  qualifications  of  parties  wishing  to  come  in 
contact  with  the  proper  opportunities.  Members  can 
secure  further  information  from  the  Chamber  by 
letter  or  by  telephone  by  referring  to  the  number 
opposite   each  party  listed. 

If  the  members  of  the  Chamber  will  cooperate  to 
the  extent  of  filing  their  needs  for  particular  positions 
with  the  office  of  the  Chamber  an  eft'ective  clearing 
house  arrangement  can  be  made  which  will  be  of  in- 
valuable service  in  bringing  the  man  or  the  woman 
and   the   opportunity  together. 

This  work  will  be  handled  by  the  Industrial  De- 
partment of  the  Chamber  and  will  be  inaugurated 
early  in  January  following  the  holiday  rush.  The 
work  will  in  no  way  interfere  with  already  estab- 
lished private  or  public  agencies  as  all  of  the  parties 
handled  and  placements  made  will  be  on  a  high 
standard  and  will  be  confined  strictly  to  executive 
positions.  Clerical  positions,  common  labor,  mechan- 
ics and  unskilled  employment  of  all  descriptions  will 
not  be  listed.     The  work  will  be  confined  to  positions 


requiring  education,  experience  and  training,  and  only 
those  parties  who  meet  these  requirements  will  be 
given  the  services  of  the  placement  bureau. 

The  work  will  not  command  any  fees  or  costs  of 
any  kind  either  to  the  members  of  the  Chamber  or 
the  parties  interviewed. 

It  is  of  course  understood  that  this  placement 
bureau  is  to  take  care  of  people  not  already  placed 
and  not  intended  to  be  used  by  those  now  having 
positions  to  secure  others.

TO  VOTE  ON  NATURAL  RESOURCES  AND 
COMBINATIONS  QUESTION 

The  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce  has  been 
asked  to  express  itself  as  to  whether  or  not  combina- 
tions to  conserve  natural  resources  shall  be  permitted. 
The  question — of  particular  importance  to  consumers, 
producers  and  operators — is  submitted  through  a  re- 
ferendum sent  by  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  of  the 
United  States,  of  which  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of 
Commerce  is  an  affiliated  member.  In  the  canvass 
now  being  made  upwards  of  eight  hundred  local  and 
national  commercial  bodies  will  be  heard  from.  The 
vote  will  represent  every  State  in  the  Union,  our  in- 
sular possessions,  and  the  American  Chambers  of 
Commerce  in  the  principal  cities  abroad. 

Source  of  Raw  Materials  and  Fuel  Concerned 

The  organization  is  asked  to  vote  for  or  against  the 
reports  of  a  special  committee  of  the  National  Cham- 
ber which  recommend  that  there  shall  be  remedial 
legislation  to  permit  cooperative  agreements  under 
federal  supervision  in  those  industries  which  involve 
primary  natural  resources — on  conditions  that  the 
agreements  in  fact  tend  to  conserve  the  resources,  to 
lessen  accidents,  and  to  promote  public  interest.  The 
recommendation  is  limited  to  timber,  the  ores,  and 
deposits  of  useful  metals,  and  of  minerals  which  are 
a  source  of  heat,  light  and  power. 

It  is  argued  that  there  has  long  been  need  for  a 
definite  national  policy  for  the  utilization  and  con- 
servation of  the  natural  resources  to  which  manufac- 
turers must  look  for  raw  materials  of  fuel.  Accord- 
ingly, a  plan  is  advanced  by  the  committee  which 
would  make  it  possible  for  the  Federal  Trade  Com- 
mission to  go  beyond  its  present  powers  of  investiga- 
tion and  to  formulate  constructive  plans  under  which 
an  industry  may  operate  to  the  common  benefit  of 
consumers,  workmen  and  producers. 

Public  Interest  First  Consideration 

The  committee  endeavors  to  show  how  the  public 
interest  may  be  safeguarded  and  promoted.  As  things 
stand  today,  it  is  said,  it  is  being  left  to  take  care  of 
itself.  There  is  a  strong  argument  for  the  prevention 
of  waste.  Statistics  are  presented  which  show  an 
appalling  loss.  Only  about  35  per  cent  of  the  total 
volume  of  lumber  as  it  stands  in  the  forest  now 
reaches  the  consumer.  Millions  of  barrels  of  oil  are 
lost.  Something  like  40  per  cent  of  the  coal  in  the 
seam  is  not  utilized. 

Fatalities  Due  to  Industrial  Accidents 

There  is  a  plea  for  increased  safety  for  workmen. 
Over  4,000  deaths  occur  in  the  metal  mining,  coal 
mining,  and  lumber  industries  each  year.  In  the 
three  industries  in  question  between  three  and  four 
men  at  an  average  in  every  thousand  were  killed  in 
1913.  In  other  words,  if  a  man  remained  in  such  an 
industry  for  twenty  years  his  chances  for  being  killed 
during  the  period  would  be  almost  one  in  ten. 

Both  Sides  of  Question  Presented 

This  is  the  seventeenth  referendum  sent  by  the

Western   Classification   Committee  Docket 

The  Traffic  Bureau  is  in  receipt  of  the  docket  of 
the  Western  Classification  for  matters  to  be  con- 
sidered by  the  Committee  Conference,  Room  1836, 
Transportation  Building,  Chicago,  111.,  beginning  Jan- 
uary 23rd  and  ending  January  25,  1917. 

The  docket  consists  of  changes  in  ratings,  rules  and 
regulations  on  a  number  of  different  commodities. 
The  principal  ones  in  which  the  Pacific  Coast  is  inter- 
ested are  cereal  food  products,  machines  and  mach- 
inery, steam  boilers,  steel  tanks,  carpets,  rugs,  etc. 
The  docket  is  open  for  inspection  of  any  interested 
members  and  it  may  be  reviewed  on  application  to  the 
Traffic  Bureau. 

Transcontinental  Rate  Hearings 

The  transcontinental  freight  rate  hearings  in  Port- 
land ended  December  13th,  in  Spokane,  December 
15th.  The  Spokane  hearing  was  the  last  of  a  series 
of  five  hearings  on  the  subject  held  by  the  Inter- 
state Commerce  Commission  before  Examiner  Thurtell. 

The  Attorney  and  Manager  of  the  Traffic  Bureau 
attended  all  of  these  hearings  except  the  one  held  in 
Salt  Lake.  The  Pacific  Coast  cities,  such  as  San 
Francisco,  Los  Angeles,  Oakland,  Portland,  Seattle 
and  Tacoma,  presented  their  cases  at  these  various 
hearings  and  made  a  strong  showing  to  the  Inter- 
state Commerce  Commission  to  the  effect  that  water 
competitive  rates  to  the  Pacific  Coast  terminals  should 
be  made  to  enable  the  rail  carriers  to  meet  water 
competition,  either  potential  or  actual,  as  it  may 
exist,  without  reference  to  what  rates  might  be  de- 
cided upon  as  reasonable  and  proper  to  be  applied 
by  the  transcontinental  rail  carriers  to  intermediate 
and  intermountain  territory. 

Increase  in  Eastbound  Transcontinental  Rates 

The  Traffic  Bureau  received  a  wire  December  16th 
from  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  to  the 
effect  that  the  transcontinental  rail  lines  had  volun- 
arily  postponed  the  effective  date  of  the  eastbound 
rate  increases  from  December  30,  1916,  to  March  1, 
1917,  on  asphaltum,  barley,  beans,  canned  goods, 
dried  fruit  and  wine.  This,  together  with  the  fact 
that  the  Southern  Pacific  Company  lifted  the  embargo 
on  the  Gulf  Route  on  California  port  shipments  to 
New  York,  effective  December  16th,  should  enable 
shippers  of  California  products  to  forward  such  ship- 
ments before  the  advance  in  the  rate  becomes 
effective. 

Th  Traffic  Bureau  filed  a  strong  protest  with  the 
Interstate  Commerce  Commission,  requesting  the  sus- 
pension and  investigation  of  the  proposed  increases, 
both  eastbound  and  westbound.  This  protest  has  yet 
to  be  acted  upon  by  the  Interstate  Commerce  Com- 
mission.

ARE    "FOREIGN    TRADE    OPPORTUNITIES" 
VALUABLE? 

From  June  13th  to  December  18tli  this  year  the 
Foreign  Trade  Department  listed  225  Foreign  Trade 
Opportunities  in  the  weekly  "ACTIVITIES."  This 
is  an  average  of  one  and  four-tenths  every  working 
day.  The  Department  received  twelve  hundred  and 
seventy-two  requests  for  further  information  which 
is  an  average  of  eight  every  working  day.  It  is 
apparent  these  opportunities  must  be  of  some  value. 
A  suggestion  has  been  made  to  either  eliminate  them 
or  considerably  change  and  reduce  their  present  form 
and  the  Foreign  Trade  Department  would  appreciate 
receiving  letters  from  any  members  who  have  re- 
ceived any  benefits  in  order  that  it  may  know 
whether  these  "Opportunities"   are   worth   the   space 

they  occupy.  

TIME  IS   SHORT 

Sixty-two  reservations  from  San  Francisco  have 
been  made  for  the  "Chamber  of  Commerce  Special 
Train"  to  the  National  Foreign  Trade  Convention  to 
be  held  in  Pittsburg,  January  25th,  26th  and  27th.

FOREIGN  TRADE  SPECIAL,"  and  as  space  must 
be  reserved  for  delegates  from  northern  cities  it  is 
important  that  San  Franciscans  desiring  to  attend 
this  convention,  should  make  their  reservations  at 
once.  This  train  will  leave  San  Francisco,  Sunday, 
January  21,  1917,  at  2  p.  m.,  and  will  consist  of 
solid  vestibule  Pullman  cars  with  the  same  service 
and  facilities  as  furnished  on  the  "  Overland  Limited. " 


MARINE  DEPARTMENT  NEWS 

Steamer  Elihu  Thomsen,  which  arrived  here  last 
week,  brought  a  full  cargo  of  condensed  milk  from 
Puget  Sound  consisting  of  750  tons.  This  is  the  first 
time  in  the  history  of  shipping  at  this  port,  that  such 
a  cargo  was  ever  delivered  here  by  water. 
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Next  sailing  from  here  for  the  West  Coast  via  Bal- 
boa will  be  the  Grace  Line  Steamer  Santa  Cruz  which 
is  booked  to  steam  from  here  on  17th  inst. 


The  Toyo  Kisen  Kaisha  Japanese  Steamer  Persia 
Maru,  arriving  from  China  and  Japan  on  December 
15th,  had  aboard  19,489  packages  of  general  cargo, 
consisting  of  350  bis.  rubber,  1450  cs.  canned  goods, 
1776  pkgs.  Chinese  merchandise,  7510  sks.  China 
beans,  1127  pkgs.  tea,  2180  sks.  walnuts,  and  a  con- 
siderable amount  of  groceries,  jute,  matting,  etc.,  of 
which  3114  packages  are  in  transit  to  ports  and  cities 
beyond  here.  

The  Motor  Ship  Sierra  owned  and  operated  by  the 
E.  K.  Wood  Lumber  Company  of  this  city  arrived  at 
San  Pedro  on  December  15th,  from  Columbia  River 
on  her  maiden  voyage  with  1,100,000  feet  of  lumber 
aboard  after  a  good  run  of  five  days.  After  dis- 
charging, will  proceed  to  this  port  being  the  first  of 
this  fleet  to  arrive  here.

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1916— A  RETROSPECT 

The  year  1916  is  nearing  its  end,  and  the  influence  wielded  by  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce 
for  the  welfare  and  toward  the  upbuilding  of  our  community  as  a  whole  during  this  eventful  year, 
prompts  me   as  its  President  to   extend  to  the  membership  most   cordial  congratulations. 

I  desire  also  to  felicitate  the  membership  upon  the  very  intelligent  and  earnest  service  given  to  the 
Chamber,  and  cooperation  with  its  officers  on  the  part  of  its  managerial,  departmental  and  clerical  staff. 

The  results  of  the  constructive  work  done  by  the  various  officers  and  boards  of  directors  since  the 
foundation  of  this  organization  approximately  5  years  ago,  were  made  apparent  during  this  year  and 
enabled  the  Chamber  successfully  to  meet  the  serious  problems  which  have  arisen.  It  would  not  be  possible 
to  record  here  the  many  important  things  accomplished  by  the  Chamber  through  its  officers  '-and  its 
various  committees  and  I  will  refer  to  only  certain  outstanding  things,  but  it  may  be  said  that  no  ques- 
tion which  vitally  concerns  the  community  but  is  referred  to  the  Chamber  for  consideration;  its  opinion 
is  sought,  and  much  heed  is  given  to  its  counsel. 

Evidences  are  not  wanting  that  the  Chamber's  influence  has  been  tremendous  in  the  direction  of 
creating  a  more  wholesome  attitude  on  the  part  of  the  public  generally  upon  the  very  serious  question 
of  industrial  relationships;  and  perhaps  as  never  before  the  leading  business  and  professional  men 
have  been  awakened  to  a  sense  of  responsibility  and  a  willingness  to  make  unusual  sacrifices  in  the 
general   community  interest.

Furnishing     the      Naval      Commission     with      maps,      facts     and 
authentic    data    re    establishment    of    proposed    naval    base. 

Furnishing  maps,  facts  and  data  to  Board  of  Officers  of 
Coast  Defenses  of  San  Francisco  re  industral  military  inform- 
ation. 

Furnishing  Benicia  Arsenel,  U.  S.  Army,  facts  re  industrial 
output    of    foundries,     machine    shops,    etc.,     in     Bay     region. 

Successful  completion  of  the  membership  campaign  resulting 
in  a  membership  of  approximately  6,500,  making  this  the 
largest  commercial  organization  in  the  United  States  in  point 
of    members    and     income. 

Took  a  referendum  of  the  membership  on  the  Seaman's  Bill 
showing  that  a  large  majority  of  the  members  were  opposed  to 
the    various    sections    of   the    bill. 

Took  a  referendum  on  the  Ship  Purchase  Bill  showing  the 
membership  of  the  Chamber  was  largely  opposed  to  Govern- 
ment   ownership.    Government    regulation,    etc. 

Secured  the  Java-Pacific  Line  which  has  increased  exports 
from    $280,745   to    $2,280,533,    first    eleven    months    of    1915    and    1916. 

Was  practically  instrumental  in  having  the  Government  pur- 
chase the  Shanghai  Consulate  and  preventing  the  American 
Consulate    from    being    established    in    an    "alley." 

Started      the      campaign      which      prevented      giving      away      the 


Philippines  and  furnished  the  data  and  arguments  which  were 
used  by  other  organizations  throughout  the  country  and  in 
Congress. 

Wholesale  Trade  Extension  Excursion  to  Coos  Bay  resulting 
in  many  advantages  to  San  Francisco  in  trade  and  other  ways. 
This  is  the  first  trade  excursion  run  beyond  the  borders  of  the 
State. 

Holding  of  the  annual  banquet  in  the  palm  court  of  the 
Palace  Hotel  in  August,  attended  by  800 — a  notable  gathering 
in    the    history    of    the    city. 

The  Traffic  Bureau  took  the  lead  and  was  largely  instrumental 
in  procuring  from  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  the 
suspension  of  the  increases  in  transcontinental  freight  rates 
east  bound  on  California's  products  and  west  bound  on  a  large 
part  of  the  goods  and  merchandise  shipped  to  the  Pacific  Coast 
from  the  East,  including  structural  iron  and  steel  and  ship 
building     materials. 

By  means  of  Commission  cind  Court  proceedings,  the  advan- 
tageous position  of  San  Francisco  has  been  permanently  recog- 
nized   in    the    matter    of    making    freight    rates    by    rail. 

The  Bureau  directed  the  attention  of  the  Commission  to  the 
situation  following  the  passage  of  the  Panama  Canal  Act,  which 
resulted  in  the  water  carriers  discontinuing  all  absorptions  to 
inland     points. 

For  the  Board  of  Directors,  and  on  my  own  part, 
I  wish  to  express  sincerest  appreciation  of  the  splen- 
did support  Avhich  has  been  so  generously  given  by 
the  membership,  and  to  extend  to  the  members  of  the 
Chamber  greetings  and  heartfelt  wishes  for  'a  happy 
and  prosperous  New  Year.
